IN  answer  to  your  Letter  of  the  24th  instant,  calling  for  a  Return  to  The  House 
of  Commons,  (in  pursoaoce  of  an  Address  to  His  Majesty  by  a  Resolution 
of  the  Honourable  House,  dated  23d  June  1831,)  giving  the  Particulars  of  all 
Applications  made  to  His  Majesty's  Commissioners  for  building  New  Churches, 
for  a  Declaration  of  Perpetual  Patronage,  under  the  third  section  of  the 
7  &  8  Geo.  IV.  c.  72,  which  have  been  complied  with  since  the  8th  of  March 
last,  and  the  Reasons  and  Conditions  of  Compliance ; — I  am  directed  by  the  Board 
to  transmit  to  you,  for  the  information  of  Viscount  Melbourne,  a  (^opy  of  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  the  1  oth  May  last,  so  far  as  the  same  relate  to  the 
Chapel  at  SennicoatSj  in  the  county  of  Sussex^  which  is  the  only  case  in  which  His 
Majesty's  Commissioners  have  directed  their  common  seal  to  be  affixed  to  the 
gwant  of  the  Perpetual  Patronage  of  any  Church  or  Chapel  under  the  authority 
of  the  7  &  8  Geo.  IV.  c.  72.  s.  3. 

I  have  the  honour  also  to  transmit  to  you,  for  the  information  likewise  of  Viscount 
MdlKiumc,  tfac  OuuilAUmia  uu  wliiiii  die  Board  giuuied  the  Perpetual  Patronage  in 
the  above-mentioned  case.

EXTRACT  of  the  Proceedings  of  The  Boaed  on  the  loih  May  last, 
so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  Chapel  at  Sennicoats,  in  the  county 
of  Sussex. 

Read, 
A  Letter  from  Mr.  Charles  Baker,  dated  Sennicots,  near  Chichester,  7  May  1831, 
praying  the  Board,  for  the  reasons  therein  stated,  to  grant  him  the  Right  of  Nomi- 
nation to  the  new  Chapel  built  and  endowed  by  him,  in  the  parish  of  Funtington. 


To  the  Secretary  of  His  Majesty's  Commissioners  for  building 
New  Churches. 

SIR,  Sennicots,  near  Chichester,  7  May  1831. 

The  Chapel  built  and  endowed  by  me,  at  Sennicots,  in  the  parish  of 
Funtington,  has  been  a  frequent  subject  of  discussion  with  His  Mf^esty's 
Commissioners,  but  circumstances  have  occurred,  which  render  it  imperative 
upon  me  again  to  bring  it  under  their  serious  consideration. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  recapitulate  the  earlier  facts,  as  to  the  Chapel 

at  S^nicots  having  been  built  under  the  sanction  of  the  Commissioners;  as 

88.  A  their 
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their  official  Retuni  to  Parliament  on  the  i  ith  of  June  1829,  expressly  declared 
their  satisfaction  at  the  proposed  arrangements.  The  same  Return  also  stated, 
"  That  doubts  having  been  raised  as  to  the  power  of  the  Commissioners  under 
"  the  Act  of  7  &  8  Geo.  IV.  the  Declaration  of  the  Right  of  Nomination  had 
^^  not  been  made  in  any  of  the  instances  in  question,  and  they  had  thought  it 
**  expedient  to  delay  their  further  proceedings,  under  the  clause  referred  to, 
"  until  the  doubts  should  have  been  removed. 

In  the  month  of  August,  after  this  Return,  and  in  consequence  of  receiving 
information  of  their  intentions,  I  attended  the  Board  in  person ;  when,  after 
some  discussion  of  the  subject,  the  Commissioners  expressed  a  wish  that  the 
endowment  (with  which  they  had  previously  declared  their  satisfaction  to 
Parliament)  should  be  increased  in  the  whole,  to  £.  70  a  year. 

To  this  I  immediately  assented ;  and  the  Commissioners  having  also  proposed 
two  new  stipulations,  namely,  that  I  should  consent  to  a  District  being  assigned 
to  the  Chapel,  and  that  no  rews  should  be  let  for  money,  I  instantly  agreed  to 
both  conditions. 

The  Commissioners  then  informed  me,  that  the  doubts  in  my  case  were  re- 
moved, and  that  the  Declaration  of  Nomination  should  be  made  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  statute. 

This  communication  was  officially  confirmed  by  the  Letter  of  the  28th  of 
August  1828,  to  which  I  beg  leave  to  refer ;  and  in  which  it  was  formally 
declared,  that  the  case  of  Sennicof  s  Chapel  was  free  from  legal  difficulties ; 
and  that  the  Commissioners  were  willing,  in  that  instance,  to  deviate  from  their 
Order  of  the  nth  of  June,  (viz.  the  Return  to  Parliament),  and  to  declare  the 
Right  of  Nomination  to  such  Chapel  (after  being  consecrated)  in  the  manner 
pointed  out  by  the  statute  of  the  7th  and  8th  Geo.  IV. 

Having  afterwards  submitted  the  Draft  of  the  Endowment  Deed  for  pe- 
rusal of  the  Commissioners,  it  was  returned  to  me  on  the  1  oth  of  November 

1829,  formtilly  oppruvcd  ou  ilim-bclMilf'  ki  -writing. 

The  Deed  in  question  expressly  stated,  ^^  That  the  Commissioners^  on  such 
**  endowment  being  made  as  after  mentioned,  had  consented  and  agreed  that 
^^  the  Right  of  nominating  a  Minister  to  the  said  Chapel  should,  so  soon  as  the 
^^  Chapel  had  been  duly  consecrated,  and  that  Deed  duly  executed,  for  ever 
"  thereafter  be  in  me,  my  heirs  and  assigns." 

On  the  12th  of  the  same  month, of  November,  I  transferred  the  endpw- 
ment  stock  out  of  my  own.  name  to  the  Trustees,  and:  the  Deed  was  duly 
executed  by  the  Bishop,  and  Archdeacon,  of  Chichester,  and  mysdf;  and  on 
the  3d  of  December  the  Chapel  was  duly  consecrated  by  the  Bishop. 

The  Draft  of  the  Deed  declaring  the  Right  of  Nomination,  was  shortly  after- 
wards prepared  by  the  Comtoissioners,  and  officially  sent  to*  me  for  my 
apprbvd,  and  it  was  immediately  returned  by  me  approved. 

A  period  of  fifteen  months  has  since  elapsed,  but  the  seal  of  the  Commisi- 
sioners  has  not  yet  been  affixed  to  the  Deed. 

I  have  refrained  for  some  time  past  to  urge  the  completion  of  this  Instru- 
.   ment»  in  deference  to  the  wishes  of  the  Commissioners,  and  their  expectation 
of  new  powers  from  Parliament ;  but  the  situation  in  which  I  am  now  placed 
renders  it  impossible  for  me  to  continue  longer  silent. 

The  Bill  in  question  has  been  twice  postponed  by  the  dissolution  of  Parlia- 
ment ;  and  the  period  of  its  renewal  is  necessarily  indefinite,  and  of  its  pass- 
ing equally  Uncertain. 

It  is  impossible  that  the  Commissioners  can  be  aware  of  the  consequences 
resulting  from  their  delaying  to  perform  the  pledge  so  formally  and  repeatedly 
given  to  me. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Bliss,  the  perpetual  curate  of  the  parish,  has  already 
instituted  most  expensive  and  harassing  proceedings,  jn  the  Ecclesiastical  Court, 
against  the  Minister  of  the  Chapel,  on  the  grounds  of  the  BbhopV  licence  being

gmnted  in  iht  id>6cnce  of  tie  CooMnissioDers'  seal ;  and  xkher  suits  or  pro- 
<;eedkigs  aire  likewbe  threat^ied.  In  the  interim,  paracrapha  are  inserted  in 
ihe  conntj  newspapers,  and  p«Dphlets  and  hand-bills  punished  luid  circulated, 
e^aUy  offcaaire  to  the  Lwd  fiishop  of  the  Diocese  and  myself^ 

I  lun  perfectly  awale  thcCt  objections  to  the  measure  in  question  have  been 
urged  before  the  Commissioners,  by  Mu  Bliss ;  but  I  respectfully  entreat  them, 
not  only  as  Commissioners,  but  as  individuals^  to  look  at  those  objections  on 
the  one  hand,  and  their  previous  pledge  to  me  on  the  odier ;  the  pledge  that, 
'^  so  soon  as  the  Chapel  should  be  consecrated,  and  the  Endowment  Deed 
"**  executed,  the  Right  of  Nomination  should  for  ever  thereafter  beinmCj  my 
^'  heirs  and  assims,  for  ever/'  And  with  equal  respect  I  venture  to  submit, 
whether,  under  bH  the  circumsCances,  it  would  be  preferable  and  just  in  the 
opinion  "Of  the  Commissioneirs,  that  the  objections  in  question,  invaUd  as  they 
are  deemed  and  ea^ressed  to  be  by  the  Commissioners,  should  be  acceded  to^ 
tf  their  proniise  to  me  perfonnedf 

The  postponement  of  the  Comibissioners  has  been  founded  on  zxl  expecta- 
tion of  farther  powers  fVom  Pariiament  j  but  presuming  the  possibility  of  those 
powers  not  being  granted,  and  dre  equal  possibility  of  me  present  powers  being 
repealed  or  abridged,  I  would  inquire,  whether  the  Commissioners  would  be 
«niMed  to  restore  to  toe  the  land  and  fands  which,  undet  their  express  sanction 
imd  authority,  and  in  cotifidetice  of  their  pledge,  I  have  conveyed  away;  and, 
if  fwtj  then  I  entreat  them  to  look  at  Ae  situatioti  in  which  they  would  be 
placed !  I  beg  the  Commissioners  will  be  assured,  that  I  do  not  urge  these 
circumstances  vetatiously ;  but  the  case  being  one  of  alleged  difficulties,  1  am 
anxious  to  show  that  the  difficulties  resulting  froto  Ihe  one  couUse  bear  no 
proportion  to  ithose,  as  well  as  the  hardships  which  are  daily  arising  and  ma)r 
continue  to  arise  froto  the  t)ther. 

The  Act  of  the  5th  Geo.  IV.  referring  to  the  building  of  Chapels  by  indi- 
viduals proceeds:  ^^  And  whereas  it  is  highly  desirable  that  every  ^  facility' 
'^  should  be  afforded  for  the  execution  of  so  laudable  a  purpose  {"  the  Com^ 
missioners  therefore  will  natural^  consider  tiowfor  a  refubal  of  my  appHcatidn 
will  be  calculated  to  afford  the  ^  facilities''  contemplated.  And  whether  such 
refusal,  connected  as  it  must  be  with  a  knowledge  of  the  mortifications  to  which 
I  have  been  subjected,  and  the  litigation  in  which  I  &m  involved^  will  be  more 
likely  to  encourage  or  deter  others  from  attempting  the  execution  of  a  purpose 
which  Uie  statute  describes  ^^  ajs  so  laudable*'' 

It  has  been  observed  to  me  by  mtoy,  fend  I  feel  it  a  duty  to  the  Coto- 
misdioneis  to  repeat  the  observation,  that  had  my  object  been,  to  have  opposed 
the  interests  of  the  Church,  and  to  have  injured  the  cause  of  religion,  I  could 
not  have  met  with  greater  difficulties  and  disappointnletits  than  those  \vhich 
I  have  encountered  in  my  humble  attempts  to  promote  them. 

I  beg  leave  to  remark  totheCommissionerSi  that  their  Returti  to  Parliament 
on  the  1 1  th  of  Jund  1 8129^  does  fiot  state  an  intention  of  suspending  their  pro- 
ceedings, till  further  powers  should  be  granted,  but  merely  until  certain  dauHe 
should  be  removed ;  and  their  subsequent  Letter  expressly  declares,  that  in  m^ 
case  those  doubts  had  been  removed^  and  that  it  was  "  free  from  legal  dkj^ 
**  cukics ;"  a  declaration  which  is  fully  supported  by  the  opinions  of  Sir  Herbert 
Jenner,  Sir  James  Scarlet  and  Sir  Edward  Sugden,  dated  the  24th  day  of  July 
1829,  now  before  the  Board,  and  to  which  I  be^  to  refer,  wherein  they  express 
themselves  in  these  words: — **./Fe  are  of  Opinion^  That  where  the  Chapel 
"  has  been  preoiausly  endowed^  with  the  concurrence^  and  to  the  satisfaction  of 
^  the  Commissioners^  the  nomination  follows  of  course."' 

Under  these  circumstances,  a  compliance  with  my  application  would  be 
an  act  not  only  just  in  itself,  but  also  free,  as  I  respectfully  submit,  from  aU 
appearance  of  inconsistency. 

Having  thus  brought  forward  the  facts  of  die  case,  it  remains  only  for  me 
to  rrauest,  that  the  common  seal  may  forthwith  be  affixed  to  the  Deed,  declaring 
the  Kight  of  Nomination  in  my  fieivour. 

Having  strictly  fulfilled  every  stipulation  required  from  me,  I  cannot  but  feel 
myself  dimply  injured  by  the  result

The  varioas  circumstances  are  now  submitted  to  be  reviewed  by  the  Ooiii* 
missioners ;  and  haying  been  reviewed,  I  cannot  believe  that  I  shall  be  longer 
exposed  to  the  litigation,  disappointment  and  expenses  in  which  I  am  involved, 
for  want  of  that  protection  which  has  been  distinctly  promised  to  me,  and 
which,  through  the  existing  law  of  the  land,  I  hold  myself  entitled  to  at  their 
hands.

The  previous  Proceedings  of  the  Board,  relative  to  this  Chapel,  and  the 
Reverend  Mr.  Bliss's  Letters,  objecting  to  such  Nomination,  having  been 
agiun  taken  into  consideration : — 

Resolved^  That  the  Chapel,  built  by  Mr.  Baker  at  Sennicots,  having  been  en- 
dowed with  a  permanent  provision  of  money  in  the  funds,  in  addition  to  Ae  Pew 
Rents,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Boaid ;  and  the  said  Chapel  having  been  duly  conse- 
crated,— the  Seal  of  the  Board  be  affixed  to  the  Declaration,  declaring  that  the  Right 
of  nominating  a  Minister  to  the  said  Chapel,  shall  for  ever  thereafter  be  in  the  said 
Charles  Baker,  his  heirs  and  assigns ;  the  said  Charles  Baker  having  built  and  en- 
dowed the  same.  The  Board  is  induced  to  come  to  this  Resolution  in  consequence 
of  the  manifest  inconvenience  which  may  arise  from  further  delay ;  the  affixing  the 
seal  to  the  said  Declaration  having  been  postponed  only  from  doubts  which  arose 
respecting  their  powers  and  duties  as  to  these  Chapels  generally,  and  not  from  any 
non-fulfilment  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Baker,  of  the  arrangements  by  him  made  with  the 
Board.  Had  no  serious  detriment  been  likely  to  follow  from  further  postponement,  the 
Board  would  have  adhered  to  their  former  opinion,  that  it  was  more  expedient,  before 
affixing  the  seal  to  any  Declaration  of  a  Right  to  Nominate,  to  have  awaited  the 
passing  of  an  explanatory  Act ;  but  the  period  when  a  Bill  to  that  eflFect  can  receive 
the  consideration  of  the  Legislature  being  uncertain,  the  Board,  under  the  very 
peculiar  circumstances  of  this  case,  consider  themselves  justified  in  making  an  excep- 
tion y  and  therefore  direct  the  seal  to  be  affixed  to  this  Declaration. 

Ordered^  That  the  Deed  of  Nomination  in  question  be  sealed  with  the  common 
seal  of  the  Board;  and  that  the  same  be  sent  to  Mr.  Baker,  and  that  the  above 
Resolution  be  at  the  same  time  communicated  to  him. 

Ordered^  That  the  Reverend  Mr.  Bliss  be  informed,  that  the  Board  having  taken 
into  consideration  a  letter  from  Mr.  Baker,  praying  them,  on  the  grounds  therein 
stated,  to  grant  to  him,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  the  Right  of  nominating  a  Minister  to 
the  Chapel  at  Sennicots ;  and  having  again  taken  into  consideration  the  Reverend 
Mr.  Bliss's  Letters  on  the  subject,  together  with  the  previous  Proceedings  of  the 
Board  relative  to  such  Chapel, — have,  in  consequence  of  the  very  peculiar  circum- 
stances of  the  case,  and  the  manifest  inconvenience  of  further  delay,  resolved  to 
comply  with  his  request,  and  have  therefore  ordered  the  common  .seal  of  the  Board 
to  be  affi  xed  to  the  Instrument,  declaring  such  Right  of  Nomination,  and  have 
directed  the  same  to  be  sent  to  Mr.  Baker. 


Conditions  of  Compliance. 

Chapel  consecrated;  £.50  per  annum  by  way  of  endowment  on  such  Chapel, 
properly  secured  in  the  Funds;  £.20  more  annually  secured  in  the  Funds;  £.15 
thereof  for  the  repairs  of  the  Chapel,  and  £.  5  as  a  Salary  to  the  Clerk ;  npne  of 
the  seats  to  be  let  without  the  consent  of  the  Board ;  a  District  to  be  assigned  if 
the  Board  shall  think  fit.

COPIES  or  the  CASE  AND  OPINIONS  of  the  Law  OtnctLtin 
of  the  Ceown  in  Ireland^  on  the  subject  of  the  Re^yalvation 
of  the  Benefices  to  the  First  F&uits  FuNto,  ^  taken  on  an 
Address  to  His  Majesty  of  the  14th  of  March  last.

CASE  for  the  Opinion  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Attorney  General,  the 
Honourable  the  Solicitor  General,  and  Richard  W.  Greene)  Esq.,  respect* 
ing  the  Re^valuation  of  Benefices  in  Ireland. 

HEREWITH  is  laid  before  you  Colonel  Gosset's  letter  of  the  1 9th  March  1 83 1 , 
transmitting  a  letter  from  Lord  Melbourne,  and  signifying  the  Lord  Lieu-^ 
tenant's  desire  that  a  Case  should  be  prepared  and  laid  before  the  Law  Officers 
of  the  Crown,  for  their  Opinion  how  far  His  Majesty  is  now  empowered  to  issue 
a  Commission  for  the  Re- valuation  of  Benefices  in  Ireland,  with  a  view  to  the  levy 
of  First  Fruits,  and  requiring  a  copy  in  duplicate  of  said  Opinion,  in  order  that  it 
may  be  forwarded  to  be  laid  before  the  House  of  Commons,  in  pursuance  of  their 
Resolution,  dated  the  14th  instant  This  letter  was  accompanied  by  several  docu^^ 
ments,  numbered  from  I  to  11. 

Also,  Lord  Melbourne's  letter,  above  referred  to,  bearing  date  the  i5Ch  March 
1831,  and  stating  that  the  King  having  been  pleased  to  comply  with  the  pxyet  of 
an  humble  Address  presented  to  His  Majesty,  in  pursuance  of  a  Resolution  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  dated  14th  March  1031,  **  That  he  will  be  graciously  pleased 
'^  to  give  directions  that  the  Opinion  of  the  Law  Officers  of  His  Majesty  in  Ire- 
^  land  be  taken  how  feet  His  Majesty  is  now  empowered  to  issue  a  Commission  for 
**  the  Re'-valuation  of  Benefices  in  Ireland,  with  a  view  to  the  levying  of  First 
^  Fruits ;"  his  Excellency  was  by  said  letter  requested  to  cause  the  Opim<Mi  of  the 
Law  Officers  in  Ireland  to  be  taken  accordingly. 

No.  1. — ^This  is  a  Case  prepared  on  behalf  of  the  First  Fruits  Office  in  Ireland^ 
which  contains  a  history  of  the  revenue  of  First  Fruits  or  Annates  in  England, 
which  was  originally  a  tax  or  tribute  paid  to  the  See  of  Rome,  from  a  very  early 
period  down  to  the  Reformation ;  and  this  history  is  briefly  given  from  the  reign 
of  King  John  to  that  of  Charles  the  second,  in  which  it  is  only  important  to  notice, 
that  umier  26th  Henry  the  eighth  (Endish),  a  new  Valor  Beneficiorum  was  made, 
which  to  this  day  remains  the  rule  of  England  for  ascertaining  First  Fruits  of  such 
Benefices  as  were  then  rated,  notwithstanding  several  attempts  which  were  subse- 
quently made  to  alter  the  rate  of  said  First  Fruits,  and  to  have  it  increased  by 
Valuation,  particularly  in  the  time  of  Elizabeth,  James  the  first,  Charles  the  first, 
and  Charles  the  second. 

With  respect  to  Ireland,  history  commences  with  the  28th  Henry  8,  c«  8,  wfaieh 
enacts  that  the  Chancellor,  Master  of  the  Rolls  and  Under  Treasurer,  or  any  two^ 
of  them,  or  such  other  person  as  it  should  please  the  King  firom  time  to  time  to 
depute  by  Commission  under  the  Great  Seal,  shall  have  auuority,  as  well  to  exa^^ 
mine  and  search  for  the  just  and  true  Value  of  First  FruitSf  as  to  compound  and 
agree  for  the  rate  of  the  same,  and  to  limit  reas<Hiable  days  for  the  payment  thereof 
and  details^  The  several  statutes  enacted  from  time  to  time  on  the  subject  of  the 
several  Valuations  which  were  made  under  said  first-mentioned  statute,  or  any 
of  them,  or  anterior  dtereto*  The  several  Commissions  which  remain  of  record, 
andiorizing  such  Valuations,  and  the  Letters  Patent  appointing  clerks  or  receivers 
of  First  Fmits  to  the  present  time. 

195.  A  Accordmg 
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According  to  those  details,  the  Valuations  which  are  of  no  certain  date,  and 
may  have  been  anterior  to  said  Act,  comprehended  part  of  the  Dioceses  of  Leigh- 
lin,  Ardfert  and  Lismore.  The  first  Valuations  which  appear  to  have  been  made 
under  said  Act,  but  whether  by  virtue  of  a  Commission  or  otherwise,  were  made  in 
the  29th  year  of  Henry  the  eighth,  and  comprehended  the  Dioceses  of  Kildare, 
Ossory  and  Ferns,  and  the  Archdiocese  of  Cashel,  and  in  the  30th  year  of  said 
reign  the  Archdiocese  of  Armagh  and  Dublin. 

:  That  by  the  English  statute  3d  8c  4th  Philip  and  Mary,  c.  4,  it  was  enacted 
that  the  payment  of  First  Fruits  to  the  Crown  should  cease  for  ever ;  bnt  by  the 
A  wmilar  Act  was  Irish  statute  2d  Elizabeth^  c.  3,  said  Act,  as  if  binding  Ireland,  is  repealed.      And 
P^^  Phi'^^^^^d'    ^^  ^^  ^y  ^®  4^^  section  enacted,  that  all  and  singular  vicarages  not  exceediirg  the 
Mary,  c.  10!**  ^      yearly  value  of  6/.  135.  4  6^.  after  the  rate  and  value  of  the  First  Fruits  and  twen- 
tieth parts,  then  remaining  in  the  Exchequer,  or  that  should  thereafter  come  and 
remam  in  the  same  court,  and  also  all  and  singular  parsonages  not  exceeding  the 
value  of  5  /.,  as  therein  mentioned,  should  be  discharged  and  acquitted  for  ever  of 
and  from  the  said  First  Fruits. 

That  the  second  Valuation  took  place  in  the  26th  year  of  Elizabeth,  1585,  under 
letters  patent  bearing  date  1st  June  1584,  granting  authority  from  the  Crovim  to 
Sir  Henry  Harrington,  knight,  or  his  sufficient  deputy,  to  extend,  rate  and  value 
for  seven  years  next  ensuing  the  date,  all  and  singular  such  archbishopricks,  &c., 
and  all  other  spiritual  dignifies,  &c.,  which  already  were  not  extended,  rated  or 
valued,  and  so  remaining  of  record  in  the  Exchequer.    Under  those  letters  patent 
Sir  Henry  Harrington  appointed  three  deputies ;  and  by  letters  patent,  bearing 
date  25th  March  1525,  Daniel,  bishop  of  Kildare,  was  appointed  a  Commissioner 
adjunct,  either  with  the  said  Sir  Henry  Harrington,  or  his  deputies,  to  make  this 
Valuation.      By  letters  patent,  bearing  date  the  27th  August  1586,   Nicholas 
Kenny  was  joined  with  the  others  as  a  Commissioner,  he  being  at  the  time  clerk 
or  remembrancer  of  First  Fruits.      The  following  were  the  Sees  valued  by  virtue 
of  these  letters  patent:  Ardagh,  Elphin,  Killala,  Clonfert,  Tuam,  Kilmacduagb, 
part  of  the  Diocese  of  Meath,  part  of  Kildare,  and  part  of  Leighlin,  Kilmore,  Cork, 
Koss,  Cloyne,  Ardfert,  Limerick  and  Lismore. 

That  the  third  Valuation  was  under  a  Commission,  bearing  date  the  5th  of 
April  1616,  in  the  14th  year  of  James  the  first,  directed  to  Christopher,  bishop  of 
Kildare,  and  five  other  Commissioners;  but  this  Valuation  was  confined  to  the 
Diocese  of  Kildare  alone. 

That  the  fourth  Valuation  was  under  a  Commission  issued  on  the  3d  October  in 
the  same  year,  directed  to  Sir  Oliver  St.  John,  lord  deputy  of  Ireland,   and  five 
other  Commissioners,  reciting  that  the  estates  of  the  bishopricks  and  other  eccle- 
siastical benefices  within  the  province  of  Ulster  had  lately  been  established,  and 
the  yearly  values  thereof  much  augmented  by  the  King's  princely  bounty,  yet  that 
there  had  come  to  the  Crown  little  or  no  profit,  either  by  the  First  Fruits  or  twen- 
tieth parts,  by  reason  that  theretofore  there  had  not  been  any  taxation  made  or 
returned  into  the  Exchequer  of  Ireland  of  the  yearly  value  thereof,  by  which,  if 
the  said  bishopricks  and  benefices  should  be  taxed  at  the  utmost  yearly  value,  and 
all  the  subsidies,  First  Fruits  and  twentieth  parts,  should  be  paid  according  to  the 
rate,  the  condition  of  the  clergy  in  that  province  would  be  much  weakened,  for 
avoiding  of  which  inconvenience,  it  was  the  King  s  gracious  pleasure,  in  favour  of 
the  church,  to  dispense  with  the  strictness  of  the  statute,  and  in  his  princely  dis- 
cretion to  set  down  the  certain  taxation  of  the  archbishoprick  of  Armagh,  and  of 
the  bishopricks  of  Clogher,  Derry,  Raphoe,  Kilmore,  Ardagh,  Down,  Connor  and 
Dromore,   cind  that  a  like  moderate  taxation  be  made  of  all  the  -spiritual  livings 
within  the  said  province ;  the  said  Commissioners  were  accordingly  appointed  to 
inquire,  by  the  oaths  of  good  and  lawful  men,  and  by  other  good  ways  and  means, 
what  are  the  reasonable,  indiflferent  and  moderate  yearly  Value  of  the  archbishop- 
ricks, &c.  &c.,  distinctly  to  tax,  rate,  assess  and  set  down  in  particular  the  yearly 
Values  •according  to  the  rates  therein  particularly  specified,  the  statute  of  28th 
Henry  the  eighth  notwithstanding. 

That  this  Valuation  comprehended  the  Diocese  of  Connor,  Rs^phoe,  Armagh, 
Clogher,  Kilmore  Derry,  Down  and  Dromore,  and  the  deanery  of  Christ  Church, 
Dublin ;  that  some  of  said  dioceses  had  been  taxed  originally  in  the  30th  year 
of  Henry  the  eighth,  and  that  several  of  the  rectories  and  vicarages  in  the  Diocese 
of  Kilmore  were  re-taxed,  and  the  values  thereof  considerably  increased  on  the 
latter  taxation,  in  the  time  of  James  the  first. 

That 
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*  That  the  fifth  and  last  Valuation  was  under  k  Commission,  bearing  date  the 
6th  August,  in  the  reign  of  Charles  the  first,  directed  to  John,  bishop  of  Killala, 
and  several  others,  and  under  two  other  Commissions,  bearing  date  the  same  day, 
directed  to  Randal,  archbishop  of  Tuam,  and  several  others.  These  Commissions 
recited  that  the  King  was  credibly  given  to  understand  that  as  well  the  several 
ecclesiastical  dignities,  rectories,  and  other  spiritual  promotions  and  livings 
specified  in  the  schedule  annex^,  as  divers  others  not  known  or  entered  in  the 
office  of  the  chief  remembrancer  or  derk  of  the  First  Fruits,  are  not  as  yet  taxed 
or  rated  of  record,  by  which  means  the  King  had  been  theretofore  wholly  bereaved 
of  the  First  Fruits  and  twentieth  parts  due  out  of  said  livings  by  the  statute  in 
that  case  provided :  the  said  Commissioners  were  appointed  to  inquire  by  the 
oaths,  &c.,  the  true,  just,  whole  and  entire  yearly  Value  of  the  livings  in  the  sche- 
dule thereto  mentioned,  as  also  of  any  other  dignities,  &c.  in  the  Diocese  of  Lime- 
rick and  Killaloe  not  as  yet  taxed,  or  theretofore  yielding  or  paying  the  First 
Fruits  or  twentieth  parts. 

That  this  Valuation  comprehended  several  spiritual  livings  in  the  Dioceses  of 
Limerick  and  Killaloe,  Elphin,  Achonry,  Tuam  and  Clonfert. 

That  the  Diocese  of  Kilfenora  has  never  been  subjected  to  a  First  Fruits  taxa- 
tion, and  that  there  are  nearly  1,000  rectories  and  vicarages  in  Ireland  similarly 
circumstanced. 

That  by  letters  patent,  bearing  date  the  7th  of  February  in  the  20th  year  of 
Queen  Anne,  the  Queen  granted  to  Narcissus,  archbishop  of  Armagh,  and  several 
others,  all  and  all  manner  of  First  Fruits  issuing  out  of  ecclesiastical  benefices, 
payable  by  the  clergy  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  to  hold  the  same  to  the  uses 
therein  mentioned  ;  viz.  the  building  and  repairing  of  churches,  the  purchase  of 
jglebes  where  they  were  wanting,  and  of  impropriations,  whereon  the  benefice  was 
hot  sufficient  for  the  liberal  maintenance  of  the  clergy  having  the  cure  of  souls ; 
and  that  in  this  grant  the  First  Fruits  are  stated  as  casual  and  uncertain,  and 
seldom  exceeding  from  400/.  to  500/.  per  annum. 

That  these  letters  patent  were  confirmed  by  the  statute  of  the  2d  Geo.  i,  c.  15. 

That  by  the  loth  Geo.  1,  c.  7.  the  Trustees  and  Commissioners  of  First 
Fruits  were  incorporated.  By  the  fifth  section  it  was  enacted,  that  wherever 
uny  parish  or  parishes,  or  parts  thereof,  then  liable  to  the  payment  of  First 
Fruits,  jshould  be  divided  by  virtue  of  the  2d  Geo.  1,  c.  14,  it  should  and  might 
be  lawful  for  the  chief  governor  and  governors,  and  Privy  Council,  in  and  by 
the  instrument  in  writing,  whereby  just  division  should  be  made,  to  settle  and 
ascertain  a  just  proportion  of  the  First  Fruits  then  due  for  such  parish  or  parishes, 
or  parts  thereof,  which  should  be  so  divided,  and  that  such  First  Fruits  as  should 
be  thereby  ascertained,  and  no  other,  should  from  thenceforth  be  payable  Qut  of 
and  for  said  parish,  &c.  &c. 

That  by  the  9th  Geo.  2,  c.  12,  s.  5  &  6,  upon  the  division  or  union  of  parishes, 
the  bishop  is  empowered  to  inquire  into  the  Value  of  such  parishes  or  parts  of 
parishes  as  are  separated  from  the  old  parish  and  entered  into  the  new  parish, 
and  to  return  the  adjudication  into  the  Exchequer,  by  which  only  such  parishes 
should  be  charged. 

That  by  the  2gth  Geo.  2,  c.  18,  s.  6,  the  respective  archbishops  and  bishops  of 
every  diocese  are  empowered  from  time,  to  time  by  the  oath  of  credible  wit- 
neses,  &c.  &c.  to  inform  themselves  of  the  clear,  improved  yearly  Value  of  every 
Benefice  therein,  and  how  arising,  where  commonly  reputed  under  60/.  per 
annum,  and  the  same  to  certify  to  me  Trustees  and  Commissioners  of  First  Fruits, 
who  were  thereupon  empowered  to  augment  any  such  benefice,  &c.  &c.  as  is 
therein  set  forth. 

That  by  letters  patent,  bearing  date  the  30th  May  1812,  the  office  of  clerk  of 
the  First  Fruits  and  twentieth  parts,  as  also  of  receiver  and  remembrancer  of  the 
same,  was  granted  to  Walter  James  Glasscock,  Edward  Glasscock,  and  William 
Shaw  Mason,  e$quires,  and  the  survivors  and  survivor,  who  were  also  appointed 
by  said  letters  patent  Commissioners  and  Commbsioner,  from  time  to  time  to 
collect,  levy  and  receive,  and  to  examine  and  search  for  the  just  and  true  Value 
of  all  and >  singular  the  said  First  Fruits  and  twentieth  parts,  of  all  and  singular 
the  said  archbishopricks,  bishopricks,  &c.  &c.  and  to  confirm  and  agree  for  the 
same  according  to  the  rates  and  taxations  thereupon  now  made,  or  hereafter  to  be 
made,  and  by  different  statutes,  made  in  Ireland  in  the  28di  year  of  Henry 
the  eighth,  ordered  and  established.

This  Case  appears  to  have  been  submitted  by  the  above-named'  clerks  of  the 
First  Fruits  to  the  late  Mr.  C.  K  Allen,  who  gave  his  Opinion  thereou  as  follows: 

Copy  FIRST  OPINION  of  Mr.  Allen. 

By  the  Act  of  Henry  the  eighth,  such  person  aa  that  I^ing^  his  heirs  and  auc* 
cessors,  should  from  time  to  time  name  and  depute,  by  OommissiOE  under  l&e 
Great  Seal,  has  power  and  authority  as  well  to  examme  and  search  for  the  i^^l 
Value  of  the  First  Fri\^t^  by  all  necessary  means,  as  to  compound  and  agree  for 
the  rate  of  them ;  and  ij^Q.  pf  rson  SO  deputy  has  clearly  the  same  power  which 
the.  C^iancellor,  ^{^i^tef  of  ^he  Rolls,  and  Under  Treasurer  would  aave  had  by* 
that  Act,  if  such  deputation  had  not  been  made.  From  the  nature  of  the  grant  of 
such  an'ofiice,  the  power  of  taking  an  inquisition,  in  order  to  inquire  iipito  the 
annual  Value  of  Benefices,  necessarily  follows. 

And  such  inquisition  may,  in  my  opinion,  be  taken  from  time  to  time;  for  no 
statute  generally  declares  that  a  Valuation  being  once  made,  another  Valuation 
shall  not  be  made  ;  and  in  order  to  fujfil  the  objects  of  the  Legislature,  a  power 
of  Re-valuing  is  necessaiy  y  accordingly  (as  is  stated)  the  primacy,  the  diocese  of 
Kilmore,  and  several  rectories  and  vicarages  have  been  re-taxed,  and  their  Values 
increased  on  the  last  taxation.  Such  power,  unless  it  has  been  taken  away  by  the 
letters  patent  of  Queen  Anne,  and  the  confirmatory  Matiile  of  the  2d  George  the 
first,  or  by  some  other  statute,  must,  in  my  opinion,  still,  remain  ijt  the  Ci^DWQ,  and 
be  the  subject  of  grant.  Now  it  is  to  be  observed,  that  ever  since  that  statute  of 
George  the  first  to  the  present  time,  the  Crown  has  granted  the  office  of  remem- 
brancer of  the  First  Fruits  in  very  extensive  terms,  and  as  if  such  power  existed^ 
I  have  read  a  copy  of  the  patent  to  J.  Glasscock  and  N.  Kempston,  of  the  office, 
in  the  fourth  year  of  hid  late  Majesty,  by  which  the  same  powers  were  given  to 
those  gentlemen,  to  do  and  execute  all  things  relating  to  that  office,  as  the  Chan- 
cellor, Master  of  the  Rolls,  or  Vice  Treasurer  could  have  done  under  the  Act  of 
Henry  the  eigthth.  Now  in  those  powers  the  power  of  valuing  is  included. 
The  patent  of  Mr.  Mason  and  his  partners  is  equally  extensive,  and  it  would 
require  some  argument  to  show  that  during  an  entire  century  the  Crpwn  ha^ 
been  ill  advised  and  all  those  patents  illegal. 

By  the  letters  patent  of  Queen  Anne,  and  the  statute  of  George  the  first,  the 
First  Fruits'  are  certainly  granted  from  the  Crown  to  trustees  for  certain  purposes,, 
and  by  a  subsequent  statute  the  trustees  are  incorporated ;  but  .the  clause  of  the 
statute  of  Henry  the  eighth,  authorizing  the  granting  of  commissions  to  inquire 
into  the  Value  of  Livings,  &c.  is  not  expressly,  nor,  as  I  conceive,  implicitly 
repealed.;  although  the  profits  have  been  appropriated  in  a  particular  manner, 
the  Court  of  Exchequer  and  Crown  officers  have  always  acted  as  if  the  power  of 
recovering  the  amount  of  the  First  Fruits  still  remained  in  the  King,  for  all  pro- 
cess for  the  recovery  of  them  still  issues  in  his  name  ;  and  indeed  such  part  of 
the  power  or  prerogative  of  the  Crown  as  has  not  been  expressly  taken  away, 
must  still  remain.  But  even  if  by  these  Acts  the  power  created  by  the  Act  of 
Henry  the  eighth  were  transferred  to  the  Corporation,  nothing  has  been  done,  in 
my  apprehension,  to  extinguish  the  power  of  Re-valuing  ;  it  would  still  subsist, 
and  be  vested  in  the  Corporation:  but  the  statute  of  agth  Geo.  2,  c.  18,  s.  4, 
vol.  7,  p.  362,  in  my  opinion,  removes  all  doubts  which  the  grani  might  have 
possibly  created ;  for,  by  that  section,  all  statutes  and  provisions  touching  the 
First  Fruits,  and  the  charge  or  discharge  of  them,  which  were  in  force  at  the 
time  of  granting  those  letters  patent,  and  not  expressly  repealed,  are  declared  to 
be  in  full -force. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  opinion,  that  the  present  patentees  of  the  office  have 
power  to  Value  all  Such  Benefices,  &c.,  the  present  rates  of  which  have  not  been 
expressly  declared  by  statute  to  be  permanent,  and  that  the  holding  of  an  inqui- 
sition for  that  purpose  is  legal ;  for  I  cannot  conceive  that  if  seme  livmgs  have 
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beea^exptetslj  exempted  firom  a  Re-yaluftdon,  any  inference  caii  be  made  of  ian 
mtentton  to  exempt  alllivings  which  have  been  already  valued*  The  contrary 
inference  is,  in  my  mind,  much  more  legitimate.  The  proposed  measure  is 
doabdeas  of  great  importance ;  the  patentees  should,  therefore,  proceed  on  it  with 
diat  great  .caution  and  delicacy  which  is  dne  to  that  respectable  body  whose 
interest  may  be  affected  by  its  execution,  and  should  for  that  purpose  endeavour 
to  procure  the  sanction  of  the  Lord  Chancellor  and  the  principal  dignitaries  of 
the  Church ;  those  eminent  persons,  when  convinced  (as  I  think  they  must  be) 
that  the  cause  of  Religion  must  be  promoted  by  such  a  measure,  will  doubtless  ^ 
give  their  assent  and  lend  their  assistance  to  it

[There  is  no  date  to  either  Case  or  Opinion.] 

No.  «. — ^This   is  a  Case  prepared  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  First  Fruits, 
respecting  die  Memorial  of  William   Shaw  Mason,  Joint-Remembrancer  and 
Receiver  of  First  Fruits,   and  submitted  to  the   Right   Honourable   William* 
Convngham  Plunket,  then  Attorney  General  and  Counsel  of  said  Board,  and  now 
Lord  High  Chancellor  of  Ireland. 

This  Case  appears  to  have  been  drawn  without  any  reference  to,  or  even 
knowledge  of  the  preceding  Case ;  it  adverts,  however,  to  the  same  statutes,  and 
gives  nearly  the  same  history  of  the  First  Fruits  and  twentieth  parts  in  Ireland ; 
but  it  states  that  no  Valuation  for  the  First  Fruits  or  twentieth  parts  was  ever 
made,  except  under  the  28th  Henry  8,  c.  14,  and  that  no  archbishoprick,  &c.  was 
valued  a  second  time ;  and  that  according  to  the  Valuation  once  for  such  a  dio^ 
cese  so  made  and  certified,  and  none  other,  have  any  payments  of  First  Fruits 
been  made  by  any  archbishop,  &c. ;  and  that  the  same  practice  has  uniformly 
prevailed  in  &[igland,  where  there  is  a  Court  of  First  Fruits  and  Tenths. 

Said  Case  sets  out  the  letters  patent  of  the  30th  of  May  1812,  to  Messrs. 
Glasscock  and  Mason,  and  adds,  that  said  WilUam  Shaw  Mason,  as  Joint-Remem- 
brancer  of  First  Fruits,  &c.  has  latelv  memorialized  the  said  Board  of  First  Fruits, 
stating  folly  the  above  patent,  and  for  the  purpose  of  canying  into  effect  the 
powers  thereby  vested  in  him,  prayed  to  the  Board  to  grant  such  sum  or  sums  of 
■kmey  as  should  be  necessary  for  the  purpose. 

That  Mr.  Mason  and  his  co-partners  proposed  to  collect  and  levy  the  First 
Fruits,  and  probably  the  twentieth  parts,  pursuant  to  the  powers  alleged  to  be 
vested  in  him  by  his  patent,  according  to  what  they  should  find  to  be  the  real 
present  Value  of  the  Bishopricks  and  Benefices,  and  that  Mr.  Mason,  the  acting 

fattentee,  had  gone  so  far  as  to  refuse  to  accept  of  payments  tendered  to  him  for 
irst  Fruits  according  to  the  Value  now  of  record. 

That  the  Board  of  First  Fruits  wished  to  be  advised  what  powers  are  vested  in 
the  patentees  under  said  patent,  and  whether  they  have  any  power  to  cause  any 
new  Valuaion  of  said  Benefices  to  be  made,  so  as  to  collect  the  First  Fruits 
thereby. 

Upon  this  Case  the  Attorney-General  gave  his  Opinion  as  follows  : 

Copy  OPINION  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Attorney  General. 

I  HAVE  considered  this  Case,  and  the  several  Acts  of  Parliament  and  documents 
referred  to,  and  I  am  very  clearly  of  opinion  that  the  present  patentees  of  the 
office  of  Receiver  of  First  Fruits  have  not  any  authority  to  cause  any  new 
Valuation  to  be  made  of  the  Benefices  which  are  liable  to  the  payment  of  First 
Fruits;  the  power  of  making- such  Valuation  never  was  vested  in  them,  nor  in  the 
Chancellor,  Master  of  the  Kolls  and  Under  Treasurer,  their  power  being  merely 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  from  time  to  time  the  Value  of  the  First  Fruits, 
which  is  in  its  nature  uncertain,  and  recited  in  Queen  Anne's  Patent  so  to  be. 
The  Value  of  the  parsonages,  &c.  was  to  be  ascertained  in  a  different  manner, 
namely,  by  the  authority  of  the  Chancellor  or  Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal,  directing 
his  Commission  to  the  archbishop  or  bishop,  and  Kind's  Commissioners,  to  ascer- 
tain the  true  Value ;  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  this  Valuation  being  once  made, 
there  Is  no  authoritv  in  any  person  to  make  a  new  Valuation ;  there  is  no  pro- 
vision  in  any  of  the  English  or  Irish  Acts,  warranting  the  issuing  of  such 
Commission  from  time  to  time,  though  there  is  a  provision  in  the  English  Act  of 
32d  Henry  the  eighth,  for  curing  omissions,  by  putting  livings  in  charge  which 
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bMl  b^^  Mftitted  fad  feraier  certiftottefl,  and  %cd6rdiiigly  whaa  it  bMuae  noMawty ' 
to  adcertaiti  tlie  imprcnred  Vmloeof  gmoll  liviiigs  intraided  to  be  exempted,  as  being 
tinder  Uie  annual  value  of  50  /.,  a  special jpitmsicm  is  nsadei  for  a  Commission  f&t 
the  purpose,  by  the  English  Act  of  5th  ft  oth  Anne,  c.  34,  and  by  the  Irish  Act  of' 
1st  0^0.  2,  c.  17  ;  die  provisions'  in  the  Acts  referred  to  in  the  Case,  ascertaining 
the  proportion  and  fixing  the  snms  in  cases  trhere  parishes  are  divided  or  united, 
as  also  those  deducting  the  tenths  and  twentieth  parts  from  the  First  Fruits, 
fiimish  a  similar  inference ;  and,  indeed,  the  provisions  in  the  statutes  which  throw 
the  burden  of  the  twentieth  upon  the  lessors  would  be  most  unjust,  if  that  rtite 
were  liable  to  be  increased  by  the  lessee's  improvements  subsequent  to  the  leaee^^ 
When  to  all  thoke  considerations  is  added  that  of  the  uniform  practice  both  in 
England  and  Ireland,  the  assumption  od  the  part  of  the  present  patentees  seems 
altogether  unwarranted ;  they  cannot  now  levy  the  twentieth  part,  and  if  they 
refuse  to  acicfept  the  First  Fruits  according  to  toe  Valuation  heretofpre  made,  they 
become  subject  to  the  several  actions  of  such  persons  as  may  be  injured  j)y  their 
refusal.  I  hafve  no  doubt  whatever  that  the  patentees  will  not  consider  themselvea. 
warranted  in  making  Such  an  innovation  in  the  practice  of  their  office,  and  in  the 
administration  whicn  has  uniformly  prevailed  of  the  code  of  laws  relative  to  the 
First  Fruits ;  and  I  think  it  right  to  add,  if  I  were  mistaken  in  my  opinion  as  to 
the  power  of  the  Chsncellor  to  issue  Commissions  from  time  to  time  to  ascertain 
the  improved  Value,  still  it  is  perfectly  clear  that  the  patentees  have  no  such 
right,  and  that  they  are  bound  to  take  the  Value  as  at  present  ascertained,  their 
du^  being  mereVto  inquire  as  to  the  Value  of  the  First  Fruits  of  Livings,  the 
Value  of  which  livings  is  ascertained  by  another  tribunal*

I  HAVE  read  a  copy  of  the  Case  nbmitted  tor  the  Attomey  Genera),  and  )m 
Oj^on'oB  it  No  person  can  entertain  a  more  unfeigned  respect  for  his  talents 
ikMXk  I  do;  but  after  having  bestowed  on  the  subject  every  attention  of  whidv 
]  am  capsule,  I  feel  myself  bocmd  to  say  that  I  cannot  acquiesQe  in  his  reasQBn 
i^gs ;  I  siltm  diink  that  the  power  of  retaking  the  Value  of  Livings  has  been  fully 
cmferred  on  the  patentees  by  die  patent  under  which  they  hold  their  office,  luid 
that  they  can  proceed  from  time  to  time  to  ascertain  those  Values.  Before  I  rpei^ 
that  Case  or  Opinion,  I  had  anticipated,  and  (I  hope),  have*  successfully  answered 
sp^^ols^tions  that  have  been  raised  against  a  Re- valuation;  I  mean  those  founded 
oa  the  past  taxations,  and  on  the  Acts  of  the  Legislature  in  respect  of  some 
livings,  the  rate  of  the  First  Fruits  of  which  seem  to  have  been  settled,  and  also 
in  respect  of  soma  united  parishes ;  and  I  have  also  adverted  to  (and  I  trust 
answered)  an  objection  wfaicb  might  perhapsr  have  been  made,  but  of  which  no 
notice  has  been  taken  in  that  Case  or  Opinion ;  I  mean  the  objection  which  might 
perhaps  have  arisen  from  Queen  Anne's  Patent,  and  the  confirmatory  statute  of 
Q«orge  the  first  I  have  ^iven  to  those  objections  and  reasonings  all  possible 
consideration ;  but  my  opinion  remains  unshaken.  I  must  observe  that  the  Case 
submitted  to  the  Attomey  General  seems  to  have  been  framed  with  the  view  of 
eliciting  an. Opinion  against  the  power  of  re-taxation,  for  ft  is  replete  widi 
angument  and  inferences,  but  does  not  afford  all  the  information  necessaiy  ta 
enable  a  lawyer  to  form  a  decided  Opinion;  in  particular,  it  altogether  omits  the 
^t  that  the  Values  of  the  primacy  and  of  many  benefices  have  been  increased 
by  a  new  taxation ;  and,  on  the  contrary,  on  search,  that  no  new  Valuation  has 
ever  beai  made.  Now  in  a  q[!aestion  of  this  nature,  that  fact  is  of  great  value^  and* 
should  not  have  been  omitted*

Copy  THIRD  OPINION  of  Mr.  C.  E.  Allen. 

I  THINK,  from  the  tenor  of  thcjir  Opinion,  •  as  stated  in  the  preceding  page,  the 
Attorney  and  Solicitor  General  agree  with  me  that  the  power  of  new  valuing 
jBenefices,  &c  is  still  vested  in  the  Crown.  I  have  considered  my  former  Opinions, 
and  read  Mr.  Mason's  Commission,  and  adhere  to  my  Opinion  that  the  patent 
appointinof  Messirs.  Glasscock  and  Mason-Remembrancer  and  Clerk  of  the  First 
Fruits  and  Commissioners,  is  a  Commission  under  the  Great  Seal,  within  the 
meting  of  the  statute  of  Henry  the  eighth,  referred  to  in  that  Opinion,  and  that 
as  Commissioners  appointed  by  that  Commission,  they  are  authorized  to  make 
Valuations  of  Benences  under  that  statute ;  such  powers  are  expressly  given  them 
|>y  that  Commission,  as  the  Chancellor,  Master  or  the  Rolls,  and  Vice  Treasurer, 
under  that  statute ;  and  they  are  thereby  appointed  Commissioners.  Now  one  of 
those  powers  which  (if  that  Commission  had  not  passed)  would  be  vested  in  those 
three^  officers,  is  that  of  valuing  Benefices* 

The  Commission  is  under  the  Great  Seal,  and  I  really  do  not  see  how  it  is  pos-^ 
sible  to  mistake  or  explain  away  the  nature  or  extent  of  the  powers  vested  in  Mr. 
Shaw  Mason  &  Co.,  patentees.  Mr.  Mason  should,  however,  submit  to  the 
commands  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant

No.  1 1  is  a  Letter  from  Mr.  Mason  to  the  Right  Honourable  Henry  Goul- 
bum,  dated  28th  February  1823,  in  which  he  appears  to  have  transmitted  the 
foregoing  Opinion,  and  states  his  intention  to  conform  to  the  established  mode  of 
entering  into  composition  with  the  bishops  and  beneficed  clergy,  at  the  ancient  or 
nominal  Valooft,  but  expressed  his  regret  in  being  under  the  necessity  of  doing  so 
at  a  time  wh^i  some  of  the  parochial  clergy  were  actually  engaged  in  entering 
into  composition  with  him  for  the  true  and  just  Values,  adding,  that  when  the 
beneficed  clergy  had  once  acceded  to  the  measure,  the  dignitaries  must  have 
followed,  so  mat  a  sum  of  nearly  100,000/.  would  have  been  secured  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Establishment,  with  an  improving  permanent  revenue  of  30,000  £ 

On  examining  the  above  papers,  it  still  remained  uncertain  what  re-taxation 
took  place  in  the  Value  of  Bishopricks  and  Benefices ;  and  whether,  in  case  of 
re-taxation,  there  was  any  increase  or  otherwise  of  the  First  Fruits  originally 
recorded  ;  as  also,  whether  Kilfenora,  as  stated,  or  any  other  bishopncks  or  bene- 
fices remained  unrated;  and  if  so,  whether  any  First  Fruits  were  levied  thereon. 

It  appeared,  therefore,  necessary  to  ascertain  these  several  facts  for  your  infor- 
mation on  the  present  occasion,  and  an  application  was  accordingly  made  to  Mr. 
Erck,  Assistant  Remembrancer  of  First  Fruits,  and  he  states  that  the  Arch- 
bishoprick  of  Armagh  appears  to  have  been  taxed  in  the  30th  year  of  Henry  the 
eighth,  183/.  17^.  1  kd.;  and  that  it  was  on  are-taxation,  in  the  15th  year  of 
James  the  first,  rated  at  400  /.,  the  sum  which  it  at  present  pays  for  First  Fruits. 

That  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Valor  it  appears,  from  a  Book  of  Visitation  in  the 
library  of  Trinity  College,  that  the  rectory  of  Moybolge  alias  Killniker,  in  the 
Diocese  of  Kilmore,  was  in  charge  loL;  and  that  in  the  15th  year  of  James  the 
first,  the  vicarage  of  Moybolge  was  taxed  4  /. ;  but  the  rectory  appears  to  have 
been  rated  on  the  first  taxation,  and  the  vicarage  on  the  second. 

That  the  vicarage  and  rectory  of  Castle  Peter,  in  the  Diocese  of  Kildare,  are 
similarly  circumstanced,  the  vicarage  having  been  taxed  in  the  28th  year  of 
Elizabeth  to  10/.;  and  the  rectory,  in  the  14th  year  of  James  the  first,  to 
20I.  i6s.  6d.  \ 

'  That  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Valor  it  appears,  from  an  Ancient  Taxation  in  the 
library  01  Trinity  College,  that  the  prebend  of  Modebrege  was  in  charge 
3  /.  13  ^.  6  rf.,  and  the  prebend  of  Kilgobboult  was  in  charge  4  /.  10  s.^  but  that 
on  the  taxation  of  the  Diocese  of  Lismore,  in  the  33d  year  of  Elizabeth,  the 
former  was  rated  at  1/.,  and  the  latter  at  1/.  10^.,  a  reduction  instead  of  an 
increase.

Hilary  1668,  the  vicarage  qf  Duugarvau  vf%B  tsxe^  at  22/.  10^.  and  the 
vicarage  of  Kilbrossaoe  at  6  A  1^^.  34?.»  the  First  Fruits,  which  both  the 
viqarage*  p^  9,%  preset, 

These  sums  are  reductions  from  the  original  rate  ;  the  rectory  of  Dungarvan 
does  not  af^ar  to  have  been  re^taxed  by  the  Court  of  Exchequer. 

That  the  Diocese  of  Kilfenora  was  never  rated  to  the  payment  of  First  Fruits, 
and  none  are  levied  to  this  day  from  either  bishopric k  or  benefice. 

That  none  of  the  dignities  and  benefices  in  the  Diocese  of  Ardfert  and  Aghadoe 
were  ever  rated  to  the  payment  of  First  Fruits,  with  the  exception  of  the 
bishopri^k  aqd  six  dignities,  and  on  thes^  alone  First  Fruits  are  levied. 

That,  in  like  manner,  none  of  the  dignities  and  benefices  in  the  Diocese  of 
Down  were  ever  rated  to  the  payment  of  First  Fruits,  with  the  exception  of  the 
bishopricky  four  dignities,  three  prebends  and  one  vicarage. 

It  being  conceived  that  various  Commissions,  Inquisitions  and  other  documents 
of  record  in  the  Exchequer  might  throw  light  on  the  subject,  Mr.  William  Lynch, 
who  is  versed  in  inquiries  of  this  description,  was  employed  to  make  the  necessary 
9earches ;  and  he  reports,  that  there  are  various  patents  appointing  officers  of  the 
First  Fruits,  among  whom  it  appears,  that  soon  afi(er  the  statute  qf  Fir^t  Fruits, 
28th  Henry  the  eighth  was  passed,  the  King,  by  patent,  appointed  John  Margjett 
to  the  office  of  First  Fruits. 

That  his  successor,  Henry  Forrest,  was  appointed  by  patent  of  Qu^en  Elizabeth 
to  the  same  office* 

That  afterwards,  James  the  first,  by  letters  patent,  dated  in  1611,  appointed 
Francis  Edgeworth  and  William  Crofton  to  the  same  office,  atod,  in  this  patent, 
empowered  them  to  levy,  receive,  &c.  all  First  Fruits,  &c.  according  to  the  rates 
and  taxations  thereof  then  made,  and  thereafter  to  be  made« 

That  these  three  patents  are  amongst  the  earliest  grants  of  the  office  now  to 
be  found  enrolled  ;  that  as  they  were  granted  so  soon  after  the  passing  of  the  Act, 
and  at  a  period  when  the  different  taxations  were  making,  copies  of  them  might 
now  be  useful,  in  order  to  determine  by  their  language  whether  the  Crown 
intended  that  officer  and  his  successors  should  have  a  power  of  rating  and  taxing, 
as  also  whether  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Crown  that  new  taxations  should  from 
time  to  time  be  made. 

That,  with  respect  to  the  Commissions  for  taxing  Benefices,  there  are  amongst 
the  Inquisitions  in  the  Exchequer  several  held  in  different  parts  of  the  kingdom, 
to  find  the  Value  of  all  Archbishopricks,  &c.  and  Spiritual  Promotions  under  the 
statute  of  First  Fruits.  That  these  inquisitions  are  extremely  numerous  in  the 
different  counties,  and  some  of  them  recite  certain  words  of  the  paiticular  Com- 
missions under  which  they  were  made ;  thus  those  in  the  county  of  Sligo  state 
that  they  were  made  pursuant  to  Commissions,  dated  25th  of  March,  27th  of  Eliza- 
beth, and  1st  of  June  1595,  issued  to  tax  all  archbishopricks,  &c.  not  theretofore 
taxed  throughout  Ireland. 

That  there  is  an  enrolment  also  of  the  letters  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  redjiting  the 
Commission  to  Sir  Henry  Harrington,  wherebv  he  was  empowered  for  seven  years 
to  new  tax  all  such  livings  as  never  before  had  been  taxed. 

That  the  Spiritual  Promotions  in  the  North  of  Ireland*  Kild^e,  &c.  Mere  valued 
by  Commission,  dated  4th  April,  14th  James  the  first,  which  is  enrolled. 

That  several  Valuations  were  made  in  the  reign  of  Charles  the  first  by  Commis- 
sioners, dated  the  6th  August  1629,  ^^'  which  directed  taxations  of  those  not 
heretofore  taxed ;  that  to  one  of  those  a  schedule  of  some  of  the  parishes  to  be 
taxed,  but  yet  untaxed^  is  annexed  ;  that  in  others,  where  the  Commiasion  is  pre- 
served, the  authiirity  given  does  not  appear  to  be  qf  a  peri^anent  xia^ure,  but  the 
Comm^siofteiw  aee  directed  to  make  a  return  of  ^aiae  b^for#  tb^  la$t  ^ay  of 
Micl^fba^  Term. 
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In  addition  to  the  Commission  of  the  14th  James  the  first,  above  referred  to, 
abstracts  of  the  recitals  of  those  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  full  copies  of  those 
of  Charles  the  first  s  reign,  can  be  procured,  should  an  inspection  of  them  be 
deemed  necessary. 

That  in  the  Exchequer  is  preserved  a  parchment  volume,  called  the  "  Valor 
Beneficiorum,"  which  was  used  as  evidence  of  the  First  Fruits  payable  out  of 
each  benefice.  This  volume  is  stated  to  contain  the  value  of  every  diocese  in 
Ireland,  and  that  it  was  seemingly  compiled  from  the  original  Inquisitions  and 
other  more  ancient  records  of  Valuation  about  the  reign  of  Charles  the  second, 
as  may  be  judged  by  the  character  of  the  writing.  To  each  diocese  is  prefixed 
a  heading,  stating  when  the  taxation  was  made ;  and  to  some  dioceses  there  are 
two  or  three  headings,  according  to  the  number  of  times  when  so  many  different 
parts  of  the  same  diocese  had  been  taxed.  That  in  some  dioceses  the  First  Fruits 
as  therein  rated,  and  consequently  now  paid,  were  taxed  according  to  the 
Valuations  made  long  before  die  statute  28tn  Henry  the  eighth  had  been  passed. 
That  Kildare  Diocese,  for  instance,  as  to  some  of  its  parishes,  is  taxed  according 
to  a  Valuation  made  in  the  8th  year  of  Henry  the  eighth  ;  Leighlin  rated  by 
a  Valuation  made  '^  of  old ;"  as  is  also  part  of  the  Archdiocese  of  Armagh,  which 
is  stated  to  be  by  an  ancient  taxation. 

The  following  list,  however,  will  show  the  contents  of  the  "Valor  Beneficiorum," 
and  the  periods  when  the  respective  Valuations  were  made  :

It  is  stated  by  Mr.  Lynch,  that  the  ancient  taxations  alluded  to  in  some 
instances  in  the  Valor  Beneficiorum,  may  be  those  Valuations  of  all  the  dioceses 
and  parishes  in  Ireland,  made  in  the  fourteenth  century,  and  the  originals  of 
which  are  still  preserved  in  London*  That  this  fact,  however,  can  only  be  ascer- 
tained by  a  close  comparison  of  the  sums  and  parishes. 

That  on  the  12th  of  July,  in  the  12th  of  Elizabeth's  reign,  there  are  of  record 
nine  several  Commissions  directed  to  the  bishops  of  Meath,  Armagh,  Kildare, 
Leighlin,  Ossory,  Waterford,  Lismore,  Ferns  and  Cashel,  in  which  is  recited  the 
statute  of  2d  Elizabeth,  as  to  First  Fruits,  and  those  several  bishops  are  respec- 
tively commanded  that  they  should  not  instal,  admit  or  induct  any  person  into 
any  dignity  whatever,  until  he  bring  with  him  a  writing,  signed  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  First  Fruits,  that  the  person  so  to  be  installed,  &c.  had  paid  same,  and  this 
under  the  penalty  of  20/.  for  every  such  person  so  installed,  &c. ;  and  further, 
that  they  the  said  bishops  should  certify  to  the  barons  of  the  Exchequer,  at 
Michaelmas,  the  names  of  all  persons  presented  within  their  respective  dioceses, 
that  so  the  barons  should,  &c. 

That  this  seems  to  be  the  origin  of  those  Returns  addressed  by  the  archbishops 
and  bishops  to  the  barons  of  the  Exchequer,  which  are  preserved  in  the  First 
Fruits  Office,  and  which  contain  the  respective  promotions  of  the  clergy  throughout 
Ireland,  from  the  reign  of  James  the  first  to  the  present  day. 

^       That 
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That  there  are  "  Orders  and  Directions"  for  the  better  government  of  the 
revenue  and  its  officers,  sent  by  James  the  first  into  Ireland,  and  amongst  those 
orders  and  directions  are  some  of  importance  on  the  subject  of  the  taxation  of 
First  Fruits,  with  reference  to  which  in  particular  it  is  directed,  that  *^  whereas 
**  divers  ecclesiastical  livings,  as  the  whole  Diocese  of  Kilfenora  and  the  posses- 
"  sions  of  the  bishopricks  of  Cork  and  Cloyne,  and  all  prebends,  parsonages  and 
"  vicarages,  save  six  dignities  of  the  Diocese  of  Ardfert,  are  not  as  yet  taxed  to  pay 
"  First  Fruits  and  twentieth  parts,  We  will  and  require  our  deputy  to  order  a  Com- 
**  mission  to  the  lord  bishops  and  other  Commissioners,  whereof  the  clerk  of  the  First 
'*  Fruits  to  be  one,  to  tax  those  and  many  others  \h?Xarenot  yet  taxed  in  that  king- 
"  dom.**  And  the  King  also  thereby  makes  several  further  orders  for  diligent 
inquiries  as  to  the  impropriations  pretending  to  be  free  from  First  Fruits  and 
twentieth  parts ;  but  which  were  presentative,  and  shall  be  liable  to  same,  and 
further  gives  directions  as  to  the  Clerk  of  the  First  Fruits. 

That  there  is  a  letter  of  the  14th  James  the  first,  which  states  that  the  juries  in 
the  late  Valuations  rated  them  too  high ;  that  the  prelates  and  clergy  conse- 

Juently  complained,  that  if  same  were  certified  into  the  Exchequer  aU  subsidies, 
irst  Fruits,  &c.  would  thereafter  be  paid  according  to  that  rate ;  that  as  said 
taxations  are  not  yet  certified  or  put  upon  record,  the  King  is  pleased  to  dispense 
with  the  strictness  of  the  statute^  and  to  have  a  supersedeas  issued  to  those  Com. 
missioners,  and  that  the  several  bishopricks,  &c.  be  valued  anew  at.  the  rates 
therein  recited,  and  that  thereafter  all  subsidies  be  accordingly  paid* 

That  accordingly  a  new  Valuation  of  Armagh,  Dromore,  Derry,  Kilmore  and 
Ardagh,  Clogher,  Kildare,  &c. 

That  King  James  issued  directions  in  the  year  1618,  reciting  that  the  prin* 
cipal  judges  of  England  and  Ireland  concurred  that  the  profits  of  all  parsonages, 
vicarages  and  benefices,  with  cure,  from  the  time  of  their  avoidance  to  the  time 
that  an  incumbent  be  admitted,  belonged  to  the  King,  and  therefore  directs  now 
certain  officers  to  levy  and  receive  same. 

That  about  the  year  1612  there  were  **  Rules  and  Orders  ^  sent  into  Ireland, 
and  given  in  charge  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  all  other  the  King's  officers 
concerned  in  the  Revenue ;  that  in  these  the  King  notices  that  the  livings  in 
the  North  were  still  untaxed,  ^^  as  they  were  for  the  most  part  before  the  plan- 
"  tation.  That  the  greater  part  of  the  livings  of  the  kingdom  are,  and  have 
"  been  taxed  of  ould  tyme,  saving  the  North,  and  there  cannot  any  newe  taxation 
'^  be  made  by  reason  of  a  statute,  formerly  past  in  that  kingdome,  but  upon 
^^  special  warrant  and  immediate  directions  from  ourselfe,  &c.  therefore  a  Com* 
^'  mission  to  issue  to,  &c.  &c.  for  the  taxing,  as  well  of  all  other  Ecclesiastical 
'^  Livings  in  that  realme,  as  were  not  formerly  taxed,  as  also  of  so  many  of  the 
"  Uvings  of  the  ould  taxations  as  were  not  formerly  perfecle,  Sgc^ 

That  few  of  the  above  records  are  noticed  in  the  cases  relative  to  First  Fruits, 
printed  by  Parliament,  though  many  of  them  seem  necessary  for  a  due  con- 
sideration of  the  subject ;  and  in  that  view  they  were  searched  for  and  collected, 
and  may  be  copied,  if  thought  necessary. 

Every  effi3rt  will  be  be  made  to  procure  any  further  information  you  may 
require  on  the  subject,  to  enable  you  to  give  your  Opinion, — 

How  far  His  Majes^  is  now  empowered  to  issue  a  Commission  for  the 
Re-valuation  of  Benences  in  Ireland,  with  a  view  to  the  levying  of  First 
Fruits. 


OPINION. 

WE  have  attentively  read  and  considered  the  foregoing  Case,  together  with  the 
statutes  and  documents  therein  referred  to,  and  are  of  Opinion  that  no  power 
now  exists  in  the  Crown  to  direct  a  Re-valuation  of  Benefices  in  Ireland,  already 
valued  for  the  levying  of  First  Fruits. 

The  authority  to  issue  Commissions  of  Valuation  was  conferred  by  the 
28th  Hen.  8,  c.  8,  s.  2,  (Ir.)  We  think,  first,  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of  that 
Act,  that  successive  Commissions  should  from,  time  to  time  be  issued  for  the 
Valuation  of  the  same  Benefice  :  and,  secondly,  that  even  if  such  a  right  were 
thereby  vested  in  the  Crown,  it  has  since  ceased. 

195.  C  2  First, 
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First,  it  appears  to  us  that  there  are  no  words  in  the  Act  itself  clearly  creating 
a  power  of  valaation,  from  time  to  time,  according  to  circumstances;  and  that 
the  uniform  practice,  as  well  in  England  as  in  Ireland,  some  eminent  legal 
authorities,  and  the  enactments  of  subsequent  statutes,  concur  in  opposition  to 
such  a  construction  of  the  Act  of  Henry  the  eighth. 

In  3  Inst.  154,  Lord  Coke  expressly  distinguishes  between  the  "  very  or  true  " 
Value  of  Benefices,  with  respect  to  penalties  for  simony,  and  ^*  the  taxation  of 
*^  the  Church,"  viz.  for  First  Fruits ;  referring  to  the  latter  as  a  rate  invariable, 
and  under  the  improved  value. 

In  1  Black.  Comm.  284,  the  Valuation  made  under  the  English  Act  26  Henry 
the  eighth,  is  stated  to  be  the  standard,  according  to  which  the  charge  for  First 
Fruits  nad  been  uniformly  made. 

The  2d  Eliz.  c.  3,  s.  4,  (Ir.)  exempts  from  the  payment  of  First  Fruits,  vicarages, 
&c.  under  6/.  13^.  4^.,  as  then  rated;  this  appears  to  contemplate  the  rate  as 
invariable. 

The  2d  &  3d  of  Anne,  c.  11,  (Eng.)  which  vests  First  Fruits  in  the  corporation, 
enacts  (s.  6)  that  the  First  Fruits  shall  thereafter  be  paid  according  to  the  rates  and 
proportions  theretofore JiiVed. 

The  English  Acts,  5th  Anne,  c.  24;  6th  Anne,  c.  27;  and  the  Irish  Acts,  2d 
Geo.  1,  c.  15,  and  10th  Geo.  1,  c.  7,  also  appear  to  recognize  the  First  Fruits  as 
a  fixed  charge. 

The  29th  Geo.  2,  c.  18,  s.  1,  (Ir.)  recites  the  revenue  from  First  Fruits  to  be 
computed  at  300  /.  a  year ;  an  amount  is  also  specified  in  the  grant  of  Queen 
Anne ;  this  seems  to  be  irreconcileable  with  the  principle  of  a  varying  or  increasing 
Value* 

The  1st  Geo.  1,  s.  2,  c.  10,  (Eng.)  gives  power  to  value  Benefices  under  50/. 
a  year,  with  a  view  to  exemption  from  First  Fruits ;  when  it  became  expedient  to 
make  new  Valuatiotis  for  that  purpose,  the  interference  of  the  Legislature  was 
considered  necessary,  and  a  power  to  Re-value  was  given  by  45th  Geo.  3,  c.  84. 
By  the  second  section  of  that  Act  it  should  be  observed  the  old  Valuations  are  to 
remain  unchanged  as  to  First  Fruits. 

For  these  reasons  we  conceive  that  the  28th  Henry  the  eighth  did  not  give  to 
the  Crown  a  power  of  valuing  from  time  to  time ;  but,  secondly,  we  think  that  if 
such  were  originally  the  nature  and  extent  of  that  power,  it  was  granted  only  as 
incidental  to  the  right  of  the  Crown  to  receive  the  revenue  of  First  Fruits^  and  that 
it  ceased  with  that  right. 

The  2d  Geo.  1,  c.  15,  (Ir.)  which  confirms  Queen  Anne's  grant,  treats  the 
powers  of  the  Crown  with  relation  to  First  Fruits  as  determined ;  no  power  of 
Valuation  is  given  to  the  Board  of  First  Fruits,  and  in  the  exercise  of  such  a  power, 
if  now  existing,  the  Crown  could  act  only  as  a  trustee  for  that  Board ;  we  see  no 
reason  for  holding  that  the  Crown  is  such  a  trustee. 

We  diink  it  not  immaterial  to  add,  that  as  the  grant  of  Queen  Anne  professes 
expressly  to  proceed  on  the  assumption  that  the  First  Fruits  revenue  was  a  fixed 
and  inconsiderable  fimd,  it  would  be  difficult,  in  our  opinion,  upon  any  other  prin- 
ciple, to  say  that  the  Crown  was  not  deceived  in  its  grant,  and  that  the  grant 
itself  might  not  be  impeachable  on  that  ground. 

It  further  appears,  firom  the  patent  of  James  the  first,  providing  for  the  Valuation 
of  the  Ulster  Benefices  at  a  reduced  rate,  that  the  Vduations  made  by  juries  had 
been  too  high,  and  that  if  they  should  be  confirmed,  all  subsidies.  First  Fruits^ 
S^c.  should  thereafter  be  paid  according  to  them;  and  for  the  purpose  of  obviating 
such  a  consequence  (which,  if  allowed,  it  is  considered' would  be  irreparable),  the 
patent  directs  that  the  certifying  of  ihe  Valuations  into  the  Exchequer  shall  be 
stayed.  This  mode  of  proceeding,  as  it  appears  to  us,  would  have  been  unneces- 
sary had  the  Crown  a  power  of  directing  new  Valuations  from  time  to  time.  -^ 

Upon  these  grounds,  our  Opinion  is,  that  the  Crown  is  not  now  entitled  to 
Re- value  any  Benefice  of  which  a  Valuation  has  heretofore  been  made  and  cer- 
tified.

THE  Commissioners  have  not  the  means  of  ascertaining  the  Number  of  Insolvent 
Debtors  who  have  paid  dividends ;  and  on  this  subject  they  desire  to  add  the  following 
observations,  being  tne  same  which  were  given  in  a  itetum  made  to  an  Order  of  the  House 
of  Commons  in  th^  year  1830. 

'*  Payment  of  debts  of  persons  discharged  by  the  Court  is  made  either  by  assignees 
^*  appointed  by  the  Court;  or  bjr  assignees  under  Commissions  of  Bankruptcy,  where  by 
'<  such  Commissioners  property  is  wiuidrawn  from  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Court ;  or  by 
''  insolvents  themselves.  The  documents  existing  in  the  Court  are  utterly  insufficient  for 
^  discovering  the  extent  of  all  or  any  of  the  above  payments. 

1.  **  Payments  by  assignees  api>ointed  by  this  Court  are  made  either  with  property 
<<  taken  possession  of  under  the  assignment,  or  subsequently  obtained  through  tne  mter* 
'^  position  of  the  Court  under  the  provisions  of  the  statute. 

**  There  is  no  record  of  the  amount  of  such  payments ;  if  all  the  assignees  of  all 
*'  insolvents  estates  shotild  duly  file  in  the  Court  accounts  of  the  property  realized  by 
^  them,  this  would  not  give  the  means  of  stating  the  extent  of  actual  payments  by  them, 
<'  as  the  dividends  are  not  paid  through  this  Court ;  in  that  case,  however,  the  amount  of 
''  funds  in  their  hands  applicable  to  cuvidends  would  be  known :  but  the  &ct  is,  that  very 
^  few  assignees  file  any  accounts  at  aU.  The  Court  takes  pains  to  encourage  and  to 
*^  enforce  an  observance  of  the  Act  of  Parliament  in  this  respect,  and  peremptorily  exacts 
<'  an  account,  and  a  due  administration,  on  application  of  a  party  interested.  When  no 
^  complaint  is  made,  nor  information  brought  forward,  the  Court  cannot  of  itself  proceed 
**  against  assignees  making  default;  and,  probably,  when  creditors  see  that  a  trust  is  fairiy 
''  executed,  they  care  little  whether  or  not  the  proceedings  of  it  are  registered  here  by  the 
''  assignee,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  statute. 

2.  ^  With  regard  to  payments  mad^  through  Commissions  of  Bankruptcy,  this  Court 
^  has  no  information  of  them;  all  that  is  known  is  the  amount  of  cash  witbdrawn  from 
''  the  Court  when  the  title  of  the  provisional  assignee  is  superseded  by  a  Commission; 
''  the  amount  of  further  funds  obtained  in  any  such  estate  cannot  oe  known,  nor 
'<  whether  the  sum  withdrawn  from  this  jurisdiction  has  been  so  applied  as  to  furnish 
«'  a  dividend  to  creditors. 

3.  '<  With  reeard  to  payments  made  by  insolvents  themselves,  and  not  going  through 
'<  the  assignees  hands,  it  is  not  required  that  such  payments  should  be  reported  to  or 
**  brought  within  the  knowledge  of  the  Court.  In  certain  instances,  however,  the  Court 
<<  becomes  acquainted  with  tiiese  payments,  viz.  when  an  insolvent,  having  discharged  all 
'^  the  debts  in  his  schedule,  either  by  payment  in  full  or  in  composition  for  a  smaller 
''  sum,  applies  to  the  Court  to  have  such  satisfaction  of  his  debts  recorded,  and  the 
*^  securities  which  he  entered  into  on  the  adjudication  of  his  discharge  cancelled. 

^*  The  Court  is  only  informed  of  such  pajyment  when  this  application  is  made  founded 
''  upon  it :  tihe  expediency  of  making  this  application  may  not  always  occur  to  an 
''  insolvent ;  and  to  what  extent  minor  payments  are  made,  which,  for  want  of  satisfying 
<<  the  entire  debts  in  an  insolvents  schedule,  cannot  be  brought  forward  as  the  ground 
''  of  this  application,  the  Court  is  utterly  without  the  means  of  discovering.^

Although  in  the  year  1825  several  Commitments  took  place^  I  should  think  the  avera^ 
number  throughout  the  sixteen  years,  for  which  a  Return  is  required^  would  be  under  two  m 
each  year.

The  Clerk  of  the  Peace  discharges  the  duties  in  the  county  town,  as  well  as  occasionally 
in  the  county ;  but  on  the  introduction  of  the  Small  Debt  Act,  whereby  the  Justices  were 
authorised  to  judee  in  these  cases,  the  quarter  sessions  divided  the  county,  first  into 
eight  and.  afterwards  into  ten  districts,  and  Depute  Clerks  were  named  to  each,  who  receive 
one-half  of  the  Fees.

Explanationt: 

FOR  the  reasons  mentioned  in  his  letter  of  the  8th  ultimo^  the  reporter  has  not  been  able 
to  make  up  his  return  with  the  minuteness  he  could  wish.  There  oeing  no  former  desire 
nor  injunction  to  keep  regular  accompts  for  that  purpose^  he  cannot  trace  preeiselv  all  the 
fees  he  has  received,  nor  all  the  expenses  he  has  inctirred  in  this  business ;  and  he  has  in 
the  prefixed  report  only  stated  the  sums  he  actually  drew  and  laid  out>  excepting  in  one  of 
the  six  districts,  in  which  he  took  the  average  of  five  years  regularly  reported,  for  five  not 
reported  to  him  at  all ;  and  in  another  district  in  which  he  took  tiie  average  of  the  ft^e 
preceding  years,  for  two  years  of  which  the  accompts  were  not  reported  to  him. 

In  the  SIX  districts,  the  expense  in  the  second  column  would  have  been  muck  greater  had 
not  the  same  persons  acted  as  depute  ^Aert^  clerks,  and  depute  clerks  of  the  peace,  m  the  three 
largest  districts.  For  two  districts  there  is  nothing  at  all  stated  in  the  report,  there  being 
no  emoluments  received.  In  the  one,  this  arose  nom  there  being  very  little  business  done ; 
in  the  other,  from  the  reporter  having  yielded  to  the  wishes  of  influential  persons,  by  giving 
up  the  whole  fees  to  the  person  who  acted.  In  that  district  they  should  hove  relnmed 
about  10/.  annually  to  the  reporter,  besides  paying  the  person  officiating.  In  g#neral,-the 
reporter  humbly  thinks,  that  it  would  take  from  120  A  to  150/.  annually,  to  secure  the  services 
of  good  deputes,  having  no  oonnecticm  ^ith  the  sheriff  courts  over  aB  the  distrids  of  the 
county,  in  place  of  the  sums  actually  laid  out^  as  stated  in  the  second  columii. 

About  two-thirds  of  the  gross  returns  stated  in  the  report,  arose  from  prosecutions  by  the 
Excise;  the  rest  from  mixed  judicial  procedure,  small  debts  courts,  alehouse  certificates, 
and  other  business.  Considerable  sums  have  been  lost  or  relinquished,  from  the  great 
labour  and  difficulty  of  recovering  them,  there  being  no  explicit  imperative  regulations  for 
the  fees  of  Excise  prosecutions ;  and  most  of  the  Excise  collectors  conceiving  tfiemselves 
entitled  to  settle  with  the  clerk  as  they  have  a  mind.  There  are  two  collectors  ef  Excise  in 
the  county  of  Ai^ll,  who  are  often  changed.  This  happens  sometimes  owin^  to  xsonfusion 
and  irre^uktrily  in  their  accompts,  aflU  occurrence  whicn  always  occasions  a  loss  of  fe^s  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  Peace. 

The  fees  being  blended  together  in  most  cases  over  more  than  one  district,  the  divisions 
of  districts  by  the  Excise  being  different  from  the  divisions  authorized  by  the  quarter 
sessions,  the  reporter  was  ther^y  obliged  to  slump  the  fees  of  each  year  over  tlie  whole, 
M  he  could  not  divide  them  with  any  degree  of  accuracy. 

At  one  period,  all  the  decreets  and  sentences  from  the  different  districts,  were  forwarded 
fcy  Ihe  district  clerks  or  by  the  Excise  collectors  to  the  head  office  of  the  Clerk  of  die 
Pence  at  the  county  town,  from  which  extracts  were  issued  as  oftea  as  required,  the  ork^iiials 
beimg  deposited  there,  with  all  the  other  records  of  the  county,  ftn*  the  use  of  the  public,  fay 
which  means  every  person  who  supposed  himself  aggriefved*  or  wished  to  appeal,  had  the  same 
yeady  elecess  to  the  record  as  in  tne  sheriff's  courts  and  s^U  other  courts  known  in  Scotland; 
whereas  during  the  last  five  or  six  yean  this  has  been  discontinued,  by  advice,  it  is  said« 
of  the  solicitor  of  Excise,  by  which  means  neither  the  justices  of  the  peace,  their  clerks, 
nev  the  lieges  can  have  the  same  access  to  information  jegarding  these  Excise  proceedings, 
.  and  of  course  there  cannot  exist  the  same  complete  check  and  publicity  in  the  proceedings 
of  the  inferior  officers  of  Excise  in  exacting  fines  and  penalties. 

.  The  Clerk  of  the  Peace  has  sometimes  bad  a  gooo  deal  of  writing  and  trouble  About 
matters  of  police,  but  there  being  no  table  of  fees  for  this  department,  and  no  obvious  fund 
for  payment  of  such  fees  and  cnatges,  none  have  been  received,  nor  of  course  stated  in 
this  report.

Explanations : 

(N  the  preceding  Report,  the  infeftments  on  precepts  from  Chancery,  which,  over  the 
ivhole  county  for  the  10  years  before  mentionedi,  amount  to  301/.  js.,  are,  from  ihe'diiB- 
cultv  of  separating  them  and  stating  them  for  each  year  and  district,  included  altogether 
in  the  first,  or  Argyll  district. 

The  Reporter  believes  that  he  loses  from  20/.  to  30/.  annuallyt  by  the  difficulty  of 
collecting  some  of  the  fees ;  this  of  course  not  included  in  the  return. 

Not  having  been  able  to  obtain  any  regular  accounts,  for  the  second  or  Kintyre  diiitrict, 
for  five  of  the  10  years,  viz.  1824-25,  1825-26,  1826-27,  1827-28  and  1828-29,  he  has 
stated  these  years,  for  that  district,  at  the  average  rate  of  the  other  five  years  in  Uie 
Report.  .        ,        . 

He  is  enabled  from  the  regularity  of  the  accounts  kept,  for  the  first  or  Argyll  district,  at 
the  head  office  at  Inveraray,  to  state  the  different  sources  from  which  the  emoluments  diere 
a^  derived,  a  statement  of  which  is  annexed  to  this  Report;  but  he  is  unable  to  claM  in 
the  same  way  those  for  the  two  other  districts,  which  he  has  got  into  some  regular  order  only 
within  these  few  years ;  but  this  may  be  the  less  necessary,  as  in  these  new  districts,  the 
whole  emoluments  are  derived  from  judicial  proceedings. 

The  return  will  show,  that  the  clerk  suffers  much  loss,  from  the  division  into  districts; 
for  in  the  twp  smaller  districts,  one  half  of  the  enioluments  have  been  in  general  given  up 
by  him,  to  secure  the  services  of  deputes  properly  qualified;  and  there  never  was  any 
depute  in  the  third  district,  until  some  years  after  he  purchased  the  office. 

in  his  letter  of  the  8th  instant,  the  Reporter  stated,  that  he  exercises  the  office  by 
deputes,  which  is  necessary  where  there  are  several  districts.  He  might  no  doubt,  by  con- 
stant attendance  at  the  head  court,  dispense  with  a  depute  there,  but  as  he  would  pay  very 
near  the  same  salary  to  a  derk  properly  qualified,  as  he  does  to  a  depute,  he  prefers  avai^- 
ing  himself  of  his  right  of  acting  by  depute  there  also,  which  eives  nim  more  time  to  visit 
and  inspect  the  other  stations  occasionally;  and  to  facilitate  Uiis,  he  has  of  late  resided 
chiefly  on  Clydeside,  near  (Greenock,  the  chief  rendezvous  of  the  Scotch  steam-boats^ 
from  which  he  is  able,  at  a  short  notice  and  small  expense,  to  ^  in  a  few  hours  to  any  one 
of  the  stations,  an  advantage  which  he  could  not  enjoy,  if  he.  resided  at  any  one  of  the  places 
where  the  courts  are  held.  He  had  also,  in  appointing  deputes  at  all  the  stations^  this  fur- 
ther object  in  view,  tliat  he  could  avail  himself  of  any  other  employment  that  might  offer^ 
and  that  would  afford  the  prospect  of  an  increase  to  his  income,  which  he  is  much  in  need' 
of^  from' having  a  large  family  to  maintain.  -

IN  answer  to  your  letter  I  have  to  state : 

1  St  That  in  Ar^lishire  the  offices  of  Clerk  of  the  Peace  and  Sheriff  Clerk  are  held  by  the 
same  individual.  T  have  directed  a  copy  of  the  requisition  to  be  furnished  to  him,  and  he 
will  make  his  own  return  as  to  the  emoluments  of  each  office  for  the  last  10  years. 

2d.  That  there  is  no  redster  of  sasines  in  Argyllshire;  the  particular  register  established 
at  Dumbarton  comprehends  also  the  county  of  Argyll. 

3d.  That  as  to  the  residence  of  the  Shenff  Depute  within  the  county,  the  only  official  record 
of  this  is  to  be  found  in  Excheouer,  in  the  certificate  there  lodged  by  the  Sheriff  Substitute 
in  terms  of  the  provision  in  the  Trieasnrjr  warrant  of  5th  January  1811.  On  referring  to  this 
certificate  I  find  the  terms  in  which  it  is  usually  conceived  are  as  follows : — That "  Robert 
Bruce,  Esq.  Sheriff  Depute  of  the  county  of  Argyll,  has  no  permanent  place  of  residence  in 
the  county  ;  but  for  the  year  preceding  this  date  has  frequently  been  in  the  county,  and  has 
resided  therein  for  different  periods  on  these  occasions,  and  presided  at  several  courts  here 
and  at  Campbeltown;  that  he  has  also  presided  at  several  criminal  trials  here  and  at  Camp- 
beltown dunng  the  abovementioned  penod ;  and  that  he  is  ready  to  come  and  has  always 
attended  hia  duty  in  the  county  when  there  was  any  particular  occasion  for  his  personal 
attendance.^ 

Should  it  be  thought  that  this  certificate  does  not  give  the  information  wanted  with  suffi- 
cient distinctness,  f  am  (enabled  firom  markings  in  a  private  book  of  my  ovm  to  supply  the 
defect^  and  to  state  more  specifically.

From  the  remote  situation  of  Argyllshire  two  additional  days  are  required  for  travelling 
on  occasion  of  each  visits  one  ingoing  and  one  in  returning,  biesides  those  I  have  reckonea 
as  having  been  resident  in  the  county. 

I  presume  it  is  well  known  that  the  chief  part  of  the  duty  of  the  Sheriff  Depute  is  per- 
formed by  him  in  Edinburgh.  All  the  cases  m  his  court  (with  the  exception  of  those  com- 
petent under  the  Small  Debt  Act,  the  loth  Geo.  4,  c.  55,)  are  conducted  by  means  of  written 
pleadings,  which  are  transmitted  to  him  at  Edinburgh,  where  he  has  the  best  means  of 
consulting  authorities,  and  where  he  writes  out  his  judgment  upon  them.

Residence  of  the  Sheriff  of  Ayr. 

BY  Royal  Warrant  in  the  year  1811  it  was  appointed,  that  every  Sheriff  Substitute  in 
Scotland  should  annually  make  a  Return  to  Exchequer,  of  the  period  of  residence  of  the 
Sheriff  within  his  county,  for  the  past  year ;  this  seemed  to  be  the  most  regular  and 
authentic  voucher  on  which  to  make  the  returns.  The  returns  made  by  the  Sheriff 
substitute  of  Ayrshire,  of  the  residence  of  the  Sheriff  for  the  last  10  years,  as  appearing  in 
Exchequer,  are  as  follows :

It  is  to  be  observed,  that  the  above  returns  comprehend  11  periods  of  12  months,  from 
May  to  May;  but  as  Uie  current  year,  1830,  cannot  be  wholly  given,  the  greater  part  of  1 820 
is  given. 

The  Sheriff  kept  no  regular  account  himself  of  the  periods  of  his  residence,  and  of 
course  cannot  vouch  for  the  absolute  correctness  of  the  above  returns ;  but  so  far  as  he  can 
gather  from  jottings  of  dates  in  his  private  books,  the  returns  are  pretty  accurate.  His 
residence  for  the  year  where  the  return  is  missing,  (1825-6)  he  thmks  was  about  three 
months.  In  the  course  of  the  year  1820,  (which  was  that  of  the  Special  Commission  for 
trials  for  high  treason,)  he  made  five  different  journeys  into  Ayrshire. 

It  must  be  explained  however,  that  these  returns  do  not  profess  to  state  the  residence 
for  each  year  to  have  been  of  the  exact  periods  of  four  months,  three  months,  &c.,  but 
merely  that  they  were  nearly  about  that  duration. 

The  Sheriff  may  further  state,  that  it  appears  from  his  note  books  of  business  done,  that 
nearly  three -fourths  of  the  civil  business  of  the  count)^  (that  is,  the  determination  of  civil 
suits)  is  on  an  average,  dispatched  by  him  while  residing  in  Edinburgh,  attending  the 
sessions  of  the  Supreme. Court.  This  arises  from  the  busmess  in  the  Sheriff's  Courts  of 
Scotland  being  conducted  by  written,  not  by  oral  pleadings ;  and  the  evidence  being  also 
taken  down  in  writing.

The  offices  of  Keeper  of  the  Redster  of  Sasines,  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  and  SheriflF  Clerk, 
jure  all  held  by  one  individual,  Mr»  Patrick  Rose. 

In  terms  of  a  temporary  agreement  entered  into  betwixt  him  and  Mr.  James  Harper  in 
the  year  1823,  the  latter  discharged  the  duties  of  the  situations  as  his  deputy,  paying  Mr. 
Rose  300/.  a  year  for  the  three  years  following ;  and  in  the  year  1825  another  agreement 
was  entered  into  by  which  Mr*  Harper  agreed  to  pay  annually  to  Mr.  Rose  the  sum  of 
460  Z.  sterUng,  in  consideration  of  which  Mr.  Rose  gave  up  his  hfe-rent  interest  of  all  these 
offices  in  Mr.  Harper's  favour;  and  the  surplus,  after  payment  of  the  said  annuity, 
constitutes  the  emoluments  of  the  deputy ;  but  out  of  which  he  is  bound  to  defray  the 
whole  expenses  of  the  estabUshment,  which  may  be  estimated  at  about  50  /.  annually. 

For  the  period  embraced  by  the  preceding  return,  therefore,  the  Deputy's  emoluments, 
after  apportioning  the  said  annuity  to  the  proceeds  of  the  offices  respectively,  appear  to

THE  emoluments  of  the  Sheriff  Clerk  of  the  county  of  Banff,  during  the  same  period,  are 
also  set  forth  in  the  preceding  state.  The  sources. from  which  they  are  derived  are  thc«e 
specified  in  the  Act  of  Sederunt  of  the  Lords  of  Council  and  Session,  of  March  1748,  and 
any  small  additional  fees  which  by  statute  or  practice  may  have  been  introducedj  and  which 
in  the  latter  case  may  have  been  approved  of  by  the  Sheriff  and  the  practicmers  before  hia 
Court ;  from  precognitions  and  other  criminal  procedure  before  the  Shenff  of  the  county,  paid 
in  Exchequer,  under  the  Table  of  Fees  sanctioned  by  the  Barons ;  and  from  prosecutions 
and  procedure  before  the  Sheriff,  under  the  Act  for  the  recovery  of  small  debts. 

The  three  offices  of  Keeper  of  the  Register  of  Sasines,  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  and  SheriflT 
Clerk  of  the  county  of  Banff,  are  held  by  one  and  the  same  person,  and  the  duties  are  dis* 
charged  by  deputy. 


Residence  of  the  Sheriff  Depute. 


THE  Sheriff  Depute  has  not  resided  in  the  county  of  Banff  these  last  10  years ;  but  hiil 
constant  residence  is  within  nearly  26  miles  of  Banff,  the  county  town  where  the  courts  are 
held,  and  close  by  the  turnpike  road  from  Aberdeen  to  Banff,  in  the  course  of  the  daily 
post.  Thus  he  was  enabled  to  perform  his  official  duty  as  conveniently  as  if  he  had  resided 
in  many  parts  of  Banffshire,  which  extends  in  one  durection  from  50  to  60  miles  from  the 
county  town.  When  not  prevented  by  indisposition,  he  was  in  the  practice  of  coming  to 
the  county  town  during  the  time  of  session,  when  he  deemed  it  proper  or  necessary.

Sir,  Banff,  5  June  1830. 

Having  been  from  home,  and  in  Edinburgh,  as  a  witness  on  a  civil  jury  trial  at  the 
time  the  recent  reports  on  my  offices  in  this  county,  (in  obedience  to  the  orders  of  the 
Honourable  the  House  of  Commons  of  the  3d  May  last)  were  framed. and  despatched, 
and  having  had  no  opportunity  of  considering  those  important  orders  till  after  my  retuni, 
and  that  the  orders  and  reports  were  put  into  rojr  hands  on  Saturday  the  29th  ultimo,  I  beg 
respectfully  to  direct  your  attention  to  one  part  in  particular  of  each  of  those  reports,  which 
I  must  at  present  object  to,  as  a  mistake  in  itself,  and  which,  as  calculated  to  convey  an 
erroneous  impression  or  apprehension  of  the  state  of  the  matter  to  Parliament,  I  tnink 
ought  to  be  corrected. 

The  words  of  the  first  report  I  allude  to  are  these ;  *'  there  Is  a  Sasine  Register  kept  at 
Banff,  for  the  county  of  Banff  solely,  by  James  Harper,  as  deputy  of  Patrick  Rose,  under 
a  written  agreement,  by  which  Mr.  Kose  assigned  to  Mr.  Harper,  during  their  joint  lives, 
his  fife-rent  interest  in  the  commission  of  Keeper  of  the  Register  of  Sasines  for  Banffshire, 
in  consideration  of  a  certain  sum  which  is  paid  to  Mr.  Rose,  as  a  yearly  annuity.'' 

This  is  in  reporting  specially,  on  the  several  registere  of  sasines,  within  the  county.  In 
the  other  report,  there  is  this  remark  in  reporting  generally  on  all  the  three  offices  of  keeper 
of  the  register  of  sasines,  clerk  of  the  peace,  and  sheriff  clerk  held  by  me,  viz.:  '*  in  terms 
of  a  temporary  agreement,  entered  into  betwixt  him  (Mr.  Patrick  Rose)  and  Mr.  Harper,  in 
the  year  1822,  the  latter  discharged  the  duties  of  these  situations  as  his  deputy,  paying 
Mr.  Rose  300/.  a  year,  for  the  three  years  following;  and  in  the  year  1825  another  agree- 
ment was  entered  into,  by  which  Mr.  Harper  aCTeed  to  pay  annually  to  Mr.  Rose  the  sum  of 
450/.  sterling,  in  consideration  of  which  Mr.  nose  gave  up  his  Hfe-retU  interest  of  all  these 
offices,  in  Mr.  Harper's  favour,  Sec.** 

I  beg  to  say,  that  it  is  a  total  mistake,  (unintentional  I  believe)  that  I  ever  assigned  or  gave 
up^  6r  intended  to  assign  or  give  up  my  liferent  interest,  in  any  of  my  offices  of  Sheriff  and 
Justice  of  Peace  Clerks,  and  Keeper  of  the  Register  of  Sasines  of  this  county,  to  my  deputy 
Mr.  Harper.

Whnt  I  have  done  is  this ;  I  have  granted  a  deputation,  or  rather  agreed  to  grant  a  con- 
tinuance of  my  previous  deputation  to  him,  for  my  life^  if  he  survived  me ;  but  only  for  his 
life  if  he  died  before  me;  and  to  which  I  have  added  the  necessary  guards  of  the  "  aut  vita 
eut  culpa*'  of  my  own  commissions^  and  the  will  of  Parliament  always  excepted. 

Now  a  deputation  and  assignation  are  two  very  different  things,  both  in  import  and 
consequences,  and  only  requiring  to  be  mentioned  to  point  out  and  demonstrate  the 
difference. 

I  have,  therefore,  to  request  the  favour  of  you  to  have  the  goodness  to  report  to  the  Right 
honourable  His  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department,  Sir  Robert  Peel, 
to  whom  YOU  addressed  the  former  report,  that  it  is  a  deputation  "  aut  vita  aut  culpa**  as 
above,  andf  not  an  assignation  I  have  granted  to  my  deputy,  with  an  equitable  interest  merely 
in  the  emoluments  of  office,  corresponding  to  the  obligations  he  came  under  to  me,  from  the 
very  nature  of  which  it  must  be  obvious,  that  the  exercise  of  my  functions  to  the  public,  as 
principal,  (as  it  may  be  necessary  or  required.)  remains  entire  as  it  was,  and  my  vested 
interests  in  the  offices  have  been  guardedly  preserved. 

I  would  beg  also  to  submit  to  the  justice  of  Parliament,  the  following  reasons  and  consi- 
derations; that  I  paid  largely  for  my  publip  offices;  that  I  performed  the  duties  of  these 
offices  personally,  for  upwards  of  21  years,  wherein  my  health  suffered  from  the  chills  of 
a  cold  damp  stone  floor ;  that  I  then  repaired  to  Edinbui^h  for  six  years,  principally  for  the 
education  of  my  family ;  but  during  which  six  years,  I  regularly  visited  my  offices  for 
examination,  always  once  and  frequently  twice  a  year  at  my  own  expense ;  and  since  July 
1828  I  have  resided  constantly  at  Banff,  and  been  superintending  my  departments. 

Finally,  I  beg  to  state,  that  in  consequence  of  the  system  I  practised,  or  the  principles 
I  enjoined  in  my  offices,  the  public  inspector  of  records,  sent  from  Edinburgh,  through  the 
different  counties  of  this  part  of  the  United  Kingdom,  has  reported  to  the  Lord  Clerk 
Register  of  Scotland,  on  the  public  records  of  my  offices  thus,  "  with  the  highest  satisfac- 
tion, 1  now  state,  that  all  the  above  records,  including  the  minute  books,  have  been  kept  in 
a  style  that  nothing  can  exceed ;  the  writing  is  beautiful,  and  .all  kept  with  the  utnu>st 
regularity,  agreeably  to  the  Acts  1681  and  1693,  ^^  Mr.  Thomson's  circular  letter."

The  Sheriff  Depute,  so  far  as  respects  his  presence  in  the  county  of  Berwick  at  every  time 
during  the  period  mentioned,  when  it  was  necessary,  takes  the  liberty  to  refer  to  the  Annual 
Returns  made  to  Exchequer  by  the  Sheriff  Substitute,  in  terms  of  the  Royal  Warrant  in 
favour  of  sheriffs  substitute,  dated  in  March  i8ii,  Tliese  Returns  were  made  without 
communication  with  the  Sheriff  Depute. 

In  further  compliance  with  the  order  under  which  this  Return  is  made,  the  Sheriff  Depute 
states  that  he  has  not,  during  the  period  specified,  had  a  dwelling-house  in  the  county  of 
Berwick,  but  that  he  has,  in  the  course  of  each  year,  been  frequently  in  the  Head  Burgh  and 
other  parts,  sometimes  in  nearly  every  part  of  it,  for  periods  longer  and  shorter,  as  the  dis- 
charge of  pubUc  duty,  by  holding  criminal  or  other  courts,  attendance  at  meetings  of  the 
county,  or  other  circumstances,  rendered  necessary  or  proper.  A  particular  note  of  these 
periods  could  not,  without  considerable  di£Biculty  and  trouble  be  given,  the  Sheriff  Depute 
not  having  anticipated  or  been  called  upon  to  anticipate  any  cause  for  preserving  such 
note. 

It  may  be  proper  further  to  explain  that  the  residence  of  the  Sheriff  Depute  being  in 
Edinburgh,  betwixt  the  principal  towns  and  districts  of  the  county  of  Berwick  and  which 
communication  personally  or  bv  writing,  may  take  place  within  six  or  eight  hours,  and  the 
pleadings  in  civil  actions,  whicn  are  conducted  in  a  written  form,  and  other  papers  requiring 
his  inspection  and  direction,  being  transmitted  to  or  returned  by  him  with  perfect  security 
by  the  mail  coach,  or  one  of  several  public  carriages  which  pass  through  the  county  or 
betwixt  it  and  Edinburgh  on  every  lawful  day,  no  delay  has  taken  place  m  the  conduct  of 
business  falling  under  his  civil  jurisdiction.

Registers  of  Sasines. 


THERE  is  no  separate  Register  of  Sasines  within  the  county  of  Clackmannan. 

The  Redster  of  Sasines  for  the  counties  of  Stirling  and  Clackmannan,  and  the  stewartry 
of  MentieUi,  is  kept  at  Stirling,  in  terms  of  the  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Scotland,  161 7, 
c.  16.    The  Office  of  Keeper  is  at  present  held  by  Mr.  James  Boyd.

IN  Clackmannanshire  the  offices  of  Clerk  of  the  Peace  and  Sheriff  Clerk  are  held  by  the 
same  individual.  The  duties  of  both  offices  are  performed  by  the  Clerk  in  person,  with  the 
assistance  of  his  own  clerks  or  apprentices. 

The  emoluments  of  both  offices  for  the  last  10  years,  and  the  sources  from  which  they  are 
derived,  are  stated  in  a  separate  Return  transmitted  iVom  the  county. 

With  r^ard  to  the  period  during  which  the  Sheriff  Depute  has  resided  within  his  juris- 
diction for  the  last  10  years,  as  no  record  has  been  kept  of  the  period  of  such  residence,  and 
as  the  present  Sheriff  Depute  was  only  appointed  in  July  last,  he  has  no  means  of  knowing 
the  precise  extent  of  his  predecessor's  residence.  ^  He  has  examined  the  certificates  of  resi- 
dence lodged  annually  in  Exchequer  by  the  Sheriff  Substitutes,  under  the  Ro^al  warrant  of 
25th  March  181 1 ;  but  these  merely  state  the  fact  of  the  Sheriff  Depute's  residence  during 
each  of  the  years,  occasionally  in  Clackmannanshire  and  occasionallv  in  Kinross^shire, 
(there  bein?  only  one  Sheriff  Depute  between  these  two  counties,)  without  specifying  the 
exact  period  of  such  residence. 

During  the  10  months  that  the  present  Sheriff  Depute  has  held  his  office  he  has  been 
28  days  within  his  jurisdiction  at  different  times,  occasionally  in  Clackmannanshire  and 
occasionally  in  Kinross-shire,  and  that  besides  attending  as  Sheriff  at  the  two  Circuits, 
which  are  held  in  the  town  of  Stirling ;  and  he  will  have  occasion  to  return  again  for  some 
time  before  the  year  is  completed. 

It  is  proper  to  explain  that  the  whole  civil  business  in  the  Sheriff  Courts  (except  the  cases 
under  the  Small  Debt  Act)  are  carried  on  by  means  of  written  pleadings ;  and  that  during 
the  whole  time  the  Sheriff  Depute  is  absent  attending  Uie  Court  of  Sessions  in  Edinburgh 
or  otherwise,  the  cases  to  be  advised  by  him  are  transmitted  for  his  opinion,  and  returned  to 
the  county  without  delay. 

And  it  is  furUier  to  be  mentioned,  that  the  distance  of  Edinburgh  from  Alloa  and  from 
Kinross,  where  the  Sheriff  Courts  of  Clackmannanshire  and  of  Kinross-shire  are  held  is  so 
short,  that  in  three  hours  the  Sheriff  Depute  can  travel  to  either  of  these  places  on  his  pre- 
sence being  required.

Clerk  of  the  Peace. 

THE  duties  of  the  office  of  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  Dumbartonshire,  are  discharged  by 
myself,  at  Dumbarton ;  and,  in  so  far  as  regards  the  proceedings  under  the  Small  Debt  Act, 
(22d  June  1825)  by  my  depute  clerks,  in  several  of  the  districts  of  the  county  appointed 
for  the  purposes  of  tha^  Act.  I  have  also  a  depute  clerk,  for  general  purposes,  at  Dum- 
barton, but,  as  he  only  acts  occasionally,  and  chiefly  in  cases  of  my  absence,  he  has  no 
emoluments.  The  depute  clerks  of  districts  retain  a  proportion  of  the  fees  received  by 
them,  two  of  them  to  the  amount  of  one-half,  after  deducing  expenses,  and  one  of  them 
to  the  extent  of  two-third  parts  of  these  fees.

Although  the  foregoing  Return  included  certain  fees  from  Kirkintilloch  district,  averag- 
ing 265.  6rf.  for  each  of  10  years,  yet,  in  fact,  no  payment  has  ever  been  made  from  that 
district ;  and  the  Depute  Clerk  there  reports  that  the  surplus  of  the  fees,  after  paying 
expenses,  will  be  "  very  small,  if  any."  rio  account  however  of  these  expenses  has  been 
given,  and  the  sums  stated  in  this  Return  proceed  on  a  calculation  of  the  probable  expense. 

It  will  also  be  observed  that  the  foregoing  yearly  sums  received  by  the  Principal  Clerk 
are  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  gross  receipts,  from  which  fall  to  be  deduced  annually  an 
allowance  for  office  rent,  fire  and  candle,  fire  for  court-room,  expense  of  printing  small  debt 
complaints  and  copies,  previous  to  1825,  and  ale  licence  certificates  and  notices  of  meetings, 
as  well  as  for  the  occasional  assistance  of  a  clerk.

The  Sheriff  begs  leave  to  observe,  that  it  has  been  his  invariable  practice,  besides  his 
usual  visits,  to  repair  to  the  county  of  Dumbarton  at  all  times  when  his  presence  was 
required,  or  might  be  beneficial.  Tnis  he  has  done,  upon  some  occasions,  with  great  in- 
convenience and  considerable  expense  to  himself.  It  is  well  known,  however,  that  a  large 
proportion  of  the  ordinary  business  of  the  Sheriff  Depute,  the  advising^of  cases  on  appeal 
from  the  sentences  of  the  Substitute,  can  be  equally  well  performed  in  Edinburgh  as  in  die 
county  itself,  and  vrith  no  additional  expense  or  other  disadvantage  to  the  parties.

1.  THE  present  Clerk  of  the  Peace  entered  on  his  office  only  in  May  1826.  The 
Small  Debt  Court  fees  of  his  predecessor  are  taken  from  the  court  books ;  but  the 
reporter  has  nothing  in  his  possession  to  show  the  amount  of  his  emoluments  under  the 
otner  heads  of  the  Report. 

2.  The  reporter,  on  his  appointment,  issued  commissions  to  deputes  for  three  out  of  the 
eight  districts,  into  which  the  county  of  Dumfries  is  divided,  as  they  are  at  a  great  distance, 
intending,  like  his  predecessors,  to  attend  r^ularly  at  the  other  nve ;  but  tne  office  fees 
have  so  decreased  smce  the  Sheriff  Small  Debt  Act  came  into  operation,  that  he  has  been 
obliged  to  appoint  deputes  almost  constantly  in  those  districts  also ;  else  his  travelling 
charges  woula,  on  most  occasions,  exceed  bis  emoluments.  The  allowance  to  the  per- 
manent deputes  is  an  equal  half  of  all  fees,  which  have  not  yet  been  regularly  accounted 
for  to  him;  and  the  occasioned  deputes  are  paid  according  to  their  trouble. 

3.  There  was  no  compensation  made  to  the  Clerks  of  the  Peace  for  the  diminution  of 
their  fees  by  the  passing  of  the  Sheriffs  Small  Debt  Act,  which  extends  to  sums  of 
SL6s.Sd.  and  under,  whue  that  of  the  Justices  extends  to  5/.  only.  The  reporter  has  no 
official  emolument  but  what  arises  from  fees.

lieu  of  extract  on  transacted  cases  (the  fees  of  many  of  which  decreets  and  compositions 
however  are  evaded  or  remain  outstanding),  recording  nrotests  on  bills  and  issuing  extracts 
thereof,  recording  deeds  in  the  record  of  deeds  and  probative  write,  and  fumishinff  authen- 
ticated extracte  thereof,  recording  homings  and  inhibitions  and  dischar^  of  inhibitions  in 
the  proper  record,  acting  as  commissioner  in  taking  proofs  on  commission  from  the  court, 
dues  of  oaths  of  witnesses  examined  in  proofs,  issuing  warranto  to  roup  in  sequestrations 
and  poundings,  issuing  warranto  of  arrestment  on  depending  actions,  bonds  of  caution  in

DUKING  the  last  lo  years  the  Sheriff  Depute  of  Elginshire  resided  in  the  neighbouring  ooonty 
of  Banff,  which  enabled  him  always,  within  a  few  hours,  to  know  what  was  going  on  in  this  county, 
and  it  was  his  practise  to  be  in  this  county  often,  and  on  some  occasions  to  remain  for  weeks  within 
the  county,  and  at  other  times  for  a  shorter  period,  as  he  found  his  attendance  necessary,  and  he 
often  came  to  Elgin  to  hold  courts,  and  attend  to  other  business;  but  the  particular  period  of  each 
year's  residence  I  cannot  state  precisely.

Thomas  Horsbruoh,  present  Keeper  of  the  Register  of  Sasines  for  the  sKire  of 
Fife,  was  by  Commission  dated  at  St.  James's,  6tliMay  1788,  written  to  the  Seal;  and 
sealed  12th  June  thereafter,  appointed  joint  Keeper  of  the  particular-  Register  of  Sasines 
for  the  shire  of  Fife,,  alon^  with  the  deceased  John  Hbrsbrugn,  his  father.  Former  Keeper  of 
the  said  Register,  The  said  John  Horsbrugh  having  died.on  the  7th  November  1797,  the 
said  Thomas  Horsbrugh  became  sole  Keeper. 

By  Act  of  Sederunt  of  th^  Court  of  Session,  loth  July  1811,  sundry  new  regulations 
were  enacted  and  ordained,  both  as  to  the  mode  of  keeping  said  Rfecords^  and'  Fees  to  be 
paid  therefrom,  as  therein  particularly  mentioned. 

The  Keeper  of  the  said  Record  attends  to  the  whole  business  himself,  and  the  Emolu- 
ments h^  has  received  for  the  last  ten  years>  from  the  1st  of  May  1820  to4he  1st  May

Note. — ^The  Sheriff  of  Fife  may  add  in  explanation,  that  he  has  lodging  in  the  town  of 
Cupar,  which  is  the  heeul  town  of  the  county,  and  where  one  of  his  Courts  is  held  (he  having 
another  Court,  with  a  substitute  at  Dunfermline),  and  where  he  resides  occasionally  during 
the  year. 

That  down  to  the  1st  May  1825  he  resided  during  a  greatpart  of  the  vacations  of  the 
Court  of  Session  within  the  coimty.  That  since  that  period,  and  down  to  the  present  time, 
he  rents  and  resides  at  Kirkness,  which  though  locally  situate  in  the  county  ot  Kinross,  yet 
is  in  the  very  heart  of  the  county  of  Fife,  and  nearly  half  way  betwixt  Cupar  and  Dunferm- 
line, where  his  re^lar  courts  are  held. 

That  when  in  Edinburgh  during  the  sittings  of  the  Court  of  Session,  he  can  at  any  time 
when  required,  be  either  at  Cupar  or  Dunfermline  in  the  course  of  four  hours ;  and  that  when 
not  in  the  county  of  Fife  the  cases  are  regularly  transmitted  to  him  without  any  expense  to 
the  parties,  and  they  are  returned  in  general  in  ten  days  at  farthest.  When  the  cases  are  of 
a  summary  nature  they  are  returned  immediately.

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14.— FORFAR. 


THE  sources  from  which  the  Emoluments  of  the  Clerks  of  the  Peace  are  derived  are 
first.  Fees  established  by  the  Acts  of  ParUament  conferring  a  jurisdiction  on  the  Justices  of 
the  Peace  in  the  recovery  of  small  debts;  second.  Fees  on  prosecutions  under  the  statutes 
of  Excise;  and  third.  Fees  on  various  other  matters  in  which  the  Justices  have  a  jurisdiction 
by  statutes,  and  at  common  law.  The  county  of  Forfar  consists  of  63  parishes,  over  the 
whole  of  which  the  duties  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  extend ;  as  it  is  therefore  absolutely 
impossible,  that  any  one  individual  can  personally  perform  those  duties,  over  so  extended 
a  tract  of  country,  it  is  indispensable  that  deputy  clerks  of  the  peace  (under  the  control 
and  superintendence  of  the  principal  clerk)  should  be  appointed  in  different  parts  of  the 
county,  for  that  purpose ;  on  that  account  full  power  is  ^nted  to  the  Clerks  ot  the  Peace, 
in  their  commissions  from  the  Crown,  to  appoint  deputies ;  and  the  county  of  Forfar,  with 
the  view  of  facilitating  the  despatch  of  public  business,  has  been  divided  into  seven  districts, 
to  each  of  which  a  deputy  is  appointea,  who  resides  at  the  head  town  of  the  district,  and 
for  whom  the  Principal  Clerk  is  responsible. 

The  following  Return  shows  the  division  of  the  county  into  districts ;  the  first  column 
contains  the  name  of  the  district ;  the  second  the  name  of  the  Deputy  Clerk  for  each 
district ;  the  third  the  Emoluments  of  the  clerk  under  two  heads,  viz. ;  first.  Fees  under 
Small  Debt  Act;  and  second.  Emoluments  from  Excise  Fees,  and  other  sources ;  fourth,  the 
Gross  Fees;  fifth,  the  Proportion  received  by  the  Principal  Clerk  ;  and  sixth,  the  Proportion 
paid  to  the  Deputy.

THE  county  of  Forfar  is  not  divided  into  districts  ;  the  court  is  held  at  Forfar^  as  the 
county  town,  but  the  Sheriff  held  small  debt  courts  at  Dundee  occasionally,  till  May  last, 
and  since  that  period,  in  consequence  of  a  Royal  Warrant,  he  has  held  small  debt  courts  there 
regularly  once  a  month ;  and  after  the  business  of  these  courts  is  concluded,  if  there  are 
any  criminal  cases  for  trial  on  summary  complaint,  he  disposes  of  them. 

The  Emoluments  of  the  Sheriff  Clerk  are  derived  from  certain  fees,  arising  on  causes 
civil  and  criminal. 

The  Emoluments  from  Civil  business,  consists  of  fees  on  extracts  of  acts  and  decrees, 
extracts  of  decrees  in  absence,  decrees  in  foro,  compositions  for  extracts  of  decrees,  proofs 
and  oaths  of  parties,  sequestrations,  warrants  on  libels,  arrestments,  wakenings,  recording 
deeds  and  issuing  extracts  of  same,  recording  protests  of  bills,  recording  homuigs  and  inhi- 
bitions, searches  in  record  of  inhibitions,  tutonal  and  curatorial  inventones,  general  services, 
special  services  and  infeftments  on  Chancery  precepts,  small  debt  complaints  under  the  Acts 
6  Geo.  4,  c.  24,  and  10  Geo.  4,  c.  665  recording  attorney  certificates,  and  striking  the  annual 
fiars. 

The  Emoluments  from  Criminal  business,  arise  from  precognitions  and  trials  before  the 
Sheriff,  declarations  of  parties,  bail  bonds,  transmission  ot  convicts  to  hulks,  criminal  libels, 
correspondence  with  the  Crown  a^nt,  &c.,  and  ascertaining  and  making  out  the  lists  of 
prisoners  in  the  different  county  jails,  their  crimes,  &c.  for  the  Lord  Justice  Clerk,  and  the 
presiding  judges  at  the  spring  ana  autumn  circuits  held  at  Perth. 

I  have  performed  the  duty  personally  during  the  period  of  this  Return,  with  the  assistance 
of  a  depute  at  Forfar,  and  two  clerks  besides  apprentices,  and  an  assistant  depute  at 
Dundee.

The  above  is  certified  by  me  to  be  a  correct  Return  of  the  Emoluments,  received  by  me 
as  Sheriff  Clerk  of  Forfarshire,  for  each  year,  from  1st  January  1820  to  1st  January  1830. 
The  increase  of  criminal  business  during  the  above  period  has  been  very  considerable,  and 
I  have  had  various  additional  duties  to  perform,  arising  from  the  frequency  of  trials  before 
the  Sheriff,  under  remits  from  the  circuit,  and  tbe  Crown  counsel,  as  well  as  all  trials  upon 
summary  complaints.  The  Sheriff  Substitute  concurs  with  me  in  thinking,  that  although 
from  the  extent  and  increased  population  of  the  county,  particularly  in  Dundee  and  that 
district,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  law  business,  yet  that  would  have  been  greater  but  for 
the  small  debt  courts,  and  he  thinks  that  a  great  many  questions  are  disposed  of  before  these 
courts  which  he  used  to  decide  before  the  ordimiry  court.

Residence  of  Sheriffs. 

March  25, 1811. 

BY  the  terms  of  the  King's  Warrant  to  the  Chief  Baron,  and  the  rest  of  the  Barons  of 
the  Court  of  Exchec^uer  in  §cotlandy  for  the  augmentation  of  the  salaries  of  the  Sheriffs 
Substitute,  it  is  provided,  **  that  after  the  said  1st  of  May  181 2,  before  any  such  salary  shall 
be  payable  to  any  Sheriff  Substitute,  each  Sheriff  Substitute  shall,  on  or  before  the  15th 
May  1812,  and  on  or  before  the  i/jth  May  in  every  subsequent  year,  produce  to  youadecla^ 
ration,  under  the  hand  of  the  said  Sheriff  Substitute,  stating  the  period,  during  which  the 
Sheriff  Depute  or  Steward  Depute  shall  have  resided  in  his  county,  in  the  year  preceding 
the  date  of  such  declaration ;  and  in  case  any  Sheriff  Substitute  shall  omit  or  neglect  to 
produce  such  declaration,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  salary  for  the  year  subsequent  to 
that  in  which  he  shall  omit  or  neglect  to  produce  such  declaration." 

There  is  no  other  record  of  the  period  during  which  the  Sheriff  Depute  may  have  resided 
within  his  jurisdiction  during  each  year,  than  the  annual  declaration  made  to  the  Barons 
of  Exchequer,  by  the  Sheriff  Substitute,  which  he  is  required  by  the  Royal  Warrant  1811 
to  makei  From  the  declarations  so  made  by  the  Sheriff  Substitute  of  Forfarshire,  it 
appears,  that  the  Sheriff  Depute's  residence  within  his  jurisdiction,  during  each  of  the  last 
10  years,  has  been  as  follows :

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Memorandum  in  regard  to  the  Residence  of  the  Sheriffs  Depute  within  their  Jurisdiction. 

THE  causes  carried  on  before  the  Sherifi^s  Court  (with  the  exception  of  those  for  small 
sums,  tried  under  the  Act  10  Geo.  4,  c.  55,)  are  conducted  entirely  by  means  of  written 
pleadings.  These  are  considered  and  judged  of  in  the  first  instance  by  the  Sheriff  Substi- 
tute ;  but  an  appeal  lays,  and  being  attended  with  no  expense,  is  almost  always  taken  to 
the  Sheriff  Depute,  who  pieruses  and  considers  the  written  pleadings,  and  affirms  or  reverses 
the  decision  of  the  Substitute. 

When  the  Sheriff  Depute  is  not  resident  within  his  jurisdiction,  but  is  attending  pro- 
fessionally the  sittings  ot  the  Courts  at  Edinburgh,  the  cases  which  may  have  been  appealed 
to  him  are  forthwith  transmitted  to  Edinburgh  for  his  decision ;  so  that  the  business  of  his 
Court  is  in  no  respect  delayed  by  his  not  being  constantly  resident  within  his  jurisdiction, 
beyond  the  short  period  necessary  for  transmitting  such  casesto  Edinburgh. 


Keeper  of  the  Register  of  Sasinbs. 


THE  Keepers  of  County  Redsters  have  no  other  trouble  but  to  record  the  Sasines,  which 
are  prepared  by  notaries,  paid  for  the  purpose. 

In  Brechin  the  Town  Clerk,  as  notary,  draws  and  passes  the  Sasines,  and  as  Keeper  of 
the  Record,  records  them ;  and  he  has  one  fee  for  the  whole,  not  according  to  the  length  of 
the  deed,  but  according  to  the  value  of  the  property.  Burgage  Sasines  are  much  less 
expensive  than  other  Sasines,  and  it  is  underst(K>d  that  the  Town  Clerk's  fees  are  less,  both 
as  Notary  and  as  Recorder,  than  are  the  fees  for  other  Sasines.  But  as  a  fee  upon  the 
value  covers  the  whole,  it  is  impossible  to  say  what  are  the  Emoluments  of  the  Town 
Clerk  as  Recorder  of  Sasines. 

Supposing  the  Town  Clerk  were  to  be  paid,  as  the  Keeper  of  the  county  Records  is 
paid,  by  the  length  of  the  deed,  and  supposmg.  the  rate  allowed  to  the  Town  Clerk  to  be 
the  same  as  that  allowed  to  the  Keeper  of  the  County  Records ;  the  annexed  table  would 
show  the  Emoluments  drawn  by  the  Clerk  for  the  last  ten  years ;  and  I  beg  to  submit  it  as 
the  only  table  which  it  is  practicable  for  me  to  frame  in  the  circumstances.

The  Reporter,  who  b  Piincipai  Clerk,  resides  and  does  the  duty  an  person 
at  Ulasgow,  the  seat  of  the  lower  and  most  important  ward ;  while  the  duty  in  the  other 
two  waras  is  necessarily  executed  by  deputies  resident  at  Hamilton  and  Lanark.  The 
Deputy  at  Hamilton  is  not  on  fixed  salary,  but  his  income  rises  and  falls  with  the  amount  of 
the  business  that  comes  before  the  court.

REPORT  by  the  Towft  Ckrk^  of  Glasgow  as  Keepers  of  the  Hegiater  ©f  Sasims. 

for  that  Burgh. 

THE  first  of  the  two  orders  under  which  this  Report  is  made  directs,  that  a  Return  be 
made  **  of  the  number  of  the  Registers  of  Sasines  established  in  Scotland,  where  each  is 
kept,  and  for  what  counties,  and  by  whom  kept.*'  And  the  other  directs  a  Return  to  be 
made  ''of  the  Emoluments  of  the  Keeper  of  the  Register  of  Sasines  in  each  county  in  Scot- 
land, and  specifying  the  lee&  which  are  levied  during  each  of  the  last  lo  years." 

From  thee  terms  of  these  two  orders,  it  seems  doubtful  whether  they  are  intended  to 
embrace  the  Ke^pevs  of  the  Registers  of  Sasines  in  the  different  Royal  Burghs,,  or  to  apply 
only  to  the  Keepers  of  tlie  Registers  for  Landward  districts.  If  it  is  meant  to  apply  to  the 
Royal  Burghs  as  well  as  to  the  others,  the  following  Report  is  made  in  reference  to  the 
Register  of  Sasines  kept  for  the  Burgh  of  Glasgow. 

1.  The  Register  of  Seisins  for  the  Burghr  of  Glasgow  is  kept  by  the  Town  QeyksK  as 
Principal  Keepers,  and  under  them  by  a  Deputy  Keeper,  appointed  by  themr.  It  comprises 
the  Sasinest  of  all  property  held  burgage  situated  within  the  royalty  oif  Glasgow.  The  pre- 
sent Town  Clerks  of  Glasgow  are  James  Reddie  and  Robert  Thomson ;  first  and  second 
conjunct  Principal  Clerks;  Joseph  Reid,  William  Davie  and  Angus  Turner,  Depute  Town 
Clerks.  The  present  Deputy  Keeper  of  the  Register  of  Sasines  for  said  Burgh  is 
John  Mann. 

2*  With  regard  to  "  the  emoluments  of  the  Keeper  of  the  Register  of  Sasines/*  it 
may  be  observed  that  the  Town  Clerks  receive  no  emolument  for  registering  Sasines,  the 
Act  1681,  c.  11,  establishing  the  record,  declaring  that  nothing  shall  be  paid  to  the  Town 
Clerks  for  registration  of  said  Sasines.'"  The  Town  Clerks  of  Glasgow,  like  the  clerks  of 
the  other  Royal  Burghs  in  Scotland,  are  vested  with  the  exclusive  right  of  officiating  at  all 
Sasines  of  property  within  burgh  held  by  burgage  tenure  ;  and  for  doing  so,  and  mr  pre- 

{>aring  and  completing  the  instrument  of  Sasine,  they  are  paid  certain  esta^blisked  fees.    The 
bllowing  is  the  amount  of  this  branch  of  the  emoluments  of  the  Town  Clerks  of  Glasgow 
for  each  of  the  10  years  ending  on  the  31st  of  December  1829.

THE  county  of  Lanark  is  divided  into  three  districts  or  wards,  the  chief  towns  or  head 
burghs  of  which  are  Glasgow,  Hamilton  and  Lanark.  Sheriff  Courts  are  held  in  each  of 
these  towns,  and  the  Principal  Sheriff  Clerk  has,  in  virtue  of  his  commission,  appointed 
three  Deputes,  who  discharge  the  ordinary  duties  of  the  office  at  Glasgow,  Hamilton  and 
Lanark. 

The  emoluments  of  the  Sheriff  Clerks,  are  derived  from  certain  fees,  arising  on  causes 
civil  and  criminal,  brought  into  and  litigated  in  the  Sheriff  Courts,  extracts  of  acts  and 
decreets,  registrations,  services  of  heirs,  &c.,  as  regulated  and  defined  by  various  Acts  of 
ParUament,  and  Acts  of  Sederunt  of  the  Lords  of  Council  and  Session  in  Scotland. 

Until  lately  no  classified  account  was  kept  of  the  fees  received  by  the  Sheriff  Clerk  of 
this  county,  and  after  the  accounts  were  examined  at  the  periodical  settlements,  thedetails 
were  not  uniformly  preserved,  during  the  period  embraced  in  the  return.  The  reporter, 
however,  (who  has  been  for  upwards  of  17  years  Depute  Clerk  at  Glasgow)  has  made  it  up 
with  as  much  accuracy  as  the  books  and  documents  m  his^  possession  enable  him  to  do.

But  by  virtue  of  a  royal  warrant  bearing  date  2gth  March  1811.  each  Sheriff  Sub- 
stitute in  Scotland  is  required,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  May  annually,  to  produce  to  the 
Lord  Chief  Baron  and  the  rest  of  the  Barons  of  His  Majesty's  Court  of  Exchequer  in  Scot- 
land, a  declaration  under  his  band,  stating  the  period  during  which  the  Sheriff  shall  h^ye 
resided  in  his  county  during  the  year  preceding  the  date  of  such  declaration. 

The  declarations  thus  req^uired  have  been  transmitted  to  the  Court  of  Exchequer  by 
the  Sheriff  Substitute  qf  Linlithgowshire,  without  communicating  their  contents  to  the 
Sheriff. 

I  have  made  application  to  the  proper  officer  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  and  have 
been  furnished  with  copies  of  the  said  declaxatioas^  in  so  far  as  they  can  \)e  recovered  for 
the  last  ten  years. 

During  the  vears  1820,  1821,  and  1822,  Joshua  Henry  Mackenzie,  Esq.  was  Sheriff 
of  the  county  of'^Linlithgow.

WITH  reference  to  the  letter  of  4th  May  instant,  from  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  the  Home  Department  to  the  Lord  Advocate,  requiring  a  Ketum  of  tiie  Emoluments  of 
the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  this  county  during  each  year  of  the  last  10  years,  the  sources 
whence  they  are  derived,  and  whether  the  duties  are  performed  by  deputy* 

I  beg  respectfully  to  report  that,  as  the  emoluments  accruing  irom  the  said  office  were  of 
trifling  amount,  and,  in  most  instances,  paid  down  as  the  duty  for  which  they  were  exigible 
happened  to  be  discharged,  no  account  has  been  kept  of  them ;  but  to  Uie  best  of  my 
belief  they  have  not,  in  any  one  of  the  first  five  years  of  the  said  period,  exceeded  20  /. ; 
and  during  the  last  five  years  they  have  not,  in  any  year,  exceeded  8/.  This  decrease  is 
attributable  to  the  recent  Small  Debt  Acts,  authorizing  Sherifis  to  judge  in  a  summary  form 
of  claims,  first  to  the  amount  of  8  /.  and  subsequently  to  that  of  8  /•  6#.  8  d.,  together  with 
tiie  more  extensive  suppression  of  smuggling. 

The  emoluments  are  derived  from  Excise  prosecutions,  and  from  the  statutory  fees  on  cer- 
tificates for  Excise  licenses  chiefly.  The  only  other  sources  are  the  Small  Debt  Courts,  now 
rarely  held  by  the  Justices,  and  the  few  criminal  cases  tliat  are  brought  before  them. 
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The  duties  are  not  discharged  by  deputy ;  but  as  no  regular  commission  had  been  granted 
for  this  county  for  many  years  prior  to  June  1821,  the  duties  of  the  office  were  usudly  dis- 
charged by  Mr.  James  Murray,  under  the  sanction  of  the  resident  Justices.  The  commission 
in  my  favour  was  issued  by  Lord  Sidmouth,of  that  date ;  but,  except  in  particular  instances^ 
(chiefly  matterr  of  Excise)  I  have  not  found  it  necessary  to  discharge  official  duties  in  person, 
nor  to  grant  any  fprmal  deputation ;  allowing  Mr.  Murray  in  my  absence  to  act  as  formerly, 
and  to  receive  the  fees  for  his  trouble. ' 

In  framing  thes^  answers  I  have  relied  on  the  report  applicable  to  this  county,  as  made  up 
by  the  Commissioners  appointed  for  a  similar  inquiry,  namely,  **  Ninth  Report  of  the  Com- 
missioners  appointed  for  Inquhing  into  the  Fees,  &c.  of  the  several  Officers,  Clerks,  &c.  of 
the  CouEts  in  Scotland,**  ordered  to  be  printed  3d  July  1821,  pp.  60  &  61. 

The  office  of  Clerk  of  the  Peace  is  not  vested  in  the  same  person  with  the  Keeper  of  the 
Register  of  Sasines^  or  that  of  Sheriff  Clerk.  The  particular  Register  of  Sasines  is  kept  in 
the  separate  coun^  of  Elgin,  by  Mr.  Du£f,  a  gentleman  in  no  way  connected  with  any  other 
public  office  in  Nairnshire.

Observations : 


THE  business  of  these  several  offices  is  carried  on  in  apartments  very  suitable  for  the 
purpose,  in  a  set  of  public  buildings,  erected  by  the  county  of  Perth,  from  whom  the 
reporter  obtained  an  understood  li&rent  right  to  the  use  of  them,  in  conseauence  of  his 
father  s  having  made  no  charge  for  his  trouble  in  acting  as  secretary  or  clerk  to  the  com- 
mittee of  the  county  while  the  buildings  were  carrying  on ;  in  the  course  of  which  he 
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received  and  expended  about  28,000  /.  An  adeauate  rent  for  the  premises  which  he  so 
occupies  fbrma  a  fair  and  proper  deduction  from  tne  yearly  emoluments,  whidi  though  not 
stated,  may,  if  necessary,  be  properly  estimated  from  what  has*  been  mentioned. 

Besides  tiie  reporter^  own  constant  personal  attendanea  at  Perth»  -he  has^  two  deputies 
under  him,  who  dso  attend  personally  at  Perth,  one  at  a  salary  of  120/.  and  the  otSber  at' 
a  salary  of  30/.,  besides  Tarious  perquisites  and  allowances  for  writingsi  .  His  ISMber  also 
(who  hield  these  oflBces  for  a  considerable 'iuunber*<of  years)  holds  deputations  under  him, 
and  attends  constantly  in  person  at  Perth,  assisting  him  in  Uie  discharge  of  the  duties  which 
the  seyeral  o£5ces  require.  His  father  purchased  we  office  of  Sheriff  Clerk  in  1788,  at  the 
rate  of  five  years  amount  of  the  emoluments  at  the  time,  and  resigned  the  several  offices  to 
make  way  for  new  commissions  to  the  reporter.  The  reporter  has  also  a  deputy  at  Dun- 
blane^ for  the  western  district  of  the  county,  in  the  offices  of  Sheriff  Clerk  ana  Clerk  of  the 
Peace  for  that  district ;  and  also  deputies  as  Clerks  of  the  Peace  in  the  several  other  districts 
into  which  the  county  is  divided. 

The  fees  and  emoluments  of  the  office  of  Sheriff  Clerk  are  and  have  been  during  the  period 
aforesaid  levied  by  the  reporter,  in  conformity  to  a  Table  of  Fees  fixed  by  the  Lords  of 
Council  and  Session,  under  authority  of  an  Act  of  Parliament,  and  containe<l  in  their  Act 
of  Sederunt,  dated  as  far  back  as  the  i6lh  March  1748 ;  and  another  Table  (as  to  some 
fees  payable  in  Exchequer)  authorised  by  the  honourable  the  Barons  of  His  Majesty's 
Exchequer  on  the  2d  day  of  June  1812  ;  of  both  these,  copies  will  accompany  this  Rep<^. 
The  reporter's  fees  of  the  Small  Debt  Courts,  whether  held  by  the  Sheriff  or  Justices,  are 
regulated  by  the  several  Acts  of  Parliament  establishing  these  courts. 

The  fees  and  emoluments  of  Clerk  of  the  Peace  have  been  regulated  and  levied  in  as  far  as 
applicable  by  the  Act  of  Sederunt  as  to  the  Sheriff  iClerk's  fees  abovementioned ;  and  with 
regard  to  fees  in  Revenue  cases,  the  reporter  has  always  accepted  of  whatever  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Excise  or  their  collectors  thought  fit  to  allow. 

In  striking  the  amounts  of  the  fees  and  emoluments  of  the  Sheriff  Clerk  for  the  several 
years  aforesaid,  the  reporter  deducted  the  salaries  of  120/.  and  30/.  before-mentioned,  the 
sums  paid  by  him  for  the  registers  or  record  books,  which  are  furnished  to  him  from  the 
General  Register  Office,  Edinburgh,  and  his  other  actual  expenditure,  but  he  made  no 
deduction  for  rent  of  the  premises  which  he  occupies,  or  any  allowance  for  his  father^s 
attendance  and  assistance  as  his  deputy,  though  he  shares  with  the  reporter  the  free 
balances  above  stated,  after  all  other  necessary  deductions. 

The  reporter  has  also,  before  striking  the  amounts  of  balances  of  the  yearly  emoluments 
of  the  office  of  Clerk  of  the  P^ce,  the  necessary  ^expenses  incurred  by  him^  but  nothing  for 
salaries  or  office  rent. 

And  with  regard  to  th^  emoluments  as  Keeper  of  the  Register  of  Seisins,  the  clerk  em- 
ployed by  him  in  filling  up  the  record  has  regularly  drawn  the  emolument  fixed  for  him  by 
the  Act  of  Sederunt  before-mentioned ;  and  tne  sums  stated  for  each  of  the  years  before- 
mentioned  are  the  true  balances,  after  deducting  the  expense  of  the  registers  or  books  of 
record  which  are  furnished  to  him  from  the  General  Register  Office  at  Edinburgh,  which 
balances  are  shared  with  by  his  father,  as  aforesaid.

1822-23  :  The  certificates  and  declarations  of  the  Sheriff's  residence  for  tliis  year  were 
also  lost  or  mislaid  at  that  fire ;  but  from  the  Remembrancer's  rejport  to  the  Barons  on  die 
residences  of  the  Sheriff,  it  appears  that  Mr.  Forbes,  the  then  Sheriff,  resided  within  the 
county  from  eight  to  nine  weeks. 

1823-24 :  The  certificate  and  declaration  for  this  year  was  also  lost  or  mislaid  at  the 
fire ;  but  it  appears  from  the  Remembrancer's  report  t6  the  Barons  that  Mr.  Forbes  resided 
within  the  county  from  six  to  seven  weeks. 

1824-25 :  From  the  declaration  of  the  Sheriff  Substitute  for  this  year,  it  appears  that 
Lord  Medwyn,  when  Sheriff  of  the  county,  resided  therein  at  different  times  for  the  period 
of  23  days ;  and  that  Mr.  M*Neill,  who  succeeded  him,  resided  in  the  county  at  different 
tim^s  for  the  period  of  26  days.

THE  Barons  having  again  taken  into  consideration  a  memorial  from  the  Sheriffs  and 
Stewards  Depute  of  Scotland,  craving  an  augmentation  of  the  allowances  to  their  Clerks,  Pro- 
curators Fisced,  and  officers  employed  under  them  in  the  execution  of  the  public  service  in 
the  several  counties  and  stewartries  of  Scotland ;  and  having  heard  a  Committee  of  their 
number,  and  the  Deputy  Lord .  Treasurer's  Remembrancer,  as  also  having  considered  the 
orders  of  court  made  on  the  3d  day  of  February  1776,  and  2d  day  of  June  1801,  for  regu* 
letting  the  payment  of  the  said  Clerks,  Procurators  Fiscal  and  officers,  their  Lordships,  in 
consideration  of  the  great  change  of  circumstances,  and  increased  expense  of  living,  which 
have  of  late  years  taken  place,  order  that  the  following  regulations  shaU  be  observed  by  the 
Lord  Treasurer's  Remembrancer  in  fitting  the  accounts  of  the  Sheriffs  and  Stewards  Depute 
of  Scotland,  and  shall  take  effect  from  the  term  of  Whitsuntide,  1812.

Reversions,  &c. 

July  10,  1811. 

'  THE  Lords  of  Council  and  Session,  considering  that  irregularities  have  long  prevailed  in 
the  formation  of  the  General  and  Particular  Renters  of  Seisins,  Reversions,  &c.|  and  in  the 
rates  according  to  which  the  dues  of  registration  have  been  charged  by  the  Several  keepers 
of  these  records^  Do  therefore  enact  and  ordain,  that,  from  and  after  the  ist  day  of  Auj^ust 
riext,  or  at  least  the  due  notification  of  this  Act  to  the  several  keepers,  on  each  page  of  the 
books  issued  to  them  by  the  Lord  Clerk  Register,  or  the  Deputy  Clerk  Register,  and  ruled 
with  thirty  lines  accordmg  to  the  form  at  present  in  use,  there  shall  be  engrosiied  200 
words  on  an  average,  if  the  instmment  be  in  English,  and  170  words  on  an  avera^,  if  the 
instrttment  be  in  I^tin :  and  that  for  each  page  of  the  record  so  written,  we  said  keeper 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  s  1.  sterling,  and  the  writing  clerk  to  a  separate  fee  of  od. 
sterling :  And  if,  on  a  computation  of  the  words  on  ten  successive  pages  of  the  record^  the 
average  number  of  words  on  each  page  shall  be  greater  or  less  by  15  words  than  the 
numbers  above  specified,  the  said  keeper  shall  forfeit  his  right  to  one-half  of  his  said  fee, 
and  the  writing  clerk  shall  forfeit  his  nght  to  the  whole  of  his  said  fee :  And  it  shall  further 
be  competent  to  the  Lord  Clerk  Register  to  apply  to  this  court  by  complaint  against  the 
said  keepers  who  may  be  found  transgressing,  evading  or  neglecting  the  foresaid  regulation ; 
whereupon  the  Lords  declare  that  tney  wifl  proceed  to  inflict  such  penalties  on  the  said 
keepers  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  may  require. 

And  whereas  it  has  been  considered  as  highly  expedient  that  the  minute  books  of  the 
Registers  of  Seisin,  Reversions,  &c.,  should  be  numed  on  a  regular  and  uniform  plan,  and 
that  the  existing  laws  and  regulations  for  the  due  formation  of  such  minute  books  should  be 
carefully  observed  by  the  keepers  of  the  said  registers,  and  duly  enforced,  the  Lords  enact 
and  ordain,  that  from  and  after  the  1st  day  of  October  next,  or  so  soon  thereafter  as  the 
necessary  preparations  can  be  made,  along  with  every  successive  book  of  record  issued  by 
the  Lord  (jlerk  Register,  or  the  Deputy  Clerk  Register,  to  any  of  the  ^aid  keepers,  there 
shall  be  delivered  another  book  properly  prepared  and  marked,  for  the  purpose  of  a  minute 

3^1.  M  2  book. 
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book,  which  book,  so  prepared  and  issued,  the  said  keepers  are  hereby  required  exclusive! j 
to  use  and  transmit  to  the  General  Register  House ;  for  which  minute  books  there  shall  no 
more  be  chargeable  against  the  said  keepers  than  the  prime  cost  thereof:  And  die  Lords 
do  further  dedare,  that  upon  application  to  them  by  complaint  in  the  name  of  the  Lord 
Clerk  Raster,  they  will  strictly  enforce  this  Act,  and  severely  punish  any  infringement  or 
neglect  of  it,  or  of  any  of  the  existing  laws  and  regulations  relative  to  the  due  formation  of 
the  said  records  and  minute  books. 

And  whereas  it  has  also  been  considered  as  highly  expedient  and  useful  that  Alphabetical 
Indexes  of  Persons  and  Places,  for  the  purpose  of  easy  reference  to  the  registers  of  seisins, 
reversions.  Sic,  should  be  framed  on  a  regular  plan  by  the  foresaid  keepers,  and  transmitted 
by  them  to  the  General  Rc^ster  House  ^ong  with  the  relative  minute  books  and  registers ; 
the  Lords  enact  and  ordain  that  to  each  minute  book  prepared  and  issued  by  the  Lord 
Clerk  Register,  or  the  Deputy  Clerk  Register,  to  the  said  keepers  in  the  manner  herein- 
before authorized,  there  snail  be  annexed  the  plan  and  schedule  of  an  index  of  persons,  in 
such  form  as  the  Lord  Clerk  Register,  or  the  Deputy  Clerk  Register,  under  the  sanction 
and  cxxitrol  of  this  court  may  direct ;  into  which  schedule  the  said  keepers  shall  forthwith, 
and  in  due  order,  transfer  from  the  minute  book  the  names  of  all  persons  and  places  that 
have  been  entered  therein,  together  with  proper  references  to  the  said  minute  book,  where 
the  instrument  containing  those  names  has  been  entered :  And  the  Lords  hereby  ordain 
and  declare,  that  in  case  of  failure  or  neglect  in  the  due  execution  of  their  duty  in  tne  form- 
ation and  transmission  of  the  aforesaid  indexes,  the  said  keepers  shall  on  the  complaint  of 
the  Lord  Cljerk  Register  be  found  liable  in  a  penalty  of  loi.  for  each  book  of  which  the 
aforesaid  indexes  have  not  been  duly  framed  and  transmitted,  over  and  above  Uie  actual 
expense  that  may  be  incurred  by  the  Lord  Clerk  Register  in  framing  or  amending  such 
inaexes ;  the  aforesaid  penalties  being  in  all  cases  applicable  to  the  funds  of  the  establish- 
ment of  His  Majesty's  General  Register  House :  declaring  always,  that  the  failure  of  the 
keejpers  in  Uie  observance  of  the  regulations  introduced  by  this  Act  shall  not  affect  the 
vahdity  and  legal  force  of  those  instruments,  which  have  been  duly  registered  in  terms  of 
the  Acts  of  Parliament  relating  thereto. 

And,  further,  the  Lords  think  it  fit  hereby  to  declare,  that  in  fixing  the  rates  of  registrar 
tion  hereinbefore  enacted,  they  have  had  respect  to  the  increased  expense  and  responsibility 
to  which  the  keepers  of  the  aforesaid  registers  are  made  liable  by  tins  Act.

REPORT  by  James  Leadbetter,  Depute  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the  District  of  Kelso, 

in  the  County  of  Roxburgh. 

IN  consequence  of  the  order  of  the  Honourable  the  House  of  Commons  of  the  3d  current, 
for  **  a  Return  of  the  Emoluments  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  of  the  county  of  Roxburgh 
purine  each  of  the  last  ten  years,  specif^ine  the  sources  from  which  the  same  are  derived, 
and  whether  the  duties  are  discharged  oy  deputy,  and  if  by  deputy,  what  are  the  emolu- 
ments of  the  person  actually  discharging  the  duty.''  The  Reporter  humbly  submits  the 
following  answer : 

The  Reporter  was  appointed  Depute  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the  district  of  Kelso  in  the 
month  of  January  1801,  so  that  he  has  now  held  the  situation  for  a  period  of  nearly  thirtu 
years.  The  district  of  Kelso  comprehends  the  parishes  of  Kelso,  Roxburgh,  Eckford, 
Makerstoun,  Smailholm,  Stitchel,  Ednam,  Sproutstoun,  Morebutde,  Yethohn,  Hounam 
and  Linton^  being  12  of  the  most  populous  parishes  in  the  county. 

The  Depute  Clerks  are  not  nominated  by  the  resident  Justices,  but  receive  their  appoint- 
ments from  the  Qeneral  Clerk  of  the  county,  and  in  consequence  thereof  the  Reporter 
received  his  deputation  in  1801,  from  Mr.  James  Murray,  then  Clerk  of  the  county,  and 
after  his  death  froin  Mr.  James  Henderson,  the  present  General  Clerk,  residing  at  Jedourgh. 

The  General  Clerks  have  teen  in  the  practice  of  receiving  from  their  deputes  the  one-half 
of  the  emoluments  arising  from  the  situation,  or  a  sum  in  lieu  thereof,*  ana  at  the  Reporter's 
appointment  he  a^eed  to  pay  Mr.  Murray  21  /.  per  annum  as  his  share  of  these  emoluments 
in  the  Kelso  distnct;  this  was  afterwards  reduced  to  20/.  which  the  Reporter  continued  to 
pay  till  Whitsunday  1822,  when  Mr.  Henderson,  the  present  clerk,  agreed  to  accept  of  15/. 
which  the  Reporter  has  paid  to  him  annually  ever  since. 

Though  the  Reporter  has  hitherto  \)unctually  paid  the  General  Clerk  the  sum  agreed  on 
as  his  snare  of  the  emoluments,  the  whole  of  the  duties,  both  of  a  public  and  private 
description,  are  performed  by  the  Reporter. 

The 
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Hie  emoluments  arising  from  the  situation  are  principally  derived  from  the  Small  Debt 
Court  held  in  Kelso.  These  courts  were  originally  held  once  a  month,  but  ^e  Justices  of 
the  district  being  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  of  advantage  to  the  pubUc  if  they  were  to  hold 
them  oftener,  they  have,  since  the  month  of  June  1826,  held  courts  twice  in  the  month,  and 
the  days  fixed  are  the  first  and  third  Fridays.  It  is  the  Reporter's  duty  to  bring  the  small 
debt  cases  into  court,  but  besides  these,  other  complaints  are  firequendy  brought  before  the 
Justices,  such  as  disputes  between  master  and  servant,  and  other  matters  that  come  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Justices;  but  when  assaults  or  .breaches  of  the  peace  occur,  the  com* 
plaints  for  these  offences  are  always  brought  by  and  in  name  of  the  Procurator  Fiscal  of 
Court  for  the  interest  of  the  public.  Besides  the  emoluments  from  these  sources,  there  are 
others,  arising  from  informations  lodged  by  the  officers  of  Excise  against  defaulters  for  con- 
travening the  revalue  laws,  and  from  Ucenses  granted  to  victuaUers ;  tmd  until  die  year 
1823  the  Reporter  was  paid  by  the  county  for  the  public  business  performed  by  him,  but  in 
consequence  of  the  heritors  havbg  allowed  the  general  clerk  at  Jedburgh  30/.  annually, 
they  have  since  that  period  refused  to  pay  the  Reporter  any  fee  whatever  for  the  public 
business  of  the  district,  though  the  duty  is  solely  performed  by  him. 

The  Reporter  having  thus  mentioned  the  sources  from  which .  the  emoluments  of  the 
Depute  Clerks  arise  (suoject  however  to  the  allowance  made  to  the  General  Clerk),  he  now 
begs  leave,  in  further  elucidation  of  the  subject,  to  state  the  nature  and  amount  of  the 
emduments  he  has  actually  received  from  his  office  during  each  of  the  ten  vears  ending  in 
December  last ;  and  as  he  wishes  this  state  to  be  as  dear  as  possible,  he  has  thought  it 
proner  to  show  at  same  time  the  days  on  which  the  courts  were  held  by  the  Justices,  as  well 
as  tne  number  of  cases  decided  by  them  each  day.

RETURN  of  the  Period  during  which  the  Sheriff  of  StirlingsJure  resided  within  that 
County  during  each  of  the  last  ten  years,  viz.  from  the  Year  1820  till  the  Year  1830. 

1820;— During  the  whole  of  this  year,  as  well  as  the  preceding  war  1819,  Mr.  Macdo*^ 
nald,  the  Sheriff  of  Stirlingshire,  took  up  his  residence  at  Touch  House,  two  miles  from 
Stirling,  the  head  town  of  the  county,  for  the  express  puipose  (in  the  discharge  of  his 
official  duties)  of  watching  over  the  proceedings  of  the  refractory  weavers,  and  the  emissaries 
or  delegates  from  Glasgow  and  other  places,  who  were  keeping  up  a  correspondence  with 
them  for  treasonable  purposes,  and  for  the  avowed  object  of  overturning  the  constitution 
of  these  realms,  and  which  treasonable  intentions  and  proceedings  were  at  length  effectually 
put  doivn,  by  the  apprehension  of  upwards  of  40  of  these  deluded  people,  in  the  plains  of 
Bonnymuir,  (about  10  miles  from  the  town  of  Stirling)  who  had  the  audacity  to  give  battle, 
and  offer  violent  resistance  to  a  party  of  yeomanry  and  a  party  of  cavalry  belonging  to  one 
of  His  Majesty's  regiments  at  that  time  quartered  in  Scotland,  the  result  of  which  was  that 
27  of  these  people  were  tried  for  high  treason  in  Stirling,  and  23  of  them  convicted,  and 
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sentenced  to  be  executed^  decapitated  and  quartered.  But  of  whom  two  only  received  the 
last  sentence  of  the  law^  that  against  the  other  21  having  been  commuted  to  banishment 
for  life  beyond  seas. 

1821: — ^The  Sheriff  continued  his  residence  in  the  county  during  the  greatest  part  of 
this  year  also»  with  the  exception  of  four  months  that  he  attended  the  Diets  of  the  Supreme 
Criminal  Court  and  Court  of  Session  in  Edinburgh. 

1822  : — ^The  Sheriff  resided  for  a  considerable  part  of  this  year  also  within  the  county 
of  Stirling. 

1823,  1824  : — ^The  Sheriff  had  no  fixed  residence  in  the  county  of  Stirling,  during  these 
two  years,  but  resided  wiUiin  20  miles  of  the  county,  and  attended  upon  all  occasions  when 
his  presence  was  required,  and  his  official  duties  rendered  it  necessary ;  and  he  presided, 
dunng  these  years,  at  almost  the  whole  of  the  criminal  trials  which  were  remitted  by  the 
Crown  counsel  to  be  tried  by  a  jury,  and  presided  at  upwards  of  15  criminal  trials  which 
had  been  remitted  to  be  tried  by  the  Sheriff,  without  a  jury. 

1825: — Although  the  Sheriff  had  no  fixed  residence  in  Stirlingshire  during  this  year^ 
(his  famil]^  being  m  Edinburgh)  yet,  in  conseijuence  of  the  great  disturbances  in  the  county 
during  this  year,  occasioned  by  a  combination  amongst  the  colliers,  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  their  wages  to  an  unreasonable  extent,  in  consequence  of  the  refusal  of  which,  they 
not  omy  struck  work  during  four  months,  but  committed  repeated  assaults  of  a  most  atrcH 
cious  nature  upon  labourers,  who  had  been  employed  in  the  coal-mines  to  work  in  their 
stead,  and  otherwise  conducted  themselves  in  a  most  refractory  and  illegal  manner ;  the 
Sheriff  had  to  continue  constantly  in  the  county,  in  the  unremitting  discharge  of  his  duties, 
from  the  month  of  January  1825,  imtil  the  month  of  June  thereafter,  by  which  time  he  not 
only  succeeded  in  effectually  putting  down  this  combination,  but  got  these  refractory  colliers 
completely  subdued,  brought  to  trial,  and  the  ringleaders  convicted  and  punished. 

1826: — ^The  Sheriff  resided  chiefly  in  Edinburgh  with  his  family  during  this  year,  but 
attended  in  Stirling  on  all  occasions  when  his  official  duties  required  his  presence  tliere ; 
and  was,  upon  the  whole,  within  the  county  in  the  discharge  of  active  duties  for  nearly 
three  months. 

1827,  1828,  1829: — ^The  Sheriff  had  his  residence  chiefly  in  Edinburgh  during  these 
three  years,  but  had  occasion  to  be  very  frequently  in  the  county,  in  the  discharge  of  his 
official  duties  during  each  of  all  of  these  years  respectively;  not  only  presiding  at  criminal 
trials  which  had  been  remitted  by  the  Crown  counsel  to  be  tried  before  juries,  but  at  a  great 
many  trials  of  summary  cases  which  had  been  remitted  by  the  Crown  counsel  to  be  tried 
without  ajury^  and  taking  precognitions,  8ic.  During  each  of  these  three  years  the  Sheriff 
was  within  his  county  for  more  than  60  days,  or  upwards  of  two  months.

THE  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the  county  of  Sutherland  having  only  been  appointed  to  that 
situation  in  March  1829,  cannot  specify  the  emoluments  of  the  office  previous  to  that  date. 

Since  March  1829  the  total  amount  payable  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  did  not  exceed 
14  /.  sterling,  which  was  derived  principally  from  fees  for  excise  prosecutions,  and  from  trifliufir 
allowances  from  his  deputies.  The  county  being  extensive,  although  not  populous,  he  has 
found  it  necessary  to  appoint  two  deputies,  one  at  Brora,  whose  emoluments  are  about  10/. 
per  annum,  and  another  at  Farr,  who  draws  about  7  /.,  whilst  he  personally  discharges  the 
duties  of  his  office  at  Dornoch.

Residinge  of  Sheriff  Depute. 

THE  Sheriff  Depute  now  in  office  was  appointed  in  June  1826.  His  predecessor,  Charles 
Ross,  Esq.  was  Sheriff  Depute  at  the  commencement  of  the  10  years  above  referred  to. 

With  respect  to  the  residence  of  Mr.  Ross,  the  only  evidence  to  which  access  can  be  had 
is  to  be  found  in  a  book  relating  to  this  subject  kept  by  the  King's  Remembrancer  in  the 
Exchequer ;  but  it  sometimes  happens  that  tnere'  is  a  blank  in  this  book  as  to  particular 
yeaiB,  respecting  which  the  Clerk  m  Exchequer,  who  has  the  charge  of  the  book,  gives  the 
foUowing  explanation. 

It  is  required  of  the  Sheriff  Substitute  to  send  up  a  certificate  or  return  before  the  15th  of 
May  annually  to  the  King's  Remembrancer  respecting  the  period  of  the  Sheriff  Depute's 
residence  during  the  preceding  year.  And  the  book  referred  to  shows  the  entries  only  in 
cases  where  the  returns  have  been  made  within  the  proper  time.  When  the  Sheriff  Substi- 
tute neglects  to  make  his  return  within  that  time  nis  own  salary  for  the  current  quarter  is 
stopped,  and  he  is  obliged  to  present  a  petition  to  the  Barons,  accompanied  with  the  return 
or  certificate  alluded  to,  before  any  salary  can  be  afterwards  drawn  by  him.  The  petition 
thus  presented,  and  certificate  accompanying  it,  must  of  course  furnish  the  information 
necessary  for  supplying  the  blank  in  the  book  above  mentioned ;  yet  it  occasionally  happens, 
as  in  the  instances  now  to  be  noticed,  that  those  blanks  have  not  been  filled  up. 

The  following  are  the  entries  in  the  said  book  relative  to  the  residence  of  the  Sheriff 
Depute  of  Sutherland,  from  15th  of  May  each  year  to  the  same  day  in  die  following  year.

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The  Sheriff  Depute  can  however  speak  more  precisely  as  to  his  own  residence^  which 
has  been  as  follows  : 

1826-27 :  One  month  from  the  end  of  August,  and  two  weeks  from  the  middle  of  April. 
1827-28  :  Three  weeks  from  the  middle  of  September  ♦. 

1820-29 :  Three  weeks  from  the  beginning  of  August,  and  a  few  days  in  January. 
1829-30 :  Two  weeks  in  September,  and  two  weeks  in  April. 

The  Sheriff  begs  leave  further  to  observe,  that  Dornoch,  the  county  town  of  Sutherland,  is 
300  miles  from  Edinburgh,  where  he  resides ;  so  that  he  must  travel  600  miles,  and  spend 
at  least  eight  days  on  the  road  every  time  when  he  visits  his  jurisdiction.  From  the  aoove 
statement,  it  appears  that  he  has  generally  travelled  1,200  miles  in  the  year,  in  going  to 
and  returning  from  his  county ;  yet  he  has  no  allowance  for  travelling  expenses  on  any  of 
these  occasions.  Nor  has  he  any  allowance  for  travelling  charges  from  the  county  town 
to  remote  parts  of  his  jurisdiction,  although  he  has  sometimes  found  it  necessary  to  travel 
nearly  100  miles,  and  return  the  same  distance  on  such  occasions;  the  county  of  Suther- 
land oeing  one  of  the  largest  in  Scotland. 

He  is  further  obliged  to  attend  the  Lords  of  Justiciary  on  their  Spring  and  Autumn 
circuits  at  Inverness ;  and  he  has  personally  attended  at  seven  circuits  since  he  held  his 
oflBce.  Although  Inverness  is  240  miles  from  Edinburgh,  he  is  only  allowed  nine  guineas 
for  the  expense  of  attending  each  circuit,  being  the  same  allowance  which  is  made  to 
Sheriffs  attending  circuit  towns  within  30  or  40  miles  of  Edinburgh,  such  as  Perth  and 
Jedburgh. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  main  part  of  the  official  duties  of  the  Sheriffs  Depute  consists  in 
their  reviewing  the  decrees  pronounced  in  cases  brought  before  the  Sheriff  Substitutes; 
which  they  do  in  Edinburgh,  as  well  as  when  within  their  respective  jurisdictions. 

The  salary  of  the  Sheriff  Depute  of  Sutherland  is  only  3001.  per  annum.

Residence  of  Sheriff  Depute. 


I  hereby  certify  that  during  the  said  period,  and  ever  since  my  appointment  to  the 
office  of  Sheriff  Depute,  I  have  been  in  the  habit  of  visiting  the  county  of  Wigtown  gene- 
rally twice,  and  occasionally  three  times  in  the  course  of  each  year ;  the  distance  of  Wig- 
town (the  county  town)  from  Edinburgh,  being  130  miles.  In  addition  to  the  period  of  my 
being  actually  within  the  county,  I  have  generally  attended  at  Ayr,  in  my  official  capacity, 
the  Spring  and  Autumn  Circuit  Courts,  at  which  the  Wigtownsnire  prisoners  are  tried,  an 
attenaance  which  occupies  six  days  in  the  year,  besides  the  time  spent  in  travelling  to  and 
from  the  town  where  the  circuit  is  held. 

The  only  record  to  which  I  can  refer  as  to  the  period  of  my  actual  residence  within  the 
county  of  Wigtown,  is  the  annual  certificate  under  the  hand  of  the  Sheriff  Substitute,  lodged 
in  the  office  of  the  King's  Remembrancer  in  Exchequer.  That  certiticate,  however,  does 
not  always  specify  the  precise  period  of  the  residence ;  and  therefore  I  am  not  enabled  to 
make  up  any  return  more  complete  than  the  following,  viz.

The  above  return  comprehends  only  the  time  passed  actually  within  the  county  of  Wig- 
town, and  is  exclusive  of  the  time  occupied  in  attendance  at  the  Ayr  Circuits,  and  travelling 
to  and  from  the  country. 

The  ordinary  civil  causes  are  carried  on  by  means  of  written  pleadings,  which  are 
regularly  transmitted  to  Edinburgh,  when  prepared,  for  the  opinion  of  the  Sheriff  Depute; 
and,  unless  when  the  cause  is  extremely  simple,  I  find  that  1  can  decide  it  more  satisfac- 
torily in  Edinburgh  than  in  Wigtownshire,  the  means  of  consultation  with  my  professional 
brethren,  and  of  access  to  authorities  of  all  kinds  being  much  superior  in  the  former 
place  to  what  they  are  in  the  latter.  But  I  always  hold  myself  ready  to  go  to  the  county 
when  my  presence  there  is  required ;  and,  accordingly,  having  been  there  fliree  times  in  the 
course  of  last  long  vacation,  1  travelled,  within  the  space  of  four  months,  at  least  780  miles 
upon  county  business.

Register  is  kept  for  the  Royal  Burgh  of  Kirkwall,  the  only  Royal  borough  iu  the  stewartry, 
of  which  Mr.  John  Mitchell,  Town  Clerk  of  that  bureh,  is  Keeper  ex  officio. 

The  Register  for  the  Orkney  district  is  kept  at  Kirkwall,  the  county  town,  by  me,  as 
deputy  for  the  principal  keeper,  and  «,     ,  r^    • 

The  Register  for  the  Shetland  district  is  kept  at  Lerwick,  by  Mr.  James  Greig,  wnter 
there,  also  under  a  deputation  from  the  principal  keeper.

A  LETTER  from  the  Sheriff  Substitute  of  Zetland,  to  the  Depute  Keeper  of  the  Zetland 
Re^ster  of  Sasines,  has  been  transmitted  me ;  it  required  a  return  of  the  number  of  the 
registers  of  Sasines  established  in  the  county,  stating  where  each  was  kept,  and  by  whom  ; 
and  a  return  of  the  emoluments  of  the  Keeper  of  the  Register  in  the  county,  specifying 
the  fees  which  were  levied  during  each  of  the  last  10  years. 

In  comphance  with  these  requisitions,  1  beg  to  state  that  the  writer,  William  Henry 
Fotheringhame,  is  Keeper  of  the  Register  of  Sasines  for  the  county  of  Orkney  and  Zetland, 
under  a  Crown  Commission.  That  there  are  two  books  of  records  of  Sasines,  the  one 
kept  at  Kirkwall,  for  Sasines,  &c.  of  lands  in  the  Orkney  district  of  the  county,  by  Patrick 
Fotherinchame,  depute  keeper,  and  the  other  book  at  Lerwick,  for  Sasines,  &c.  in  the 
ZetlMid  district,  by  James  Greig,  depute  keeper.  There  is  also  a  Burgh  Record  for  Kirk- 
wall, kept  there  by  the  town  clerk  ex  officio,  Mr.  John  Mitchell. 

A  return  has  already  been  made  by  the  Depute  Keeper  of  the  Orkney  Sasine  Record. 

Changes  that  have  taken  place  lately  in  the  persons  who  kept  the  "^Zetland  Register  of 
Sasines,  have  prevented  the  Zetland  Depute  Keeper  from  obtaining  the  information  relative 
to  the  fees  of  that  district  required  in  the  returns  ordered,  and  the  keeper  to  whom  the 
depute  has  referred  the  matter,  has  it  not  in  his  power  to  make  such  a  distinct  return  as  it 
would  have  been  desirable  to  do.  The  keeper's  entry  to  the  Zetland  record  was  on  the 
gth  August  1821,  within  the  10  years,  the  period  for  which  a  return  is  required,  and  the 
appointment  of  the  present  Zetland  Depute  took  place  in  1825.

Windham  Earl  of  Dunraven,  of  Adare,  in  the  County  of  Limerick,  of  the  one  part,  and 
Windham  Magrath  Fitz-Gerald,  of  the  City  of  Limerick,  £squire,  of  the  other  part; 
Whereas  our  late  Sovereign  Lord  the  King,  by  his  Letters  Patent,  under  the  Great  Seal  of 
that  part  of  the  United  Kingdom  called  Ireland,  hath  nominated,  constituted  and  appointed 
the  said  Windham  Earl  of  Dunraven,  by  his  then  style  and  title  of  The  Honourable .

deputed,  constituted,  nominated  and  ordained,  and  by  these  presents  doth  depute,  con- 
stitute, nominate  and  ordain  him  the  said  Windham  Magrath  Fitz-Gerald  to  be  Clerk  of 
the  Peace  in  and  for  the  said  County  of  Limerick,  for  so  long  a  time  as  the  said  Windham 
Magrath  Fitz-Gerald  as  such  Clerk  of  the  Peace  shall  well  demean  himself  in  his  said 
Office,  and  no  longer ;  and  the  said  Windham  Earl  of  Dunraven  doth  hereby  authorize  and 
empower  the  said  Windham  Magrath  Fitz-Gerald,  for  the  time  aforesaid,  to  serve,  exercise

to  appear,  answer,  serve  and  minister  as  Clerk  of  the  Peace  of  the  said  County  of  Limerick, 
for  and  during  the  time  aforesaid,  and  as  well  in  all  places  in  the  said  County  of 
Limerick  as  in  all  and  every  the  Counties  and  Cities,  Court  and  Courts,  within  the  Kingdom 
of  Ireland,  and  before  all  and  every  the  Justices  of  Assize  and  Gaol  Delivery,  Commissioners 
of  Oyer  and  Terminer,  Justices  of  the  Peace,  Coroners,  Estreators  and  other  Officers  and 
Commissioners  of  this  Kingdom,  where  the  said  Windham  Magrath  Fitz-Gerald,  by  virtue 
of  the  said  office  of  Clerk  of  the  Peace  aforesaid,  ought  to  be  and  appear,  answer,  serve  or 
attend,  and  to  answer,  return  and  execute  all  Process,  Precepts,  Mandates  and  Command- 
ments to  him  directed,  or  hereafter  to  be  directed  during  the  time  aforesaid,  out  of  any  of 
the  Courts  of  our  said  Lord  the  King;  and  the  said  Windham  Earl  of  Dunraven  doth  by 
these  Presents  grant  unto  the  said  Windham  Magrath  Fitz-Gerald  for  executing  of  the  said 
office  of  Clerk  of  the  Peace  aforesaid,  all  Fees,  Duties  and  Profits  arising  and  growing  thereby 
or  thereout;  and  all  Fees,  Rewards,  Allowances  and  Profits  incident  to  the  said  Office,  or 
thereunto  belonging,  or  which  shall  be  allowed  bv  the  Laws  of  this  land,  or  the  Customs  of 
the  said  County,  and  as  warranted  by  Law ;  To  have  and  enioy  the  said  Duties,  Fees, 
Rewards,  Allowances  and  other  Profits  to  his  own  use  and  behoof,  without  any  account 
to  be  rendered  thereof  to  the  said  Windham  Earl  of  Dunraven,  bis  executors  or  adminis- 
trators for  the  same :  And  the  said  Windham  Magrath  Fitz-Gerald,  for  and  in  consideration 
of  Five  Shillings  to  him  paid  by  the  said  Windham  Earl  of  Dunraven,  the  receipt  whereof  he

The  Master  qfthe  Rolls  in  Ireland  to  the  Right  Hon.  Robert  Peel 

Fortfield,  Dublin,  14th  April  1826. 
MY  DEAR  SIR, 

THE  confident  rumour  which  appears  to  exist  of  a  speedy  transfer  of  the  Great 
Seal  of  Ireland  to  other  hands  from  Lord  Manners,  upon  his  retirement, 
induces  me  to  have  the  honour  of  addressing  you  upon  two  topics  connected  with 
that  event,  and  which,  though  they  relate  to  public  concernments  of  importance, 
I  yet  take  leave  to  make  the  subject  rather  of  a  private  letter  than  of  a  public 
representation,  because  it  is  my  anxious  desire,  that  if  you  shall  deem  either  topic 
deserving  of  consideration,  and  of  the  adoption  of  consequential  measures,  the  form 
of  a  private  communication  may  leave  it  fully  open  to  whoever  may  be  honoured  by 
His  Majesty's  appointment  to  hold  the  Great  Seal  of  Ireland,  rather  to  originate 
or  co-operate  in  tne  measures  applicable  to  the  subject,  than  to  3deld  to  a  communi- 
cation made  in  the  formal  shape  of  a  public  o£Bicial  document*  The  first  of  these 
topics  relates  to  the  inconvenience,  personal  labour,  and  extra-judicial  duty  imposed 
upon  me  as  Master  of  the  Rolls  in  Ireland,  in  consequence  of  having  no  <^cer 
under  my  control  to  dispatch  the  petition  business  of  the  Rolls  Court,  and  espe- 
cially in  preparing  and  drawing  the  fiats  upon  them.  The  second  topic  applies  to 
the  general  interests  of  which  the  King's  subjects,  whose  rights  are  either  involved 
in  litigation,  or  placed  under  the  protection  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  have  in  the 
reform  of  the  abuses  reported  upon  in  the  First  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Judicial  Inquiry  in  this  country.  I  am  perfectly  sensible  of  the  practical  inconve- 
nience, and  possible  interruption  of  that  mutual  concert  and  good-will  between 
the  Chancellor  and  Master  of  the  Rolls  for  the  time  being,  which  it  is  my  personal 
inclination  to  cultivate,  and  my  impression  of  public  duty  to  promote,  that  may 
attend  representations,  such  as  I  am  about  to  offer  to  your  consideration,  upon  the 
assumed  vacancy  in  the  Great  Seal,  if  made  by  a  Master  of  the  Rolls  to  a  Chan- 
cellor, after  he  shall  have  fully  entered  upon  his  duties,  and  therefore  I  anxiously 
enter  upon  these  topics  in  a  state  of  things  least  likely  to  excite  such  feelings,  and 
best  adapted  to.  exclude  any  collision  in  official  intercourse.  And  the  appointment 
of  both  Chancellor  and  Master  of  the  Rolls  for  Ireland  being  under  the  Great 
Seal  of  the  United  Kingdom,  the  application  appears  to  me  to  be  more  fitly  ad- 
dressed to  yoa  th«i:it.wwld  be  ta  the  Lord  Lieutenant.  The  judicial  duties  of  the

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Master  of  the  Rolls  are  discharged  by  him  as  a  sole  Judge,  presiding  in  the  Rolls 
Court,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Lord  Chancellor  presides  in  the  Court  of  Chan- 
cery, and  these  judicial  duties  consist,  in  their  ordmarv  course)  in  the  hearing  of 
causes,  or  motions  in  causes,  or  Matters  similar  to  the  like  judicial  duties  discha^ed 
bv  the  Chancellor  in  his  Court ;  the  difference  between  the  two  Courts  being,  that 
all  Decrees  or  Orders  pronounced  at  the  Rolls  are  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Chan- 
cellor in  his  Court,  and  to  be  .tfae)r<f  dischfrged,  i^fversed  or  altered.  The  proper 
officers  for  taking  down  and  recording  the  judicial  acts  of  the  Chancellor  in  his 
Lordship^s  Court,  or  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  in  the  Rolls  Court,  in  the  Decrees  or 
Orders  niade,  are  the  Registrars  appointed  by  the  Crown  in  the  ordinary  struCtOre 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Court ;  and  it  is  the  duty  of  these  respective  officers  to 
attend  Ihie  two  Courts,  frdnl  the  sitting  to  the  rising,  for  the  purpose  of  discharging 
tHese  duties.  The  Master  of  thisf  Rolls,  besides  his  judiciiQ  duties,  is  ch^-ged  wit£ 
the  care  and  custody  of  the  Records  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  at  the  Rolls  Office, 
and  these  ministexial  duties  Jlre  performed  by  the  Deputy  Keeper  of  the  Rolls, 
subject  to  the  eonttoU  df  the  Master  of  the  Rolls;  but  this  Deputy  Keeper 
of  the  Rolls  is  exclusively  confined  to  the  various  ministerial  duties  performed 
at  the  Rolls  Of^ce  in  relation  to  the  Records,  and  has  no  species  of  con- 
nexion whatever  with  the  discharge  of  the  judicial  duties  of  the  Master  of  the 
Rolls  in  the  Rolls  Court.  But  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  motions  at 
the  Rolls  Court  are  moved  upon  petitions ;  and  whenever  a  motion  is  made 
lipon  petition,  the  ordinary  structure  of  business,  in  the  Registrar  taking  dnwn  and 
recording  the  judicial  acts  of  the  Court,  is  changed,  and  the  Registrar  closes  his  book, 
and  leaves  fiat  upon  the  petition,  which  ought  to  be  a  full  minute  of  the  admissions, 
documents  and  order  to  be  prepared  and  written  by  some  other  person.  The 
extent  of  this  Petition  business  at  the  Rolls  Court  is  very  great,  as  may  be  readily 
conjectured,  when  I  state  first,  that  according  to  a  practice  which  has  obtained,  but 
for  which  I  have  never  heard  any  intelligible  or  adequate  reason  assigned,  that  all 
motions  in  matters  (as  contra-distinguished  from  causes)  comprising  die  numerous 
classes  of  cases  of  infants,  summary  jurisdictions  created  by  statute  or  otherwise, 
existing  iii  the  Court,  must  be  moved  Upon  petition,  as  th6  Registrar  does  not  enter 
any  matter  in  his  book  but  causes  only ;  secondly,  that  afler  the  last  Seal  subse- 
quent to  each  Hiljlry  and  Trinity  Term,  and  afler  one  Seal  subsequent  to  Michael- 
mas Term,  no  motion  can  be  made  but  upon  petition,  while  the  motions  made  afler 
fhes6  Seals  ih  each  sitting,  ttomprise  in  general  some  hundreds.  When  His  Majesty 
was  graciously  pleased,  in  1814,  to  Appoint  m^  Mdster  of  the  RoUs,  I  found  the 
itkte  of  the  office  lo  h6  this*.  Untfei'  the  Act  of  the  41  Geo.  3,  c.  25,  the  judicial 
duties  of  thie  kticient  office  ofMastek^  of  the  Kb^i  v^ere  tievived,  and  the  Crownwas 
cfnabled  to  grkht  \t  undbr  th6  Great  S6al  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain 
a\id  {reland,  to  be  held  ^udm  diu  se  bene  gesierity  instead  of  during  pleasure,  as  under 
the  i  o^h  of  Hen.  ^ ;  tind  the  jurisdiction  of  the  ancient  office  of  Master  of  the  Relk 
w^s  extehded  to  BankrufHiey ;  biit  no  provision  was  made,  nor  regulation  intonihaoed, 
in  i^latioh  to  the  several  offices  And  places  becessarily  incident  to  a  separate  and  distinct 
Court  of  Justice,  which  was  thus  revived,  after  a  suspension  of  the  judicial  duties  trf* 
the  office  fh)m  the  21st  February,  in  the  first  year  of  the  reign  of  his  late  Majesty^ 
When  the  office  was  granted  to  Richard  Rigby  (the  ministration  of  Justice  excepted), 
to  the  Act  of  the  41  st  of  his  late  Majesty,  to  which  I  have  referred.  The  only 
provisioh  made  ill  this  Act  was  fi)r  the  appointment  of  a  D^ty  Keeper  of  the 
Bolls,  for  the  dischat^  of  the  mhiisterial  duties  which  exclusively  relate  to  the 
6u^ody  of  the  Records;  a^d  h&ve  no  coimexion  with  the  Rolls  Court,  as  I  have 
already  explained.  This  Act  seems  t6  have  been  founded  npon  this  princ^e,  that 
the  revival  of  the  judicial  'duties  ^f  the  office  impliedly  revived  these  offices  and 
places,  necessarily  ihcid^llt  to  the  ^kistehce  olf  t  tloUs  Court  and  its  fnroceedings,  as 
a  distinct  judicature ;  although  I  venture  to  think  that  it  would  faav^  been  mone 
satisfactory  if  distinct  provisions  had  beeti  made  in  the  statute  in  relation  to  these 
details  of  office,  which  necessarily  follow  the  existence  of  a  distinct  judicature* 
Accordingly,  the  then  Deputy  Registrar,  Crier,  Trainbearer  and  Tipstaff^  t^^ear 
tb  have  b6en  called  into  existence  in  1801,  without  any  legislative  provision  for  this 
revived  Court,  upon  this  implied  principle  of  necesisary  incidency  to  a  distiact 
Court ;  and  the  Trainbealr^r  being  the  only  one  of  these  persons  who  did  not 
receive  fees,  Bir  Michael  Smith  then  caused  a  salary  to  be  paid  to  tiie  Ttminbettw 
(mt  of  the  fees  iff  the  office,  which  was  deducted  ^inrt  the  Public  in  settling  the 
quarterly  accounts ;  ahd  the  Tipstaff  received,  iw  addition  to  the  fees,  25 /.^  per 
knbtiin,  from  the  King's  Innisi  Society.    H^wevei^  &iinci3  my  a]^«mtitt€«(t  the  4Ac» 
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of  Regktnr^  amd  theae  se¥ertl  pIiM^  of  Tnuabrarert  Crier  and  Tipstafl^  huTe  heem, 
more  satisftctorily  regulated  and  provided  for  uodeir  the  statute  of  the  4th  of  the 
King,  c.  61,  and  the  Act  of  last  session..  And.  I  found  the  state  of  things  as. 
to  Petitions  to  be  diis;  as  I  collected  the  fitets : — Mr.  Lochwood;  die  ChanceTlor's 
Secretary^  had  engaged  a  very  respectable  gentlenuuot,  Mr*  M^Kaj»  to  assist  him  in 
die  discharge  of  his  duty,  at  a  salary;  and  this  gentleman  again  employed  a 
Mr^  Hynes  under  him,  who  af^ared  to  be  a  writing  clerk  in  his  office.  Having 
the  strongest  repugnance  to  interfere  with  the  emoluments  of  any  gentlemaii.  in 
the  actual  receij^  of  them,  and  having  the  greatest  personal  reelect  and  good*will 
foir  the  Lord  Chancellor,  and  Mr.  Lockwc^  his  hrother-in-iaw,  I  commenced 
the  discharge  of  my  judicial  duties  without  seeking  to  make  any  change;  but 
I  soon  found,  in  the  course  of  dispatching  the  public  business  of  my  Court,  that 
Mr.  Lockwood  never  attended  the  Rolls  Court  to  do  any  official  bu^ess  of  prer 
paring  or  writing  fiats  for  that  Court ;  that  Mr.  M^Kay  sometimes  attended,  some- 
times Mr.  Hynes  j  that  often  neither  attended ;  that  frequently  in  the  course  of 
the  same  day's  sittmg  of  the  Court,  Mr.  M^Kay  and  Mr.  Hynes  woukl  chan^ 
about  again  and  again;  and  that  very  often,  in  the  absence  of  both  Mr.  M^Ksty 
and  Mr.  Hynes,  petitions  would  either  be  moved  or  called  on  from  the  list ;  and 
that  sometimes  the  Registrar,  or  some  other  person,  would  make  a  loose  memo- 
randum of  the  order,  and  at  other  tiroes  it  would  depend  upon  mere  recollection 
of  it :  that  the  petitions  were,  with  a  slovenly  absurdity,  still  continued  to  be 
addressed  to  the  Chancellor  indiscriminately,  though  to  be  moved  at  the  Rolls 
Court ;  and  that  notices  were  sometimes  in  like  manner  thus  served,  the  Six  Clerks 
not  attending  to  any  change  of  form  arising  from  the  revival  of  the  Rolls  Court,  or 
correcting  the  absurdity  in  the  form,  which,  as  continued  without  correction,  im* 
ported  either  that  there  could  be  no  such  Judge  as  the  Master  of  the  Rolls,  and  no 
such  Court  as  the  Rolls  Court,  or  the  official  and  personal  identity  of  the  Lord 
Chancellor  and  the  Master  of  the  Rolls ;  whereas,  without  entering  into  any  serious 
refutation  of  so  silly  an  instance  of  slovenly  inattention  in  forms  to  the  change 
necessarily  required  in  form  by  the  Act  of  1801,  it  must  be  palpable,  that  the 
Master  of  the  Rolls  is  a  distinct  Judge,  sitting  in  a  subordinate  jurisdiction  in  the 
Rolls  Court,  subject  to  ^peal  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  sitting  in  the  Court  of 
Chancery;  and  that  it  would  be  as  rational  to  require  a  Master  to  aofiwer  a  petition 
or  notice  addressed  to  the  Lord  Chancdlor,  as  it  would  be  to  require  the  Master 
of  the  Rolls  to  do  so*  However,  in  the  dnUl  of  GenenJ  Orders,  to  which  I  wiU 
b^  leave  by  and  by  mor^  particularly  to  refer,  settled  and  approved  of  by  the 
Cbinceller  and  me,  this  absurdity  in  petitions  and  notices  is  corrected,  and  the 
course  of  business  rendered  intelligible,  and  jsimilar.  to  petitions  in  England,  which 
are  always,  as  may  be  rationally  expected,  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  or  the  Master 
of  the  Rolls,  according  as  either  Judge  is  aj^lied  to  for  an  answer  to  them ;,  and 
I  mean  e€Coa:dingly  to  have  the  correction  of  this  slovenly  disregard  to  all  form 
effectuated  at  the  Rolls  Conrt.  However,  the  material  consideration  which  soon 
pressed  upon  me  in. the  course  of  my  judicial  experienoe,  from  this  state  of.pror 
eeedii^  in  a  Court  of  Justioe,  was  the  operation  which  it  had  upon  the  rights  and 
interests  of  the  suitcurs,  and  of  several  classes  of  the  King's  subjects,  whose  rights 
though  not  in  litigation,  are  protected  or  administered  under  a  summary  juris- 
diction of  the  Court ; ,  and  1  speedily  found  that  the  alternative  was  presented 
to  me,  in  the  state  of  things  as  they  existed,  of  either  in  a  great  d^ree  sub- 
stantii^y  discharging  myself  the  duties  of  Secretary,  by  either  drawing  myself 
these  fiats,,  or  revising  and  correcting  them  with  such  care  as  would  have 
rendered  U)e  drawing  of  the  entire  less  laborious,  or  exposing  the  suitors  to  endless 
applications  to  correct  and  vary  orders,  to  enter  documents,  or  make  similar  cor- 
reetionst,  which  would  have  greatly  and  inconveniently  multiplied  the  business  of 
the  Court,  produced  much  delays  and  seriously  augmented  the  expenses  of  litigation, 
without  any  possible  advantage  to  the  suitor*  The  remedies,  therefore,  were  either  at 
once  to  appwit  a  Secretary,  or  to  submit  to  this  personal  labour,  and  what  I  conceive 
extrarjudicial  duty  myself.  The  same  motives  of  decided  reluctance  to  displace 
Mtm  Lockwood  from  the  receipt  of  emoluments,  of  great  respect  for  the  Chancellor, 
and  ^  apprehension  that  sndx  a  proceeding  might  interrupt  that  free  intercourse 
which  su)»isted  ibetween  the  present  Chancellor  and  myself,  and  which  I  would 
have  reiearded  as  a  vast  personal  misfortune,  as  well  as  a  public,  inconveoiience  and 
mischief  induced  me  to  adopt  the  latter  branch  of  this  alternative,  but  with  a  de- 
cided resolution,  which  I  intimated  to.  some  official  gentlemen  connected  with  the 
.Cinrt,  that  whenever  a  vacancy  mi^t  occur  in  the  Great.Seal>  L would  bring  for- 
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ward  the  subject  with  that  earnestness  with  which  I  now  have  the  honour  of  pre- 
senting it  to  your  consideration;  convinced  as  I  am,  that  the  plainest  principles  of 
justice,  common  sense,  and  public  convenience,  require  that  my  office  should  cease 
to  be  in  the  singular,  anomalous,  and  extraordinary  situation  in  this  respect  in  which 
I  have  had  to  discharge  its  duties,  and  that,  like  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  or  Vice- 
Chancellor  in  England,  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  in  Ireland  ought  to  have  his 
Secretary  for  petitions,  if  petitions  are  to  be  continued  as  a  form  of  proceeding  at 
the  Rolls  Court,  but  without  any  sort  of  additional  charge  to  the  suitor,  the  question 
being,  whether  the  fiat  to  be  signed  by  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  shall  be  prepared  and 
drawn  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Master  of  the  Rolls,  as  sole  Judge  m  the  Rolls 
Court,  or  by  any  Clerks  or  other  person  arbitrarily  named  for  the  purpose  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Lord  Chancellor,  and  forced  in  irroitum  upon  him  to  dischaige 
this  duty  without  any  control  over  him. 

I  have  now  for  twelve  years  acted  upon  these  impressions,  and  submitted  to  the  per- 
sonal labour,  and  what  I  conceive  extra-judicial  toil,  in  transactingthe  Petition  business 
of  the  Rolls  Court  for  this  period,  and  the  same  motives  continue  to  render  it  con- 
trary to  my  inclinations  and  wishes  to  disturb  Mr.  Lockwood  in  the  receipt  of  his 
emoluments,  as  long  as  the  present  Chancellor  shall  continue  in  office,  and  to  prefer 
to  continue  to  incur  the  same  labour  until  a  vacancy  shall  present  an  opportuni^of 
having  the  rights  of  my  office  in  this  respect  asserted  and  finally  adjusted.  The 
result  of  the  number  of  petitions  upon  which  I  have  had  to  write  fiats,  to  make 
queres  as  to  entries  not  made,  or  so  to  correct  and  alter  that  it  would  have  been  less 
trouble  to  Have  written  the  entire  fiat,  as  compared  with  the  residue  of  petitions 
fiated  by  me  without  any  such  trouble,  I  cannot  venture  to  state  with  any  numeri- 
cal accuracy,  in  the  many  thousands  of  petitions  which  I  have  dispatched  since  I  have 
been  in  office,  but  I  can  only  state  the  matter  from  general  impressions  ;  and  I  con- 
fidently think,  that  if  the  fact  were  accurately  inquired  into,  either  for  the  entire  of 
twelve  years,  or  for  any  selected  portion  of  years,  that  I  should  not  be  much  astray  in 
conjecturing  that  nine-tenths  of  the  fiats  signed  by  me  would  turn  out  to  be  of  this 
description.  The  mode,  however,  of  ascertaining  this  fact  is  satisfactory  and  clear ; 
for  either  the  Registrar  of  the  Court,  with  whom  the  petitions  fiated  are  filed,  could 
give  the  return;  or  the  Commissioners  of  Judicial  Inquiry  could  ascertain  the  fact  and 
report  upon  it;  and  I  apprehend  that  the  inspection  of  the  original  fiats  will  but 
manifest  the  great  toil  which  I  have  bad  in  relation  to  the  fiats  upon  petitions.  In 
mdcing  this  representation,  I  beg  leave  anxiously  to  disclaim  castmg  any  imputation 
upon  Mr.  M'Kay  or  Mr.  Hynes :  Mr.  M'Kay  had  the  duties  of  so  many  offices 
to  discharge  in  the  Court,  for  he  has,  I  believe,  four  offices,  besides  doing  all  the 
business  of  Secretary  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Lockwood  in  England,  who  was 
occasionally  absent  during  the  sittings  of  the  Court,  or  assisting  him  when  in 
Ireland ;  and  Mr.  Hynes  had,  I  believe,  so  much  writing  and  engrossing  business  to 
perform  in  Mr.  McKay's  office,  that  neither  of  them  had  leisure  to  give  a  sufficient 
portion  of  time  to  the  Rolls  Court.  It  appears  to  me,  upon  this  statement,  that 
upon  a  vacancy  in  the  Great  Seal,  I  owe  it  as  well  to  myself  as  to  my  successors  in 
office,  to  have  a  clear  and  decided  adjustment  of  this  subject,  and  that  it  ought  not 
longer  to  be  permitted  to  continue  an  obscure  and  unsettled  question,  and  that  the 
Irish  Master  of  the  Rolls,  while  called  upon  to  answer  judicially  petitions  in  his 
Court,  shall  not  be  the  sole  Judge  (as  I  believe)  in  the  United  Kingdom  without 
the  aid  of  any  officer  to  assist  him. 

Having  been  raised  to  the  Bench  at  an  early  period  of  life,  and  having  been 
inured  much  to  previous  habits  of  professional  labour  at  my  desk  as  a  working 
lawyer,  I  have,  without  pretending  to  any  claim  of  merit,  been  enabled  to  discharge 
this  extra-judicial  toil  with  less  inconvenience  than  others,  (probably  more  competent 
in  other  respects)  who  may  succeed  me  may  feel,  and  having  now  passed  over  twelve 
years  of  judicial  life,  my  successor  is  probably  as  much  interested  in  the  subject  as 
I  can  be.  With  respect  to  the  question  of  the  right  of  the  Chancellor's  Secretary 
to  nominate  a  clerk  or  other  person  to  act  as  Secretary  for  me  in  invitum^  to  dispatch 
Petition  business  in  the  Rolls  Court,  which  stands  upon  the  same  pretensions,  which 
must  give  an  equal  right  to  the  Trainbearer,  Crier  and  Tipstaff*  of  the  Chancellor  to 
nominate  a  Trainbearer,  Crier  and  Tipstaff  for  the  Rolls  Court ;  the  impression  of 
my  understanding  is  strong  and  decided  against  the  existence  of  any  right,  upon  the 
ciearestprinciplesof  law  and  justice,  and  I  think  that  the  Chancellor's  Secretary  has 
no  more  right  to  appoint  a  person  to  act  as  clerk  or  my  officer  in  my  Court  in  invitum 
than  he  has  a  right  to  appoint  the  Master's  Clerk,  or  than  he  has  a  right  to  appoint 
a  clerk  or  officer  in  the  House  of  Lords,  as  the  Court  of  Appeal  from  the  ChanceUor. 
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The  Master  of  the  Rolls  does  liot  hold  upder  any  derivative;  title  froto  the 
Chancellor  ;  his  appoiotment  is  from  the  King,  derived  like  the  Chancellor's  fr6m 
Che  Royal  Prerogative ;  and  in. the  instance  of  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  in  this 
country,  sustained  and  regulated  by  the  express  provisions  of  a  Statute,  the 
41  Geo.  3»  c.  25.  His  judicature  is  distinct,  subsisting  under  the  rights  .and  inci* 
dents  of  the  ancient  office  and  court  of  the  Master  01  Rolls,  as  a  branch  of  the 
Court  of  Chancery ;  and  though  subordinate  and  assistant,  it  is  for  that  very  reason 
distinct,  and  in  its  tenure  and  duties  independent  of  the  Chancellor. 

All  rules  iind. orders  made  at  the  Rolls  Court  are  subject  to  appeal,  but  the  very 
existence  of  the  appellate  jurisdiction  in  the  Chancellor  cannot,  without  a  confui^ion 
of  ideas  and  language,  be  conceived  or  expressed  without  admitting  the  Rolls 
Court  as  a  distinct  judicature  :  and  at  all  events,  I  think  it  would  be  difficult  to 
advance  to  such  an  extreme  in  reasoning  upon  the  subject,  as  to  maintain  that  the 
Rolls  Court  is  not  -at  least  as  distinct,  with,  reference  to  the  rights  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Chancellor  as  the  Master's  O^ce,  where  the  Master  is  the  officer  to  answer  the 
Chancellor's  inquiries,  upon  references  made  by  the  Chancellor ;  and  yet  it  would 
sound  extraordinary  to  maintain  that  the  Chancellor's  Secretary  could  appoint 
a  Clerk  for  the  Master,  to  record  any  of  his  judicial  acts,  which  is  the  very  question 
under  consideration  with  reference  to  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  Court.  If  the  Rolls 
Court  have  any  of  the  legal  incidents  of  a  Court  of  Judicature,  it  must  have  the 
inherent  authority  to  regulate  and  control  the  officers,  clerks,  and  ministers  of  the 
Court,  and  especially  the  Secretary  of  the  Judge  of  the  Court ;  whereas  upon  the 
supposed  right  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Chancellor  to  nominate  a  person  to  act  for 
the  Master  of  the  Rolls,  to  record  his  judicial  acts  upon  petitions  to  be  signed  by 
him,  independent  of  his  approbation  and  against  hb  consent,  every  notion  of  such 
an  inherent  authority  is  prostrated,  and  a  clerk  is  appointed  and  forced  upon  the 
Judge,  whom  he  has  never  admitted  nor  approved  of,  and  whom  he  cannot  control 
nor  remove,  for  I  conceive  that  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  has  no  jurisdiction  over 
the. Secretary  of  the  Chancellor,  who  is  the  personal  officer  of  his  Lordship,  and  ac- 
cordingly, in  any  question  which  has  incidentally  arisen  in  the  Rolls  Court  in  relation 
tp  his  rights  or  claims,  I  have  declined  to  discuss  or  decide  .them,  as  questions 
affecting  an  officer  personal  to  the  Chancellor,  and  only  properly  cognizable  by  the 
Chancellor,  to  whom  he  is  attached  by  his  office.  These  views  upon  the  subject  ap- 
pear to  me  to  accord  with  what  is  to  be  found  in  relation  to  the  origin  of  petitions 
in  the  Court  of  Chancery  of  England,  and  the  respective  Secretaries  of  the  Chan- 
cellor and  Master  of  the  Rolls  there,  in  the  work  ascribed  to  Sir  Joseph  Jekyl,  entitled 
**  A  Discourse  of  the  Judicial  Authority  belonging  to  the  Master  of  the.  Rolls,'' in 
pages  147  and  156.  This  reasoning,  upon  the  right  in  the  abstract,  which  appears 
to  my  understanding  to  be  well-founded,  is  poweifully  confirmed  when  the  theory 
which  it  propounds  is  tested  by  any  practical  effort  to  apply  it  to  the  details  of  office, 
for  it  has  sometimes  occurred  to  me  in  particular  instances,  when  I  have  felt  oppressed 
and  inconvenienced  by  the  existing  course  of  dispatching  petition  business,  to  con- 
aider  whether  any  redress  were  open  to  me  as  a  Judge,  and  I  could  never  perceive 
any  immediate  remedy,  supposing  such  a  state  of  things  to  be  permitted  to  continue, 
except  to  complain  to  the  Chancellor  or  his  Secretary.  This  was  a  species  of  redress 
whicn  did  not  require  much  reflection  to  decidedly  reject,  as  wholly  ioconsistei^ 
with  the  station,  authority,  and  independence  of  a  Judge,  and  with  the  exist- 
ence of  any  Judicature  of  Record ;  for  it  is  clear,  that  every  Judge  and  every 
Judicature  of  Record  must  possess,  acting  upon  matters  within  its  jurisdiction, 
power  to  regulate  its  proceedings ;  and  it  is  no  less  obvious,  that  if  a  Master 
of  the  Rolls,  in  his  judicial  character,  is  to  make  a  complaint,  he  must 
become  as  it  were  a  party  complaining,  and  the  clerk  or  officer  a  defendant ; 
and  thus  the  Judge  is  to  change  his  judicial  character  in  a  matter  relating  to  his 
judicature,  and,  as  a  party,  to  originate  a  proceeding  to  be  judged  of  by  another 
Judge.  Not  being  aware  of  any  such  anomaly,  and  not  being  willing  as  a  Judge 
to  submit  to  the  humiliation  of  originating  such  a  precedent,  if  it  shaU  be  decided 
against  me  that  the  Chancellor's  Secretary  has  a  clear  right  to  appoint  any  person 
whom  he  may  select  to  draw  fiats  for  me  against  my  wUl,  to  be.  signed  by  me  as 
my  judicial  acts  in  the  Rolls  Court,  and  if  His  Majesty's  Government  shall  not 
4leem  it  a  fit  case  to  have  regulated  by  statute,  or  by  a  proper  Order  of  Court,  to  be 
issued  by  the  Lord  Chancellor  and  Master  of  the  Rolls,  to  adjust  and  regulate  the 
right,  and  that  I  shall  find  the  powers  and  authorities  incident  to  the  judicature  of 
the  Rolls  Court,  when  exercised,  unequal  to  produce  redress,  I  would  prefer  to  pay 
iinypelf  some  fit  person,  selected  and  approved,  of  by  me,  and  subject  to  my  judicial 
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control,  to  act  in  dispatching  the  petition  business  of  the  Coart,  rather  than  to  be 
handed  over,  upon  tne  appointment  of  «  new  Chancellor  as  a  Judge,  to  any  indi- 
vidual whom  the  Secretary  of  the  new  Chancellor  may^u4}itrarily  select  to  my 
Petition  business  at  the  Rolls  Court,  against  my  will,  and  without  my  possessing 
any  possible  judicial  control  over  him.  Sir  Michael  Smith,  who  was  ^{^inted  on 
the  15th  June  1801,  immediately  after  the  passing  of  the  Act  of  41  Geo.  3,  c.  25, 
(it  having  passed  on  the  18th  of  April  1801,)  which  revised  the  ancient  judicature 
of  the  Rolls,  appointed  Mr.  Ignatius  Cusack  as  his  Secretary ;  and  there  issome 
loose  tradition  of  some  arrangement  between  him  and  the  late  Mn  Dwyn,  the 
then  Chancellor's  Secretary  (Lord  Clare) ;  but  I  have  heard  it  so  loosely  and 
casually  stated,  that  I  would  not  occupy  your  attention  with  any  imperfect  and  loose 
hearsay  of  this  sort ;  however,  no  trace  appears,  as  I  find,  in  the  Registrar's  Office 
on  this  subject.  Sir  Michael  Smith  was  for  a  long  time  in  feeble  health,  and 
resigned  in  1806.  However,  upon  reference  to  the  14th  Report  of  the  Com- 
missioners appointed  under  the  44  Geo.  3,  c.  106,  I  find  in  the  Appendix, 
Nos.  23  &  24,  pages  87  &  88,  the  adjudication  of  the  Commissioners  of  Union 
Compensation,  under  the  Irish  Act  of  the  40  Geo.  3,  0.  34,  the  warrant  of  the 
then  Lord  Lieutenant  in  pursuance  of  this  adjudication,  and  a  case  laid  before 
the  then  Law  Officers  by  the  Commissioners  under  the  ^^4  Geo*  3,  c.  106,  by 
which  it  appears  that  Mr.  Dwyn,  who  was  Secretary  to  Lord  Clare,  the  ChancJellor, 
at  the  time  of  the  appointment  of  Sir  Michael  Smith,  and  who  was  continued  by 
his  successor,  claimed  compensation,  by  reason  of  the  appointment  of  a  Secretary 
by  the  then  Master  of  the  Rolls,  Sir  Michael  Smith.  This  adjudication  by  the 
Commissioners  under  the  40  Geo.  3,  c.  34,'  appears  dated  on  the  8th  of  February 
1802,  being  less  than  eight  months  after  the  appointment  of  Sir  Michael, 
awarding  500/.  per  annum  to  Mr.  Dwyn,  for  life,  as  such  compensation.  Without 
entering  into  discussion  either  to  maintain  or  to  impeach  this  adjudication,  and 
although  it  were  unfounded  in  fact  and  law,  as  the  case  stated  by  the  Commis- 
sioners under  the  44  Geo.  3,  c.  106,  represented,  by  reason  that,  in  point  of  fact, 
Mr.  Dwyn  had  not  sustained  such  loss  (the  evidence  as  to  which  fact,  as  it  appeared 
before  the  Commissioners  under  the  40  Geo.  3,  c.  34,  in  making  their  adjudication, 
or  which  the  other  Commissioners  pnder  the  44  Geo.  3,  c.  106,  had  it  in  their 
power  to  produce  to  prove  their  case,  if  the  Law  Officers  had  not  advised  against  it, 
not  appearing  on  either  side),  or  by  reason  of  the  death  of  Lord  Clare,  or  by  reason 
of  its  not  being  a  case  for  Union  Compensation  within  the  Irish  statute  of  the 
40  Geo.  3,  c.  34,  yet  two  prepositions  appear  ascertained  by  these  proceedings ; 
first,  that  contemporaneously  with  the  passing  of  the  Act  which  revived  the 
judicature  of  the  Rolls  Court,  the  right  of  a  Master  of  the  Rolls  to  i^oint 
a  Secretaiy  was  undisputed,  and  that  the  then  Chancellor's  Secretary,  so  far 
from  questioning  it,  sought  this  adjudication  for  compensation,  and  that  in  all  the 
discussion  upon  the  subject,  no  doubt  appears  to  have  been  suggested  upon  the  right 
by  the  Commissioners,  or  by  any  person  who  reviewed  these  proceedings ;  and, 
secondly,  that  in  point  of  fact  the  country  has  paid  an  annuity  to  Mr.  Dwyn,  for 
his  life,  as  compensation  for  this  very  right,  whether  exercised  or  not,  or  whether 
in  point  of  fact  Mr.  Dwyn  could  have  shown  an  actual  loss  to  the  amount.  In 
1806,  Mr.  Curran,  my  immediate  predecessor,  succeeded  to  Sir  Michael  Smith,  and 
appointed  Mr.  John  Glover  his  Secretary ;  but  no  Act  appears  in  the  Registry, 
as  I  find,  on  the  subject.  Both  transactions,  while  they  demonstrate  a  conviction 
of  the  right  thus  asserted  by  these  two  Masters  of  the  Rolls,  exhibit,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  vast  inconvenience  which  ever  attends  a  judicial  pretension  advanced 
without  some  clear  and  satisfactory  termination  of  it ;  and  therefore  I  have  ever 
abstained  from  raising  the  question  until,  upon  a  vacancy,  I  could  bring  forward 
the  subject  without  pressure  upon  any  individual,  and  steadily  follow  it  up,  to  have 
the  question  concluded  for  ever  by  some  determinate  and  recorded  measure  upon 
the  subject.  While  I  have  trespassed  upon  your  patience  this  long  but  unavoidable 
detail,  and  my  view  of  the  subject,  I  am  anxious  to  be  distinctly  understood  as  not 
urging  ray  opinions  for  adoption  as  a  party  interested  in  the  subject  in  point  of 
patronage,  but  for  examination  and  consideration ;  and  for  the  same  reason  of 
interest  in  the  subject,  I  do  not  think  that  the  opinion  of  any  person  who  may  be 
honoured  by  promotion  to  the  high  office  of  Chancellor  in  Ireland,  if  opposed  to 
mine,  ought  or  can  conclude  the  subject.  If  both  our  ppinions  substantially  concur, 
an  Order  of  Court  by  the  Chancellor  and  Master  of  the  Rolls  will  readily  and 
clearly  arrange  the  subject  for  ever;  but  if  our  opinions  should  be  materially 
opposed,  I  beg  leave  to  suggest  for  your  consideration  the  remedies  which  may 
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deserve  your  attention  as  applicable  to  the  subject.  \  First,  if  it  were  found  prac- 
ticable to  abolish  proceeding  by  petition  at  the  Rolls  Court  altogether,  and  to 
substitute  universally  procee£ng  by  notice,  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  would  receive 
redress  upon  this  subject  in  a  manner  most  beneficial  to  the  King's  subjects,  for 
which  the  Registrar  would  be  the  onl^  necessary  officer  of  the  Court,  to  record  all 
the  judicial  acts  of  the  Court ;  the  saving  to  the  suitor  would  be  very  considerable, 
the  costs  of  proceeding  by  notice  being  at  present,  as  compared  with  costs  of  pro- 
ceeding by  petition,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  difference  of  form,  as  I  apprehend,  as 
8^.  6d.  is  to  2/.  10^.  7d.y  and  14s.  7  id.  will  be  to  the  same  sum,  if  the  sug- 
gestion in  the  printed  letter  of  the  Chancellor  and  me,  hereafter  referred  to, 
shall  be  ever  realized.  However,  in  the  practical  detail  of  business,  diffi- 
culties would  probably  arise  in  the  adoption  of  this  remedy,  in  the  abolition  of 
petitions  at  the  Rolls  in  all  cases,  though  it  might  be  extended  without  inconve- 
nience to  many.  Secondly,  I  would  propose,  if  the  new  Chancellor  shall  be  opposed 
in  opinion  and  views  upon  the  subject  to  me,  that  the  whole  matter  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Lord  Chancellor  and  Master  of  the  Rolls  of  England,  and  that  they 
should  be  requested  to  have  the  goodness  to  suggest  what  arrangement  they  would 
recommend  upon  the  subject,  and  I  will  most  thankfully  and  cordially  concur  in  any 
recommendation  which  they  are  pleased  to  suggest ;  or  if  they  cannot  be  induced 
to  charge  themselves  with  this  trouble,  then  that  it  should  be  referred  to  the  three 
puisne  Judges  of  the  Court  of  King's  Bench  in  Ireland,  for  the  same  purpose,  or 
to  the  puisne  Judges  of  either  of  the  other' two  Benches.  I  rejoice  that  I  have  at 
length  brought  this  tedious  trespass  upon  your  patience  to  its  conclusion,  in  begging 
to  assure  you  that  no  unreasonable  desire  for  patronage  has  actuated  me  in  addressing 
you  on  this  subject,  and  in  referring  to  my  forbearance  for  the  last  twelve  years  to 
negative  such  an  imputation. 

With  respect  to  the  second  topic,  having  been  obliged  to  occupy  so  much  of 
your  official  attention  upon  the  first,  by  entering  into  detail  and  argument  upon  it 
as  a  claim  of  right,  it  is  peculiarly  gratifying  to  me  that  I  can  comprise  what  I  have 
to  trouble  you  with  on  this  second  topic  within  narrow  limits,  although,  as  com- 
pared with  the  first  topic,  or  any  other  subject  connected  with  the  Irish  Court  of 
Chancery,  it  is  in  my  estimate  of  paramount  importance.  My  object  is  shortly  to 
recapitulate  what  has  occurred  since  the  First  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Judicial  Inquiry,  and  to  record  my  opinions  upon  the  subject,  without  entering  into 
any  sort  of  discussion,  with  a  view  that  the  state  o(  this  important  subject,  and  my 
humble  but  firm  and  clear  opinions  upon  it  as  Master  of  the  Rolls,  may  be  pre- 
sented at  Duce  to  the  person  who  may  be  raised  to  the  high  office  of  Chancellor  in 
this  country ;  because  I  am  sensible  that  this  is  the  mode  in  which  a  subordinate 
Judge  can  present  his  opinions  to  a  Judge  presiding  in  a  higher  tribunal  in  the 
same  Court,  with  the  least  possible  hazard  to  that  intercourse  and  good-will  which, 
from  every  personal  feeling  as  well  as  upon  principles  of  public  advantage,  I  shall 
be  always  desirous  to  cultivate  with  those  serving  in  office  with  me.  In  my  letter 
to  Mr.  Goulbum  in  August  last,  in  reply  to  his  letter  to  me  of  the  20th  of  July 
last,  desiring  my  opinions  upon  the  subject  of  the  Bankrupt  Laws  of  Ireland,  in 
relation  ta  the  Bankrupt  Statute  of  last  session  for  England,  I  adverted  to  this 
subject  generally ;  but  as  the  present  occasion  presents  a  more  formal  and  satis- 
factory opportunity  for  stating  my  opinions  on  this  subject,  I  anxiously  take  leave 
to  avail  myself  of  it. 

The  First  Report  of  Commissioners  of  Judicial  Inquiry  under  the  Great  Seal, 
founded  on  the  Address  of  the  House  of  Commons,  was  made  on  the  16th  De- 
cember 1816.  This  Report  was  referred  to  the  Chancellor  and  me  by  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Gregory  as  Under  Secretary,  dated  the  9th  of  May  1817.  It  having  become 
my  lot,  by  the  accident  of  my  filling  my  present  office  when  these  proceedings  took 
place,  but  without  any  kind  of  mind  on  my  part  to  undertake  to  prepare  the  draft 
of  a  letter  in  reply  to  this  communication,  containing  the  suggestions  of  the  Chan- 
cellor and  myself  on  this  subject,  and  also  a  draft  of  Generd  Orders  of  Court  to 
efiectuate  this  Report,  and  our  suggestions,  as  far  as  the  same  were  to  be  accom- 
plished by  a  system  of  General  Orders,  I  devoted  the  long  vacation  of  1817  to 
a  laborious  performance  of  this  duty.  After  various  conferences  between  the  Chan- 
cellor and  me,  our  letter,  dated  the  3d  of  April  1818,  and  a  draft  of  these  Orders, 
were  finally  settled,  and  enclosed  to  Mr.  Gregory  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Government.  In  the  session  of  1818  a  Bill  was  introduced  and  printed  to  carry 
into  effect  the  part  of  this  measure  which  was  to  be  the  subject  of  l^slation ;  but 
it  was  not  intend^t  I  believe,  in  that  session  to  proceed  beyond  introducing  the 
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KU  and  printing  it ;  tod  this  measure  oeeuired,  if  I  rightly  recollect,  when  yoii 
were  in  office  in  Ireland.  In  the  session  of  i8ig  this  letter  of  the  Chancellor  and 
myself,  of  the  3d  April  1818,  and  the  draft  of  General  Orders  (106  in  number); 
were  printed  by  order  of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  the  Bill  was  again  intro- 
duced and  printed,  but  did  not  pass  the  Legislature.  In  1821  the  Bill  once  more 
was  introduced  and  printed,  but  did  not  pass  the  legislature,  having  been  inter- 
mediately settled  in  some  of  its  provisions,  and  approved  of  by  the  Chancellor  and 
me:  and  in  the  session  of  1823  the  Bill  was  once  more  introduced  and  printed; 
but  it  pleased  the  wisdom  of  the  Legislature  finally  to  pass  this  Act  in  this  year, 
very  essentially  varying  from  the  suggestions  and  opinions  of  the  Lord  Chancellor 
and  me.  The  Act  as  passed,  and  in  dl  its  forms  at  the  different  periods  of  its  being 
introduced,  appeared  to  me  to  imply  the  co-existence  of  these  General  Orders, 
which  with  the  Act  were,  as  I  conceived,  to  constitute  one  system;  and  accord- 
ingly, the  Act  as  passed  having  varied  a  good  de^l  the  structure  of  the  original  draft 
of  Orders,  I  applied  myself  to  revise  the  former  draft  of  Orders  in  tjiese  particulars, 
and  also  to  frame  other  Orders  to  carry  into  execution  other  provisions  of  the  Act ; 
and  I  completed  this  duty  after  the  rising  of  my  Court  in  the  month  of  August 
1823,  comprising  altogether,  as  varied  and  amended  by  expunging  some  and  adding 
others,  107  General  Orders,  I  believe.  Without  entering  into  any  discussion  as 
to  the  validity  of  the  reasons  which  may  be  derived  from  the  Chancery  Commission 
in  England  for  postponing  the  issuing  of  these  General  Orders,  I  believe  I  am 
accurate  in  saying,  that  only  one  General  Order  of  this  series  has  been  issued, 
namely,  the  very  beneficial  one  which  confined  exemplifications  to  the  decretal  or 
ordering  part  of  the  decree  or  order.  Another  General  Order  has  been  issued, 
arising  n'om  the  Act  to  assimilate  the  currency;  but  it  does  not  apply  to  this  subject, 
and  is  temporary  in  its  operation.  Having  laboriously  dischai'ged  my  public  duty 
as  Master  of  the  Rolls,  upon  a  general  revision  of  the  structure  and  proceedings  of 
the  Court,  although  I  do  not  seek  to  urge  the  execution  of  my  opinions  in  any 
overweening  confidence  of  their  soundness,  it  is  satisfactory  to  me  as  a  Judge  to 
record  them.  It  is  then  the  decided  and  clear  conviction  of  my  humble  mind, 
founded  upon  my  investigation  of  the  subject  in  the  long  vacation  of  1817,  and 
confirmed  by  subsequent  investigation,  and  the  continued  judicial  experience  which 
I  have  since  had,  that  there  are  manifold  abuses  and  defects  affecting  the  King's 
subjects,  whose  rights  are  either  administered  or  protected  in  the  Irish  Court  of 
Chancery,  as  detailed  in  th^  First  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Judicial  Inquiry, 
in  the  joint  letter  of  the  Chancellor  and  of  me,  of  the  3d  April  1818,  and  in  the 
draft  of  General  Orders;  that,  without  at  all  controverting  the  advantage  of  extend* 
ing  still  further  the  correction  of  abuse  and  the  introduction  of  improved  practice, 
these  General  Orders  with  some  few  variations,  or  some  similar  ones,  appear  to  me 
to  be  indispensable  and  essential  to  correct  these  abuses  and  to  remedy  these  defects, 
and  are  necessary  to  effectuate  and  complete  the  system  contemplated  by  the  statute 
of  the  4th  of  His  present  Majesty,  c.  61,  and  to  secure  to  the  suitors  the  benefits 
of  the  labours  of  the  Commissioners  of  Judicial  Inquiry,  and  of  the  Chancellor  and 
myself;  that  the  indefinite  postponement  or  total  rejection  of  this  draft  of  Orders, 
or  of  a  system  of  Orders  of  similar  import,  must  perpetuate  these  abuses  and 
defects,  and  consequently  seriously  affect  the  King's  subjects  who  are  suiters,  or 
who  have  their  property  placed  under  the  protection  of  the  Court.  While  I  take 
the  liberty  of  stating  these  opinions,  as  the  result  of  strong  conviction,  founded 
upon  long  consideration  and  experience  in  the  business  of  the  Court,  I  am  quite 
sensible  that  my  views  may  be  erroneous,  and  therefore  if  it  should  happen  that 
^e  individual  whom  His  Majesty  shall  raise  to  the  high  honour  of  holding  the 
Great  Seal  of  this  country  shall  haj^n  to  hold  opinions  upon  this  important  subject 
ppnosed  to  mine,  and  to  think  that  the  First  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Judi- 
^14  Inquiry,  the  joint  letter  of  the  Chancellor  and  of  me  of  the  3d  April  1818,  and 
the  draft  of  General  Orders,  should  not  be  followed  by  any  further  measure,  it  is  my 
intention,  while  I  record  my  opinions,  and  offer  them  for  consideration  with  deference 
but  with  a  firmness  proportioned  to  my  conviction  of  their  truth  and  accuracy,  to 
cease  to  urge  the  subject  beyond  the  adoption  of  some  necessary  corrections  in  mere 
form  and.  machinery  in  proceedings  at  the  Rolls  Court,  and  to  leave  the  exclu- 
siye  and  entire  responsibility  of  either  indefinitely  suspending  or  totally  rejecting 
this  system  of  Orders  to  the  eminent  individual  who  may  be  honoured  by  His 
Majesty's  appointment  as  Chancellor  of  Ireland,  having  Aus  deliberately  stated  my 
ppinion  as  Master  of  the  Rolls  on  the  subject.  You  will  have  long  since  antici- 
pated my  request,  that  you  will  do  me  the  honour  of  laying  this  letter  before  the 
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aicceisor  kteuted  fw  Lotd  Mmiietis  bc^^  his  a|)tM){iMmettt  ishaH  be  C(ymti!leted,  and 
oonse^eutly  befims  he  cmi  make  any  afrangements  tronse^ntial  td  his.  appoint- 
nent ;  and  I  will  he  extremely  happy  to  give  any  fbrther  informaticrti  which  may 
be  lequired  on  the  siri^ject,  or  to  concur  in  any  measrares  caltiAated  to  advance  th6 
interests  of  Mblic  jusitioe,  <ft  the  cordial  and  ttsefnl  co-operation  bf  all  brancWs  (k 
the  Court.  I  hasten  to  eonclode  this  hmg  trespass  upoto  your  indulgence  and  patience, 
by  ctfeiing  a  short,  but  I  believe  to  a  mind  like  ycnir*s»  the  most  available  ^ology, 
by  assuring  you,  that  I  have  addressed  you  fttm  a  sense  of  public  duty,  atad  by 
expressing  my  fiill  persuaoon  that  the  subject  of  my  Letter  tral  tebeive  from  yoti 
whatever  consideration  and  attention  it  intrinsically  deserves.

Sir,  Fortfield,  Dublin,  3d  May,  1827. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  that  I  had  the  honour  to  address  a  Letter  to 
your  predecessor,  Mr.  Peel,  dated  14th  April  1826,  upon  a  confident  expectation 
which  then  existed,  that  Lord  Manners  was  then  about  to  retire  from  the  office  of 
Chancellor,  in  relation  to  the  Irish  Court  of  Chancery,  and  I  was  induced  to 
address  this  Letter  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Home  Department,  as  I  hold  the  office 
which  I  have  the  honour  to  fill  by  patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  not  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Ireland ;  and  as  I  therefore  con- 
ceive that  the  Home  Department,  and  not  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  is  the  proper 
channel  of  my  communication  with  His  Mwesty's  Government.  As  the  event  of 
the  retirement  of  Lord  Manners  from  the  Great  Seal  of  Ireland  is  now  generally 
understood  as  likely  to  occur  at  no  distant  day,  I  am  anxious  to  take  an  early  oppor- 
tunity of  submitting  to  the  consideration  of  His  Majesty's  Government,  upon  such 
a  vacancy,  and  before  the  transfer  of  the  Great  Seal  to  any  other  individu^,  that 
Letter,  and  the  two  subjects  which  constituted  the  matter  of  it.  The  first  of  these 
topics  related  to  that  branch  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  consisting  of  the  RoUi? 
Court,  in  which  I  have  the  honour  to  preside  as  Judge ;  and  the  object  of  my 
Letter  in  that  respect  was,  to  state  in  detail  the  oppressive  personal  toil  and  extra* 
judicial  duty  imposed  upon  me,  as  well  as  public  inconvenience,  by  my  not  ap« 
pointing  a  Secretary  for  the  Petition  business  of  my  Court,  and  to  represent  t£e 
clear  rounds  of  my  right  so  to  do,  as  I  conceive,  and  the  personal  motives  which 
have  hitherto  induced  me  to  suspend  the  exercise  of  this  right  until  a  vacancy  should 
occur  in  the  office  of  Chancellor,  so  as  to  avoid  occasioning  any  feeling  oi  disap- 
pointment to  any  person,  by  presenting  the  subject  for  consideration  before  any 
transfer  of  the  Great  Seal  should  take  place,  and  consequently  before  any  subordi- 
nate  arrangements  eould  be  made.  The  second  regarded  those  abuses  and  defects, 
which,  in  my  judgment,  seriously  ag^eve  that  portion  of  His  Majesty's  subject;^ 
whose  rights  are  either  litigated,  or  protected  and  administered  in  the  Irish  Court  of 
Chancery,  and  which  are  developed  in  the  First  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Judicial  Inquiry,  and  in  the  joint  Letter  of  Lord  Manners  and  me,  dated  the  3d 
April  1818,  addressed  to  William  Gregory,  Esq.  as  Under  Secretary  of  the  then 
Lord  Lieutenant,  and  printed  by  Order  of  The  House  of  Commons,  in  the  session, 
of  1819.  And  my  Letter  sought  to  express  the  deep  and  clear  conviction  of  my 
mind  of  the  necessity  which  exists^  that  the  draft  of  General  Orders  annexed  to 
this  printed  Letter  of  Lord  Manners  and  me,  dated  the  3d  April  1818,  or  sottie, 
analogous  ^stenof  Orders  dbould  be  adopted  for  the  correction  of  those  abuses  and 
defects,  and  to  adopt  the  occaaion  of  a  transfer  of  the  Great  Sesd,  as  a  suitable' 
(Qportunity  for  recording  my  deliberate  anddecided  dissent  from  t^  fmther  coofti^i 
nuance  of  those  abusea  and  defects,  so  afr  to  leaive  the  undivided  a^d  exclunve 
rGspenaibOity  of  such  a  state  of  thinga  with  the  individual  who  moy  be  elevited  ta 
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the  Great  Seal  of  Ireland^if  he  shall  happen  to  hold  and  actupon  a  contrary  view  of  the 
subject.    My  Letter  was  obviously  public  in  its  nature,  but  I  availed  myself  of  the 
hoaour  of  Mr.  Peel's  personal  acquaintance  to  address  it  to  him  in  the  ordinary^ 
style  of  an  individual  honoured  with  his  acquaintance,  for  the  reasons  stated  in  it» 
and  especially  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  as  much  as  possible  any  communicatioiL 
that  could  wear  the  appearance  of  a  public  remonstrance,  and  that  it  should  be  thus 
perfectly  open  to  the  mdividual  who  shall  be  raised  to  the  Great  Seal,  if  he  shall 
nappen  to  concur  in  my  views,  to  co-operate  with  me,  without  acting  upon  any 
document  which  had  the  shape  of  a  formal  representation  upon  the  subject.    Not 
having  the  personal  good  fortune  of  being  known  to  you,  I  cannot  avail  myself  of 
a  similar  advantage  in  addressing  this  Letter  to  you.     I  had  the  honour,  in  reply  to 
this  Letter,  to  receive  one  from  Mr.  Peel,  to  say,  that  the  event  of  the  resignation 
of  Lord  Manners,  which  my  Letter  contemplated  as  probable,  was  not  then  likely  to 
occur,  and  assuring  me  that  when  the  proper  time  should  arrive,  he  would  give  full 
consideration  to  my  Letter.    I  have  little  doubt  but  that  Mr.  Peel  has  left  this 
Letter  of  mine,  of  the  14th  April  1826,  amongst  the  papers  of  your  Department;- 
but  as  I  am  extremely  anxious,  that  in  any  event  which  shall  produce  a  vacancy' 
in  the  o£Eice  of  Chancellor  of  this  country.  His  Majesty's  Government,  and  the 
individual  who  may  be  selected  to  fill  this  office,  may  have  the  earliest  opportunity  of 
taking  the  subject  of  my  Letter  of  the  14th  April  1826,  into  consideration,  and 
acting  upon  it  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  deemed  fit  and  expedient,  I  beg  leave  to 
enclose  a  copy  of  it,  so  as  to  avoid  any  possible  trouble  or  accident  which  may  render 
it  inconvenient  or  d^cult  to  refer  to  the  original  at  the  moment.

The  Mastef*  qfthe  RoUs  in  Ireland  to  the  Marquess  of  Lansdowfte. 

My  Lord,  Fortfield,  Dublin,  19  July  1827. 

I  B£o  leave  to  avail  myself  of  the  earliest  opportunity,  upon  your  Lordship's 
appointment  as  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department,  to  draw  your  attention 
and  consideration  to  two  Letters,  one  of  which,  dated  the  14th  April  1826,  I  had 
the  honour  to  address  to  Mr.  Peel,  and  the  other  of  which,  dated  the  3d  May  1827, 
I  had  the  honour  to  address  to  your  immediate  predecessor,  'Mx.  Bourne.  I  have 
the  honour  to  enclose  to  your  Lordship  copies  of  my  Letter  to  Mr.  Bourne,  and 
his  reply,  dated  the  5th  May  1827 ;  and  I  had  enclosed  to  Mr.  Bourne  the  copy 
of  my  Letter  to  Mr.  Peel,  of  the  14th  April  1826,  which  1  have  mentioned ;  and 
I  maJce  no  doubt  that  the  original  Letter  to  Mr.  Peel,  as  well  as  the  copy  which 
I  transmitted  to  Mr.  Bourne,  are  in  the  proper  office  of  your  Department.  Part  of 
the  subject  of  these  communications,  your  Lordship  will  perceive,  directly  relates 
to  those  abuses  and  defects  which  in  my  judgment  greatly  aggrieve  that  large 
portion  of  the  King's  subjects  whose  rights  are  either  litigated  or  protected  and 
administered  in  the  Irish  Court  of  Chancery.  These  abuses  and  defects  were 
investigated,  reported  upon  in  detail,  and  formed  the  subject  matter  of  the  First 
Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Judicial  Inquiry,  which  was  signed  by  the  Com- 
niissioners  on  the  16th  December  1816.  This  Report  was,  by  the  command  of 
the  then  Lord  lieutenant,  referred,  by  a  Letter  written  by  the  Under  Secretary,  and 
dated  the  9th  May  1817,  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  and  me,  as  Master  of  the  Kolls; 
and  the  course  of  public  events  had  llms  imposed  the  duty  upon  me  of  inquiiing 
into  this  subject.  I  devoted  myself  to  the  performance  of  it  with  labour  and 
industry ;  and,  after  dedicating  the  entire  long  vacation  of  1 81 7  to  the  investigation 
and  consideration  of  all  the  details  of  the  sul^ect,  I  prepared  a  draft  of  a  Letter  or 
Report  for  the  Lord  Chancellor  and  myself,  and  a  draft  of  a  system  of  Orders. 
This  was  afterwards  the  subject  of  discussion  and  inquiry  between  the  Lord  Chan- 
cellor and  me;  and  on  the  3d  April  1818,  the  Chancellor  and  I  signed  our 
joint  Letter  to  the  Under  Secretary,  with  a  draft  of  this  system  of  Genenu  Orders. 
This  joint  Letter  and  draft  of  Orders  the  House  of  Commons,  on  the  3d  May  1819, 
ordered  to  be  printed,  which  was  accordingly  done.  Without  trespassing  upon 
your  Lordship  a  repetition  of  the  details  and  intermediate  events  which  I  have 
stated  in  my  Letter  to  Mr.  Peel,  of  the  14th  April  1826,  I  beg  leave  briefly  to 
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mention  that  the  statute  of  the  4th  of  His  Majesty,  c.  61,  was  enacted  on  this  sub- 
ject, which,  though  it  in  some  very  material  particulars  varied  from  the  sug^stions 
of  this  joint  Letter,  yet  l^slated  upon  this  subject  upon  the  presumed  co-existence, 
as  I  conceive,  of  this  system  of  General  Orders,  and  contemplated  the  objects  of 
the  Act  to  be  attained  in  the  leading  and  main  points  through  the  instrumentality 
of  this  system  of  General  Orders.     This  draft  of  General  Orders  was  afterwards 
revised  by  me,  and  adapted,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Chancellor,  to  the  variations  • 
generated  by  the  changes  introduced  into  this  statute,  and  finally  presented  a  draft 
of  107  General  Orders,  I  believe.     The  result,  however,  has  been,  that  out  of  this 
draft  of  107  Orders,  only  one  General  Order  has  been  yet  issued  (a  very  important 
and  useful  one  as  to  exemplifying  decrees) ;  so  that  the  Report  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Judicial  Inquiry,-  signed  on  the  i6th  December  1816,  has,  as  far  as 
regards  General  Orders  of  the  Court  for  the  correction  of  the  abuses  and  defects 
developed  in  this  Report,  only  as  yet  produced  this  one  General  Orders     This 
statute  of  the  4  Geo.  4,  c.  61,  was  usenil  and  material  in  several  of  its  provisions, 
and  charged  the  Consolidated  Fund  of  the  United  Kingdom  with  liberal  provisions 
for  the  officers  whose  incomes  were  to  be  affected  by  this  reform  of  abuses,  and 
correction  of  defects. .  It  was  amended  by  a  subsequent  Act  of  the  6  Geo.  4,  c.  30, 
and  further  provisions  were  still  made  for  some  of  the  officers,  charged  upon  the' 
Consolidated  Fund.     Upon  this  state  of  facts,  it  is  the  deep  and  clear  convic- 
tion of  my  understanding,  founded  upon  a  minute  investigation  of  the  subject,  and 
confirmed  by  a  judicial  service  of  upwards  of  thirteen  years  as  Maister  of  the  Rolls, ' 
that  His  Majesty's  subjects  whose  rights  are  either  litigated  or  protected  in  the 
Ixish  Court  of  Chanceryy  are  much  aggrieved  by  the  continued  existence  of  those 
abuses  and  defects ;  that  those  abuses  and  defects  in  particular  instances  operate  to 
produce  a  practical  denial  of  justice,  by  rendering  the  expense  of  the  remedy  for 
the  clearest  right  an  efiectud  bar  to  redress,  unless  where  the  sum  is  sufficiently 
l^rge  to  sustain  the  heavy  deduction  of  the  diflference  of  costs  between  party  and 
party,  and  solicitor  and  client ;  that  a  crisis  has  now  arrived,  upon  a  transfer  of 
the  Great  Seal,  when  it  ought  to  be  decided  finsllyt  wheth^  the  reform  and  correc- 
tion of  those  abuses  and  defects  reported  upon  in  1816,  and  afterwards  the  subject 
of  the  intermediate  investigation  and  pressed  measures  to  which  I  have  adverted^ 
shall  still  linger  on,  suspended  and  ineffectual,  until  it  shall  reach  the  oblivion  of 
a  gradual  relinquishment,  or  shall  now  be  effectually  and  decisively  adopted  and 
realized.    And,  strongly  impressed  as  I  am  with  the  paramount  importance  of  this 
subject  in  relation  to  the  interests  of  the  administration  of  justice  in  Ireland  (for 
whatever  shall  occur  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  will,  in  its  precedent  and  example, 
pervade  other  jurisdictions),  it  occurs  to  me  as  my  duty  to  His  Majesty,  as  one  of 
the  Judges  of  the  Court,  to  avail  myself  of  the  present  conjuncture  of  a  transfer 
ofthe  Great  Seal,  as  the  most  favourable  opportunity,  without  exciting  the  personal 
feeling  of  any  person,  to  submit  respectfully,  but  firmly,  the  consideration  of  this 
important  subject  for  some  final  arrangement  by  His  Majesty's  Ministers.     It  also 
appears  to  me,  that  I  owe  it  as  a  duty  to  my  own  reputation  as  a  Judee,  who  has 
devoted  much  of  his  industry  and  attention  to  the  subject^  and  who  nas  formed 
deliberate  opinions  upon  it,  to  disavow,  as  distinctly  as  decidedly,  anj  concurrence 
in  the  continuance  of  those  abuses  and  defects,  to  record  my  expliat  and  anxious 
dissent  from  such  a  state  of  things,  and  to  fix  upon  those  who  may  hold  a  different 
opinion  the  undivided  and  ftdl  responsibility  of  the  continued  existence  of  these 
abuses  and  defects^  if  such  shall  be  the  event.    My  Letter  to  Mr.  Peel,  of  the 
14th  April  1826,  also  related  to  the  Petition  business  of  the  Rdls  Court;  but  as 
I  have  so  largely  trespassed  upon  your  Lordship's  attention,  I  will  not  recapitulate 
what  your  Lordship  will  find  in  4e^il  in  my  Iie|tter4o  Mr^  Peel  upon  this  suligecty 
beyond  this  single  observation,  that  it  presents  a  pressing  sutjjject  for  the  early 
consideration  of  your  Ix)rdship«

MY  LORD, 

IT  having  been  yesterday  confidently  announced  that  a  change  was  in  contempla- 
tion in  the  office  of  Lord  Chancellor  of  this  country,  and  that  Lord  Plunket 
was  to  succeed  Sir  Anthony  Hart,  I  have  the  honour  to  avail  myself  of  the  earliest 
opportunity  of  drawing  your  Lordship's  particular  attention  to  my  letter  to  Mr.  Peel, 
dated  the  11th  November  1828,  and  its  enclosures,  which  vour  Lordship  will  find  in 
the  office  of  the  Home  Department;  and  I  have  the  honour  to  enclose  two  of 
these  enclosures,  which,  as  printed  papers,  will  save  trouble  to  your  Lordship  in  pos- 
sessing yourself  of  the  nature  of  the  subject  I  claim,  as  Irish  Master  of  the  Rolls, 
a  right  to  appoint  a  Secretary  to  aid  me  in  dispatching  the  Petition  business  of  the 
Rolls  Court,  and  Sir  Anthony  Hart  claimed  an  adversary  right  to  appoint  to  the 
same  office  of  Secretary  to  me,  as  Master  of  the  Rolls,  at  the  Rolls  Court.  Upon 
conflicting  titles  thus  directly  opposed,  it  clearly  appeared  to  me,  as  it  now  does, 
that  it  was  quite  impossible  that  either  Judge  could,  upon  any  principle  known  to 
our  Constitution  and  Laws,  or  upon  any  principle  of  jurisprudence  adopted  in  any 
civilized  State  of  Europe,  as  far  as  I  am.  informed,  assume  jurisdiction,  and  having 
by  his  judicial  act  prevented  the  trial  of  these  conflicting  titles  to  the  same  oflSce 
according  to  the  course  of  the  Common  Law,  proceed  to  adjudicate  the  title  in  his  own 
fevour.  I  was  and  am  sensible  also  that  my  impression,  though  strong,  that  I  have 
a  right  to  appoint  my  own  Secretary  to  aid  me  in  dispatching  the  Petition  business 
of  the  Rolls  Court,  might  be  mistaken,  and  therefore  in  my  letter  to  Mr.  Peel,  dated 
the  14th  April  1826,  to  be  found  in  the  printed  Appendix  enclosed,  as  I  hold  office 
under  the  Great  Seal  of 'Great  Britain,  and  not  of  Ireland,  I  pointedly  adverted  to 
these  considerations,  and  stated,  as  your  Lordship  will  see,  that  if  the  opinion  of  the 
Lord  Chancellor  accorded  with  mine,  a  general  order  of  the  Court,  signed  by  the 
Chancellor  and  Master  of  the  Rolls,  would  at  once  arrange  the  subject  for  ever;  but 
that  if  the  new  Lord  Chancellor  should  be  opposed  in  opinions  and  views  to  me, 
I  then  proposed  that  the  whole  matter  should  be  referred  to  the  Lord  Chancellor 
and  'Master  of  the  Rolls  of  England,  or  to  the  three  puisne  Judges  of  any  of  the 
Courts  of  King's  Bench,  Common  Pleas  or  Exchequer,  in  Ireland.  And  I  t)eg  leave 
now  again  to  renew  the  same  proposition,  as  I  will  cheerfully  acquiesce  in  any  deci- 
sion thus  made,  because  it  will  be  pronounced  by  a.  tribunal  uninterested  in  the  sub- 
ject. I  am  also  equally  ready,  if  preferred,  to  concur  in  the  necessary  measures^ 
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Id  having  a  case  made  and  a  judgment  taken  of  a  court  of  law  upon  the  title  wfaidi 
I  claimy  According  to  the  course  of  the  Common  Law.    In  this  state  (tf  diingSy  the 
present  Irish  Ct^ncellor,  Sir  Anthony ,  Hart,  adopted  €be  imexpected  course  of 
issuing  a  Chamber  Order,  whicli  ren(lered  it  quite  impracticable,  as  acted  upon,  to  try 
the  tUie  which  I  claim  in  any  court  of  law,  according  to  the  known  remedies  of 
tiding  conflicting  titles  to  office,  and  afterwards  proceeded  to  finally  decide  in  &voar 
of  his  own  title  to  appoint  to  this  office  against  the  conflicting  tide  claimed  by  me 
to  appoint  to  the  same  office,  and  that  in  a/nanner  which  rendered  his  Lordship's 
judgment  irreversibly  conclusive  upon  the  question,  without  the  power  of  appeal  to 
the  House  of  Lords  or  to  the  King  in  Council.     I  have  the  honour  to  enclose  to  you 
a  printed  copy  of  the  Petition  of  my  relative,  Mr.  Shaw,  whom  I  appointed  my 
Secretary  for  the  purpose  of  trying  the  right  at  diat  period,  which  contains  the  par- 
ticulars ;  and  your  Lordship  having  been  then  Chief  Secretary  in  Ireland  csinnot 
fail  to  recollect  the  annoyance  and  expense  which  thtscourse  of 'proceeding  thus 
adopted  upon  this  subject  involved  me  in.     Your  Lordship  will  find  in  the  first 
number  of  Mr.  Realty's  Reports  of  Cases  in  the  time  of  Lord  Chancellor  Hart,  es 
parte  Frederick  Shaw,  the  reasons  and  judgment  of  Sir  Anthony  Hart  in  this  case. 
Impressed  with  a  deep  conviction  that  the  precedent  thus  made,  for  the  first  time, 
as  far  as  I  have  ever  heard,  of  a  judge  conclusively  deciding  in  favour  of  his  own 
title  to  appoint  to  office  against  a  conflicting  title,  more  especially  there  being  no 
remedy  by  appeal  or  petition  to  the  King  in  Council,  was  not  consonant  to  the  prin- 
ciples of  our  Laws  and  Constitution,  and  that  the  grounds  of  the  judgm^it  itself, 
when  examined,  could  not  sustain  the  title  of  Sir  Anthony  Hart  to  appoint  to  this 
office,  I  caused  a  case  to  be  submitted  to  Sir  James  Scarlett,  in  which  the  course 
taken  was  not  to  originate  any  statement  of  facts,  but  merely  to  follow  the  topics  of 
the  judgment  of  Sir  Anthony  Hart  in  their  consecutive  order,  and  to  put  catego- 
rically to  Sir  James  Scarlett  the  propositions  upon  which  the  judgment  of  Sir  An- 
thony Hart  professed  to  be  founded.     Sir  James  Scarlett  answered  this  case  and 
these  queries,  and  dissented  from  the  opinions  delivered  by  Sir  Anthony  Hart,  and 
the  result  of  his  opinion  is  in  favour  of  the  title  which  I  claim.     You  will  find  a 
copy  of  this  Case  in  your  office,  enclosed  with  my  Letter  to  Mr.  Peel,  dated  the  nth 
November  1 828,  and  marked  No.  5.    In  this  state  of  things  it  appeared  to  me,  that 
as  an  independent  Judge,  and  the  fellow-subject  of  Sir  Anthony  Hart,  that  I  ought 
not  to  permit  in  my  person  a  precedent  so  new  and  momentous  to  pass  in  silence ; 
and  that  if  this  species  of  judicial  power  is  to  be  established  as  a  precedent  in  my 
instance,  that  I  ought  not  to  permit  it  to.  be  recorded  without  its  possessing  the 
implied  sanction  and  approbation  of  His  Majesty's  Ministers,  by  soliciting  thdr 
distinct  consideration  of  the  subject;  and  I  also  thought  that  I  ought  to  fulfil  the 
intimation  made  by  me  in  my  letter  to  Mr.  Peel,  dated  the  ]4th  April  1826,  that 
I  had  abstained  from  raising  the  question  until  upon  a  vacancy  I  could  bring  it  for- 
ward without  pressure  on  any  individual,  and  that  when  raised  I  would  steadily 
follow  it  up  to  some  determinate  recorded  measure  upon  the  subject.     Upon  these 
motives  I  repaired  to  England,  in  the  autumn  of  1 829,  upon  the  rising  of  my  court, 
to  communicate  with  His  Majesty's  Ministers  on  this  subject,  and  in  the  month  of 
September  1829,  I^ord  Lyndhurst  intimated  to  me  his  intention  of  reading  over  the 
papers  and  comparing  the  argument  of  the  case  laid  before  Sir  James  Scarlett  with 
the  printed  judgment  of  Sir  Anthony  Hart ;  and  that,  as  a  member  of  the  Govern- 
ment, he  would  give  his  opinion  on  the  case,  and  send  a  copy  of  it  to  Sir  Anthony 
Hart.     His  Lordship  not  having  found  leisure  to  give  this  opinion,  I  again  re- 
paired to  England  last  autumn,  and  I  will  feel  pleasure  to  ask  Lord  Lyndhurst's 
permission,  if  your  Lordship  desires  it,  to  send  to  your  office  copies  of  my  letters 
to  him,  and  his  Lordship's  letter  to  me  i.n  October  last,  which  is  private  in  its  fiDrn 
of  addressing  me. 

The  transfer  of  the  Seal,  now  about  to  be  made  for  the  second  time,  enables  His 
Majesty's  Ministers,  without  disappointment  or  pressure  on  any  person^  to  provide 
for  the  adjudication  of  the  title  which  I  claim  according  to  the  course  of  the  Common 
Law,  and  the  known  remedies  and  precedents  for  trying  titles  to  office  by  some  uniu'* 
terested  tribunal ;  and  I  will  most  willingly  concur  in  any  mode  or  arrangement  which 
His  Majesty's  Ministers  will  propose  for  the  fair  investigation  and  decision  of  thin 
right.  Under  these  circumstances,  as  the  subject  presses,  I  beg  leave  to  request 
that  your  Lordship  will  lose  no  time  in  fully  apprising  Lord  Plunket  of  the  docu- 
ments and  correspondence  in  your  office,  and  of  affording  his  Lordship  the  opportu* 
nity  to  see  them ;  and  thq.t  His  Majesty's  Ministers  will  take  the  subject  into  theif 
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gpeedy  consideratioDy  which  no  doubt  will  present  the  case  to  the  consideration  of 
die  Lord  Cliancdlor,  as  the  law  member  of  the  Cabinet,  and  that  your  Lordship  will 
honomr  me  with  a  reply.  I  have  only  to  add,  that  my  single  object  is  the  attainment 
of  justice  for  mysdf  and  my  office,  in  the  establishment  of  what  I  conceive  to  be 
not  a  speculative  right,  but  a  tide  of  office,  the  exercise  of  which  will  afford  to  me 
and  my  successors  much  facility  and  convenience  in  the  discharge  of  my  public 
duties ;  and  that  the  lingering  history  of  the  progress  of  this  transaction  renders  it 
unnecessary  for  me  to  disclaim  that  I  either  expect  or  solicit  any  favour  upon  this

My  Lord,  Fortfield,  Dublin,  14th  December  1830. 

I  TESTEEDAT  evening  had  the  honour  to  receive  your  Lordship's  Letter  of  the 
ilth  instant,  in  which,  after  acknowledging  my  letter,  your  Lordship  replies,  that 
you  must  decline  expressing  any  opinion  on  the  subject.      I  lament  to  perceive 
that  your  Lordship  has  entirely  misapprehended  the  object  and  point  of  my  letter 
of  the  3d  instant.     Allow  me,  therefore,  to  disabuse  your  Lordship  by  saying,  that 
with  every  possible  personal  respect  for  your  Lordship,  it  never  occurred  to  me  to 
sdicit  your  Lordship's  opinion  upon  the  title  which,  as  Irish  Master  of  the  Rolls, 
I  claim,  to  appoint  a  Secretary  for  the  Irish  Rolls  Court.     On  the  contrary,  the 
whole  structure  of  my  letter  to  your  Lordship  is  founded  upon  this,  that  the  Irish 
Lord  Chancellor  and  Irish  Master  of  the  Rolls  claim  by  titles  conflicting  and 
directly  opposed  to  appoint  to  this  same  office ;  that  the  present  Irish  Lord  Chan- 
cellor, Sir  Anthony  Hart,  had  by  his  judicial  act  in  a  litigated  proceeding  decided 
this  right  in  favour  of  his  own  title ;  that  there  is  no  remedy  for  the  right  which 
I  claim  against  this  proceeding,  and  simply,  as  I  conceive,  for  this  reason,  that  the 
Constitution  and  Laws  of  this  country  never  contemplated  the  possible  exercise  of 
jurisdiction  by  which  the  same  individual  should  be  party  and  judge  in  his  own 
cause ;  that  no  appeal  lies  to  the  House  of  Lords  nor  Petition  to  the  Kin?  in 
Council  from  an  adjudication  thus  made  by  the  Lord  Chancellor  in  favour  of  his 
own  title  and  against  mine ;  and  that  therefore  the  right  which  I  claim  is  without 
a  remedy  unless  the  judgment  of  my  adversary  claimant  shall  be  called  one.     This 
state  of  things  being  opposed  to  eveiy  opinion  which  I  deliberately  and  advbedly 
hold  of  my  rights  as  one  of  the  King^  subjects,  and  having  the  honour  to  be  one 
of  the  King's  Judges,  I  think  I  ought  not  to  permit  such  an  experiment  of  judicial 
power  to  be  exemplified  in  my  person,  nor  such  a  precedent  to  be  recorded  in 
relation  to  my  rights,  without  using  all  reasonable  means  to  seek  redress,  and  to  find 
a  remedy;  and  accordingly  that,  as  I  hold  under  the  Great  Seal  of  England,  it  was 
my  duty  to  address  your  Lordship,  as  Secretary  for  the  Home  Department,  and 
especially  the  Lord  Chancellor  of  Great  Britain,  through  your  Lordship,  as  the 
official  organ  of  communication  for  an  Irish  Judge  with  the  Cabinet  upon  this 
subject,  with  a  view  that  the  King's  Ministers,  if  they  deem  it  their  duty,  may  take 
such  measures  as  may,  upon  the  contemplated  transfer  of  the  Great  Seal  of  this 
country,  provide  for  the  just  investigation  and  decision  of  these  conflicting  titles 
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by  reference  to  any  uninterested  tribunal  named  by  your  Lordship,  or  any  other  of 
IHs  Majesty  Ministers,  or  by  the  successor  of  Sir  Anthony  Hart.  The  course 
adopted  towards  me  leaves  me  no  legal  remedy  for  the  title  which  I  claim»  else 
I  would  not  address  a  letter  to  your  Lordship,  but  directly  pursue  the  remedy ;  and 
the  subject  therefore  resolving  it  into  this,  whether  I  am  or  not  to  have  a  remedy 
for  the  trial  of  my  title  as  I  claim  it  to  this  office,  is  the  plain  ground  upon  which 
I  submit  it  as  an  act  of  strict  justice  due  to  me  as  one  of  the  King's  subjects,  that 
the  King's  Ministers  will,  upon  a  transfer  of  the  Great  Seal,  provide  for  a  just 
decision  of  these  opposed  titles  by  any  uninterested  tribunal  whatever.  I  have 
therefore  to  solicit  your  Lordship,  with  great  deference,  but  with  that  firmness  which 
a  deep  conviction  of  the  strict  justice  of  my  appeal  to  His  Majesty's  Ministers 
inspires,  to  reconsider  the  subject,  and  to  do  me  the  honour  to  lay  my  correspon- 
dence with  your  Lordship's  department  before  the  Lord  Chancellor  of  Great  Bri-* 
tain,  and  such  other  members  of  the  Cabinet  as  will  deem  it  their  duty  to  bestow  any 
attention  upon  the  subject.  Being  anxious  to  cultivate  the  personal  good  will  of 
every  individual  serving  with  me  in  the  judicial  offices  of  the  State,  I  am  induced 
earnestly  to  impress  this  subject  upon  your  Lordship's  consideration;  and  I  shall  in 
any  event  have  the  consolation  to  reflect,  that  while  I  have  honestly  and  firmly  main-* 
tained  the  rights  of  myself  and  my  successors  in  office,  I  have  sought  to  avoid,  as 
far  as  I  could,  the  inconveniences  of  the  collision  of  offices,  and  the  litigation  of  two 
Judges  in  the  Court  of  Chancery,  on  this  subject.

MY  LORD,  Dublin  Castle,  26  January  1831. 

I  HAVE  received  The  Lord  Lieutenant's  commands  to  convey  to  Your 
Lordship  His  Excellency's  request,  that  you  will  at  your  earliest  convenience 
furnish  a  Return  of  all  Recommendations  and  Suggestions  made  by  The  Com- 
missioners of  Judicial  Inquiry,  regarding  the  Court  of  Chancery ;  whether  any, 
and  what,  Orders  have  been  made  in  pursuance  of  such  Suggestions  or  Recom-

and  Arthur  Hill  Comwdlis  Pollock,  Clerk  of  the  Crown  of  the  said  County,  who 
for  our  said  Lord  the  King  in  this  behalf  prosecutes,  doth  the  like ;  therefore  the 
Sheriff  of  the  said  County  is  commanded  that  he  omit  not  by  reason  of  any 
Liberty  in  his  Bailiwick,  but  that  he  cause  to  come  before  the  Justices  and  Com- 
missioners last  aforesaid,  Twelve  honest  and  lawful  Men  of  the  body  of  the  said 
County,  duly  qualified  by  law  in  that  behalf,  by  whom  the  truth  of  the  matter  may 
be  the  better  known,  and  who  are  of  no  afiinity  to  the  said  Patrick  Blanchfield 
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and  Anthony  Byrne,  to  try  npon  their  Oath,  whether  the  said  Patrick  Blanchfield 
and  Anthony  Byrne,  or  either  of  them,  be  Guilty  of  the  premises  in  the  Indictment 
aforesaid  specified  and  charged  upon  them  as  aforesaid ;  because  as  well  the  said 
Patrick  Blanchfield  and  Anthony  Byrne,  as  the  said  Arthur  Hill  Comwallis 
Pollock,  Clerk  of  the  Crown  of  our  said  Lord  the  Kin^,  who  for  our  said  Lord  the 
King  in  this  behalf  prosecutes,  have  put  themselves  uiereof  upon  that  Jury ;  and 
the  Jurors  of  the  said  Jury,  by  William  Bayly,  Esquire,  Sheriff  for  the  said 
County,  for  this  matter  impanelled  and  returned,  to  wit,  Robert  Neville,  Sydenham 
Davis,  William  Henry  Hunt,  Thomas  H.  Ball,  Ambrose  Shearman,  John  Handy, 
Edward  Burnett,  John  Bryan,  Thomas  Warring,  John  Davis,  Simon  Blackmore, 
ftpd  Thomas  Bayly,  good  and  lawful  men  of  the  body  of  the  said  County,  being 
called,  come,  who  being  chosen,  tried  and  sworn  to  speak  the  truth  of  and  upon 
the  premises  in  the  Indictment  aforesaid  above  specified,  do  upon  their  oath  say, 
that  they  the  said  Patrick  Blanchfield  and  Anthony  Byrne  are,  and  that  each  of 
them  is,  Guilty  of  the  premises  aforesaid,  in  the  Indictment  aforesaid,  above  spe- 
cified and  charged  upon  them,  in  manner  and  form  as  by  the  said  Indictment  is 
above  charged  upon  them,  whereupon  all  and  singular  the  premises  aforesaid 
been  seen  and  by  the  Court  here  fully  understood.  It  is  considered  by  the  Court 
here  that  each  of  them  the  said  Patrick  Blanchfield  and  Anthony  Byrne,  for  the 
Offence  aforesaid,  in  the  Indictment  aforesaid,  above  specified,  do  pay  a  fine  of 
Fi%  Pounds  to  the  use  of  our  said  Lord  the  King,  and  that  each  of  them  the 
said  Patrick  Blanchfield  and  Anthony  Byrne  be  imprisoned  in  the  Gaol  of  the 
said  County  for  the  space  of  Twelve  Calendar  Months,  and  thereupon  they  are 
committed  to  the  custody  of  the  said  Sheriff  and  so  forth.

Evidence. 

First  Deponent,  Loughlin  DiUon^  sub-constable  of  police,  stationed  at  Kiltealy, 
county  Wexford,  sworn:  Saith  he  recollects  Saturday  last  past,  June  18,  1831, 
on  which  day  deponent  attended  with  a  party  of  police,  at  the  pound  of  Newtown 
Barry :  Saith  he  was  stationed  to  keep  oflf  a  crowd  of  persons  who  had  been 
collected  there  for  the  occasion  of  titne  composition :  Saith  that  said  persons 
assumed  the  appearance  of  external  violence  and  hostility  by  threatening  to 
disarm  deponent  and  bis  party :  Saith  that  soon  afterwards  stones  were  thrown  by 
the  crowd  so  collected  :  Saith  -fliat  deponent  perceived  a  man  from  behind  the 
road  ditch  fevel  a  stiaall  ^zee  or  carabine  and  discharged  the  aamcy  immediately 
after  which  he  perceived  a  yeoman  fall,  whose  name  he  has  since  been  informed 
was  William  Rogan,  the  deceased:  Saith  he  distinctly  perceived  the  smoke 
arising  fi^om  the  discharge  of  said  firelock,  and  that  immediately  afterwards 
deponent  saw  the  said  person  fall  back  as  if  he  also  had  been  killed  or  wounded 
by  some  other  person ;  the  firing  having  by  that  time  become  general :  Saith  that 
no  shots  whatever  were  fired  either  on  die  part  of  the  police  or  yeomanrv,  until 
several  stones  were  discharged  against  them  od  the  part  of  the  crowd  so  collected : 
Saith  he  was  not  personally  acquainted  with  the  deceased  William  Rogan  ;  but 
deponent  has  this  day  seen  his  oody,  and  identifies  it  to  be  that  of  the  yeoman 
who  fell  on  the  road  on  said  day,  viz.  Saturday  last,  the  18th  June  1831,  neither 
was  this  deponent  personally  acquainted  with  the  person  who  fired  said  shot  firom 
behind  the  road  ditqh..  ...

Second  Deponent,  Thomas  Delany^  of  Newtown  Barry,  in  the  county  of  Wex- 
ford, painter  and  glazier,  being  duly  sworn  :  Saith  that  on  Saturday  last,  June  the 
J  8th,  1 8319  he  being  one  of  a  large  concourse  of  persons  assembled  near  the  pound 
gate  of  Newtown  Barry,  where  police  and  yeomanry  were  assembled ;  that 
shortly  afterwards  he  heard  a  shot  from  among  the  crowd  before  any  discharge 
had  been  made  on  the  part  of  the  police  or  yeomanry :  Saith  that  deponent 
believes  a  yeoman  or  policeman  would  have  endangered  his  life  by  being  among 
the  crowd  in  the  quarter  whence  the  shot  was  discharged. 
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2  NEWTOWN  BARRY— CORONER'S  INQUEST : 

Question  from  the  Court : — Does  deponent  swear  that  a  yeoman  or  policeman 
might  not  have  been  where  the  smoke  arose  ? — Answer  as  above.

Truly  read  by  me. 

Court  adjourned  this  day/  viz.  the  20th  of  June  1831,  at  the  hour  of  five 
o'clock,  to  the  hour  of  half-past  nine  on  the  following  morning ;  at  which  day 
and  hour  the  Court  having  met,  proceeded  with  its  proper  investigation. 

Third  deponent^  Thomas  Webb^  a  sub^constable  of  police,  being  duly  swom^ 
stated,  That  he,  on  the  18th  of  June  1831,  being  stationed  between  the  pound 
and  the  town,  saw  a  man  level  a  piece  from  behind  a  ditch,  on  which  he  imme- 
diately called  to  his  comrade  Laurence  King,  and  pulled  him  out  of  the  wa^, 
saying  he  would  be  shot  Immediately  afterwards  heard  a  shot  from  the  said 
firelock,  as  above-mentioned ;  and  on  turning  round  saw  a  yeoman  on  the  ground, 
with  blood  flowing  from  his  head.  He  believes  that  the  yeoman's  death  was 
caused  by  the  discnarge  of  the  said  shot  froigti  behind  the  ditch.

Seneant  Laurence  King^  the  fourth  deponent,  being  duly  sworn :  Saith,  that  on 
Saturday  last  the  1 8th  inst.  being  stationed  near  the  pound  of  Newtown  Barrv,  he 
saw  numerous  stones  thrown  among  the  crowd ;  heard  them  cry  out,  "  Boys, 
Graige  laws,  and  no  tithes."  That  his  comrade,  Thomas  Webb,  puUed  him  round> 
crying  out,  ^^  King,  you  will  be  shot ;"  upon  which  depcment  turned  round  and 
saw  a  man  behind  a  ditch  level  a  firelock,  and  instantly  discharge  the  same,  upon 
which  the  yeoman  fell  to  the  ground  on  his  face:  Saith  that  the  yeoman's  death 
was  caused  by  the  said  shot :  Saith  no  shots  were  fired  until  after  numerous  stones 
were  thrown ;  the  yeomanry  on  that  occasion  were  under  the  command  of 
Captain  Graham,  and  the  police  under  that  of  Captain  King.  Heard  Ci^ptain 
Giiaham  remonstrate  with  the  crowd,  telling  that  tne  armed  force  were  loaded 
with  ball  cartridge,  and  to  be  quiet  and  throw  no  stones ;  upon  which  the  cattle, 
in  charge  of  the  police,  were  conducted  in  the  direction  of  the  town,  stones  flying 
in  all  directions ;  firing  then  commenced  above  the  police. 

Cross-examined  : — Saith  the  first  firing  was  not  by  the  police ;  the  yeomanry 
and  the  people  were  after  the  police.  The  firing  came  from  that  quarter,  but 
cannot  tell  whether  from  the  yeomen  or  the  people.  This  firing  took  place  before 
the  yeoman  fell.  The  police  were  about  37  in  number,  and  a  part  of  three  corps 
of  yeomanry.  Thinks  there  were  upwards  of  100  yeomen.  Saith  that  Captain 
King  was  not  where  the  firing  commenced ;  cannot  say  whether  Captain  Graham 
WB6  there  or  not.     Further  states  that  the  police  fired  on  that  day  in  the  air. 

Laurence  King. 

tViUiam  Kilfoykj  Serjeant  of  police,  being  duly  sworn :  Saith,  that  Saturday 
last  he  was  stationed  at  the  pound  with  the  other  police.  There  was  a  large 
concourse  of  people ;  a  great  many  of  them  had  large  sticks  in  their  hands  and  wei^ 
shouting.  Told  Captain  Graham,  who  desired  them  to  go  home  quietly,  diat  they 
were  well  prepared  for  him,  and  had  as  good  fire-arms  ias  his.  That  he  saw« 
man,  who  appeared  to  be  the  leader,  leap  through  a  stick,  and  this  was  the  man 
that  he  heard  say  they  had  fire-arms.  Thinks  the  man  was  in  liquor.  Shortly 
after  he  saw  stones  thrown  at  the  yeomen,  several  caps  knocked  off*,  and  two 
yeomen  knocked  down  ;  stones  rattling  amongst  the  bayonets  when  the  firing;  was 
ceasing.  Saw  a  countryman  run  across  the  field  towards  the  grove  with  a  short 
gun  in  his  hand. 

Cross  examined  : — Saith  he  saw  no  fire-arms  with  the  crowd  but  the  individual 
before  meptioned. 

To  a  question  from  a  Juror : — Did  the  first  shot  proceed  from  the  yeomen 
or  the  mob? — A.  To  the  best  of  his  belief  from  the  mob. 

By  the  Solicitor: — Saith,  that  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  he  was  about  18 
or  20  yards  from  where  he  saw  the  smoke;  and  there  were  about  100  persons 
between  him  and  where  he  saw  the  smoke:  Saith  that  the  man  who  leaped  through 
the  stick  cried  but,  "  We  are  the  Graigfe  fellows,"  which  was  repeated  by  mahy  of 
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the  mob,  and  to  come  on.    There  were  a  great  number  of  shots  fired  on  that 

WUUam  KiifoyU. 

Lorenzo  Nvpon  Nimne^  Esq.,  of  Enniscorthy,  being  duly  sworn :  Saith  that 
on  last  Saturday,  June  i8th,  1831,  he  was  given  the  command  of  the  Enniscorthy 
infantry,  and  in  compliance   with  Captain  Graham's  directions  previously  to 
leaving  Captain  Gralmm's  yard,  ordered  that  corps  to  load  with  ball  cartridge ; 
then  ordered  them  to  march  from  out  of  that  yaixl ;  the  other  yeomanry  officers 
commanding  their  corps  gave  similar  instructions  to  their  men  outside  the  gpite  of 
Captain  Giaham's  yard ;  we  formed  into  line ;  deponent,  at  the  h^^  of  the  Eimis- 
corthy  Infantry,  proceeded,  being  followed  by  the  other  corps  in  the  direction  of 
Newtown  Bbttv  pound  ;  wh^i  we  arrived  there  we  received  orders  to  halt,  with 
ivfaich  we  complied,  and  were  there  drawn  up  opposite  the  police,  who  were  also 
drawn  up,  as  he  thinks,  in  columns ;  no  sooner  had  we  arrived  there  than  w^  were 
surrounded  bv  numerous  bodies  of  the  peasantry  who  crowded  on  our  men, 
making  use  of  several  threatening  expressions ;  found  that  some  of  them  had  got 
into  argument  with  several  of  the  corps  to  which  deponent  belonged  ;  immediately 
went  up  in  front  of  his  corps,  cautioned  the  men  to  be  steady,  and  on  no  account 
to  leave  their  ranks ;  diere  was  one  man  in  particular,  a  countryman,  ^bo  had 
.entered  into  a  dispute  with  a  man  of  deponent's  corps,  of  the  name  of  T^er; 
heard  this  countryman  tell  Toler  that  he  had  just  as  good  a  right  there  as  he  had  ; 
weaot  up  to  the  x^ountryman,  upon  hearing  this,  ana  told  him  he  was  perfectly 
right  in  what  he  stated,  that  so  long  as  he  conducted  himself  peaceably  he  had 
every  right  to  remain  there ;  that  they  were  merely  called  upon  by  the  civil  autho- 
rities to  preserve  peace  and  quietness,  and  that  so  far  as  deponent  w^  coAoemed 
deponent  would  not  allow  any  individual  to  be  insulted  by  any  of  the  yeomen. 
The  man  walked  away ;  deponent  resumed  his  place  at  the  he^  of  his  men,  where^ 
very  shortly  after,  he  came  up  to  depcment  again,  making  use  of  the  following 
precise  works,  "  Mr.  Nunne  never  fear,  you  shall  not  be  hurt,  but  there  will  be 
oloody  work  here  to*day,  and,  by  God,"  £aid  he,  pointing  to  Toler  with  a  large 
stick,  **  I  will  mark  you  my  man,  with  the  swivel  eyes."    Just  then  Captain  Gra- 
ham rode  up  opposite  to  the  pound,  and  proceeded  to  exhort  the  people  to  dis- 
perse, telling  tMm  that  every  musket  there  was  loaded  with  ball  cartridge. 
Several  of  the  mob  then  cried  out  ^*  Damn  your  old  rusty  pieces^  they  are  loaded 
with  blind  cartridg^e,  and  could  do  us  no  hurt"    Others  cried  out  ^'  Damn  them« 
rush  on  them,  and  teke  dieir  arms  from  them,"  or  words  to  that  efiect.    Captain 
Graham  then  said  something  about  reading  the  Riot  Act,  when,  a  man,  whom  de- 
ponent observed  very  promment  in  the  business,  shouted  out  ^^  Damn  you  and 
your  Riot  Act,  turn  out  the  cattle,  and  we  will  give  you  mail-coach  law."    They 
very  shortly   afler   were  drawn    out,  *  followed  by  the    police    driving   them. 
Deponent  followed  next  the   police  with  his  corps,  which   was  formed  into 
a  section,  as  were  the  other  corps;   the  order  to  march  was  giv.en.     Depo- 
nent proceeded  on  towards  the  town,   when,   after  we  had   advanced  .about 
sixty  yards,  or  thereabouts,  from  his  former  position  at  the  pound,   deponent 
heard   a  rattling   noise   in   the  rear;  thinking  we  might  avoid  any  collision 
widi  the  peasantry,  deponent  made  the  men  march  faster  than  before,  telling  them  to 
step  out ;  just  then  deponent  turned  round,  the  noise  increas'mg,  saw  some  four  or 
five  stones  thrown  from  the  side  of  the  road  in  the  direction  of  one  of  the  corps  in 
thexear,  cannot  tell  which ;  just  then  deponent  heard  a  shot  fired,  which  appeared  to 
deponent  evidently  to  proceed  from  the  side  of  the  road,  or  perhaps  firom  the 
field,  at  the  side  of  which  the  pound  is  situated  ;  then  a  short  pause,  and  then 
ther^  were  two  or  three  shots ;  the  police  in  front  of  deponent  halted,  which  of 
course    obliged    deponent    to    halt  also,   the  police  being  before   deponent ; 
deponent's  men   then   drew   themselves  up   almost  in  the  position  in  which 
deponent  was  placed  when  first  drawn   up  at  the  pound.     At  this  time   the 
firing  in  deponent's  rear  became  almost  general ;  deponent  went  in   front  of 
his  corps,  made  use  of  these  words  ^^  Enniscorthy  men,  I  beseech  of  you,  in  the 
•  name  of  God,  don't  fire  until  you  receive  orders  from  me ;  I  brought  you  out  with 
.  the  assurance  to  Captain  Graham,  that  until  I  received  his  orders  as  a  magistrate 
I  would  not  allow  a  trigger  to  be  drawn/'  The  men  seemed  dissatisfied  at  this,  some 
of  them  remonstrated  with  deponent ;  deponent  was  then  in  front  of  his  corps 
at  the  extreme  end  nearest  the  police ;  five  or  six  men  passed  across  the  field 
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in  deponent's  front  next  the  river,  and  as  they  were  running  drew  deponent's 
attention  ;  just  before  deponent  had  seen  a  man  of  the  Newtown  Barry  corpfi, 
whom  deponent  afterwards  heard  to  be  named  Rogan,  came  out  from  a  party  of 
his  men ;  viz.,  the  Newtown  Barry  corps  who  had  not  turned  off>  with  his  musket 
as  if  going  to  fire  it ;  deponent's  attention,  as  before  stated,  was  attracted  by  the 
five  or  six  men  who  ran  across  the  field  in  his  front ;  Rogan  was  placed  parallel 
to  deponent  on  his  left,  he  was  fully  fronting  the  river ;  deponent  saw  a  flash  in  the 
grove  opposite,  another,  and  another  succeeded  it ;  deponent  also  distinctly  saw 
the  smoke,  also  distinctly  heard  the  sound,  this  was  straight  opposite  to  where 
deponent  was  standing ;  what  deponent  conceived  to  be  a  buuet  from  the  whizzing 
noise  it  made  in  passing  deponent  by,  it  passed  close  by  deponent's  &ce; 
deponent  looked  towards  Rogan,  saw  him  put  his  hand  to  his  face,  wheeled  half 
round,  and  fell  with  his  face  towards  Newtown  Barry  ;  deponent  cried  out  there 
was  a  man  of  theirs  down,  and,  by  God,  they  are  pepperinj?  us  from  the  grove; 
does  not  think  that  previous  to  this  a  man  of  his  corps  nad  fired ;  will  not  swear  it 
positively ;  those  near  deponent  did  not;  just  then  deponent's  corps  poured  in  a 
volley  on  the  mob,  who  wero  rushing  towards  deponent ;  does  not  mean  to  say 
they  were  rushing  in  a  direct  opposition  to  deponent,  but  rather  in  a  paralld 
direction  to  where  deponent  was  standing ;  deponent  ran  in  among  the  corps, 
some  of  whom  wero  loading  and  proparin^  to  fire  again ;  deponent  struck  them 
right  and  left  with  his  sword,  entroated  of  &em  not  to  repeat  the  firo,  thero  were, 
however,  some  straggling  shots  fired  from  the  corps  afterwards  ;  deponent,  after  a 
short  time,  succeeded  in  causing  the  firo  to  cease.  Captain  Graham,  whom 
deponent  had  not  seen  during  the  preceding  part  of  the  action,  then  came  up 
along  the  lines ;  deponent  heard  Captain  Graham  imperatively  call  on  them  to 
cease  firing;  does  not  think  deponent  ever  saw  depicted  on  any  persons  coun* 
tenance  more  anxiety  or  rogret  than  on  that  of  him  (Captain  Graham)  <m  that 
occasion.  Deponent  asked  him  had  he  given  the  men  orders  to  firo;  he 
emphatically  stated  he  had  not ;  but  that  they  had  received  such  troatment,  or 
words  to  that  effect,  as  no  men  could  possibly  bean  The  order  was  then  given  to 
maroh ;  we  accordingly  marched  back  to  Newtovm  Barry ;  placed  the  men  in 
Captain  Graham  s  yard. 

Cross  examined  : — Heard  the  first  shot  fired  ;  does  not  know  who  firod ;  heard 
two  or  three  other  shots  fired  in  a  few  seconds  afterwards,  then  heard  a  general 
volley  fired ;  told  his  men  to  be  steady,  that  not  a  shot  was  to  be  fired  until 
orders  wero  given  by  Captain  Graham,  as  a  magistrate,  to  fire  ;  that  the  shots  wero 
fired  contrary  to  deponent's  orders,  and  as  deponent  believes  contrary  to  those  of 
Captain  GraJiam  ;  when  deponent's  men  fired,  the  rush  of  the  people  was  not  firom 
the  grove  from  whence  deponent  saw  the  shots  fired,  nor  was  it  directly  against 
deponent's  men ;  did  not  see  or  recognize  any  persons  in  the  grove  to  the  best  of 
h  is  belief ;  it  was  one  of  those  shots  that  killed  Rogan,  three  in  number  having 
been  fired  from  the  grove ;  positively  swears  that  none  of  the  shots  from  the  grove 
were  fired  by  either  the  yeomanry  or  police. 

Question  by  a  Juror : — Does  deponent  think  that  the  yeomanry  received  provo- 
cation to  justify  them  in  firing.  A.  Deponent  thinks  that  from  the  wounds  thev 
received  and  from  the  troatment  deponent  understood  them  to  have  experienced, 
that  firing  became  not  only  justifiable,  but  necessary  for  the  protection  of  their 
arms  and  their  lives. 

Re-examined  : — Q.  Does  deponent  think  men  fit  to  carry  arms  who  are  capable 
of  making  use  of  them  in  opposition  to  the  commands  of  their  officer  ?  — A.  Thinks 
it  very  unpleasant  to  command  men  when  they  do  so.  Is  a  yeomanry  officer  since 
the  9th  of  January  last. 

To  further  questions  from  a  Juror : — Q.  Did  deponent  see  any  person  from  be- 
hind the  ditch  fire  at  Rogan  ? — A.  No.  Q.  How  near  was  deponent  to  the 
police  at  the  time  Rogan  fell  r — A.  Some  of  the  police  wero  within  a  few  yards  of 
deponent. 

Question  by  Solicitor  : — Q.  Did  deponent  see  any  person  at  whom  Rogan  ap- 
peared to  be  firing? — A.  From  deponent's  position  and  his  notice  being  attracted 
towards  the  grove,  deponent  did  not  pay  particular  attention  to  Rogan's  motions^ 

To  a  question  from  a  Juror : — Q.  Could  not  a  person  have  fired  from  behind 
the  ditch  without  deponent's  noticing  it  ? — A.  Certainly.

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Adam  Bloomfield  FelUis^  Esq.  of  Hollybrook  in  the  county  of  Carlow,  a 
magistrate  of  said  county  of  Carlow,  being  duly  sworn :  Saith  that  on  Sa* 
turday  last,  the  i8th  of  June  1831,  deponent  came  to  the  town  of  New- 
town Barry  in  consequence  of  a  requisition  from  three  magistrates;  on  his 
arrival  there  went  to  the  house  of  Captain  Graham,  he  being  one  of  the  magis- 
trates who  signed  the  above  requisition;  deponent  was  accompanied  by  16  oien  of 
his  corps  and  three  police  of  tne  county  of  Carlow  j  deponent  left  the  yeomanir 
and  police  abovementioned  in  the  yard  of  Captain  Graham,  in  company  with 
other  yeomanry  corps  there  collected ;  Captain  Graham  asked  deponent  to  walk 
up  with  him  to  Captain  King ;  while  in  conversation  with  Captain  King,  some 
person  came  up,  saying  the  cattle  had  been  forced  away ;  upon  this.  Captain 
Graham  seemed  to  attach  blame  to  Captain  King  for  not  having  his  men  there  to 
protect  the  cattle,  and  said  that  he,  Captain  King,  should  follow  and  bring  them 
back  ;  Captain  King  said  he  would  do  so,  but  required  a  magistrate  to  accom* 
pany  him;  Captain  Graham  then  went  to  his  own  house,  got  his  horse,  and 
followed  Captain  King ;  immediately  after  which,  a  policeman  came  to  Captain 
Graham's  house,  saying  that  Captain  Graham  requested  some  magistrate  to 
follow  him  on  horseback ;  deponent  thereupon  mounted  his  horse  and  followed 
him,  rode  through  the  crowd  to  some  distance  beyond  the  pound ;  deponent  met 
Captain  Graham  with  some  of  the  police,  who  were  returning,  having  the  cattle 
in  their  possession,  three  in  number,  as  deponent  thinks ;  the  police  drove  the  cattle 
towards  the  pound ;  deponent  met  persons  who  said  it  would  be  impossible  to 
bring  the  cattle  into  the  toWn,  in  consequence  of  a  large  collection  of  persons  in 
the  town  collecting,  and  that  they  thought  the  police  would  not  be  able  to  protect 
them.  Captain  King  applied  to  Captain  Graham  requesting  a  reinforcement,  as 
he  considered  his  men  to  be  in  danger ;  Captain  Graham  and  deponent  remon- 
strated with  Captain  King,  saying,  that  their  last  resource  would  be  the 
bringing  out  of  the  yeomanry ;  on  a  stronger  and  more  important  demand  of 
Captain  King,  Captain  Graham  said  he  would  go  and  bring  out  the  Newtown 
Barry  corps;  then  Captain  Graham  went  on.  Captain  King  requested  deponent 
to  remain  with  him,  as  he  wished  to  have  a  magistrate  present ;  deponent  upon 
this  remarked,  that  he  could  be  of  very  little  use  to  him,  not  being  a  magistrate  of 
the  county  of  Wexford,'  and  this  deponent  said  on  the  supposition  that  deponent 
was  in  the  county  of  Wexford  ;  deponent  however,  remained,  began  to  talk  to 
the  people;  there  were  three  men  who  appeared  to  be  prominent  characters 
amongst  the  crowd  ;  deponent  asked  them  if  there  was  any  misconception  as  to 
the  amount  of  tithe  due ;  asked  them  to  explain  to  him,  deponent,  the  matter.  As 
well  as  deponent  could  understand  from  them,  they  conceived  that  they  had  been 
called  upon  to  pay  three  half  years  tithe  within  the  year.  Then  boys,  said  depo- 
nent, if  that  is  the  case,  would  it  not  be  a  better  plan  to  leave  (he  matter  to 
arbitration ;  they  said  they  were  perfectly  satisfied  to  do  so ;  whom  do  you 
appoint  on  your  part,  said  deponent ;  they  replied,  Mr.  S.  Radclifie  and 
Mr.  Robert  Carey;  then,  said  deponent,  I  will  make  that  proposition  to  Mr. 
M'Clintock  j  deponent  tfien  went  on  to  Newtown  Barry,  still  as  he,  this 
deponent,  met  the  people,  entreated  them  to  be  quiet  until  deponent's  return ; 
deponent  met  Captain  Graham  with  the  yeomanry,  told  Captain  Graham  what 
he,  deponent,  was  going  to  do }  Captain  Graham  said  he  thought  it  was  a 
good  plan ;  deponent  then  rode  along  the  line  of  yeomanry,  until  deponent  met 
his  own  men ;  turned  back  a  few  paces  with  them,  said  to  them,  Myshall  men, 
I  rely  on  your  being  steady,  bear  every  thing,  if  stones  are  thrown,  do  not  mind 
it,  but  on  no  account  draw  a  trigger.  The  Serjeant  of  police  who  came  with 
deponent  from  Myshall,  received  orders  from  deponent  to  take  charge  of  th^  men, 
and  keep  them  steady.  Deponent  then  rode  on,  asked  the  crowd  collected  about 
Ralph's  door  of  the  inn  wnere  Mr.  M^Clintock  was ;  they  told  deponent  they 
believed  at  Captain  Graham's ;  a  countryman  came  up  and  held  his,  deponents 
horse ;  deponent  went  into  Captain  Graham's,  and  found  Mr.  M^Clintock  in  the 
parlour ;  deponent  told  him  the  proposal  made  by  the  people ;  Mr.  M'Clintock 
said  he  had  before  that  proposed  leaving  it  to  the  decision  of  two  lawyers ; 
deponent  said,  were  I  in  your  situation  I  would  prefer  country  gentlemen. 
Mr.  M^Clintock  asked  deponent  if  he  deponent  had  mentioned  it  to  Captain 
Graham,  deponent  replied  he  had,  and  that  he  Captain  Graham  coincided  in  his 
opinion  also ;  well,  said  Mr.  M^Clintock  as  you  recommend  it,  I  am  satisfied ; 
will  you  go  and  tell  the  people  so,  said  Mr.  M*Clintock;   deponent  said  he 
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thought  it  would  have  a  better  effect  coming  from  himself;  come  up  with  me  now, 
saii  deponent,  I  think  you  are  perfectly  sftfe ;  deponent  Aen  asked  him  to  mount 
his  horse  for  expedition  sake ;  Mr.  M^Clintock  took  deponent^s  arm,  and  walked 
on  quickly  towards  the  pound  ;  deponent  and  Mr.  M'Clintock  had  ^ne  about  as 
•far  as  the  last  cabin,  in  the  direction  of  the  pound,  when  deponent  heard  a  shot ; 
TMr.  M^Clintock  exclaimed  on  hearing  the  shot,  "  oh  my  God  what  is  that  ;'* 
deponent  still  endeavoured  to  bring  on  Mr.  M^Clintock,  supposing  that  some 
man's. gun  might  have  gone  off  by  accident;  immediately  then  the  firing  became 
quick  and  general ;  Mr.  M^Clintock  in  apparently  great  confusion  and  alarm  ran 
from  deponent  into  one  of  the  cabins  on  the  road ;  deponent  remained  on  the  road ; 
some  people  ran  down  towards  deponent,  and  some  came  from  towards  Newtown 
Barry ;  one  man^  rather  tall,  appeared  greatly  excited,  ran  to  the  side  of  the  road, 
^k  up  stones,  and  said,  if  the  people  of  the  town  were  any  good,  they  would 
resent  the  firing ;  deponent  ran  up  to  the  individual,  caught  him  in  his  arms, 
1>egged  of  him  to  be  quiet,  and  not  run  on  men  with  arms  in  their  hands ; 
deponent  was  assisted  by  some  others  in  quieting  the  man ;  deponent  succeeded ; 
the  man  having  thrown  down  the  stones,  and  remaining  quiet.  Deponent  remained 
•still  on  the  road,  and  a  man  of  Newtown  Barry  (Jonn  Gregan)  came  up  to 
deponent,  begging  of  deponent  to  leave  the  place  he  was  in ;  sa3ang  it  was 
a  aangerous  place  ;  deponent  notwithstanding  still  remained  until  the  yeomanry 
and  police  came  down ;  deponent  said  to  some  person  it  was  an  unfortunate  affair, 
and  that  if  deponent  had  had  but  ip  minutes,  as  he  deponent  thought,  he  could 
•have  settled  it  all ;  deponent  then  went  on  with  the  yeomanry  and  police  to 
Captain  Graham's, 

Cross-examined: — Deponent  saith,  that  when  he,  deponent  went  first  amongst 
the  people  he  saw  nothing  in  their  demeanor  calculated  to  excite  fear.  The  most 
prominent  of  the  people  appeared  to  be  rational  men,  and  he  therefore  entered 
into  the  conversation  before  mentioned*  Arbitrators  were  proposed  on  the  part  of 
the  people,  viz.  two  Protestant  gentlemen.  Deponent  gave  no  orders  to  his  men 
save  as  aforesaid.  As  a  matter  of  additional  precaution  deponent  gave  his  men  in 
charge  to  the  serjeant  of  police  above  mentioned.  From  the  manner  in  which 
deponrats  proposal  of  arbitration  was  received  on  the  part  of  the  people,  deponent 
conceived  that  they  were  disposed  amicably  to  abide  by  it  Tne  impression  on 
deponent's  mind  was,  that  the  man  who  took  up  the  stones  did  not  dome  from  the 
crowd,  but  from  the  town,  and  highly  excited  as  this  man  was^,  upon  deponent's 
remonstrance  he  became  peaceable  and  quiet.  Deponent  would  consider,  in 
consequence  of  his  orders  to  his  men,  that  they  would  not  be  justified  in  firing 
unless  for  the  protection  of  their  lives.  If  any  man  acted  so,  unless  udder  a  case 
of  necessity,  deponent  would  consider  him  unfit  to  carry  arms.  In  the  course  of 
Saturday  the  1 8th,  ,1831,  as  above  mentioned,  deponent  saw  a  boy  carrying 
a  placard  with  the  inscription  ^*  Selling  for  Tithes."  Deponent  saith,  that 
Captain  Graham  seemed  most  reluctant  to  order  out  the  yeomanry,  or  th^t  they 
ana  the  country  people  should  come  into  contact. 

To  a  question  from  a  Juror  : — Q.  Would  deponent  consider  from  the  appear- 
ance of  the  people  that  Captain  King  was  justified  in  calling  for  a  stronger  force  ? 
'—'A.  Deponent,  from  the  representations  made  to  Captain  King,  thinks  Captain 
King  was  so  justified,  but  nothing  from  the  conduct  of  the  crowd  surroundmg 
deponent. 

By  a  question  from  the  Coroner  :~Q.  From  the  general  body  of  the  people 
did  you  tnink  them  excited  ? — A.  Deponent  saith  they  were ;  deponent  saith  that 
some  of  the  crowd,  while  deponent  was  endeavouring  to  arrange  for  the  above- 
mentioned  arbitration,  said,  **  Let  us  have  the  cant ;  bring  the  cattle  to  the  town." 
Then  deponent  said,  "Would  it  not  be  more  creditable  to  them  to  bring  them  them- 
selves than  allow  the  yeomen  to  do  so."  Their  answer  was,  "  Let  those  whose 
business  it  is  do  so." 

To  a  question  from  a  Juror  : — Q.  Did  your  expostulation  with  the  people  who 
heard  you  appear  to  allay  the  excitement  amongst  those  who  heard  it  ? — A.  It 
certainly  did.  Deponent  further  saith,  that  a  few  seconds  after  the  first  shot  was 
fired  he  heard  two  or  three  shots,  and  then  a  number  of  shots  in  quick  succession, 
which  was  followed  by  a  few  hanging  shots.

Francis  Gore. 
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The  Court  having  adjourned  this  day^  2 1st  June  1 831,  at  the  hour  of  six  o'clocl^ 
to  that  of  ten  on  the  foUowing  morning,  proceeded  on  this  morning,  the  2  2d  of 
June  1831,  at  the  appointed  hour  to  hear  the  several  depositions  as  they  foUow. 

Captain  John  Browne,  of  Ballinastraw,  county  of  Wexford,  being  duly  sworii ; 
Saith  he  went  to  the  pound  from  Major  Devereux's,  after  the  military  and  mob  ; 
inquired  for  Mr.  Tiemey  (for  the  Rev.  Mr.  Walsh  said  he  was  afraid  he  was  pot 
there) ;  he  saw  the  crowd  pressing  upon  the  police ;  tried  to  keep  them  back ; 
they  were  close  on  the  bayonets ;  hesurd  Captain  Graham  frequently  address  th^ 
mob  to  let  the  law  take  itd  course;  not  to  attempt  to  rescue^  Witness  said  the 
same  cattle  were  turned  out  of  the  pound ;  police  and  yeomen  turned  after  then) 
to  Newtown  Barry ;  when  police  turned  driving  the  cattle,  signal  appeared  ^  if 
by  a  shout,  every  man  round  him  as  appeared  to  him  to  throw  stones ;  did  not  se^ 
them  stoop ;  it  appeared  to  deponent  they  must  have  had  them  in  their  pockets ; 
heard  the  stones  strike  against  the  bayonets ;  after  the  yeomanry  and  police  were 
about  40  or  50  yards  towards  Newtown  Barry,  heard  the  first  two  or  three  shots, 
when  his  mare  commenced  plunging,  he  endeavoured  to  get  into  the  pound-house^ 
but  his  mare  ran  away  towards  Mr.  M'Clintock's ;  when  he  pulled  up  the  mare, 
at  the  rise  near  Mr.  M^Clintock's,  a  person  told  him  he  was  shot  j  found  it  so ;  was 
wounded  in  the  right  leg  below  the  knee  ;  thinks  it  was  first,  second  or  third  shot 
hit  him  ;  did  not  see  a  shot  fired,  as  his  back  was  turned ;  first  two  or  three  shots 
appeared  to  be  from  small  arms,  pistols  or  carabines,  not  like  musketry ;  immedi* 
ately  after  firing  ceased,  returned  to  Newtown  Barry  ;  firing  could  not  have  lasted 
more  than  from  five  to  eight  minutes ;  Captain  Graham  told  the  people  not  to 
deceive  themselves,  as  every  musket  was  loaded. 

Cross  examination  : — Deponent  cannot  say  the  cattle  were  rescued,  but  con- 
ceives the  throwing  of  stones  was  the  commencement  of  a  rescue ;  cannot  say  who 
turned  the  cattle  out  of  pound ;  but  saw  the  police  following  the  cattle  ;  cannot 
say  from  what  quarter  the  shots  were  fired  from  that  hit  him  ;  was  not  in  the  least 
agitation  ;  was  wounded  below  the  knee,  but  did  not  know  he  was  hit  until  some 
one  told  him ;  £elt  no  pain  nor  any  uneasiness  from  it ;  thinks  there  might  be 
about  200  yeomanry  and  police  present;  passed  by  the  ranks;  did  not  take 
particular  notice  of  the  troops. 

Question  by  a  Juror : — Might  be  from  500  to  800  people  about  the  pound,  ei(* 
elusive  of  the  military. 

John  Browne. 

Ninth  deponent:  Thofnas  Murray^  of  Kilnock,  of  the  county  of  Cariow, 
farmer,  who  being  duly  swoni :  Saith,  was  present  on  Saturday  last  as  a  private  of 
the  Myshall  yeomanry,  within  a  few  perches  of  the  pound  of  Newtown  Barry ;  got 
a  severe  wound  in  the  heel ;  was  in  tne  rear  rank  of  his  own  men ;  a  few  shots 
had  been  fired  before  deponent  received  the  wound ;  saw  no  shots  fired  except 
from  the  yeomanry ;  nor  did  he  hear  any  sucli ;  thinks  he  was  wounded  from 
behind  the  ditch  or  the  wood ;  on  being  wounded  deponent  looked  behind  him, 
and  saw  none  of  bis  own  men  that  could  do  it;  was  wounded  with  slugs ;  there 
were  heaps  of  stones  thrown  before  the  shots. 

By  a  Juror : — Was  in  the  rear  rank  when  wounded  ;  deponent  received  the 
wound  from  the  right-hand  side  of  the  road  as  deponent  goes  down  it  from  New* 
town  Barry. 

By  Mr.  Costelloe  : — Does  not  know  how  many  shots  he  heard  before  he  was 
hit ;  heard  one  shot  first,  and  a  good  many  after ;  it  was  after  that  he  was  hit 
himself;  about  16  or  17  of  the  Myshall  men  were  present  and  together;  did  not 
see  Mr.  Feltus  on  the  road  between  Newtown  Barry  and  the  pound  whilst  drawn 
up,  or  at  all  on  that  road ;  did  not  hear  Mr.  Feltus  address  the  Myshall  men,  de- 
siring them  to  bear  with  eveij  thing,  and  even  if  stones  were  thrown  not  to  puU 
a  trigger ;  did  not  hear  Mr.  Feltus  give  any  such  directions  during  that  day ;  saw 
two  or  three  yeomen  knocked  down  by  stones  thrown  by  the  people  before  firing 
commenced ;  the  firing  held  for  the  course  of  a  minute  or  a  little  better,  from  the 
first  shot  to  the  last  that  he  heard  that  day. 

By  a  Juror : — Did  not  know  that  he  was  under  the  command  of  Serjeant  Kilfoyle 
on  that  day ;  was  under  the  command  of  Captain  Graham  in  Captain  Feltus's 
absence;    thinks  that  Captain  Feltus  might  have  passed  him  by  without  his 
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notice ;  was  at  the  end  of  the  MyshaU  men,  next  to  the  other  yeomanry ;  great 
noise  and  shouting  on  the  road  as  the  yeomen  passed  down ;  from  the  noise  on 
the  road  could  not  say  whether  Captain  Feltus  addressed  them  or  not ;  verily 
believes  he  heard  all  the  firing  from  the  yeomanry,  but  cannot  say  from  the  oppo- 
site party ;  he  made  up  his  mind  as  to  the  time  the  firing  lasted  after  it  had 
ceased. 

By  Mr.  Costelloe : — Did  not  see  Captain  Feltus  in  front  of  the  Myshall  men  on 
horseback  on  the  road  between  Newtown  Barry  and  the  pound ;  the  noise  was 
very  great,  but  the  noise  would  not  prevent  him  seeing  Captain  Feltus  if  he  ad- 
dressed them  on  horseback,  and  in  front  of  them ;  deponent  was  in  the  rear  rank 
and  looking  to  the  front;  shoe  produced  is  the  one  that  was  on  him  when 
wounded ;  there  was  no  breach  in  die  shoe  when  he  put  it  on  him  in  the 
morning ;  saw  the  breach  at  present  in  the  shoe  immediately  on  looking  down 
when  wounded ;  his  trowsers  came  over  his  shoe,  the  breach  in  them  was  made 
when  he  was  wounded ;  what  wounded  deponent  did  not  pass  through  his  foot 

Thomas  Murray, 

George  Robert  Hyde^  of  Newtown  Barry,  county  Wexford,  surgeon,  being  duly 
sworn :  Saith,  he  inspected  the  body  of  William  Rogan  who  was  wounded  on 
Saturday,  and  died  on  Sunday  last ;  saith  he  inspected  the  body  of  said  Rogan  on 
Monday  last  in  presence  of  the  jury ;  he  came  by  his  death  in  consequence  of 
a  wound  in  the  head  inflicted  by  fire-arms ;  he  also  inspected  the  body  of  Thomas 
Waters,  who  died  in  consequence  of  a  gun-shot  wound  which  passed  through  the 
upper  part  of  his  chest 

By  Mr.  Costelloe : — The  shot  that  caused  the  death  of  Rosan  entered  at  the  ex- 
ternal angle  of  the  left  eve,  and  escaped  at  the  back  of  his  ear.  Waters  was 
a  yeoman's  son ;  was  killed  by  a  gun-shot  wound ;  it  entered  the  chest  at  the 
right  side,  and  passed  out  through  the  left  arm,  behind  the  bone,  and  a  little 
below  the  point  of  the  shoulder. 

Geo.  Robt.  Hyde. 

William  Bicfiords^  Esq.  of  Farmley,  captain  of  the  Solsboro'  and  Farmley 
Yeomanry  being  dulv  sworn :  Saith,  that  he  is  captain  of  the  above- 
named  corps ;  attended  at  Newtown  Barry  with  part  of  his  corps  on  last  Satur- 
day ;  so  attended  in  consequence  of  a  requisition  signed  by  three  magistrates, 
which  deponent  produces;  was  ordered  out  with  his  corps  by  Captain  Graham ; 
.marched  m  the  direction  of  the  pound  of  Newtown  Barry,  accompanied  by  other 
veomanry  and  police ;  saw  a  very  large  crowd  collected  at  and  about  the  pound ; 
his  corps  were  pretty  near  the  centre  of  the  line ;  the  crowd  appeared  yery 
riotous  and  insulting  in  their  manner ;  heard  Captain  Graham  express  himself  to 
the  crowd  in  language  the  most  forcible  to  induce  them  to  disperse  quietly; 
heard  him  declare  to  them,  upon  his  honour  as  an  officer  and  a  gentleman,  that 
every  firelock  they  saw  was  loaded  with  ball  cartridge;  Captain  Graham's 
remonstrance  had  no  efiect  After  he,  deponent,  had  been  drawn  up  for  some 
time,  the  crowd  appeared  very  violent  from  their  shouting  and  brandishing  sticks ; 
did  not  see  any  stones  thrown;  had  reason  to  think  stones  were  thrown,  in 
consequence  of  seeing  one  of  his  rear  rank  men  falling  forward ;  was  ordered  to 
form  his  men  into  sections  by  Captain  Graham,  the  consequence  of  this  manoeuvre 
was,  that  our  backs  became  to  the  pound,  and  front  towards  Newtown  Barry ;  was 
ordered  to  march  back  to  the  town  in  rear  of  the  police,  which  order  was  obeyed; 
the  order  was  given  by  Captain  Graham.  At  the  period  deponent  speaks  o^  he 
heard  a  violent  crash,  as  of  stones  striking  fire-arms,  in  the  rear  of  deponent ;  very 
shortly  after  the  crash,  deponent  heard  a  single  shot,  which  deponent  did  not 
consider  was  that  from  a  musket,  as  the  report,  deponent  conceived  to  be  too 
weak;  in  about  two  seconds  after  the  first  shot,  deponent  heard  two  or  three 
shots,  and  immediately  a  firing  commenced  in  deponent's  rear ;  after  the  firing 
commenced,  the  crowd  in  the  road  were  pressing  on  ;  and  deponent  saw  many  in 
the  fields  running  away ;  they  were  pressing  forward  to  where  deponent  and  his 
men  stood,  as  there  was  a  halt  in  consequence  of  the  firing  commencing  ;  depo- 
nent after  this  observed  very  little  of  what  was  passing,  as  his,  deponent's,  entire 
attention  and  exertions  were  occupied  in  preventing  his,  deponent's,  men  from 
firing. 
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By  Mr.  Costelloe: — Saw  no  attempt  made  to  rescue  the  cattle  at  any  time; 
knows  Mr.  Feltus  ;  saw  him  in  Newtown  fiarry  that  day,  but  did  not  see  him  on 
the  road  at  the  period  deponent  now  speaks  of;  the  two  or  three  shots  that 
followed  the  first  appeared  to  deponent  to  be  musket  shots ;  deponent  gave  no 
directions  to  his  men  to  fire,  but  on  the  contrary  did  every  thing  in  the  power  of 
man  to  prevent  them,  in  which  deponent  succeeded;  after  he  succeeded  there 
might  have  been  three  or  four  shots ;  after  the  second  and  third  shots  were  fired, 
in  two  or  three  seconds  the  firing  became  more  general ;  to  the  best  of  deponent's 
belief  the  firing  did  not  continue  more  than  two  minutes ;  he  means  from  the 
first  shot  to  the  last ;  deponent  heard  no  orders  given  to  fire  by  any  one ;  heard 
his  own  lieutenant  give  orders  not  to  fire ;  deponent  saw  Lieutenant  Nunne,  of 
the  Enniscorthy  yeomanry  also  exerting  himself  to  prevent  his  men  from  firing ; 
deponent  saw  no  one  killed,  but  he  saw  one  man  dead  on  the  side  of  the  road, 
and  another  that  deponent  conceived  to  be  dead ;  the  former  was  a  countryman, 
and  the  latter  he  heard  and  believes  to  be  Rogan,  the  yeoman.    Deponent  thinks 
the  greater  number  of  shots  were  fired  by  the  yeomen  ;  but  believes  that  shots 
were  fired  by  others  too ;  he  is  confident  that  no  orders  to  fire  were  given  by  the 
officers  to  the  yeomen. 

fFm.  Richards. 

IVUUam  fFhite,  Esq.  of  Newtown  Barry,  bein^  duly  sworn :  Saith,  was  present 
at  the  unfortunate  aroir  that  occurred  on  Saturday  last ;  went  down  towards  the 
pound  with  the  yeomanry ;  was  in  the  rear  of  the  Newtown  Barry  corps,  nearest 
corps  to  the  town ;  saw  a  very  large  crowd  assembled.  At  that  time  did  not  see 
any  fire-^urms,  but  saw  sticks  in  the  hands  of  the  people ;  the  people  closed  in 
about  the  corps ;  deponent  was  within  a  compact  body ;  remained  on  the  road, 
with  the  corps,  from  half  an  hour  to  three-quarters.  From  the  time  deponent  left 
the  town,  before  deponent  had  arrived  at  the  dispensary,  two  stones  were  thrown 
firom  amonff  the  crowd ;  one  glanced  from  the  top  of  one  of  the  yeomen's  caps, 
the  other  fdl  without  hitting  any  person ;  there  was  no  further  violence  used  at 
that  time.  Violence  began  to  manifest  itself  on  the  part  of  the  people,  in  about 
30  minutes  after  the  first  two  stones  were  throvm.  Stone  throwing  commencing 
a  secoi^d  time ;  the  cattle  were  driven  out  of  the  pound,  and  an  order  was  given 
for  the  yeomanry  to  countermarch,  by  which  movement  the  Newtown  Barry  corps 
from  having  been  the  nearest  to  the  town,  became  the  nearest  to  the  pound ;  this 
order  was  given  by  Captain  Graham  ;  deponent  was  walking  beside  the  Newtown 
Barry  corps,  when  he  heard  a  noise  resembling  the  rattling  of  arms ;  it  struck  de- 
ponent that  die  men  were  unfixing  bayonets ;  on  looking  towards  the  men,  deponent 
perceived  a  shower  of  stones,  thrown  from  among  the  people,  that  deponent 
discovered  was  the  cause  of  the  sound  deponent  had  previously  heard ; 
deponent  saw  one  of  the  stones  strike  a  yeoman  on  die  back  of  the  head)  and 
another  stone  struck  another  of  the  men  in  the  small  of  the  back.  The  stones 
still  continued  throwing,  and  looking  towards  the  river  side  of  the  road,  saw  the 
ditches  lined  with  men  completely,  most  of  whom  were  throwing  stones ;  saw  one 
man  with  a  large  drab-coloured  coat  buttoned  up,  this  same  man  deponent  saw 
unbutton  his  coat,  take  out  a  short  gun,  kneel  down,  rest  his  gun  on  the  ditch,  and 
fire  towards  the  yeomanry ;  that  was  the  first  shot  deponent  heard  that  day ;  heard, 
after  the  interval  of  three  or  four  seconds,  three  other  shots  fired  in  quick  success 
sion,  and  immediately  heard  an  exclamation  from  some  of  the  yeomen  ^^  there  is 
one  of  our  men  down;"  there  was  further  firing,  but  before  that  took  place  the 
crowd  pressed  so  closely  on  the  yeomanry,  and  showed  such  determined  violence 
by  throwing  of  stones,  and  their  flourishing  sticks,  that  it  was  evident  their 
intention  was  to  force  themselves  in  amongst  the  yeomanry ;  the  yeomanry  bore 
every  thing  with  the  greatest  patience,  until  this  took  place ;  some  of  the  yeomanry 
turned  round  facing  the  crowd,  and  fired  amongst  them ;  the  entire  firing  con* 
tinned  about  a  minute  and  a  half.  Before  the  firine  commenced  Captain  Graham 
addressed  himself  to  the  crowd,  endeavouring  to  dissuade  the  people  from  any 
act  of  violence,  used  as  much  exertion  as  any  man  could  do  to  accpmpUsb  that 
object ;  Captain  Graham  told  the  crowd  that  every  musket  they  saw  was  loaded 
with  ball  cartridge. 

By. Mr.  Costelloe :— Deponent  is  tutor  to  Captain  Grahams  children  about  18 
IQonths,  his  age  is  between  two  and  three  and  twenty.     Deponent  was  dose  to 
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the  yeoven  whftn  tkey  fifed ;  does  not  thmk  Aat  a  qaarter  o£  a  minatfi  elapsed 
iiroiB  the  fouith  shot  until  the  yeomen  turned  round  and  fired.  Deponent  slates, 
that  between  poHce  and  yeoman  there  w&cq  200  present,  aH  «med  :  deponenl  was^ 
armed  with  a  pistol  though  neither  a  yeoman  or  policeman ;  joined  the  yeemanijr 
merely  as  a  ^ohmteer^  to  assist  tbem  if  necessi^  required  it ;  saw  another  person 
of  a  respectable  station  in  life  present,  beeides  those  whose  basioess  bfougbl  them 
there ;  does  not  know  whether  that  p^nen  was  anned  ot  not.  Deponent  beUevea. 
the  yeonen  fived  at  the  peof^  tlmt  were  next  them ;  did  not  see  any  of  them  Mk 
or  wounded.  Deponent  is  resident  in  Newtown  Bairy  abont  six  or  sercn  months^ 
except  about  six  or  seven  years  age,  when  he  deponent  passed  through  Newtown 
Barty  as  a  trayeller,  and  renutined  in  it  about  two  hours ;  be  was  a  total  strangnr 
to  it 

fVmimmfmte. 

The  Court  having  adjourned  this  aad  day  of  June  1831,  at  the  hour  of  sin 
o'clock,  to  that  of  ten  on  the  feUowkig  morning,  proceeded  on  this  morning,  the 
23d  June  1831,  at  the  appointed  hour,  to  hear  the  several  depositions  as  theyer 
follow. 

John  Ralph  of  Newtown  Barry,  being  duly  sworn :  Saith,  deponent  remembers 
last  Saturdajr ;  had  previously  to  last  Saturday  made  a  distress,  of  catde  tov  tiAe 
due  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  M'Clintock ;  is  Mr.  M^Clintock's  agents  and  receiver  of 
his  ti^es.  The  distress  was  made  in  the  parish  of  Newtown  Barry,  sometimea' 
called  St  Mary 'a.  It  was  made  for  tithe  under  the  composition;  saw  the  oatde 
on  Saturday  that  was  distrained,  first  saw  them  at  the  pound  before  id  o'clock;- 
viz.,.  three  heifers ;  had  Edward  Swaineand  James  Gregan  assistants  as  diivers;- 
after  he  saw  them  at  the  pound  they  were  drove  to  the  street  of  Newtovm  Banry^ 
by  Gregan,  Swaine  and  deponent,  for  the  purpose  of  being  sold ;  had  them  ad* 
vortised  to  be  sold  on  Saturday,  between  the  hours  of  twelve  and  one  o'clock, 
in.  the  market-place  at  Newtovm  Barry;  drove  them  to  the  markelyplace ; 
deponent  went  into  Captain  Gndmm*s  to  see  Mr.  M'Clintock>  and  fram  the 
window  of  Cwtain  Graham's  house  saw  them  drtven>  froBi  where  deponent  had: 
left  them  to  the  centre  of  the  marhet-plaoef  Saturday  was  a  market«day,.  thcre^ 
was  a  fair  in  the  town  on  the  day  before.  There  were  a  great  many  penons  in  town 
on  Saturday,  the  i^th  1831 ;  lives  inthetown;  observed  a  particular  appearance 
on  that  day ;  he  saw  large  ^tHipe  of  people  in  different  parts  of  tne  stneet; 
observed  ihzi  they  did  not  appear  to  be  transacting  any  business,  as  ia  customary 
on  market-days,  but  appeared  to  be  waiting  for  die  sale  of  tfae  cattle;  The' 
advertisements  that  he  had  put  up  for  the  mle  of  the  cattle  were  written ;  sew  a^ 
printed^  advertisement  from  Captain  Graham's  window  carried  on  a  board,^  as  he 
believes ;  as  near  as  he  recollects  tiie  words  were  ^'  This  sale  is  for  tithe,"  or 
words  to  that  effect ;  it  was  carried  by  a  man  or  a  boy  in  the  street  in  an  elevated 
position ;  saw  another  placard  the  day  before ;  thought  that  f^acard  which  he 
saw  on  Friday  bad  a  tendency  to  collect  people  to  uie  sale  oa  Saturday ;  the 
vrords,  as  he  recollects,  were  calling  on  the  people  to  attend  a  sale  of  theit^ 
neighbour's  cattle;  saw  cattle  mov^  up  on  Saturday  immediately'  after  the 
piaoard  was  exhibited,  the  cattle  were  moved  by  thp  crowd  on  the  placard  being 
^diibited ;  heard  a  noise  which  dq>onent  did  not  bear  before,  and  some  shouts ; 
immediately  on  the  shouts  cattle  were  moved,  driven  up  to  the  centre  of  the 
street ;  he  went  out  immediately  on  seeiog  the  eatde  moved,  and  could  not  find  ^ 
the  bailiffs  he  had  left  in  charge  of  them;  on  going  out  the  crowd  was  not' 
lessened^  saw  in  the  hands  of  the  crowd  nothing  more  than  usual,  as  sticks ;  did 
not  sell  the  catde ;  when  he  went  up  to  the  crowd  reasoned  with  them  a  good 
dead,  and  hoped  they  would  not  give  any  opposition  to  the  sale ;  that  if  te  or 
Mr.  M^CIintock  did  anything  ill^al  th^  might  proceed  hv  civil  action ;  when' 
deponent  made  that  remonstrance  many  of  the  people  said  they  would  not  give 
any  opposition  to  the  sale ;  1^  die  crowd  immediacy  to  look  for  the  bailiff  to 
sdl  the  oattle ;  did  not  find  the  bailiff;  after  that  saw  the  crowd  move  off  towards* 
the  £aniseorthy  road ;  believed  the  cattle  were  then  in  the  crowd,  surrounded  in 
such  a  manner  as  that  he  could  not  see  them.  As  agent  to  Mr.  M^Clintock 
deponent' before  Saturday  made  application  to  the  magistrates  for  assistance  on 
Saturday  to  prevent  a  rescue  ;  he  aji^lied  to  Captain  Graham,  Major  Irvine,  and^ 
Mr#  John  Derenzy,  three  magistrates ;  they  were  the  three  magistrates  to  whom 
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he  applied.      Oa  Saturday,  after  he   8aw  tiie    tfo'wi  an  the  road  towards 
finaiscorthy,  met  Captain  Graham  and  Captain  King  of  the  police ;  said  to  thesi 
the  cattle  were  g^one ;   Captain  Graham  said  to  Captain  Kips^  '^  You  had  better  go 
and  bring  them  back  ;*'  deponent  made  the  obserration  for  the  purpose  of  letting 
the  cattle  back  to  sell  them ;  saw  the  cattle  next  oa  the  road  opposite  to  his  own 
land  at  Ryland  ;  Captain  Graham  had  them  stopped  there ;  that  is  the  £BQiscorthy 
road  on  which  he  saw  them  going  down  fifst ;  the  owner  of  the  eatde  that  wem  dis- 
trained lives  at  ToB:ibrick.     The  road  on  which  deponent  got  tibe  cattle,  and 
where  deponent  saw  Captain  Graham  with  them,  leads  to  Tombrick  from  the 
market-place ;  the  cattle  were  bnaugbt  back  to  the  pound ;  the  pound  lies  between 
Newtown  Barry  and  the  place  where  Captain  Graham  stopped  the  cattle.     Mone 
than  10  minutes  after  the  cattle  were  put  into  the  pound,  he,  deponent,  saw  one  of 
the  bailiffs  standing  near  the  pound  on  his  way  after  the  cattle,  and  before  Cap- 
tain Graham  stopped  there  he  met  a  crowd  coming  to  the  town.     The  cattie 
remained  for  some  time  in  the  pound;  Captain  Graham  brought  the  cattle  back 
to  the  pound  without  difficulty  or  opposition ;  called  on  Gregan,  the  baiM",  to 
assist  him,  and  he  went  into  the  pound  with  deponent  where  the  cattle  were. 
Some  of  Uie  crowd  asked  if  the  cattle  were  to  be  sold  at  the  pound ;  depooent 
said  no ;  desired  them  to  return  quietly  to  Newtown  Barry,  and  the  cattle  would 
be  sold  there.     The  crowd  did  not  return  at  this  time.     Captain  Graham  had 
returned  to  d»e  town  for  the  yeomanry.    There  was  an  immense  crowd  about  the 
pound,  very  noisy.    Seeing  an  immense  crowd  returning  from  the  town,  deponent 
and  odiers  suggested  to  Captain  Graham  that  it  would  be  well  to  bring  out  the 
yeomanry,  as  an  (^ifpearanee  of  a  force  might  prevent  any  ill  consequences,  or 
attempt  to  rescue  the  cattk.     Captain  King,  of  the  police,  was  standing  on  the 
road  with  his  police  in  hearing  at  the  time,  and  also  Captain  Feltus,  and  bodi 
agreed  in  saying  it  would  be  advisable  to  bring  out  the  yeomanry.     Immediately 
after  this  suggestion  Captain  Graham  went  into  the  town  for  the  yeomanry ;  dur- 
ing Captain  Graham's  absence  die  crowd  madea  great  deal  of  noise ;  recollect 
the  crowd  calling  on  deponent  to  sell  the  cattle,  and  why  not  sell  diem ;  there  were 
many  threatming  expressions  made  use  of ;  heard  some  of  them  say,  ^^  Break 
the  pound,  and  bring  out  the  cattle  f'  it  was  said  loudly.     There  was  between  30 
and  40  of  the  poHoe ;  heard  the  police  desire  the  crowd  to  be  quiet,  and  not 
annoy  them — we  are  only  dcMng  our  duty*     Heard  some  of  the  crowd  say,  •*  They 
are  only  doing  their  duty,  and  don't  annoy  them."    Saw  Captain  King  there ; 
beard  him  say  to  his  men  be  steady.    On  his  leaving  the  town  after  tfa^  cattle, 
Captain  King,  on  meeting  the  crowd,  ordered  his  men  to  load  with  ball  cartridge. 
At  that  time  Captain  Graham  told  Captain  King  to  take  his  men  into  the  field, 
;iNiiieh  he  did ;  remained  there  until  the  people  passed,  and  then  went  onto  hiing 
back  the  cattle.     From  the  time  deponent  heard  Captain  King  desire  his  men  to  be 
steady  until  Captain  Graham's  return  with  the  yeomanry  the  crowd  continued  to  in- 
crease. Saw  Captain  Graham  return  ftt)m  the  town ;  he  had  the  yeomanry  with  him* 
Captain  Graham  returned  from  the  town  with  the  yeomanry ;  on  his  return  he  faced 
the  yeomanry  to  die  river ;  at  this  time  the  crowd  became  very  noisy ;  he  means 
very  insolent;  heard  Captain  Graham  say  to  the  crowd    "Be  quiet;   I  have 
nothing  to  say  to  the  sale  of  the  cattle.    I  cMse  here  to  protect  the  laws  of  tlie 
jcountry,  and  I  hope  you  will  be  quiet     Every  musket  here  is  loaded  with  ball 
cartridge."    It  was  then  said  from  the  crowd,  by  more  voices  than  one,  **  We 
don't  care  for  your  dd  rusty  mudcets."  He  then  said  he  should  read  the  Riot  Act 
They  said  they  would  put  his  Riot  Act  in  a  certain  place.  The  words  w^  in  *-^~i 
They  became  so  noisy  that  depon^it  could  not  hear  further  what  Captain  Graham 
was  saying*  Deponent  went  then  into  the  pound  to  turn  out  the  cattle  to  bring  ^lem 
to  the  town  to  sell;  during  the  time  he  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  Captein 
Graham's  demeanor ;  it  was  very  cool  and  calm  as  depcment  considered,  so  much  so 
that  deponent  was  surprised  at  it ;  he  was  surprised  at  it  because  so  much  had  been 
said  to  him,  Captain  Graham,  in  the  way  of  insult  by  the  crowd.     Deponent  and 
Oregan  drove  the  cattle  out  of  the  pound  :  when  deponent  drove  out  the  cattle  there 
were^ome  of  the  police  with  their  bayonets  directed  against  the  crowd.  The  police 
said  to  the  crowd,  "  Throw  down  your  stones;**  did  not  see  any  of  that  crowd 
with  stones.     The  crowd  said,  the  road  was  theirs,  as  well  as  that  of  the  police; 
that  they  paid  for  it.     He  heard  the  word,  he  believes,  from  Captafin  King,  to 
proceed  to  the  town.     The  cattle  at  this  time  were  out  of  the  pound ;  some 
pdic^,  as  witoess  has  described,  preceded  the  dottle ;  others  of  the  police  followed 
342.     -  B  2  them ; 
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them  ;  deponent  was  with  the  cattle  with  Gregan  on  coming  out  of  die  pound  ; 
:8aw  stones  with  some  of  the  crowd ;  at  this  time  the  yeomanry  were  drawn  up 
facing  the  river  in  a  line  extending  towards  the  town.     Captain  Graham  was  on 
the  right  of  the  yeomen;  saw  nothing  after  happen  until  deponent  drove  the 
cattle  in  front  of  the  line  of  yeomanry  towards  Newtown  Barry,  and  passed  them. 
When  he,  deponent,  had  passed  this  line  of  yeomanry,  coming  to  the  town,  his 
attention  was  drawn  in  his  rear  by  a  shot ;  this  was  soon  after  passing  the  line  of 
yeomanry ;  about  a  minute  after  passing  the  line ;  the  shot  was  in  deponent  s 
rear ;  then  heard  another  shot,  and  another,  and  immediately  heaitl  a  running 
fire ;  the  whole  firing  did  not  continue  more  than  two  minutes,  as  deponent  thinks; 
saw  Captain  King  ^om  the  time  deponent  left  the  pound  until  after  the  first  shot 
was  fired  ;  distinctly  says  Captain  King  himself  did  not  fire  that  shot ;  Captain 
King  did  not  fire  any  of  the  three  first  shots ;  did  not  see  Captain  King  fire  Itny 
shot  that  day ;  Captain  King  was  in  sight  of  witness  from  the  time  he  left  the 
pound  until  after  the  three  first  shots.     Did  not  see  Captain  Graham  during  the 
running  fire ;  immediately  after,  saw  him.  Captain  Graham,  ride  by  deponent  and 
heard  him  say,  "  O,  fie,  fie ;  shame ;  cease  firing. '^     Did  not  hear  any  person  give 
the  word  of  command  to  fire ;  cannot  tell  what  occasioned  the  first  shot  to  be  fired, 
because  it  was  in  deponent's  rear,  and  by  the  report  appeared  a  good  distance 
from  deponent ;  did  hot  see  what  was  going  on  in  the  rear ;  did  not  hear  any 
extraordinary  noise  in  the  rear  of  him  ;  deponent  never  saw  the  cattle  since  the 
first  or  second  shot  was  fired ;  did  not  bring  them  into  the  town. 

By  Mr.  Costelloe : — When  the  cattle  were  first  seized  at  Pat  Doyle's,  the  owner 
did  not  meet  with  any  resistance ;  there  was  a  misunderstanding  between  the 
Rev.  Mr.  M'Clintock  and  Pat.  Doyle,  the  owner,  about  the  tithes,  Doyle  alleging 
they  were  not  due ;  whilst  deponent  was  in  Captain  Graham's  house,   he  de- 

f>onent  for  a  time  lost  sight  of  the  cattle  ;  also  lost  sight  of  the  persons  whom  he 
eft  in  care  of  them  ;  the  cattle  were  in  Uie  street  when  deponent  came  out ;  did 
not  see  the  cattle  leave  the  street  at  all ;  saw  no  persons  turn  the  cattle  off  the 
street;  when  deponent  came  out  the  persons  in  charge  of  the  cattle  were  not  with 
them  as  he  deponent  could  see ;  after  this  the  catue  got  down  the  Enniscorthy 
road  towards  the  pound  and  beyond  it ;  cannot  say  who  drove  them  there ;  after 
that  the  cattle  were  brought  back  to  the  pound  without  resistance ;  after  die  run^ 
ning  fire  heard  some  dropping  shots;  cannot  say  how  many,  being  conftised  at 
seeing  such  an  occurrence. 

By  the  Court: — Captain  Graham  seemed  to  regret  what  had  taken  place. 

John  Ralph. 

George  St.  George  Irvine^' of  Newtown  Barry.  Esq.  being  duly  sworn  :  Saith,  he 
is  a  magistrate  of  this  county  ;  recollects  Saturday  the  i8th  instant;  had  a  meet- 
ing oni  Friday  the  1 7th  in  this  town ;  Mr.  John  Derenzy  and  Captain  Graham 
as  magistrates  attended  that  meeting  with  deponent ;  the  object  of  the  meeting 
was  in  consequence  of  a  placard  said  to  be  taken  down  from  a  tree,  the  uauu 
place  of  posting  advertisements  in  the  town ;  one  of  the  police  took  down  the 
placard  brought  to  Captain  Graham's,  where  deponent  saw  it  placed  before  the 
magistrates  at  the  meeting  above-mentioned.  The  purport  of  the  placard  was  to 
call  the  people  together  to  attend  an  auction  of  cattle  to  be  sold  for  tithe,  that  was 
to  take  place  next  day.  Deponent  and'^his  brother  magistrates  thought  it  neees* 
sary  to  take  measures  for  the  prevention  of  a  breach  of  the  peace  on  the  following 
day  at  the  sale  in  consequence  of  said  placard.  In  consequence  of  the  placard 
deponent  and  his  fellow  magistrates  thought  strangers  woula  be  brought  into  the 
town,  and  that  a  breach  of  the  peace  would  ensue.  To  corroborate  that  sup- 
position,  one  of  the  passengers  on  the  coach  coming  from  Dublin  on  Friday,  in- 
formed deponent  that  he  saw  a  similar  placard  at  Baltinglass  to  that  one  which 
was  exhibiting  then  in  the  town  near  the  coach  office ;  witness  saw  the  placard 
on  the  board  referred  to,  and  considered  it  to  be  in  every  respect  a  printed  copy 
of  the  one  laid  before  the  magistrates  as  above-mentioned.  In  consequence  of 
these  circumstances  the  three  magistrates  above-mentioned  signed  a  requisition  to 
the  commanding  officers  of  several  of  the  yeomanry  corps  in  the  nei^bc^rhood 
of  this  town,  reauesting  their  assistance  forthwith  in  Newtown  Barry  with  their 
corps  on  the  following  day  to  preserve  the  peace ;  that  requisition  was  complied 
with  by  some  corps  coming  into  Newtown  Barry  on  the  following  morning ;  they 
were  the  only  force  deponent  and  his  fellow  magistrates  had  to  apply  to  with  the 
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exception  of  the  police  and  a  company  of  regular  troops  in  Wexford,  to  whom  also 
a  similar  requisition  was  sent ;  there  were  no  yeomanry  corps  in  the  town  on 
Saturday,  elcept  those  to  whom  the  above  requisition  had  been  sent 

By  Mr.  Costelioe : — On  recollection  deponent  corrects  himself,  and  says  that  it 
was  on  Saturday  after  the  fatal  event  occurred  that  the  regular  troops  were  sent 
for  to  WeJcford,  and  Aat  they  arrived  on  Sunday  about  twelve  or  one  o^dock  as 
deponent  believes ;  he  and  his  fellow  magistrates  sent  the  requisition  to  the  several 
corps,  but  on  reflection  corrects  himself  by  saying  it  was  much  later  in  the  day^ 
and  after  the  coach  from  Dublin  had  come  in ;  they  sent  requisitions  to  four 
corps  of  yeomanry,  three  of  whom  attended.  Captain  James  excused  himself  for 
not  atfendins  the  requisition  in  consequence  of  his  permanent  Serjeant  and  bugle 
being  at  drin  in  Wexford.   Captain  James's  corps  is  nearest  to  Newtown  Barry. 

By  a  Juror : — ^There  were  five  ms^istrates  in  the  town  on  Saturday  previous  to 
the  fatal  occurrence,  viz.  Mr.  John  Derenzy,  Mr.  Thomas  Derenzy,  Captain 
Graham,  Mr.  Feltus  and  deponent;  when  the  yeomanry  left  town  under  the 
command  of  Captain  Graham,  depohent  was  standing  in  the  street  of  Newtown 
Barry,  was  aware  for  what  purpose  the  yeomanry  were  marching  out  of  the  town, 
viz.  to  assist  the  police  to  bring  the  cattle  back  to  Newtown  Barry,  and  to  prevent 
a  rescue;  when  the  firing  commenced  deponent  was  sitting  at  the  petty  sessions  court 
with  Mf .  Thomas  Derena^  his  brother  magistrate ;  was  in  the  act  of  inquiring  for 
the  pett^  sessions  clerk  when  the  firing  commenced  ;  did  not  hear  a  shot  himself; 
heard  of  the  firing  from  persons  rushing  to  the  door  of  the  petty  sesisions ;  depo- 
nent was  sitting  at  the  upper  end  of  the  room  ;  rushed  to  tne  door,  but  did  not 
hear  a  shot ;  deponent  says  if  there  was  any  necessity  to  preserve  the  peace,  it 
would  be  more  important  to  be  with  the  troops  than  to  attend  the  petty  sessions ; 
had  not  a  sufficient  time  to  have  collected  a  stronger  force  of  police  or  soldiers  of 
the  line  previously  to  the  18th  instant ;  the  first  cause  of  alarm  was  on  Friday, 
17th  instant,  in  consequence  of  seeing  the  placard ;  ^ve  no  orders  to  any  person 
to  drive  the  cattle  out  of  the  market-place,  nor  did  he,  deponent,  know  of  their 
arrival  there.

The  Court  having  adjourned  this  day,  24th  June  1831,  at  the  hour  of  five 
o*clock  to  that  of  ten  the  following  day. 

Moses  Doyle,  of  Ballyphilip,  in  the  county  of  Wexford,  farmer,  being  duly 
sworn :  Saith  he  lives  in  the  parish  of  St.  Mary's ;  Mr.  M^Clintock  is  the  rector  of 
that  parish ;  knows  of  the  cattle,  the  property  of  Pat.  Doyle  of  the  said  parish  to 
have  been  seized  for  tithes  due  to  Mr.  M^Clintock;  knows  the  number  of  cattle 
seized  to  have  been  three,  two  of  which  belonged  to  Pat  Doyle,  and  the  third  to 
Pat.  Nolan ;  does  not  know  of  his  own  knowledge  the  exact  amount  of  tithes 
claimed  by  Mr.  M'Clintock;  there  was  a  controversy  between  Mr.  M*Clintock 
and  the  owners  of  the  cattle,  as  to  whether  the  tithe  was  due  or  not ;  the  owners 
conceived  a?  the  deponent  heard  from  them,  that  the  charge  was  illegal ;  was  in 
Newtown  Barry  on  Saturday  last ;  saw  the  cattle  in  the  street  of  Newtown  Barry 
opposite  Captain  Graham's  house;  saw  the  same  cattle  afterwards  at  the  pound  of 
Newtown  Barry;  diid  not  see  any  person  either  in  the  town  of  Newtown  Barry  or 
at  the  pound,  rescue  or  attempt  to  rescue  the  said  cattle ;  saw  police  next  the 
pound  and  the  yeomanry  two  deep  from  the  police  as  far  as  they  extended  along 
the  road  ;  first  part  cattle  came  to  be  auctioned  by  the  agent  to  Mr,  M'Clintock, 
and  the  bailiff's  next ;  that  deponent  demanded  of  the  agent  to  auction  the  cattle ; 
deponent  asked  him  who  was  his  auctioner ;  said  Edward  Swaine ;  deponent 
requested  of  him  to  bring  Swaine  forward  to  auction  the  cattle;  the  agent  dis- 
appeared from  deponent ;  deponent  that  time  requested  from  the  people  round  the 
cattle  to  know  if  the  bailiffs  were  there  to  take  the  cattle  in  possession.  The 
bailiffs  did  not  appear,  deponent  desired  the  people  about  the  cattle  to  let  them 
go  off;  they  did  so ;  the  cattle  went  down  the  street  of  their  own  accord  without 
any  person  bein^  after  them  ;  after  a  long  time,  not  less  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour, 
the  police  and  all  the  yeomanry  went  down  to  the  pound ;  deponent  went  down ; 
there  was  a  great  row  at  that  time  with  the  police  and  Captain  Graham ;  deponent 
spoke  to  Mr.  Ralph,  the  agent,  sa3nng  that  he,  Mr.  Ralph,  was  at  deponent's  house 
with  a  lettef  of  distress,  saying  that  he  would  not  call  upon  the  tithes  of  deponent's 
parish,  if  the  parish  of  Clonegall  would  pay  him  (Mr.  M'Clintock) ;  at  this  time

high  IsLB^age.     Mr^.  SLalph  wa3  told  by  deponent  that  it  was  fitter  to  demand  wd 
get  the  tithe  ^vrher^  it  was  due  than  to  demand  it  from  us  where  it  was  not. 
Mr.  |[lalph  acl^nowledged  that  the  payment  demanded  from  us  was  beforehand. 
Jhat  co^Vjersaiipn  passed  between  Mr.  E;alph,  Mr.  Feltos  and  deponent,  at  the 
j^cH|U)d;  Mf.  Veitm  said   that  he  thought  it  was  very  unjust;  then  deponent 
mej^tione^  to  Mr.  FeUus  for  quietness,  as  depopent  saw  such  a  party  of  army 
d^e;   prpppsed   an  arbitr^ion  for  to  call  on  four  gentlemen  as  arbitrators; 
4^|K]^9t  pominate^  W.  S.  Radcliffe  and  Mr.  Robert  C^ey  as  arbitrators  for  the 
^i^sh.     Mr.  Feltus  rode  9p  to  search  for  Mr.  M^Clintock ;  deponent  came  up 
with  Mr.  Feltus  to  the  town  side  of  the  infantry.     Mr.  Feltus  desired  deponent 
to  stop  fhere  until  he  wpifld  return  wijth  Mr,  M^Clintock ;  deponent  return^  back 
fropi  Mr.  Feltus ;  walked  down  opppsite  the  infan^ ;  at  the  moment  deponent 
h^d  returned  19  or  15  yards  down  along  the  yeomanry,  4^ponent  heard  six  or 
s^Fe^  shots  fired  from  the  yeomanry,  deponent  run  the  same  time,  and  in  his 
j^oniag  about  15  or  20  yards,  a  man  of  the  name  of  James  Doyle  was  shot; 
d^eponea^  was  within  a  single  yard  of  him,  and  at  that  time  deponent  received 
A.  ^hot  through  deponent's  great  poBi  across  the  spiall  of  his  back ;  after  the  six  or 
fifsven  shots,  he  heard,  as  deponent  thinks,  a  discharge  from  all  the  yeomanry; 
jDoyle  fell  when  he  was  shot ;  Doyle  is  now  dead ;  died  that  evening;  did  not  see 
B^y  stores  Ihrpwn ;  does  not  know,  but  stones  might  have  been  thrown  unknown 
to  deponent ;  when  deponent  we^  down  he  saw  after  the  firing  had  ceased  and 
^e  yeomanry  and  police  gone,  three  or  four  dead  entirely,  a  great  number 
fBortaUy  wounded,  a  good  many  of  whom  since  died ;  saw  a  great  many  in  the 
^d$  wounded  at  both  sides  of  the  road ;  deponent  saw  a  cou{de  wounded  at  the 
edge  of  theSlaney;  saw  one  wounded  person  lying  in  the  Slaney;  did  not  see 
^ny  person  crossing  the  Slaney  at  that  time ;  amongst  the  killed  and  wounded 
depoiient  saw  two  women  wounded,  one  of  whom  is  since  dead ;  knows  the 
wottian  who  was  killed ;  was  a  married  woman,  mother  of  six  or  seven  children ; 
she  appeared  to  be  with  child ;  the  woman  appeared  to  be  in  perfect  health 

Erevious  to  her  death.  Saw  her  the  same  day  on  which  she  was  killed,  in  perfect 
ealth ;  does  not  know  what  part  of  the  body  was  wounded,  but  saw  blood  from 
the  neck  to  the  bottom  of  the  belly ;  does  not  know  apy  particular  jF^oman  who 
fired  a  shot  on  that  day,  could  not  distinguish  any  from  his  running  away,  and 
a  smoke  occasioned  by  the  firing. 

Sy  Counsellor  Robinson  :-^6elieves  be  is  a  third  cousin  to  Dc^le,  the  owner  of 
the  cattle  disjtrained,  is  not  related  to  Nowlan,  the  owner  of  the  Aird  cow 
distrained,  has  spoken  of  the  business  to  several  persons  since  it  occurred; 
he  has  spoken  to  Justin  Doyle  and  many  others ;  does  not  recollect  the  name  of 
any  other  person  to  whom  he  was  speaking ;  the  thing  was  spoken  of  so  g^ie- 
rally,  that  he  did  not  mind  taking  any  particular  name;  did  pot  give  his 
evidence  to  any  one ;  did  not  communicate  the  nature  of  the  fact  that  he  was  to 
depose  to  on  this  inquiry ;  this  is  not  the  first  time  deponent  has  been  examined 
respecting  this  bShir ;  on  Tuesday  last,  was  examined  before  the  gendemen  at 
Rally's  Inn ;  went  there  for  the  purpose  of  giving  evidence ;  no  one  desired  or 
advised  deponent  to  go  there  for  that  purpose ;  heard  on  Sunday  that  an  inquiry 
would  take  place ;  heard  Mr.  Feltus  say  on  Saturday  that  an  inquiiy  would  take 
place ;  does  not  recollect  the  name  of  any  other  person  from  whom  he  heard  it, 
but  that  of  Mr.  Feltus;  was  not  desired  by  Mr.  Feltus  to  attend  that  investi- 
gation; was  purchasing  the  making  of  a  smallclothes  in  Mr.  Kennedy's  shop; 
one  of  Mr.  Kennedy's  sons  was  in  th^  shop ;  cannot  say  whether  it  v^as  Joe  or 
Edward,  and  Communicated  to  that  gentleman  that  he  would  come  forward  at  the 
inquiry  as  a  witness,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  just  evidence  between  both 

Earties ;  mdans  by  both  parties,  tiie  destruction  by  one  party  and  number  of  lives 
)st  by  die  other ;  does  not  recollect  that  he  had  any  further  conversation  with 
Mr.  Kennedy  ;  is  very  well  acquainted  with  the  Reverend  Mr.  Walsh,  the  Roman 
Catholic  clergyman  of  this  town ;  had  no  conversation  with  Mr.  Widsh  until 
after  his  examination  before  the  magistrates  at  Ralph's ;  had  conversati<m  with 
the  Reverend  Mr.  Walsh  on  the  subject  since  then ;  did  not  speak  to  Justin 
Doyle  on  the  subject  until  this  day ;  on  his  oath,  he  told  the  magistrates  every 
thing  that  was  fair  and  just,  every  thing  that  be  deponent  was  asked  before  the 
magistrates ;  he  told  die  mode  of  examination  before  the  magistrates  was 
different^  but  thinks  he  told  them  every  thing  he  told  here  to  day  i  but  will  not 
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poskWdy  81^  90m     Wbeii  he  came  iprto  tli6  town  cm  Satwdty,  }ie  did  not  SM  ai 
many  persons  as  is  usual  on  market  days,  at  the  same  hour ;  there  were  a  good 
mapy  parsons  about  the  cattle  when  they  were  gomg  to  be  auctioned ;  there  were 
upwards  of  lOO  people  about  the  cattle ;  hea^  no  noise ;  a  few  minutes  after^ 
siEtw  the  cattle  leave  the  street,  and  no  person  after  tbem ;  the  crowd  aUmt  the 
cattle  opened  and  let  the  cattle  go  off  by  themsdves ;  when  deponent  feUowed 
them  up  to  the  pound,  found  the  police  and  Captain  Graham  Aete;  no  grett 
crowd  there ;  some  crowd  there ;  people  travelling  backwards  and  fi>rwar£  oaf 
their  business;   there  was  lOO  he  belierves;    tlmre  was  a  great  row  between 
Captain  Graham  and  the  police ;  heard  Captain  Graham  sayy  uie  cattle  should  b» 
caikedy  and  swear  vd^mendy  to  that  effect ;  the  people  were  half  the  breadfli  o£ 
the  road  from  Captain  Graluun  at  that  time  j  the  people  were  not  taking  atny 
part  in  the  row  between  Captain  Gfaham  and  thepoliee;  the  little  boys  i^ere 
leaking  clamour  loid  noise,  but  the  people  were  quite  peaceable,  not  shouting  or 
i^akiag  a  noise ;  there  was  about  half  a  score  of  little  bc^  makinjP  damour ;  it 
was  against  the  people  that  Captain  Graham;  addressed  the  befope-mentioned 
expressions ;.  was  authorized  by  the  owners  of  die  caAtle  to  propose  an  arbitral 
tion ;  told  diat  to  Mr.  Feltus,  and  in  consequence  of  that  Mr.  Feltin  went  fot 
Mr.  M'Clintock,  when  he  returned  12  or  15  yards  in  front  of  the  yeomanry^ 
depon^it  heard  five  or  six  shots ;  these  were  tibe  first  shots  fired,  and  imniediately 
after  one,  another,  and  before  the  whole  entire  of  the  yeomanry  fired,  which  they 
did  instantly.    The  five  or  six  shots  came  from  the  yeomanry  ;  they  were  stan<]Hng 
two  deep,  widi  their  backs  to  Mall ;  five  or  six  shots  came  off  firom  dtflbrent  paits* 
of  the  line  as  fast  asrthey  could ;  saw  no  person  killed  by  the  five  or  six  shots  above-^ 
mentioned ;  in  the  upper  end  of  the  line  next  the  pound,  persons  might  have* 
been  killed  without  deponent  seeing  it ;  cannot  tell  what  occasioned  these  five  or^ 
six  shots  to  have  been  fired ;  when  the  five  or  six  shots  were  fired  the  police  were- 
near  the  gate  of  the  pound ;   the  yeomanry  were  nearest  the  town ;  dieponent^ 
tuned  about  and  ran  bade  into  the  town ;  on  ranning  into  the  town  did'  not  pass^ 
aiiy  of  the  police* 

By  Mr.  Costelloe : — When  deponent  saw  police  last,  they  were  at  the  pound^' 
came  up  towards  the  town  and  passed  the  whole  of  the  yeomen,  thit  was  before' 
depon^it  heard  any  shots,,  th^i  returned  along  the  yeomanrv  line  12  or  15' 
yards,  it  was  then  he  heard  the  shots ;  to  the  best  of  his  belief  the  first  shot  canve 
ffom  the  yeomanry,  not  the  police,  as  one  of  the  shots  appeared  near'  himself. 

By  a  Juror : — Saw  the  cattle  first  coming  into  the  town  opposite  to  Mr*  Kennedy's 
with  John  Ralph  and  the  bailiffs ;  they  were  driven  on  by  the  bailiffs  to  the  foot* 
of  the  bridge,  and  stopped  there,  the  cattle  were  driven  fi*om  thence  to  the  centre' 
o£  thestreet ;  can  not  tell  whodrove  the  cattle  from  the  foot  of  the  bridge  to  the 
centre  of  the  street;  cannot  tell  the  name  of  any  person  who  drove  them ;  cattle^ 
remained  a  very  few  minutes  in  the  centre  of  the  street ;  saw  the  cattle  leave  the 
street ;  saw  the  cattle  leave  the  street  without  any  person  following*  Mr.  M'Clin- 
tock's  agent  and  the  baiUfis  were  in  charge  of  the  cattle  in  the  centre  of  the  street, 
a^  their  return  from  the  bridge,  but  did  not  see  any  one  in  charge  of  them* 
immedtatdy  when  they  left  it ;  did  not  hear  any  one  object  to  the  cattle  leaving  the 
street. 

By  a  Juror : — The  yeomen  made  no  remarks  to  deponent^  as  he  was  passing  the 
line  on  the  return  of  the  yeomanry  to  Newtown  Barry;  heard  John  D^^ekxhi 
a.yeoman  say,  that  he  executed  the  evening  very  well ;  returned  from  the  pound 
with  Mr.  Feltus ;  did  not  hear  Mr.  Feltus  address  his  corps ;  cannot  say  what  the 
high  language  used  by  Captain  Graham  was;  heard  his  voice  but  could  not 
distinguidi  the  words ;  deponent  was  not  less  than  30  yards  firom  Captain  Grahtoi 
at  this  time ;  there  was  such  a  row  between  the  cows  and  the  police,  that  deponent 
could  not  hear  what  Captain  Graham  said.  Heard  no  voices  in  the  crowd,  but 
the  voices  of  garaoom ;  heard  no  voices  fiK)m  crowd  but  garsoons;  and  could  not 
tell  what  they  said ;  he  was  30  yards  from  any  of  the  party  at  that  time.  Saw 
Captain  John  Browne  that  day ;  Captain  Browne  was  bdow,  or  in  or  about  the 
middle  of  the  police  ;  at  that  time  when  Captain  Graham  was  speaking  there  was 
no  great  distance  between  Captam  Browne  and  Captain  Graham ;  Captain  Browne 
appeared  cool  and  collected ;  Major  Irwin  did  not  tell  deponent  that  all  was 
settled,  to  drive  home  the  cattle,  nor  had  deponent  any  conversation  with  Major 
Irwin  on  that  day ;  did  not  see  Captain  King  when  the  firing  commenced ;  had 
in  conversation  with  Captain  King  on  that  day,  or  ever  in  bis  life. 
.  J}y  a  Juror : — Deponent  called  out  for  Mr.  M^Clintock's  agent  and  bailiffs,  and 
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they  not  ^pearingi  deponent  desired  the  people  to  let  go  the  cattle,  and  have  no 
call  to  them. 

Moses  Doyle, 

Marks  Dtfoereux^  of  Glasdackin,  quarrvman,  being  duly  sworn :  Saith,  on 
Saturday  last  was  in  Newtown  Barry^  saw  the  three  head  of  cattle,  that  deponent 
believed  had  been  distrained  for  tithes ;  saw  them  coming  down  from  Mr. 
M^Clintock's  avenue  to  the  pound ;  police  had  them  in  charge ;  Captain  King 
of  the  police  and  Captain  Graham  of  the  yeomanry  were  wim  tbem^  the  latter 
on  horseback;  saw  the  police  put  the  cattle  into  the  pound;  after  the  cattle 
had  been  put  into  the  pound,  deponent  saw  Captain  Graham  proceed  towsurds 
Newtown  Barry  with  a  drawn  sword  in  his  hand ;  deponent  was  at  a  gate 
on  the  toe-track,  about  20  perches  at  the  town  side  of  the  pound;  heard 
Captain  Graham  say  to  the  people  present,  beware,  the  police  have  a  ball 
cartridge  in  their  piece,  and  there  will  be  more  here  by  and  by  with  the 
same,  and  will  cant  the  cattle  in  spite  of  all  the  people  that  are  here ;  de- 
ponent said  to  Captain  Graham  that  he,  deponent,  did  not  think  that  there 
was  any  man  from  this  parish  had  any  objections  to  cant  them ;  that  deponent 
thought  they  would  redress  themselves  by  the  law  ;  after  that  deponent  went  down 
to  the  pound ;  heard  Mr.  Feltus  then  asking  the  circumstances  of  the  case  from 
the  parishioners  that  were  there.  Moses  Doyle  and  Joe  Byrne  told  Mr.  Feltus 
the  circumstance  of  it.  Mr.  Feltus  asked  them  why  they  did  not  apply  to  the 
law;  they  told  him  they  did,.that  they  had  a  counsel's  opinion  on  it ;  then  Moses 
Doyle  told  Mr.  Feltus  that  they  would  abide  by  an  arbitration  if  there  viras  any 
one  to  carry  the  message  to  Mr.  M'Clintock ;  Mr.  Feltus  said  he  would  carry 
it  himself ;  then  Moses  Doyle  said,  the  reference  should  be  to  four  men,  and  the 
two  men  that  we  shall  choose  shall  be  two  minister's  sons,  Mr.  S.  RadcKffe  and 
Mr.  Robert  Carey;  Mr.  Feltus  went  on  with  the  message  tovrards  Newtown 
Barry ;  after  Mr.  Feltus  went  away  Captain  Graham  returned ;  before  Mr. 
Fdtus  went  away  deponent  heard  him  say  to  the  people  and  police,  and  all 
there^  to  be  patient  until  he  returned ;  Captain  Graham  returned  in  the  same 
military  dress  that  he  went  off  in,  with  a  sword  in  his  hand,  and  on  horse- 
back, and  stopped  at  the  pound;  the  yeomanry  at  this  time  were  coming 
from  Newtown  Barry,  and  very  near  him  ;  when  the  yeomanry  came  to  the 
spot  where  Captain  Graham  was  standing,  they  ranked  themselves  in  a 
lone^  line  two  deep,  fronting  the  Slaney;  the  police  were  at  this  time 
with  their  backs  to  Mr.  M'Ciintock's,  and  fronting  Newtown  Barry ;  Captain 
Graham  desired  the  cattie  to  be  let  out  of  the  pound,  and  to  drive  them  ^to 
Newtown  Barry ;  one  of  the  parishioners  in  the  rear,  whose  person  deponent 
knows,  but  whose  name  he  is  unacquainted  with,  asked  Captain  Graham  to 
wait  till  Mr.  Feltus's  return ;  Captain  Graham  demanded  the  cattle  out ;  said  he 
would  cant  them ;  that  every  yeoman  and  policeman  there  had  a  ball  cartridge  in 
their  piece  ;  after  that  a  man  of  the  name  of  John  Doyle  came  up,  who  is  a  son 
of  Pat.  Doyle  the  owner  of  the  cattle,  John  Doyle  said  to  Captain  Graham, 
there  are  many  a  man  here  going  to  the  market,  there  are  many  a  man  here 
coming  from  the  market,  and  there  are  many  a  man  here  coming  to  buy 
my  cattle,  unarmed,  without  anything  but  their  hands;  disperse  your  yeo- 
manry, says  he,  and  I  myself  will  drive  the  cattle  to  Newtown  Burry ;  •  the 
man  says,  who  bids  beyond  the  value  for  them  he  may  have  diem  ;  if  they  go  for 
their  value  I  may  buy  them  myself,  and  I  will  redress  myself  by  the  law; 
Captain  Graham  said,  disperse,  waving  his  sword,  I  will  cant  them ;  a 
man  said  to  Captain  Graham  it  was  beyond  the  auction  time,  and  to  wait  for 
Mr.  Feltus ;  stand  back,  you  ruffian,  said  Captain  Graham,  making  a  thrust  of  his 
sword  at  the  man ;  the  man  raised  his  hand  at  Captain  Graham,  and  said,  how 
dare  you  make  a  dart  of  your  sword  at  me,  I  have  as  good  authority  on  this  road 
as  you,  and  I  paid  more  for  making  it.  Captain  King,  a  piece  down  in  the  rear, 
said,  Captain  Graham  read  the  Riot  Act ;  no*  says  Captain  Graham,  but  I  will  read 
the  right  act.  Captain  Graham  put  his  hand  in  his  pocket  and  pulled  a  paper 
about  an  inch  out  of  his  pocket,  and  run  it  down  again.  Captain  Graham  de- 
manded the  cattle  out  of  the  pound,  vraving  his  sword  at  the  same  time ;  the 
cattle  were  let  out  of  the  pound ;  the  police  took  them  in  custody,  to  the  best  of 
his  belief;  six  police  marched  before  the  cattle,  six  behind  them,  and  the  re- 
inainder  in  the  rear ;  as  the  police  and  cattle  a  little  towards  Newtown  Barry, 
paptaia  Graham  wheeled  round  after  them ;  Captain  Gra^iam's  cor|>s  turned 
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after  him,  most  6f  whom  be  knows  for  15  years ;  the  people  begain  to  rush  on  out 
of  curiosity,  as  deponent  believes,  and  the  yeomanry  punched  them  with  their 
bayonets  and  desired  them  to  keep  back;  he  does  not  mean  to  say  that  iJne 
yeomanry  injured  their  lives,  but  oelieves  that  they  hurt  them.     At  this  time 
every  man  that  was  stabbed  or  struck  with  a  bayonet  raised  his  hand  in  a  great 
passion,  and  asked  how  dare  they  strike  him  with  their  bayonets ;  deponent  heard 
one  man  say,  do  you  mean  to  let  my  guts  out,  you  rascal ;  after  that,  deponent 
saw  a  stone  thrown  weakly  from  the  people  in  the  direction  of  the  yeomen ;  after 
that  deponent  saw  the  people  rushing  on  the  yeomanry,  and  they  mixed  with 
each  other,  and  then  saw  two  or  three  stones  come  from  the  people  at  the  yeo- 
manry ;  after  that  deponent  saw  Captain  Graham  stoop  his  bead  down  towards 
the  pummel  of  his  saddle,  and  said,  fire.   A  shot  was  let  in  an  instant,  after  another 
shot     Deponent  heard  some  one  of  the  commanders  say  fall  into  your  ranks  ; 
five  or  six  shots  were  let  after  one  another,  quite  quick ;  after  the  first  five  or  six 
shots  were  fired  heard  a  great  number  of  shots  fired  ;  there  was  a  stop  then  for 
about  a  second;  stopped  for  about  a  second,  and  then  a  great  number  of  shots 
were  fired.     After  that  deponent  saw  some  men  falling,  and  some  men  shot;  saw 
the  blood  running  from  some  of  them ;  cannot  particularize  any  man  by  name  who 
,  fired  on  that  occasion ;  cannot  identify  one  man  more  than  another  that  fired,  the 
firing  was  so  quick.     The  man  who  fired  the  first  shot  deponent  did  not  see,  or 
the  second,  the  smoke  rose  so  round  him,  and  deponent  was  so  frightened  he 
retreated  as  well  as  he  could,  and  lay  against  the  road  ditch,  and  could  not  tell 
who  fired  any  of  the  shots.     Whilst  deponent  was*against  the  ditch  he  saw  a  big 
boy,  whom  deponent  believes  to  be  one  Neall,  fall  on  his  face,  on  the  road,  shot 
Deponent  saw  afterwards  a  corpse  whifch  deponent  believes  to  be  the  body  of  the 
man  who  so  fell ;  to  the  best  of  deponent's  belief  it  was  from  Captain  Graham's 
corps,  or  men  convenient  to  him  or  them  that  the  first  shot  came ;  means  to  say 
that  the  first  shot  came  either  from  the  yeomanry  or  police.     Positively  saidL 
that  that  shot  did  not  come  from  the  people.     Deponent  is  equally  certain  that 
neither  of  the  two  next  shots  did  not  come  from  the  people.     Deponent  then 
threv^  himself  over  the  ditch,  ran  into  a  hut,  ran  out  again,  after  a  boy  that  depo- 
nent saw  crossing  the  field,  at  the  pound  side  of  the  road  towards  the  grove ;  that 
boys'  name  was  Pat.  Sheill ;  another  boy,  of  the  name  of  John  Byrne,  also  ran  in 
the  same  field,  and  fell.     When  he  came  to  the  gate  that  leads  into  the  wood, 
heard  shots  at  the  time,  but  Byrne,  who  is  since  dead,  told  deponent  that  he  was 
wounded,  and  fell  there  firom  a  wound  he  received  on  the  road.     When  Byrne  fell 
deponent  went  into  the  wood  ;  when  deponent  went  into  the  wood  a  man  called 
to  deponent  that  he  was  wounded ;  the  man  was  walking  ;  deponent  went  up  to 
him  ;   asked  him  where  he  was  wounded ;  he  said  in  the  thigh  ;  that  man  wag 
Michael  Connors,  of  Glasslacking.     Met  another  boy  in  the  wood  wounded 
in  the  ham,  whom  deponent  does  not  know ;  did  not  see  any  other  person  in  the 
M^ood  that  was  wounded.     Deponent  came  down  into  the  town  from  the  wood  ; 
turned  down  Ryland  Road  affain,  the  road  leading  to  £nniscorthy ;  saw  a  wounded 
person  on  the  road  near  the  lower  cabins,  grasping  the  gravel  on  the  road  as  if  in 
pain ;  his  wife  was  sitting  by  him  crying ;  deponent  asked  her  who  he  was ;  his 
wife  cried  out.  Oh,  Marks,  don't  you  know  him ;  he  is  my  husband .     Deponent 
asked  was  that  Will  Rogan ;  it  is,  says  she,  don't  you  know  him.     Deponent 
asked  her  what  killed  him ;  she   replied,    Oh  they  shot   him,  they  shot  him. 
Where  are  his  belts  or  gun,  said  deponent ;  she  said   she  did  not  know  who 
took  them.     Deponent  then  went  about  the  roads  and  fields  among  the  dead  and 
wounded ;  the  dead  and  wounded  deponent  saw  were  on  the  road  and  fields  next 
the  Slaney.     Did  not  see  any  of  the  people  fire  a  shot  that  day.     Did  not  see 
more  than  a  small  walking  stick,  or  a  crop  of  a  whip  with  a  thong  to  it 

The  Court  having  adjourned  this  day  at  the  hour  of  five  o'clock  to  that  often  on 
the  following,  re-assembled  on  this  morning,  25th  of  June  1831,  at  the  hour  ap- 
poiqted,  and  proceeded  to  hear  the  several  depositions  as  they  follow. 

By  Counsellor  Robinson  : — Resides  at  Glasslacking,  about  a  mile  and  a  half 
from  this  town  ;  came  to  the  town  on  Saturday  with  a  horse  and  car  for  the  pur- 
pose of  going  to  Pat  Doyle's,  ofTombrick,  for  some  potatoes;  the  road  to  Pat. 
Doyle's  is  by  the  pound ;  had  not  the  horse  and  car  with  him  at  the  time  of 
the  afi'ray  at  the  pound;  put  them  into  an  archJierein  the  town.  Deponent 
vent   down   to  the   pound,  having  left  his  horse   and  car   in  the    town,  for 
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ike  purpose  of  seeing  some  of  Pat.  Doyle's  family,  and  to  inquire  from 
them  whether  deponent  should  go  for  the  potatoes ;  Pat  Doyle  lives  in 
Tombrick ;  wh^re  Pat  Doyle  lives  is  more  than  two  miles  from  the  pound. 
Aftcfr  he  had  put  the  horse  and  car  into  the  archway  he  met  some  persons  on  the 
road  whom  he  asked  if  they  saw  any  of  the  Doyles;  they  said  that  some  of  the 
Doyles  were  down  the  road  towards  the  pound ;  they  did  not  tell  deponent  what 
the  Doyles  were  doing  there  at  the  pound  ;  when  deponent  went  down  he  saw 
about  60  or  70  persons,  countrymen,  at  the  pound,  and  many  more  in  several 
places  on  the  road  between  the  town  and  the  pound ;  deponent  saw  about  400 
persons,  men  women  and  children,  exclusively  of  those  at  the  pound,  going  backer 
Vrards  and  forwards  on  the  road ;  Saturday  was  a  market-day.  At  the  time  Captain 
Qraham  made  use  of  the  expressions  to  the  people,  viz.  Beware,  the  police  have 
ball  cartridge  in  their  pieces,  and  there  will  be  more  here  with  the  same  kind, 
the  people  were  all  quiet,  and  no  shouting ;  Captain  King  was  at  the  pound  at 
this  time,  and  a  man  with  a  white  surtout,  and  pockmarked,  and  a  case  of  pistols 
in  his  hand  ;  believes  his  name  to  be  Byrne,  thinks  him  to  be  a  waitingman  on 
Captain  King ;  at  this  time  deponent  was  opposite  the  pound ;  deponent  was 
standing  then  at  the  pound ;  when  Captain  Graham  returned  the  men  of  New- 
town Barry  yeomanry  were  the  6rst  who  came  up  to  the  pound  after  Captain 
Graham  from  the  town.  No  yeomanry  came  up  to  the  pound  before  Captain 
Graham  at  this  time ;  Captain  Graham  desired  the  cattle  to  be  1^  out  of  the 
pound;  no  persons  at  this  time  were  making  any  noise  or  disturbance  at  or  about 
the  pound,  except  a  few  boys  about  eight  or  twelve  years  old,  that  were  makipg 
a  noise  among  themselves;  about  a  minute  after  it  was  that  he,  deponent,  heard 
Captain  King  ask  Captain  Graham  to  read  the  Riot  Act ;  at  this  time  also,  the 

Seople  were  quite  peacesd>le  and  quiet ;  at  this  time  there  was  no  altercation  or  no 
isturbance  going  between  the  people  and  Captain  Graham  or  the  police,  except 
what  deponent  has  already  stated  ;  there  was  no  row  at  this  time  going  on  at  the 
pound  between  the  police  or  any  other  person.  The  Newtown  Barry  yeomanry 
wheeled  next  after  Captain  Graham  ;  there  was  no  space  between  Captain 
Graham  and  the  police ;  Captain  Graham  had  just  room  to  walk,  as  appeared  to 
deponent,  to  the  Newtown  Barry  yeomanry,  with  whose  persons  deponent  is 
acquainted,  were  the  persons  immediately  following  Captain  Graham  ;  does  not 
know  what  other  corps  followed  Captain  Graham ;  the  other  corps  made  a  move^ 
ment  to  wheel  after  the  Newtown  Barry  corps,  and  in  the  act  of  doing  so  the 
people  rushed  forward.  The  principal  part  of  the  yeomanry  that  punched  the 
people  were  the  Newtown  Barry  corps ;  but  some  of  the  people  who  were  punched 
deponent  does  not  say  were  rushing  on,  but  moving  close  to  the  yeomanry,  and 
i^rere  closing  oh  the  yeomanry ;  the  yeomanry  desired  them  to  keep  back ;  deponent 
says  that  in  his  opinion  the  yeomanry  did  not  draw  the  blood  of  any  man  with 
their  bayonets,  but  in  deponent's  opinion  that  they  must  have  hurt  them ;  at  this 
deponent  was  standing  in  the  road,  about  a  perch  from  the  pound,  at  the  town 
side,  looking  after  the  crowd ;  deponent  means  by  the  crowd  the  police,  the 
yeomanry  and  the  people  that  were  going  on  towards  the  town ;  at  this  time  depo- 
nent saw  the  first  stone  thrown,  it  came  from  a  little  in  the  rear  of  deponent ; 
deponent  saw  the  people  that  were  before  him  then  rushing  on  the  yeomanry  ; 
deponent  saw  then  only  two  or  three  stones  thrown  at  the  yeomanry;  depo- 
nent means  to  say  he  saw  two  or  three  stones  and  no  more  thrown  at  the  yeomanry ; 
at  this  there  was  noise  and  confusion,  but  not  much  ;  did  not  see  a  man  of  the 
name  of  Jordan  then  with  stones ;  all  the  yeomanry  at  this  time  were  before 
deponent ;  Captain  Graham  was  embodied  in  bis  corps  in  the  place  deponent  has 
described  near  the  police,  deponent  at  this  time  had  not  moved  from  the  pUce 
where  he  had  been  standing,  about  a  perch  from  the  pound ;  the  cattle  and  police 
at  this  time  had  got  about  1 2  perches  from  the  pound  towards  Newtown  Barry ; 
the  noise  and  confusion  continued  at  this  time,  and  at  this  time  it  was  deponent 
saw  Captain  Graham  stoop  his  head  towards  the  pummel  of  his  saddle  and  say, 
**  Fire."  Did  not  hear  Captain  Graham  say  anything  else  after  that  to  his 
knowledge  ;  did  not  hear  any  one  else  speak  near  Captain  (jrraham,  their  voices 
did  not  rise  to  his  hearing  if  they  did  speak ;  after  that  a  shot  was  fired,  and 
then  another,  that  frightened  deponent,  and  then  he  deponent  heard  a  man  say, 
"  Fall  into  your  ranks."  The  yeomanry  were  all  on  the  road  before  him,  depo- 
nent, when  the  first  shot  was  fired  ;  at  this  time  deponent  saw  people  on  the 
ditches  on  each  side  of  the  road  from  the  places  deponent  went  to,  and  the 
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places  he  stopped  at.  Deponent  thinks  that  from  the  first  shot  to  the  last,  the 
firing  might  have  lasted  about  five  minutes ;  deponent  ran  back  from  the  spot 
where  he  stood  into  the  hut  where  he  took  shelter ;  that  hut  is  at  the  other  side  of 
the  pound,  furthest  firom  Newtown  Barry  ;  saw  Captain  John  Browne  there,  knows 
him ;  saw  him  before  the  first  shot  was  fbed ;  did  not  notice  him  afterwards ;  did 
not  hear  any  shot  from  the  time  deponent  reached  the  gate  of  the  wood. 

Marks  Devereur* 

John  Corrtn,  of  Glasslacking,  slate  dresser,  being  duly  sworn :  Saith,  was  in 
Newtown  Barry  last  Saturday ;  saw  three  heifers  coming  up  the  road,  that 
deponent  was  informed  were  Paddy  Doyle's  cattle  coming  to  be  canted ;  thejf 
were  coming  to  be  canted  from  the  pound  of  Newtown  Barry;  the  cattle  were 
at  this  time  in  the  care  of  James  Gregan  and  Ned  Swayne,  baiiifis ;  aaw 
the  said  cattle  afterwards  in  the  pound.  After,  deponent  saw  the  cattle  in 
the  pound,  deponent  next  saw  them  on  the  road  about  two  perches  from 
the  pound,  towards  Newtown  Barry ;  saw  them  with  the  police  after  them ; 
did  not  mind;  saw  no  person  commanding  the  pdi<^  at  the  time;  saw 
Captain  Graham,  who  appeared  to  depcMient  to  have  the  command.  He, 
Captain  Graham,  was  on  horseback,  widi  a  naked  sword  in  his  hand ;  saw  people 
talking  to  Captain  Graljam,  but  deponent  was  not  near  enough  to  him  to  hear 
what  passed ;  saw  yeomen  there,  beside  the  police,  armed ;  saw  the  yeomen 
stabbing  with  their  bayonets  at  the  people ;  the  people  made  answer  that  they  had 
as  good  toleration  on  the  road  as  they  had  ;  did  not  hear  the  yeomen  desire  the 
people  to  stand  back ;  saw  the  people  at  that  time  takinc^  up  stones ;  deponent 
means  at  the  time  they  were  stabbing  at  them  with  their  bayonets ;  at  that  time 
deponent  saw  a  small  pebble  of  a  stone  thrown  up  into  the  air  from  behind  de- 
ponent, it  fell  above  deponent  on  the  road ;  saw  the  yeomen  do  nothing  after 
prodding  the  people  with  their  bayonets,  until  he  heard  Captain  Graham  give 
orders  to  fire ;  saw  stones  thrown  by  the  people  after  Captain  Graham  gave 
orders  to  fire ;  at  the  very  time  Captain  Graham  gave  carders  to  fire,  deponent  saw 
stones  thrown;  saw  Captain  Graham  stoop  down  to  the  yeomen,  and  at  that 
time  gave  orders  to  fire.  At  that  very  moment  deponent  heard  a  shot,  after  this 
shot  heard  a  shot,  and  two  more  quick  after  it»  After  this  deponent  threw  him- 
self  over  the  ditch ;  after  tumbling  over  the  ditch  deponent  was  in  a  great  fright; 
and  deponent  heard  a  great  number  of  shots  as  if  it  was  a  clap  of  thunder.  There 
were  shots  after  that  but  cannot  tell  how  many  j  two  or  three  more  together.  Saw 
no  one  fall,  but  on  casting  his  eye  from  the  top  of  the  ditch  deponent  saw  a  man 
lying  on  the  road  with  his  hat  about  three  yards  from  him  ;  did  not  know  that 
man.  During  the  course  of  that  day  after  deponent  saw  a  great  number  of  dead, 
dying  and  wounded  persons ;  saw  one  woman  lying  in  the  ditch  wounded,  her 
finger  shot  ofi*;  deponent  raised  her  up,  when  she  informed  him,  deponent,  that 
she  was  also  wounded  in  the  belly ;  knows  she  is  since  dead ;  her  name  was 
Mulrooney  ;  knows  her  to  have  been  the  wife  of  John  Mulrooney  ;  cannot  say 
who  fired  the  first  shots  ;  the  shots  came  from  in  or  about  where  Captain  Graham 
Was  at  that  time.  The  yeomen  were  about  Captain  Graham  at  that  time,  the  side 
of  the  ditch.  Deponent  threw  himself  over ;  was  at  the  Slaney  side  of  the  road,  in 
the  grass-field ;  cannot  tell  the  names  of  any  of  the  men  round  Captain  Graham 
at  that  time ;  knew  a  man  of  the  name  of  Kogan :  believes  his  name  was  Will ; 
does  not  know  how  Rogan  came  to  his  death,  if  it  was  not  the  same  as  the  rest 
were  shot ;  did  not  see  Kogan  fall. 

By  Mr.  Robinson : — ^Thinks  Captain  Graham  was  middle  ways  in  the  yeomen 
when  he  heard  him  give  orders  to  fire ;  cannot  say  whether  it  was  near  or  far 
from  the  police ;  did  not  know  but  they  were  a  piece  asunder,  there  were  so 
many  persons  on  the  road  ;  there  was  a  g^eat  crowd  of  yeomen  at  the  time  about 
Captain  Graham  ;  there  was  a  great  deal  of  people  on  the  ditches,  that  was  the 
quietest  time  deponent  saw  the  people  on  that  day  in  regard  of  noise ;  there  was  no 
snouting  at  that  time,  viz.  the  time  Captain  Graham  gave  orders  to  fire ;  deponent 
was  within  a  few  yards  standing  behind  Captain  Graham  ;  there  were  some  of  the 
yeomen  behind  deponent  at  that  timfe  nearer  the  pound  ;  cannot  say  whether  the 
first  shot  came  from  the  side  of  the  road  next  the  Slaney,  or  from  the  opposite 
side ;  at  the  time  Captain  Graham  gave  the  orders  to  fire  his  horse's  head  was 
turned  towards  Newtown  Barry,  and  Captain  Graham's  face  was  turned  towards 
Newtown  Barry,  and  Captain  Graham  turned  his  face  sideways  to  the  yeomen 
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when  he  gave  the  orders  to  fire ;  Captain  Graham  did  not  speak  out  very  loud ; 
deponent  cannot  say  whether  there  were  more  than  20  stones  thrown  from  the 
people  at  the  yeomanry  at  the  time  Captain  Graham  gave  the  orders  to  fire ;  can- 
not say  whether  there  were  20,  or  more  or  less  than  20  stones  thrown ;  did  not 
see  any  of  these  stones  strike  the  yeomanry  or  the  police ;  did  not  see  any  person 
knocked  down  by  a  stone  thrown ;  deponent  followed  the  cattle  on  that  day  to  the 
pound  from  curiosity,  seeing  all  the  people  coming  backwards  and  forwards,  de- 
ponent followed  the  yeomanry  out  there ;  deponent  followed  the  yeomanry  out  of 
the  town,  thinking  they  were  going  to  cant  the  cattle  on  the  cross  roads. 

By  a  Juror : — ^Was  in  Newtown  Barry  before  the  cattle  left  it ;  deponent  left 
Newtown  Barry  with  the  cattle  on  the  way  towards  the  pound  before  the  yeomen 
left  it;  deponent  went  as  far  as  Mn  M'Clintock's  lane  after  the  cattle,  and  de- 
ponent returned  to  Newtown  Barry,  where  he  remained  until  the  yeomanry  left 
die  town ;  did  not  hear  any  shouting  from  the  people  when  the  yeomanry  were 
leaving  Newtown  Barry  on  their  way  to  the  pound ;  was  after  the  yeomanry  when 
leaving  the  town ;  deponent  does  not  know  the  name  of  any  person  who  threw 
stones  on  that  day ;  deponent  saw  no  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  people  to 
rescue  the  cattle  on  that  day ;  Captain  Graham  when  he  gave  orders  to  fire  was 
on  the  Slaney  side  of  the  road,  viz.  the  side  of  the  road  on  which  deponent  was  at 
the  time  Captain  Graham  gave  the  orders  to  fire. 

John  Corrin. 

The  Court  having  adjourned  on  this  day,  Saturday  the  25th  instant,  to  that  of 
Monday  the  27th  instant,  reassembled  on  this  morning,  viz.  the  27th  instant  at 
the  appointed  hour,  viz.  ten  o'clock,  to  hear  the  several  depositions  as  th^ 
follow. 

Joseph  BymCy  of  Ballinavoran,  farmer :  Was  in  Newtown  Barry  on  Saturday 
the  18th  instant ;  saw  cattle  belonging  to  Pat.  Doyle  under  seizure  for  tithes  due 
to  Mr.  M^Clintock,  which  deponent  thinks  was  an  illegal  demand,  not  for  an 
overcharge  of  the  tithes,  the  parish  being  under  a  composition,  but  inasmuch  as 
Mr.  M'Clintock  had  been  for  all  tithes  due  up  to  May  last,  and  the  following 
gale  deponent  says  would  not  be  due  until  November  next ;  there  was  no  rescue 
or  attempt  to  rescue  the  cattle  on  said  day ;  deponent,  if  such  had  taken  place, 
had  full  opportunity,  and  must  have  seen  it ;  Moses  Doyle,  in  the  presence  of 
deponent,  demanded  an  auction  of  the  cattle ;  saw  the  said  cattle  going  to  the 
pound  and  come  out  of  it ;  the  cattle  were  in  charge  of  the  police ;  saw  no  person 
rescue  or. attempt  to  rescue  the  cattle  at  or  near  the  pound;  saw  Captain  King 
of  the  po^i^e  with  them,  and  also  saw  Captain  Graham  ;  Captain  Graham  was  on 
horseback  with  a  drawn  sword  in  his  hand ;  heard  Captain  Graham  say  to  the 
people,  disperse.  Captain  King  bid  him.  Captain  Graham,  read  the  Riot  Act; 
Captain  Graham  said  he  would  not,  but  he  would  read  the  right  act ;  at  this  time 
deponent  thinks  the  police  were  next  Captain  Graham ;  Captain  Graham  also  said 
that  the  arms  there  were  loaded  with  powder  and  ball ;  and  that  if  they  would  not 
disperse  immediately  they  should  be  discharged.  When  deponent  heard  that 
word  he  drew  up  from  where  he  stood  in  consequence  of  this,  then  towards 
Newtown  Barry,  and  shortly  afterwards  heard  a  shot,  s^vy  shortly  after  he  heard 
other  shots;  deponent  was  firightened,  and  drew  away  as  fast  as  he  could.. 
Immediately  after  the  heavy  firing,  deponent  heard  a  great  many  scattering  shots ; 
saw  a  man  fall  before  him,  deponent,  when  the  heavy  firing  went  on  ;  saw  a  roan 
of  the  name  of  Doyle,  since  dead,  whom  deponent  believes  to  have  been  the 
man  that  fell  before  on  the  road ;  cannot  tell  the  name  of  any  person  whom  he 
saw  fire  a  shot ;  cannot  tell  from  whom  the  first  shots  came ;  did  not  hear  any  one 
give  orders  to  fire  ;  it  might  have  been  given  without  deponent's  hearing  it 

By  the  Court: — Deponent  was  within  seven  or  ten  yards  of  Captain  Graham 
before  the  first  shots  were  fired,  about  a  minute  and  a  half  before  ;  after  this 
and  before  he,  deponent,  heard  the  shot  fired,  he,  deponent,  went  a  further 
distance  from  Captain  Graham ;  deponent  was  at  the  time  the  first  shot  was  fired 
from  17  to  20  yards  from  Captain  Graham  ;  does  not  know  from  what  body  of 
men  the  first  shots  came ;  saw  the  scene  of  slaughter  afterwards ;  the  killed  and 
wounded  were  in  various  directions  around. 

By  Counsellor  Robinson: — There  was  a  great  many  people  on  the  road,  and 
in  the  front  of  the  pound  ;   when  deponent  heard  Captain  Graham  say  the  words 
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deposed  to,  there  was  noise  at  that  time,  a  good  deal  of  noise,  some  shouting ; 
cannot  say  how  many  men  shouting;  between  women,  men  and  garcoons  there  were 
100  about  the  pound;  there  were  more  people  between  men,  women,  garcoons 
and  children  there,  than  there  were  police  and  yeomanry ;  means  about  the  pound 
and  the  road ;  saw  no  stones  thrown,  but  there  might  have  been  stones  thrown 
without  deponent  seeing  them  ;  there  was  so  many  people  round  the  pound  that 
things  might  happen  without  deponent  seeing  it ;  did  not  see  a  stone  thrown 
the  whole  of  that  day ;  deponent  was  between  14  and  20  yards  from  the  pound 
when  the  cattle  were  driven  out;  deponent  was  in  front  of  the  cattle,  coming 
from  the  pound  on  their  return  to  Newtown  Barry ;  did  not  see  Captain  Graham 
at  the  time  the  first  shot  was  fired ;  was  about  1 7  or  20  yards  from  the  pound  at 
the  time  the  first  shot  was  fired ;  the  cattle  and  the  police  were  after  deponent ; 
believes  the  cattle  and  police  were  not  1 7  yards  from  the  pound  at  the  time  the 
first  shot  was  fired ;  does  not  know  from  whence  the  first  shot  came,  or  how  near 
to  deponent,  but  is  certain  it  was  from  behind  him ;  deponent  has  no  doubt  but 
that  he.  Captain  Graham,  made  use  of  the  words  deponent  has  stated,  these  were 
the  exact  words  to  the  best  of  deponent's  belief  and  knowledge  that  were  made 
use  of  by  Captain  Graham  at  that  time  ;  before  the  cattle  left  the  town 
there  was  a  great  crowd  round  the  catde,  and  there  was  some  shouting ;  the 
cattle  left  the  town  of  their  own  accord ;  cannot  say  whether  there  were  not 
people  with  them ;  some  of  the  people  were  passing  backwards  and  forwards, 
it  being  market-ds^ ;  the  people  were  shouting  and  making  a  noise  at  the  time. 

By  a  Juror : — Heard  Moses  Doyle  ask  Mr.  John  Ralph  who  was  the  auctioneer 
to  cant  the  cattle,  John  Ralph  said,  Ned  Swaine ;  bring  him,  viz.  Ned  Swaine  out, 
says  Doyle,  and  let  them  be  canted,  and  you  will  find  you  will  have  as  peace* 
able  a  cant  as  ever  was  in  Newtown  Barry.  J.  Ralph  made  no  reply,  and  went 
away  for  about  20  minutes,  then  the  cattle  went  ofi*,  the  crowd  opened,  and  the 
cattle  were  allowed  to  go  away  without  being  driven ;  saw  no  person  driving 
them  at  that  time;  when  the  cattle  left  the  crowd  there  was  no  person  driving 
them ;  saw  no  person  driving  them ;  in  two  minutes  after  the  cattle  left  the  crowd, 
heard  some  persons  say,  let  the  people  withdraw,  and  let  the  cattle  go  where  they 
like,  if  those  in  charge  of  them  do  not  mind  them ;  cannot  say  who  the  person  was 
that  said  so ;  when  the  first  shot  was  fired  deponent  was  at  the  river  side  of  the 
road;  thinks  the  first  shot  was  fired  somewhere  on  the  road  behind  deponent's 
back  ;  deponent  did  not  look  behind  him  when  the  first  shot  was  fired ;  did  not 
see  any  countrymen  with  arms  on  that  day;  did  not  see  any  country  people  with 
stones  in  their  hands ;  the  yeomanry  were  stationed  two  deep  at  the  Newtown 
Barry  side  of  the  pound  ;  is  certain  the  Newtown  Barry  corps  were  nearest  New- 
town Barry  for  a  time  before  the  firing  commenced,  or  some  of  them  ;  dqponent 
cannot  say  whether  he  had  passed  the  yeomanry  or  not  at  the  time  the  first  shot 
was  fired  ;  deponent  was  in  a  great  fright  at  the  time  ;  deponent  cannot  say  whe- 
ther the  yeomanry  had  changed  their  position  or  not,  it  was  not  that,  he  deponent 
was  minding ;  at  the  time  of  the  heavy  firing  deponent  was  running  away  towards 
Newtown  Barry ;  deponent  believes  that  none  of  the  people  of  the  parish  to  which 
deponent  belongs,  and  which  was  the  parish  the  cattle  belonged  to,  came  in  with 
arms  or  with  any  intent  to  resist  the  sale  of  the  cattle,  as  they  intended  to  redress 
themselves  by  the  law  ;  does  not  believe  that  any  of  the  people  of  the  parishes  of 
Kilrush,  Clonegall,  Ballindaggin  or  any  other  parish  whatsoever,  came  in  with  an 
intent  to  oppose  the  sale  of  the  cattle,  when  the  cattie  came  over  from  the  bridge 
to  the  centre  of  the  street,  John  Ralph  was  called  upon  to  cant  the  cattie,  Ralph 
disappeared,  and  the  cattie  went  off. 

By  Mr.  Costelloe : — Saw  several  men  and  boys  in  coloured  clothes,  with  arms  in 
their  hands,  that  stood  along  with  the  yeomen ;  but  cannot  say  whether  all  of  them 
had  cross-belts  or  not,  but  some  of  them  had,  or  whether  they  belonged  to  the 
yeomen  or  not. 

By  a  Juror : — Did  not  see  the  yeomen  make  any  use  of  their  bayonets,  but  they 
might  have  done  it  unknown  to  him. 

Joseph  Byrne. 

James  Dillon^  sub-constable  of  the  police  of  the  Newtown  Barry  station,  being 
duly  sworn  :  Saith,  was  on  duty  on  Saturday  the  18th ;  was  employed  on  that' 
day  in  discharge  of  his  duty,  to  take  charge  of  three  small  heifers  on  the  road, 
and  to  put  them  into  the  pound;  found  the  cattie  on  the  Enniscorthy  road, 
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beyond  the  pound ;  when  deponent  came  up  with  the  cattle  on  the  road,  he  saw 
them  stopped  by  Captain  Graham,  who  was  on  horseback ;  had  a  handkerchief 
in  his  hand  at  that  time ;  there  were  no  coyntry  people  where  deponent  stopped 
the  cattle,  excepting  a  few  persons  coming  into  market ;  put  the  cattle  peaceably 
ih  pound  ;  deponent  and  his  comrades  of  the  police,  to  the  s^mount  of  about 
30,  remained  at  the  pound ;  Captain  Graham  rode  to  Newtown  Barry,  and 
returned  with,  as  deponent  heard,  parts  of  four  corps  of  yeomen ;  believes  there 
might  be  a  hundred  yeomen  present ;  there  might  be  more,  but  deponent  will 
not  say  it ;  after  a  few  minutes  after  Captain  Graham  returned,  the  cattle  were 
taken  out  of  the  pound  by  his  orders,  and  given  in  charge  to  the  police ;  the 
cattle  were  driven  on  the  road  towards  Newtown  Barry  by  the  police,  some  of 
them  going  before  the  cattle,  and  more  behind  the  cattle;  drove  the  cattle 
without  opposition  or  resistance  past  the  yeomen;  after  deponent  passed  the 
yeomen  he  heard  a  shot ;  heard  one  shot  first,  one  or  two  immediately  after- 
wards ;  heard  a  great  number  of  shots  afterwards ;  after  that  heard  a  few  single 
shots,  one  by  one  ;  whilst  the  firing  continued,  deponent  heard  a  ball  or  two  pass 
very  close,  whizzing  by  him ;  deponent  felt  himself  in  danger ;  beard  some  of 
them  say  of  the  police,  kneel  down ;  Captain  King,  his  commanding  oflBcer  said 
that  a  ball  passed  very  near  him,  remarking  that  he.  Captain  King,  had  escaped 
that;  at  this  time  the  yeomen  were  in  rear  of  police,  between  them  and  the 
pound ;  deponent  saw  no  firearms  with  any  person  but  the  yeomen  and 
police ;  saw  Mr.  White,  Captain  Graham's  tutor,  at  a  distance  from  him ;  did 
not  see  anything  in  his  hand,  Mr.  White  was  at  a  distance  from  him ;  deponent 
is  seven  years  and  seven  or  eight  months  in  the  police,  all  that  time  deponent  has 
been  in  the  county  Wexford  police ;  is  not  a  county  Wexford  man,  but  is 
married  to  a  county  Wexford  woman,  from  the  parish  of  Bannow,  30  miles  from 
Newtown  Barry. 

By  Counsellor  Robinson  : — Deponent  had  passed  the  yeomen  a  little  distance 
before  the  first  shot  was  fired ;  deponent  was  on  the  road  standing  still  at  the 
time  of  the  general  volley,  when  he,  deponent,  heard  the  bullets  passing  him ; 
deponent  believes  that  the  first  shot  that  was  fired  was  in  the  rear  of  the  yeomen; 
cannot  say  by  whom  that  shot  was ;  was  standing  on  the  wood  side  of  the  road, 
the  left  hand  side  of  the  road  coming  to  Newtown  Barry ;  cannot  say  where  the 
shots  came  from;  whether  from  right  or  left,  but  thinks  they  came  from  his 
rear. 

By  a  Juror  : — The  police  marched  out  that  morning  in  a  body,  commanded  by 
Captain  King ;  before  deponent  retook  the  cattle,  the  police  got  orders  to  prime 
and  load  with  ball  cartridge  ;  deponent  marched  to  the  pound,  or  a  little  bit  below 
it ;  befti-e  they  loaded  met  a  good  number  of  people,  at  that  time  there  might  be 
1 00  about  deponent,  including  men,  women  and  children;  there  was  not  much 
noise  or  shouting  at  the  time ;  the  people  did  not  follow  the  police,  after  they 
had  primed  and  loaded  ;  cannot  conceive  the  reason  why  he  was  ordered  to  prime 
and  load  ;  on  his  arrival  back  at  the  pound  with  the  cattle,  found  the  bulk  of  the 
people  there.  The  police  remained  at  the  pound  until  the  yeomen  arrived  from 
Newtown  Barry ;  there  was  a  great  crowd  about  the  pound,  but  no  inclination  on 
the  part  of  the  people  to  create  a  riot ;  cannot  say  why  the  cattle  were  not  driven 
to  Newtown  Barry,  instead  of  being  put  into  the  pound  ;  thinks  a  great  deal  of 
people  came  with  the  yeomanry  from  Newtown  Barry;  heard  very  little  shouting 
at  that  time ;  never  saw  a  man  take  a  stone,  or  throw  a  stone,  saw  no  stones 
thrown  at  all ;  heard  a  great  many  desire  Captain  Graham  to  turn  out  the  cattle 
and  have  them  canted,  heard  no  other  expressions  but  that;  heard  no  conversation 
between  Captain  King  and  Captain  Graham;  about  reading  the  Riot  Act;  Captain 
King  was  not  close  to  deponent  all  that  time ;  deponent  means  all  that  time  he, 
deponent,  stood  at  the  pound ;  saw  only  one  man  of  the  police  that  day  bring  his 
bayonet  to  the  charge.  On  the  cattle  coming  out  of  the  pound,  deponent  saw 
only  one  policemen  with  his  bayonet  point  it  towards  a  man,  as  if  to  keep  him 
back,  but  the  entire  body  of  the  police  did  not  fire  ;  some  of  them  might  have 
fired  that  day  ;  deponent  and  his  comrades  primed  and  loaded  on  the  road,  and 
were  then  ordered  off  the  road  into  the  field  ;  does  not  know  the  reason  of  that 
order ;  deponent  himself  did  not  fire,  and  knows  from  others  that  did  not  fire. 
A  crowd  of  people  that  filled  the  road  across  were  approaching  the  police  towards 
Newtown  Barry,  when  deponent  and  his  comrades  were  ordered  into  the  field; 
the  police  came  out  of  the  field  on  the  road  ;  before  the  entire  of  the  crowd, 
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coming  against  the  police  had  passed  them,  the  police ;  cannot  identify  any  person 
who  fired  a  shot  on  that  day,  there  were  five  people  behind  a  ditch,  lying  close  to 
the  ditch,  three  of  the  yeomen  stept  forward  and  presented  their  firelocks  in 
a  slanting  manner  at  the  persons  lying  behind  the  ditch  ;  that  deponent  rescued ; 
knows  two  of  the  persons  who  were  then  lying  behind  the  ditch,  but  does  not 
know  any  of  the  three  yeomen  who  were  going  to  fire ;  deponent  cried  out 
murder,  murder,  not  to  shoot  the  men,  he  deponent  knew  them  ;  the  yeomen  did 
not  fire  on  those  persons,  the  yeomanry  were  about  four  yards  from  the  people  they 
80  presented  at  that  time ;  this  took  place  at  the  Newtown  Barry  end  of  the 
yeomen,  at  the  pound  side  of  the  road,  the  ditch  is  about  two  feet  and  a  half  or 
three  feet  high. 

By  the  Court : — If  deponent  were  in  the  same  position  with  yeomen,  and  dis- 
charged his  piece,  thinks  it  would  take  effect  on  the  people  that  were  lying 
behind  the  ditch  ;  saw  no  yeomanry  officer  at  that  time,  but  saw  some  of  them 
during  the  firing  in  the  rear ;  knows  them  to  be  yeomanry  officers  by  their  uni- 
form ;  saw  two  yeomanry  officers.  Captain  Richards  and  another ;  cannot  say 
where  the  cattle  went  after  the  firing  commenced ;  after  the  firing  commenced 
the  police  stood  still  on  the  road,  deponent  dpes  not  know  where  the  cattle  went, 
as  they  broke  away ;  deponent  thinks  the  police  would  have  brought  the  cattle  up 
from  the  pound  without  the  assistance  of  the  yeomanry ;  did  not  hear  any  person 
tell  his  officer  that  there  would  be  danger ;  saw  the  people  in  Newtown  Barry  on 
that  day  doing  their  business  as  usual  ;  does  not  think  there  were  more  people  in 
town  on  that  market  day,  viz.  Saturday  18th  inst.  than  other  market  days  ;  con- 
siders last  Saturday  a  larger  market ;  deponent  has  seen  many  larger  markets 
than  either  of  the  two  last  markets,  during  his  time  in  Newtown  Barry.  Saw  no 
appearance  of  riot  amongst  the  people  on  that  day  until  he,  deponent,  heard  the 
shots  firing;  deponent  heard  single  shots  fired  after  the  people  were  running  away, 
and  saw  people  fall,  but  cannot  say  whether  they  were  shot  or  not  Knows  the 
Serjeant  of  the  Myshall  police  ;  his  name  is  Kilfoyle ;  did  not  see  him,  Kilfoyle, 
at  all  during  the  firing ;  deponent  believes  the  firing  lasted  about  four  or  five 
minuets ;  deponent  was  near  Captain  King  at  the  time  the  police  were  ordered 
into  the  field ;  does  not  recollect  any  conversation  between  Captain  King  and 
Captain  Graham  at  that  time  ;  did  not  see  Captain  Graham  at  that  time;  did  not 
see  any  of  the  yeomen  cross  the  road  ditch  at  the  time  of  the  fire,  from  the  dis- 
tance deponent  was  from  the  rear  of  the  line  next  to  Enniscorthy ;  on  his  way  to 
Newtown  Barry  with  the  cattle  there  might  have  been  a  great  crowd ;  stones 
Uirowm  and  rioting  at  that,  and  w  ithout  deponent's  knowledge.

Sub-Constable. 

The  Rev.  Walter  HorCy  of  Newlands,  county  Wexford  ;  being  called  upon  by 
Mr.  Robinson,  and  being  duly  sworn :  Saith,  is  rector  of  the  parish  of  Kilrush,  in 
the  county  of  Wexford.  Recollects  Saturday  the  18th  inst;  was  coming  into 
Newtown  Barry  that  day  on  horseback,  for  the  purpose  of  attending  the  court  of 
petty  sessions  at  Newtown  Barry ;  know^s  where  the  Newtown  Barry  pound  is  ; 
on  coming  immediately  up  to  the  pound,  just  immediately  at  the  other  side  of  it 
deponent  saw  a  large  body  of  police  drawn  up,  from  20  to  40.  Deponent  saw 
a  good  many  country  people  standing  near  the  police ;  this  was  just  before  de- 
ponent came  up  to  the  pound ;  the  police  appeared  strangers  to  the  deponent, 
and  did  not  ask  them  any  questions,  although  he,  deponent,  was  surprised  to  see 
them  there ;  deponent  rode  on  towards  the  town,  passed  by  the  pound,  and 
Blake's  house ;  when  riding  on  a  few  paces  at  the  town  side  of  the  pound, 
deponent  met  Mr.  Derenzy,  of  Clonegal;  deponent  rode  up  to  him  and 
asked  him  what  was  all  this  for,  or  words  to  that  eflfect;  was  answered  by 
Mr.  John  Derenzy^  that  it  was  for  the  sale  of  cattle  for  tithes  due  to  Mr.  M'Clin- 
tock.  Deponent  then  rode  on  towards  the  town,  and  saw  immediately  before 
him  a  large  body  of  army,  as  deponent  supposed,  coming  from  the  town.  Depo- 
nent was  at  this  time  about  40  or  50  paces  from  Blake's  house  towards  the  town. 
Was  riding  towards  the  town,  and  deponent  perceived  Captain  Graham  on  the 
right  of  the  armed  party  on  horseback ;  deponent  pulled  up  quietly  and  rode  up 
to  Captain  Graham,  and  said  to  him,  what  is  this  for,  or  something  to  that  effect; 
Captain  Graham  told  deponent  he  was  coming  there  to  protect  some  cattle  from 
the  pound  into  the  town.     Captain  Graham  did  not  stop,  and  deponent  wheeled 
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his  pony  round  and  went  towards  tbe  town.  Just  as  deponent  reached  the  end 
of  the  line  of  soldiers,  deponent  heard  the  word  **  Halt."  At  the  end  of  the  line 
nearest  the  town;  deponent  saw  Doctor  Hyde  as  an  officer  of  the  Newtown 
Barry  yeomanry  corps.  Deponent  rode  up  to  him,  and  said  he  was  sorry  to  see 
him  there,  or  in  such  a  situation.  Deponent  then  attempted  to  ride  on  to  the 
town,  but  found  it  impossible,  from  the  crowd  of  country  people  that  were  around 
deponent ;  a  great  crowd  came  along  with  the  soldiers,  and  they  appeared  to  be 
running  along  the  ditches  and  along  the  road.  Besides  their  crowdmg  around 
deponent,  deponent  saw  a  very  large  column  or  mass  of  country  people  comings 
as  from  the  town.  Deponent  saw  it  was  quite  in  vain  to  get  into  the  town,  and 
he  turned  his  pony  about  and  stood  next  to  Doctor  Hyde ;  the  crowd  at  this  time 
were  extremely  riotous,  they  were  shouting  and  walking  about  with  sticks,  evi- 
dently showing  them.  Saw  one  man,  who  was  addressed  by  the  name  of  Tm^ 
with  a  large  stick  in  his  hand  of  peeled  oak ;  one  of  the  crowd  asked  him,  "  Tom,, 
what  have  you  that  for?"  he  said  he  was  lame,  and  it  would  be  of  use  to  him  to- 
day. It  appeared  to  deponent  he  was  not  lame,  but  was  speaking  in  a  jesting 
manner.  »aw  many  other  sticks  in  the  hands  of  others  of  the  crowd  ;  they  ap- 
peared to  be  large  walking-sticksr.  At  this  time  deponent  heard  others  of  the 
country  people  say,  that  the  boys  were  coming,  and  that  there  would  be  plenty  ; 
at  that  time  deponent  remarked  that  they  ridiculed  the  yeonwinry,  saying  that  they 
were  a  straight  set  of  boys,  and  all  ready,  and  that  they  had  brought  the  doctor 
with  them,  and  that  they  would  want  him.  The  next  thing  that  deponent  olv 
served  was,  that  there  was  a  great  confusion  next  the  pound  ;  deponent  looked  and 
saw  Captain  Graham  on  horseback  near  the  people,  next  the  pound,  and  ap-^ 
peared  to  be  addressing  the  people,  and,  as  deponent  thought,  endeavouring 
to  quiet  them.  Deponent  next  saw  the  police,  as  it  were,  opening  a  little  to 
let  the  cattle  out  of  the  pound.  Deponent  saw  two  or  three  head  of  little 
black  cattle  ;  at  this  time  the  row  about  the  pound  was  very  grea*  indeed,, 
and  the  noise  tremendous  ;  the  noise  of  shouting,  such  as  a  concourse  of  riotous 
people  would  make.  Deponent  then  perceived  the  police  driving  the  cattle 
at  a  quick  pace  towards  the  end  of  the  line  where  deponent  was  standing; 
as  soon  as  the  police  came  up  with  deponent,  deponent  wheeled  bis  pony 
round,  considering  it  to  be  the  best  way  to  get  into  the  town.  When  aiding 
along  with  the  police  a  few  paces,  deponent  heard  a  very  grecU  noise  be- 
behind  hrm,  deponent,  as  deponent  thought  the  clashing  of  arms  together ;  depo- 
nent looked  round  and  saw  the  yeomanry  marching  after  the  noise  and  shouting 
still  continued.  Deponent  then  perceived  three  or  four  large  stones  coming  from 
the  field  opposite  the  pound,  as  deponent  thought,  the  stones  fell  in  amongst  the 
yeomen  or  hit  them,  deponent  cannot  say  which ;  deponent  rode  then  a  few  paces 
on  with  the  police  towards  the  town,  and  heard  then  a  shot,  deponent  looked 
round  upon  hearing  the  shot,  and  saw  the  yeomanry  in  the  rear  in  great  confusion,, 
the  crowd  pressing  round  them,  and  in  the  centre  of  the  crowd,  and  all  saw  the 
smoke  as  deponent  conceives  of  the  shot  floating  over  the  centre  of  the  crowd  ; 
the  impression  on  deponent's  mind  was  that  he  could  not  say  whether  that  shot 
came  from  the  yeomanry,  the  police,  or  the  crowd,  they  were  all  thrown  into 
such  complete  confusion  ;  deponent  means  that  part  of  them  next  the  crowd  at 
the  time  that  the  shot  was  fired ;  the  noise  and  the  shouting  was  continuing ; 
cannot  account  for  the  clashing  of  the  arms ;  believes  that  it. proceeded  from  the 
stones  striking  the  muskets ;  the  shots  frightened  deponent's  pony  very*  much,, 
which  made  deponent  turn  about  in  his  saddle,  when  deponent  heard  another 
shot,  this  second  shot  came  from  behind  deponent.  This  second  shot  made  the 
pony  plunge,  and  deponent  then  heard  another  shot,  when  deponent's  pony 
plunged  forward  and  threw  himself  down.  Deponent,  whilst  wrestling  with  the 
pony,  immediately  deponent  heard  a  volley  fired  in  the  rear  of  deponent ;  depo-: 
nent  got  up  immediately  upon  his  legs,  and  jumped  upon  a  little  wall  or  ditch,, 
in  order  to  see  where  the  police  were,  that  he,  deponent  might  rejoin  them ; 
when  deponent  was  on  the  ditch  saw  the  whole  back  of  the  ditch  lined  with 
countrymen,  lying  down ;  deponent  then  walked  parallel  with  the  road  towards. 
Newtown  Barry  ;  the  first  gap  deponent  saw,  he  walked  out  on  the  road ;  that  gap 
was  not  many  paces,  about  lo  or  1 1,  from  where  deponent  got  up  on  the  ditch  ; 
somebody  then  came  up  to  deponent,  and  asked  him  if  be  was  hurt ;  deponent  said 
no ;  deponent  then  walked  to  the  school-house,  and  passing  by,  somebody  pulled 
htm  in  to  see  if  he  ,deponentj  was  hurt ;  deponent,  in.  about  a  minute  after,  insisted 
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itt  going  ottt ;  the  people  in  the  house  eadeavoured  fo  prerent  d^onent  going 
ont,  bat  deponent  insisted  on  going  out,  and  went  ont  on  the  road  in  about  a  minole 
after;  when  deponent  went  out  he  perceived,  passing  to  school-housei  yeomeiy 
going  on  to  the  town.  The  firing  had  ceased  before  deponent  got  out  of  the* 
f  eld  m  the  road ;  in  deponent  s  opinion  the  firing,  from  the  first  to  the  last  8ho€ 
did  not  continue  more  than  two  minutes  and  a  half,  or  thereabouts ;  when  depo- 
nent came  out  from  the  house,  his  attention  was  attracted  by  seeing  Captain* 
Grdiam  assisting  a  person,  who  said  he  was  wounded,  on  his  horse.  Deponent 
saw  a  crowd  of  people  walking  on  the  road  at  the  side  of  the  yeomen  next  depo-' 
nent  Deponent  does  not  mean  to  say  that  the  crowd,  upon  his  coming  out  of 
Ibe  house,  was  so  numerous  as  it  was  before  deponent  went  into  the  house.  Knows' 
a  man  of  the  name  of  Nicholson ;  he  was  not  one  of  the  yeomen ;  saw  hivn  that 
day.  Deponent  saw  Nicholson  in  the  town  afterwards^  wounded ;  did  not  see' 
Nicholson  at  the  time  he  was  wounded.  Knows  Mr.  John  DereuEy,  of  Clonegal, 
whom  deponent  saw  at  the  pound,  to  be  a  magistrate. 

By  Mr.  Costelloe  : — ^When  deponent  came  near  the  pound,  saw  between  20  and 
40  policemen ;  saw  a  good  many  country  people  at  some  distance,  not  in  a  bodr, 
and  scattered ;  at  that  period  mere  was  a  little  shoutmg ;  deponent  distinctly 
hfeard  some  shouts ;  the  shouting  continued  prc^essively  to  increase,  as  he  thinks^* 
from  the  time  deponent  first  heard  it  up  to  the  time  deponent  heard  the  first  shot 
ftred  ;  to  the  best  of  deponent's  belief  he  saw  Mr.  Feltus  tfiere  on  the  road  that^ 
day,  but  not  being  acquainted  with  him  at  that  time,  is  not  certain ;  deponetit  was' 
next  to  the  police ;  the  yeomen  were  between  him,  deponent  and  the  pound ; 
whilst  deponent  was  in  this  position,  he  heard  what  he  considers  to  be  the  clashing 
of  arms  together,  iiie  clashing  was  very  great.  Deponent  turned,  conbeiTing  from 
die  noise  £at  the  country  people  had  closed'  in  on  the  yeomen  and  police,  and^ 
had  come  to  close  quarters;  deponent's  impression  then  was  that  the  country^ 
people  were  attacking  them  with  sticks ;  deponent  shortly  changed  that  opinion  ;* 
in  the  course  of  the  entire  day  deponent  saw  no  fire-arms  with  the  country  people ; 
tiie  deponent's  reason  for  changing  his  opinion  was,  that  oH  turning  round  deponent 
flgaw  three  or  four  stones  coming  from  the  field  opposite  the  pound,  evidently  ftdlingi 
nmong  the  yeomen,  and  deponent  then  conceived  that  it  was  stones  striking  tbe^ 
ttuskets  that  made  the  noise ;  deponent  saw  no  other  specific  assault  except  tife^ 
throwing  of  the  stones  and  the  rushing  of  the  people  on  the  yeomanry ;  doeir  nor 
mean  to  say  other  stones  were  not  thrown;  but  deponent  saw^none ;  sd>out  aminute 
after  these  stones  were  thrown^  deponent  heard  the  first  shot;  about  half  a  mihut6 
after  deponent  heard  the  second  ;  heai^d  the  third>  immediately  aftier  the  second;* 
the  first  shot  appeared  to  deponent  from  seeing  the  smoke  on  the  road  to  be  from* 
where  the  people,  yeomanry  and  some  of  the  police  mingled;  cannot  tell  wh^9<e^ 
the  second  and  thind  shots  came  from,  the  second  and  third  shots  might  have 
^ome  fVom  the  grove  at  the  other  side  of  the  Slaney ;  is  Confident  they  might;  if 
deponent  had  beeii  asked  on  his  direct  examination^  whether  the  second  dkit  was 
£rom  behind  him  he  might  have  said  it  was ;  the  grove  runs  along  the  edg6  of  the 
river,  so  as  that  where  deponent  was ;  the  grove  reached  depoilent*s  rear ;  after  \h» 
second  and  third  shot' deponent  beard  a  volley,  and  then  sdme  odd  shots;  the 
people  who  were  lying  down  at  the  back  of  the  ditch  appeared  to  deponent  tO'  b«^ 
fying  there  for  self-preservation  ;  whilst  in  that  position  they  could  liot  asMil  anyr 
one.  Deponent  would  consider  it  was  a  very  bloody  and  sanguitmry  act  tb  shoof 
them  in  that  position  ;  would  consider  any  policeman  who  would  pre\^ent  ycotnenr 
froin  shooting  men  in  that  position  a  humane  man,  and  in  so  doing  deponent  wiotild 
consider  he  was  doing  no  more  than  his  duty.  Deponent  thought  the  yeometf 
were  soldiers,  they  looked  so  military-like  ;  those  that  deponent  first  saw  w«r(g  in 
ne\v  uniforms,  and  looked  very  like  soldiers ;  as^  they  marched  up  to  deponent  he 
perceived  they  were  yeomen,  from  seeing  some  in  coloured  clothes ;  and  deponent 
was  confirmed  in  his  belief  when  the  yeomen  halted,  from  their  not  all  t^tn*' 
ing  to  their  officers.  Deponent' heard  there  was  a  great  number  of  the  people 
killed  and  wounded,  and  also  heard  there  was  a  yeoman  killed  and  several 
wounded.  Deponent  saith  that  the  crowd  walking  with  the  yeomen  from  whercr 
deponent  joined*lhem  at  the  school-house  after  the  firing,  were  many  of  them 
townspeople  whom  deponent  knew,  as  he  spoke  to  some.  Deponent  cannot  fortri 
ttriy  belief  as  to  the  number  of  that  crowds  because  they  were  wtitking  with  depo* 
heht ;  from  their  walking  with  him,  deponent  would  consider  this  crowd  was  on 
friendly  t^rau  with  the  yeomanry ;  did  not  hear  them  conversing  with  th« 
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yeomanry ;  depoqent  believes  that  the  other  crowd  were  dispersed ;  did  noi 
near  the  crowd  with  the  yeomen  speak  at  all  of  the  carnage,  did  not  hear  .the 
yeomen  themselves  talk  about  it ;  from  the  stones  that  were  thrown,  and  the  rush, 
of  the  people  on  the  yeomanry,  deponent  conceives  that  the  firing  was  inevitable, 
but  no  man  laments  the  sacrifice  of  human  life  more  than  the  deponent  Considers 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  yeomen  as  capable  of  forming  an  opinion  on  that 
subject  as  well  as  the  deponent;  deponent  considers  that  if  the  officers  who 
commanded  the  men  were  present,  and  commanded  the  men  not  to  fire,  that  th^ 
virould  not  perform  their  duty  in  doing  so  ;  deponent  considers  that  if  the  officers 
had  seen  what  he  deponent  saw,  and  believed  as  deponent  did,  that  it  was  the 
intention  of  the  people  to  disarm  the  yeomanry,  that  a  greater  sacrifice  of  human 
life  would  have  ensued  if  the  yeomanry  had  not  fired ;  that  belief  was  formed 
from  what  deponent  saw  on  that  occasion.  When  the  word  halt  front  was  given, 
deponent  saw  some  of  the  yeomanry  turn  in  irregularly ;  deponent  does  not  think 
that  was  regular  discipline  ;  deponent  thinks  that  men  who  had  evinced  the  irre- 
gularity observed  by  this  deponent  to  have  been  committed  on  the  part  of  the 
yeomanry  might  be  capable  of  observing  discipline  in  the  conflict  that  followed. 
Deponent  thinks  it  unjustifiable  to  fire  at  any  one  crouching  under  ditches,  but  he 
would  think  it  justifiable  in  a  yeoman  firing;  at  persons  running  away  whom  he  had 
fired  at  before,  if  he  considered  them  assailants ;  deponent  does  think  that  two  or 
three  of  the  old  resident  magistrates  that  were  known  to  the  people  if  they  were 
present  could  not  have  kept  the  people  within  bounds. 

JValter  Hon. 

The  Court  having  adjourned  on  this  day,  Monday  the  27th  instant,  at  the  hoar 
of  half  past  seven  o'clock  to  that  of  10  on  the  following  morning;  re-assembled 
on  this  morning  the  28th  instant,  at  the  appointed  hour,  to  bear  the  several 
depositions  as  they  follow. 

John  Meylardf  of  Newtown  Barry,  labourer,  being  duly  sworn :  Saith,  he  lives 
in  Newtown  Barry;  was  wounded  on  Saturday  the  18th  instant,  by  a  ball  passing 
from  under  his  shoulder  behind,  and  out  at  the  collar-bone ;  deponent  was  in 
such  a  position  at  the  time,  as  that  he  could  see  the  man  who  shot  him ;  knows 
the  man  who  shot  him  ;  his  name  is  Alec.  Jordan;  Alec.  Jordan  of  the  Newtawa 
Barry  yeomanry,  to  the  best  of  deponent's  knowledge ;  he  was  three  or  four 
perches  from  Alec.  Jordan  when  he  shot  him,  deponent;  Alec.  Jordan  was 
by  himself  when  he,  Jordan,  shot  deponent ;  he,  Alec  Jordan,  was  at  that  time 
ten  or  eleven  yards  singled  out  from  the  rest  of  the  yeomen ;  at  their  back,  oa 
the  foot-path  ;  the  other  yeomen  at  the  time  were  in  ranks  in  the  middle  of  the 
road,  with  their  faces  to  the  river ;  did  not  hear  another  shot  fired  after  that,  for 
a  quarter  of  an  hour,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge ;  deponent  did  not  fall  when 
he  received  the  wound ;  deponent  went  down  beyond  the  pound,  and  turned 
down  towards  Brewery-lane  bridge ;  in  about  10  minutes  got  over  into  Mr. 
Kennedy's  field,  and  crept  on  his  hands  and  feet  to  a  little  bank,  where  deponent 
remained ;  walked  to  Peter  Fenlon's  after  having  remained  in  the  field  for  an 
hour ;  after  deponent  was  dressed  by  Doctor  Boyse  in  bis  mother's  house,  depo- 
nent was  put  to  bed,  and  remained  there  ever  since  j  did  not  see  any  other 
person  fall  on  that  day,  but  on  his  way  home,  saw  numbers  of  people  lying  in  the 
ditch  on  the  broad  of  their  backs ;  does  not  know  whether  they  were  killed  or 
wounded.  While  deponent  was  lying  in  Mr.  Kennedy's  field,  he  could  hear  the 
shots  flying  over  his,  deponent's  head ;  did  not  offer  the  slightest  injury  or 
offence  to  Alec.  Jordan  previously  to  his  being  shot ;  deponent  heard  Jordan  say 
to  him,  before  he,  deponent,  was  shot,  Meylard,  stand  back  or  I  will  shoot  you ; 
for  what,  Alec,  said  deponent,  did  I  ever  offend  one  belonging  to  you ;  Alec. 
Jordan  said,  no  matter,  I  will  take  your  life  if  I  can,  for  what  has  passed  a  month 
ago  ;  deponent  could  not  tell  the  meaning  of  that,  unless  it  was  the  bonfire  they 
had  in  tne  street  of  Newtown  Barry ;  and  on  the  fair  day,  said  Jordan  told 
deponent,  he  Jordan,  would  mark  him  for  carrying  the  card  on  the  fair  day. 

jBy  Counsellor  Robinson  : — ^The  above  conversation  took  place  immediately  be- 
fore Jordan  shot  deponent ;  Jordan  was  quite  close  to  deponent  at  the  time  he 
made  use  of  the  conversation,  and  was  facing  deponent  when  he  shot  him,  and 
Jordan  was  in  his  ranks  and  was  facing  deponent  when  he  shot  deponent ;  tlie 
bullet  entered  in  the  side  of  the  shoulder-blade  behind ;  there  was  no  UQise  at  the 
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time,  there  was  no  shouting ;  was  facing  deponent  when  Jordan  shot  hioii  is 
quite  certain  of  it ;  on  deponent  seeing  Jordan  cock  his  piece  and  level  it  at  de- 
ponent; deponent  then  turned  round  his  shoulder,  when  the  shot  entered  his, 
deponent's  shoulder;  there  were  no  other  shots  fired  at  that  time;  that  was  the 
first  shot  that  deponent  heard  fired  that  day;  deponent  was  standing  in  Mr. 
Blake's  bawn  near  the  pound ;  deponent   was   shot  in   Blake's  bawn   near  the 
pound ;  deponent  was  standing  in  or  about  a  yard  off  the  road  in  Blake's  bawn, 
the  yeomanry  was  standing  at  that  time  about  ten  perches  nearer  to  Newtown 
Barry  than  tiie  pound,  and  were  facing  the  river ;  the  bawn  lies  at  the  same  side 
of  the  road  the  yeomanry  were  at ;  all  the  yeomanry  were  standing  in  line  at  that 
time ;  deponent  saw  the  police  at  that  time ;  the  police  were  not  marching  at  that 
time,  they  were  waiting  for  orders  to  brin^  the  cattle  to  the  town ;  all  the  yeo- 
manry were  standing  there  at  the  time  with  their  backs  to  the  foot-path  and 
fronting  the  Slaney  at  this  time ;  there  was  no  noise  nor  shouting,  viz.  at  the  time 
deponent  received  the  ball ;  there  was  no  shouting,  to  deponent's  knowledge,  be* 
fore  he  deponent  received  the  shot ;  saw  stones  tnrown,  about  five  or  six,  from 
five  or  six  garcoons  £itanding  on  the  ditch  opposite  the  pound,  the  Slaney  side  of 
Ae  road  ;  was  in  Newtown  Barry  on  Friday,  the  fair-day ;  was  carrying  a  placard ; 
cannot  read  or  write ;  does  not  know  what  was  on  the  placard,  got  it  from 
Doyle's  son,  the  son  of  the  man  that  owned  the  cows,  who  promised  to  give  de- 
ponent a  shilling  for  carrying  the  placard  through  the  streets  from  the  hour  of 
twelve  till  half-past  three.  ^  The  man  who  gave  deponent  the  placard  was  older 
than  deponeint ;  did  not  carry  that  placard  in  the  town  at  all  on  Saturday ;  did 
not  carry  any  other  placard  on  Saturday ;  did  not  hear  Captain  Graham  during 
that  day  give  any  orders  to  fire ;  Captam  Graham  was  up  with  the  yeomen  at  the 
time  the  first  shot  was  fired ;  Alec.  Jordan  stood  in  the  centre  of  the  yeomanry 
when  he  Jordan  first  spoke  to  deponent,  when  deponent  moved  down  towards  the 
lowest  end  of  the  ranks  near  the  pound.     Jordan  moved  after  deponent  and  said 
to  Joe  Hawkins,  the  butcher,  who  is  a  yeoman  of  the  Enniscorthy  corps  resident 
now  in  Newtown  Barry,  will  we  have  any  firing  to-day;  when  Hawkins  said 
^  I  hope  we  will,  for  satisfaction  for  what  passed  the  other  day,     Hawkins  was  in 
his  own  corps  in  his  ranks  facing  the  river  at  that  time ;  Jordan  had  left  his  own 
corps  and  tell  into  the  ranks  of  Joe  Hawkins'  corps ;  deponent  did  not  see  the 
yeomanry  prodding  any  of  the  people  with  their  bayonets ;  the  yeomanry  had  their 
bayonets  fixed  and  their  guns  sloped  on  their  shoulders ;  the  yeomanry  of  New* 
town  Barry  was  next  Newtown  Barry ;  when  deponent  saw  Jordan  going  to  level 
him,  he  prayed  to  God  whether  he  would  take  it  in  at  his  face ;  deponent  turned 
his  back  and  received  it  in  his  shoulder.     The  Enniscorthy  yeomanry  were  next 
to  Enniscorthy  when  the  first  shot  was  fired ;  when  deponent  got  into  Kennedy's 
field  a  man  of  the  name  of  James  Flaherty  came  to  deponent ;  deponent  first  dis- 
cotered  where  he  was  wounded  when  lying  on  the  sod,  after  h^  recovered  from 
throwing  up  blood  ;  Jordan  fell  into  the  ranks  of  the  Enniscorthy  corps  before  he, 
Jordan  fired ;  deponent  now  recollects  that  he  felt  a  little  sting ;  when  he  heard 
the  first  shot,  opened  his  coat  and  waistcoat,  put  up  his  hand,  and  his  finger  went 
into  the  hole  of  the  wound,  and  this  on  the  spot  where  deponent  was  wounded ; 
there  was  no  country  people  standing  near  deponent  at  the  time  deponent  received 
the  wound  ;  there  was  no  one  within  six  yards  of  deponent  when  he  received  the 
shot ;  did  not  know  one  in  sight  of  deponent  at  tne  time ;  deponent  heard  no 
further  conversation  between    Hawkins  and   Jordan   than   what  deponent  has 
already  described ;  did  not  hear  bullets  whiz ;  there  were  others  besides  deponent 
within  hearing  of  the  conversation  that  took  place  between  Jordan  and  Hawkims^' 
which  conversation  deponent  has  already  described.

Rev.  fVilUam  Hickey^  Rector  of  Kilconnick,  having  been  called  by  Counsellor 
Robinson,  and  being  duly  sworn :  Saith,  lives  at  Kilconnick,  is  a  clergyman  and 
a  magistrate  of  the  county  of  Wexford ;  recollects  Saturday  the  i8th  instant ;  was 
returning  on  that  day  from  the  county  of  Carlow,  through  Newtown  Barry,  on  his 
way  home ;  met  on  said  day  a  man  with  a  gun  in  his  hand.  The  gun  appeared 
to  deponent  to  be  a  musket  rather  under  the  ordinary  size.  Met  this  person 
a  short  distance  on  the  Myshall  side  of  Kildavin,  near  a  ford;  entered  into  con- 
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frJ^r^Atijon  with  this  said  person.  Deponent  asked  him  if  U  vf  as  true  what  d^poneift 
1^  jieard;  that  a  number  of  country  people  had  been  killed  at  Newtown  Balrrjr 
\^y  the  yeomaniy  or  military ;  deponent  bad  beard  this  circtimstance  from  different 
peDso0S  whom  deponent  had  previously  met  on  the  road.  Deponeut  stopped  40 
water  his  horse,  and  during  this  time  had  the  aboye-mentioned  conversation  with 
U)i^  man.  The  man  said  it  was  true  that  several  lives  had  been  lost,  or  wordi  Do 
^hat  e&ct  Deponent  then  observed,  is  it  possible  that  the  militofy  body  oovld 
have  fired  upon  an  unarmed  people ;  the  man  said  that  they  were  vnarmed*  De^ 
ponent  then  inquired,  are  you  certain ;  did  you  see  it,  or  words  to  that  effi^t.  The 
man  replied^  did  I  not  see  them  fail  about  me.  Deponent  then  obsisrved  that  it 
was  a  shocking  matter,  and  that  he,  deponent,  should  go  on.  Deponent  asked  if 
the  streets  were  very  crowded  with  the  soldiers  or  peasantry  ;  the  man  «aid  yes, 
and  that  the  soldiery  or  yeomen  were  in  Captain  Graham's  yard.  The  man  ad>* 
vised  deponent  not  to  go  into  the  town,  as  it  was  dangerous ;  deponent  said  he 
was  not  afraid  to  so  on.  The  man  observed,  oh !  perhaps  there  is  no  danger  of 
you.  Deponent  then  on  going  away  asked  the  man  if  he  was  a  yeomen,  teeing 
the  gun  in  his  hand ;  the  man  replied  no,  I  am  not,  and  went  on  with  the  man  in 
i^rhose  company  he  was.  The  person  with  the  gun  appeared  to  be  a  smart  weU« 
dressed  countryman,  ^nd  a  perfect  stranger  to  deponent 

^  By  Mr.  Costelloe : — Deponent  conceived  that  he  deponent  was  also  a  perfect 
atrangtf  to  the  man  widi  the  gun.  Deponent,  from  his  observations,  thinks  Ike 
Irish  a  shrewd  intelligent  people,  not  apt  to  (dace  full  eonfidence  in  stmngMS. 
Deponent  thinks  that  if  the  man  with  the  gun  thought  deponent  not  to  bdong  to 
his  own  party  he  wouM  put  him,  deponent,  on  the  wrong  scent  From  the  pm^ 
vious  question  deponent  had  asked  the  man  with  the  gun,  deponent  thinks  fat  not 
improbable  that  the  man  might  have  conceived  that  deponent  disapproved  of  die 
acts ;  with  that  impression  on  the  man's  mind,  deponent  thinks  it  possiUe  thai  the 
man  might  have  said  that  he  was  not  a  yeoman  when  he  was,  but  deponent  tkinks 
the  man  was  telling  the  truth.  Deponent  supposes  this  conversaticm  with  the 
man  was  about  three  o'clock.  Deponent  does  not  think  that  the  pehing  of  stones 
from  an  unarmed  body  of  men  on  an  armed  one  would  be  sufficient  to  justify  ike 
firing  of  the  latter,  unless  in  defence  of  life. 

c  By  a  Juror :— The  man  with  the  gun  had  not  cross  belts  on,  or  cartridge4)ox« 
Deponent  does  not  think  it  would  be  prudent  for  a  yeoman  at  that  time  after  the 
occurrence  at  Newtown  Barry  to  have  been  so  far  from  Newtown  Barry  by  him* 
self.  Deponent  thinks  that  if  an  armed  Protestant,  not  a  yeoman,  who  had  not 
been  not  known  to  have  been  in  the  affray,  would  not  have  run  any  risk  by  being 
on  the  portion  of  the  road  on  which  deponent  travelled.

.  Harry  Hogan^  of  Bally precus,  a  labourer,  being  duly  sworn :  Saith,  w«s  en  Ae 
rpad  near  the  pound  of  Newtown  Barry,  on  Saturdav  the  i8th  instant^  saw  stones 
thrown,  and  falling  amongst  the  yeomen.  Knows  Captain  Graham  ;  at  the  tisie 
the  stones  were  thrown,  deponent  was  about  lo  yards  from  Captain  Graham; 
beard  Captain  Graham  give  orders  to  the  yeomen  to  fire;  after  deponent  heard 
Captain  Graham  give  orders  to  fire,  heard  firing,  heard  one  shot  first;  heard  shots 
after;  heard  general  firing  after;  after  the  general  firing,  heard  some  shots;  is 
acquainted  with  the  names  and  persons  of  individuals  whom  he  saw  Iir6  mt  that 
occasion,  viz.:  Alec.  Jordan,  James  Devitt,  John  Deacon,  Joe  Radwell,  Sam 
Radwell,  Tom  Radwell,  and  John  Perrin,  cannot  name  any  other  p^psiHi  vhom 
deponent  saw  fii^e ;  saw  persons  fire  shots  after  that,  does  not  know  theii»  namai ; 
knew  Rogan  the  yeoman,  who  is  now  dead  ;  saw  Rogan  fall  c»  that  dny.  Saw 
a  person  whom  deponent  knows,  fire  a  shot  that  injured  Rogan,  that  person  is 
Jojin  A^oulton,  a  yeoman ;  at  the  time  he  Rogan  fell,  he  Rogan  had  left^  the  ranks; 
he  Rogan  advanced  five  steps  forward ;  saw  Rogan  fire :  Rogan  fired  in  the 
direction  of  the  water,  at  a  man  going  into  the  field.  Saw  Moulton  rise  his  gun 
and  fire  at  men  in  the  field,  as  deponent  believes,  and  at  the  time  he  ManHon 
fired,  deponent  saw  Rogan  fall ;  after  Rogan  fell,  he  deponent,  heard  oth^  du>ts 
fired.  Z)eponent  saw  no  man  fire.  Deponent  was  standing  on  the  road  at  the 
time  of  the  firing ;  a  yeoman  belonging  to  Captain  Graham's  corps,  a  frknd 
of  deponent's,  pulled  him,  deponent,  into  the  ranks,  when  deponent  was  going 
to  cross  the  ditch,  and  prevented  him,  by  palling  him  back  into  the  ranks  of 
the  yeomen ;  to  this  circumstance  deponent  thinks  he  owes  his  safety.     Knows 
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tbe  yebmto^s  name  who  puHed  iiim,  deponent^  into  tbe  ranks ;  kit  name  is 
WiUiam  KadweH,  the  man  whom  deponent  first  mentioned  and  named>  ta 
having  fired  ai;  the  first  firing.  It  was  after  that  deponent  saw  Rc^^an  iaai 
lloulton  fire.

Msd  before  the  police*     Wh^i  Captain  Graham  gave  the  orders  to  fire  he  win 
en  boneback,  and  his  horse  s  head  was  &cing  down  towards  the  pound  ;   Captain 
Graham  made  use  of  more  words   than  tbt  word  Are,    but   deponent   otAf 
beard  the  word  fire;  Captain  Graham  spoke  that  out  in  a  very  loud  voice; 
Captain  Graham  was  on  a  stoop,  with  hand  behind  him,  when  he,  Captain  Graham 
gave  the  oidefs  to  fire ;  Captain  Graham  leaned  sideways  when  he  gave  the  ordem 
IQ  fire;  after  the  first  shbt  was  fired,  deponent  cannot  say  what  time  elapsed  pre« 
Tioaaly  to  the  firing  of  the  oth^  shots,  at  a  very  short  space;  the  firing  firom  the

eattle  left  the  pound.  At  the  time  Captain  Graham  gave  the  orders  to  fire,  the  yeo-* 
men  w^re  &nmg  him.  Captain  Graham ;  and  one  of  tbe  yeomen  asked  him.  Captain 
Graham,  if  he.  Captain  Graham,  would  not  give  them  leave  to  tire,  as  tbe  crosni 
were  coming  on  them;  cannot  say  what  Captain  Graham  answered,  but  gave  dimn 
orders  at  tk^  same  time  to  fire  ;  deponent  was  standing  along  with  the  yeo«nen  at 
that  time ;  before  that  Radwell  had  [mlled  deponent  into  tbe  ranks ;  after  tbe 
first  shot  ifiras  fired,  deponent  wanted  to  run  across  tbe  ditch,  and  it  was  dien 
Radwell  pidled  him,  d^ionent,  into  the  ranks ;  ait  this  time  deponent  was  standing 
in  the  ranks  with  the  yeomen,  with  one  at  each  side  of  him,  deponent*     After 
Captain  Graham  gave  the  orders  to  fire,  and  after  the  first  shot  had  been  find, 
Radwell  palled  dep<mentinto  the  ranks.     After  tbe  first  shot  was.  fired,  depoqeot 
mis  standing  in  the  ranks  of  the  yeomen,  RadwdQ;  at  one  side,  and  anotivv 
yeoman  at  the  other  side  of  him,  deponent;  deponent  does  feiot  know  his  nane  ; 
deponmit  never  left  the  yeomen  until  aftar  the  firing  had  ceased.     At  the  tim« 
Captain  Graham  gave  the  orders,  all  the  yeomen  wheeled  round  towards  the 
pmindt  fiaeing  the  crowd  ;  deponaat  turned  round  with  the  yeomen,  and  faced  ia 
^  same  direction .  with  them.     At  this  time  the  yeomen  whom  deponent  hsis 
menticmed  were  some  of  them  three,  some  of  them  four  yards  from  deponent,  in 
front  of  him,  deponent,  and  others ;  deponent  could  lay  his  hand  on  ;  they  were 
in  front  of  him,  deponent,  and  partly  sideways.     Upon  getting  the  order  to  fins^ 
the  yeomen  did  not  all  fire  at  once ;  some  of  them  fired  a  short  sqpace  of  time 
before  the  rest,  about  a  quarter  of  a  minute.      Of  the  seven  persons  whom 
deponent  has  mentioned,  some  of  them  fired  together,  some  of  them  fired  first ; 
depofient  saw  distinctly  all  these  persons,  whom  deponent  has  already  named, 
fire.     Joe  Radwell  was  the  farthest  from  deponent,  in  or  about  four  or  five 
yards.     Saw  no  persons  killed  by  these  seven  shots,    The  crowd  were  within 
about  10  yards  when  the  first  shot  was  fired,  then  they  ran  scattered  throvgh 
tbe    fields   and    along  the    roads;    some    of  them  were    within    from    14  to 
20   yards  distant   from   the    yeomen  at  the   time    the   other   six. shots    wave 
.    342.  D  3  fired; 
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fired ;  deponent  did  not  see  Captain  Graham  after  the  first  shot  was  fired ;  did 
not  look  to  see  him  ;  deponent  was  too  much  frightened.  After  the  first  shot  was 
fired,  deponent  saw  no  confusion,  every  man  was  running  away;  deponent 
saw  Rogan  fall  not  long  after  the  seven  shots  as  above  mentioned;  deponent 
saw  Rogan  advance  about  five  paces.  Moulton  was  at  the  Newtown  Barry  side 
of  Rogan,  behind  him,  Rogan  ;  both  their  faces  were  facing  the  river ;  at  the  time 
Rogan.  fired,  and  wastummg  round  to  return  into  his  radcs;  Moulton  shot  him 
beside  the  eye ;  Moulton  was  within  about  six  yards  of  Rogan  when  he,  Moulton, 
shot  him. 

By  a  Juror : — ^Knows  the  man  who  fired  the  first  shot;  his  name  is  Alee. 
Jordan ;  Jordan  fired  the  first  shot,  facing  the  street  and  towards  the  river ; 
Jordan  was  standing  at  the  river  side  of  the  road,  when  he,  Jordan,  fired  the  first 
shot ;  knows  some  of  the  Newtown  Barry  yeomanry ;  at  the  first  commencement 
Captain  Graham's  yeomen  were  next  the  pound ;  some  of  Captain  Graham's 
yeomen  were  next  Newtown  Barry  at  the  time  the  fire  commenced;  at  the  time 
the  cattle  left  the  pound  the  Newtown  Barry  corps  came  up,  and  advanced 
a  little ;  does  not  know  whether  there  were  any  other  yeomen  between  Captaia 
Graham's  corps  at  the  Enniscorthy  side  of  them  ;  the  yeomen  who  fired  were  on 
deponent's  left,  and  Rogan  was  in  front  of  them,  and  between  deponent  and  the 
pound ;  deponent  was  as  near  Rogan  as  the  men  that  fired ;  deponent  would 
count  two  between  Rogan's  fall  and  the  time  the  seven  yeomen  fired ;  there  was 
smoke  when  the  seven  yeomen  fired  ;  there  was  none  of  that  smoke  between  deponent 
and  Rogan ;  the  police  at  that  time  were  behind  deponent,  nearer  to  Newtown 
Barry ;  cannot  tell  how  far  the  police  were  from  him,  deponent ;  then  Rogan  was 
within  six  or  seven  yards  of  deponent ;  the  police  could  not  be  near  Rogan ;  saw 
no  policeman  near  Ilogan  at  that  time ;  does  not  think  any  policeman  could  have 
been  near  Rogan  at  that  time  without  deponent's  seeing  him ;  means  the  time 
Rogan  was  shot ;  Moulton  was  within  four^  five  or  six  yards  from  Rogan  whoi 
Moulton  shot  him ;  there  was  no  person  between  Rogan  and  Moulton  at  that 
time ;  the  reason  deponent  has  for  believing  that  that  shot  killed  Rogan  is,  that 
he  saw  no  other  shot  at  that  time  and  in  that  direction  when  Rogan  fell ;  dqponent 
is  quite  sure  that  shot  killed  Rogan,  and  the  reason,  because  deponent  saw  no 
other  man  rise  or  fire  towards  Rogan ;  and  deponent  saw  Rogan  fall,  when  he, 
deponent,  saw  Moulton  fire ;  and  also  as  deponent  heard  Moulton  curse  a  larro 
oath  that  he,  Moulton  had  killed  Rogan  in  place  of  another  person.  When  me 
firing  ceased,  and  the  yeomanry  were  returning  to  Newtown  Barry,  deponent 
remained  behind  and  went  towards  Roffan;  deponent  was  in  or  about  14  or  15 
yards  of  the  pound-house  when  the  first  shot  was  fired ;  never  knew  Meylard  who 
is  wounded,  till  that  day,  although  deponent  lives  near  the  town ;  did  not  see 
Meylard  near  the  pound ;  saw  Alec.  Jordan  leave  his  ranks  when  he  fired  the  shot* 
Jordan  advanced  a  few  steps  forward  from  where  he  had  been  standing  previously 
to  that,  and  returned  into  his  ranks;  one  of  the  yeomen  made  an  attempt  to  prod 
deponent  with  his  bayonet  before  there  was  any  provocation,  or  any  pecf>le 
gathered  near  them,  viz.  the  veomen ;  did  not  see  the  yeomen  make  any  attempt 
to  prod  the  people  vrith  their  bavonets  afterwards,  but  saw  the  police  present  their 
guns  and  bayonets  at  the  people  that  were  upon  the  ditoh,  desiring  them  to  keep 
back,  at  the  time  that  the  cattle  were  driving  towards  Newtown  Bany;  there  was 
no  man  near  deponent  but  the  yeomen,  when  the  yeomen  made  a  thrust  at-  him, 
deponent,  with  nis  bayonet ;  knows  the  yeoman  that  made  the  thrust  at  him ;  his 
name  is  William  Cowan ;  did  not  hurt  deponent  with  his  bayonet ;  deponent  saw 
no  crowd  following  the  yeomen,  on  their  leaving  Newtown  Barry,  but  a  few 
giBircoons  ;  the  garcoons  shouted  ;  deponent  was  within  a  very  short  distance  of 
Cowan,  when  he,  Cowan,  made  this  attempt  to  prod  deponent  with  the  bayon^ ; 
in  making  the  attempt  to  prod  deponent,  Cowan  was  prevented  by  Radwell 
catching  him,  Cowan,  by  the  arm ;  deponent  corrects  himself^  says  it  was  what 
they  call  a  halbert  that  Cowan  made  the  thrust  at  him  with.

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.  Pat.  Nevilky  of  Goroguemore,  farmer,  being  duly  sworn :  Saith,  was  on  the 
road  near  .Newtown  Barry,  on  Saturday  the  18th  June  instant ;  deponent  saw 
Captain  Graham  there  on  horseback,  with  a  naked  sword  in  his  hand  ;  deponeat 
saw  stones  thrown  from  the  people  towards  the  yeomen,  about  five  or  six  in 
number ;  did  not  see  any  yeoman  or  policeman  seriously  injured  by  the  throwing 
of  stones ;  after,  and  partly  at  the  time  the  throwing  of  those  stones^  deponent 
heard  Captain  Graham  give  orders  to  fire  ;  when  deponent  heard  the  orders  to 
fire,  ran  away  instantly;  heard  a  shot  then;  heard  a  few  others  in  quick 
succession,  then  general  firing ;  after  the  general  firing,  deponent  heard  separate 
shots ;  when  deponent  ran  away,  he  stood  behind  the  wall  of  the  pound  for 
personal  safety ;  deponent  did  not  see  a  shot  fired,  for  deponent  ran  away  for 
safety. 

By  Counsellor  Robinson: — Deponent  lives  about  five  miles  from  Newtown 
Barry ;  went  there  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  the  cant  if  it  should  go  on ; 
deponent  says  there  was  not  a  great  deal  of  shouting  at  the  time  the  stones  wer6 
thrown ;  deponent  cannot  say  whether  any  of  the  stones  struck  the  police  or 
yeomanry ;  they  came  into  their  ranks  when  Captain  Graham  gave  the  order  to 
fire ;  he  was  betwixt  the  yeomen  and  the  pound,  when  the  orders  were  given  to 
fire ;  deponent  saw  the  yeomen  turning  to  face  the  town ;  deponent  says  the 
yeomen  were  on  the  move  to  Newtown  Barry,  when  the  orders  were  given  to 
fire ;  Captain  Graham  was  near  about  the  centre  of  the  road,  when  he  gave  orders 
to  fire ;  deponent  was  about  seven  yards  from  Captain  Graham ;  deponent  was 
further  from  the  town  than  Captain  Graham ;  Captain  Graham's  horse  was 
facing  the  town  when  he  gave  the  orders  to  fire;  deponent  heard  Captain 
Graham  say  fire  at  them ;  deponent  heard  Captain  Graham  say  no  other  words ; 
when  Captain  Graham  gave  the  orders  to  fire,  he  stooped  his,  Captain  Graham's 
heaA  in  tne  direction  of  his  horses  head^  and  the  yeomanry;  Captain  Graham 
gave  the  orders  to  fire  in  a  good  full  voice ;  Captain  Graham  was  moving  on 
towards  Newtown  Barry  at  the  time. 

By  a  Juror : — There  were  other  words  connected  preceding  the  word  fire^  hut 
deponent  did  not  hear  them,  could  not  hear  so  as  to  distinguish.

John  JValshy  sub-constable  of  police,  of  M yshall,  county  Carlow,  being  duly 
sworn :  Saith,  deponent  attends  in  consequence  of  a  summons.  On  Saturday  the 
1 8th  instant,  deponent  was  at  the  pound  of  Newtown  Barry,  under  command  of 
Captain  King,  in  charge  of  the  cattle ;  saw  no  rescue  or  attempt  to  rescue  the 
cattle ;  saw  no  immediate  attempt,  or  attempt  at  all ;  saw  the  people,  a  good  many 
of  the  people,  in  the  crowd  pushins^  in  on  tne  police ;  heard  others  of  the  people 
to  cry  out  in  the  crowd  ^'  Don't  blame  the  police,  they  must  be  here,  it  is  the 
yeomen  we  blame,"  or  words  to  that  effect ;  deponent  did  not  see  what  occurred 
between  the  yeomen  and  the  people ;  deponent  heard  Captain  King  cry  out  to 
his  men,  to  be  steady,  police,  and  do  not  fire ;  Captain  King  said  this  several 
times.

Richardson  Britton^  of  Scarawalsh,  farmer,  being  duly  sworn  :  Saith,  he  holds 
near  40  acres  of  land  ;  was  on  the  road  near  the  pound  of  Newtown  Barry  oa 
Saturday  the  1 8th  instant ;  saw  the  cattle  in  the  custody  of  the  police  ;  saw  no 
attempt  to  rescue  them ;  deponent  met  the  cattle  and  the  police  coming  on  the 
road  from  the  pound ;  deponent  was  on  horseback,  going  homewards ;  deponent 
saw  the  yeomen  and  the  people  in  the  rear  close  together ;  saw  the  yeomen  trying 
to  keep  the  people  back  with  their  bayonets ;  saw  the  yeomen  keeping  the  people 
back  by  apparently  sticking  or  prodding  at  them  with  their  bayonets ;  after  that 
heard  shots ;  deponent  heard  the  word  fire  given  before  deponent  heard  any 
shots  ;  does  not  know  who  ^ve  that  word  fire ;  saw  and  heard  stones  thrown  up 
in  the  air  in  the  direction  of  the  yeomen,  which  fell  on  their  guns  and  bayonets; 
deponent  dismounted,  knelt  down  on  one  knee,  and  stooped  for  self-preservation ; 
when  deponent  heard  the  shots  firing,  saw  a  man  fall  about  the  breadth  of  the 
road  from  him^  deponent;  he  was  not  making  any  aggression  on  police  or  yeomen,

Deponent  ia  positiivie  he  saw  some  of  the  yeomen  reload  their  gona  thfee  timesi 
vad  discharge  them ;  saw  no  guD9  or  firearms  of  any  description  wit&  any  of  the 
people^ 

By  Counsellor  Robinson : — After  deponent  got  up  he  saw  the  yeomen  reload  and 
ire ;  thinks  the  firing  continued  more  than  five  minutes ;  did  not  see  the  first 
shot  fired,  heard  it;  appeared  to  come  from  amongst  the  yeomaerry  or  poliee 
behind  dbeponent:  when  deponent  met  the  police  with  the  cattle,  the  police  were 
first.  Captain  Riefaards's  yeomanry  next  them,  Mr.  Nunne  and  Mr.  Brett  were 
fartiber  from  the  town  than>  Mr.  Richards.  The  first  shots  tha^  deponent  heard 
fired  were  behknl  opponent,  next  the  town^  from  the  yeomen  or  poKce,  eaimot 
say  which ;  the  person  who  gave  the  word  fire  was  behind  deponent ;  deponent 
heard  the  word  fire  distinctly  given,  heard  no  other  word; 

Bffi  a  Juror  :-*-Deponent  knows  none  of  the  yeomanry  who  reloaded  on  that  day:  ^ 
did  aot  know  any  ef  the  yeomanry  who  fired  on  that  day ;  the  people  seemed  ta 
be  wild  in  themselves,  but  deponent  did  not  see  any  violence  but  the  throwing  of 
stones  and  shouting,  as  before  stated. 

By  a  Juror : — At  the  time  the  yeomen  and  police  were  passing  deponent  he 
««Bi on  his  way  towards  home ;  they  had  not  all  passed  deponent  when  the  first 
diot  was  fired*  The  yeomen  and  police  were  clear  of  the  pound^house  before  the 
ivst  shot  was  fired ;  some  of  the  people  were  between  the  yeomen  and  the  pound" 
house ;  is  certain  that  the  first  shot  was  not  fired  at  or  near  the  pound-house,  as  k 
JMJSvfiMdifiom  behind  dieponent ;  the  yeomen  were  close  to  the  police,  as  deponent 
saw  Captain  Richards,  wbonv  deponent  knows;  at  die  time  deponent  first  Qiet 
them  deponent  did  not  see  any  officer  mounted  on  horseback.  Deponent  thinks 
he  was  eight  perches  ffom  the  pound  at  the  time  the  first  shot  was  fired.

,  James  CQlclmighy  labourer  and  carman,  of  Ballinvally,  county  Carlow,  being  duly 
iwom-:  Saith,  he  was  at  Newtown  Barry  on  Saturday  the  18th  June  instant,  saw 
a  good  deal  of  what  passed  on  that  day ;  left  the  town  in  or  about  two  o'clock  for 
home  ;  passed  honre  through  Kildavin.  In  passing  through  Kildavin  went  into 
Mr.  Malone's,  at  Kildavin,  to  tell  him  of  the  slaughter ;  after  leaving  Mr.  Malone 
went  into  his  brothers  house,  a  few  perches  beyond  Kildavin.  Deponent  went 
into  his  brotherV  house  for  a  gun;  the  gun  belonged  to  Ned  Coleman;  said  gun 
was  Ifent  to  dfeponent  by  N.  Coleman.  Deponent  lent  said  gun  about  a  month 
before  that  to  his  brother,  to  shoot  rabbits  ;  deponent's  brother  having  permission, 
as  he  told  deponent,  to  shoot  rabbits  on  Mr.  Brownrigg's  property.  Deponent 
wanted  the  gun  to  bring  it  home  to  protect  himself  from  the  Bayleys,  who  are 
yeomen  of  the  Myshall  corps,  which  said  Bayleys  deponent  saw  at  the  pound  on 
Saturday  the  1 8th. '  Deponent  is  evidence  against  the  Bayleys,  and  is  bound  over 
to  prosecute  them  at  the  Carlow  Assizes,  for  firing  shots,  as  deponent  supposes,  at 
this  Rev.  Father  Tiemey,  Roman  Catholic  clergyman,  on  that  day.  After  de- 
ponent left  his  brother's  house,  he,  deponent,  met  a  gentleman  on  horseback, 
whom  he  did  not  know,  who  entered  into  conversation  with  him^  deponent.  The 
^ntlemati  stopped  to  water  his  horse,  during  which  time  the  conversation- took 
place.  After  the  conversation- the  deponent  proceeded  home,  and  the  gendeman 
:went  towards  Newtown  Barry.  The  gentleman  asked  deponent  had  deponent 
heard  of  the  slaughter  at  Newtown  Barry,  deponent  replied  he  had;  be  was 
looking  at  it ;  "  Oh,"  the  gentleman  repliedj  "  sure  it  cannot  be  possible  that  the 
yeomen  opened  firing  on  the  people,"  or  words  tD  that  effect ;  deponent  said  it  was 
a  fact,  he,  deponent,  was  looking  at  it.  The  gentleman  asked  deponent:  if  he, 
deponent,  was  in  the  corps;  deponent  said  he  was  not. 

By  Counsellor  Robinson : — There  was  another  boy  of  the  name  of  William 
Kelly  present,  when  the  said  conversation  took  place  betn'een  deponent  and  the 
gentleman.     Ned  Coleman,  who  lent  deponent  the  gun,  is  a  farmer ;  has  about 
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four  acres  of  land,  and  lives  at  Raheen.  It  is  a  month  since  deponent  was 
bound  to  prosfecute  the  Bayleys.  Deponent  often  passed  by  his  brotner's  house 
since  that  time ;  did  not  call  for  the  gun,  because  deponent  wag  not  afraid  of 
th^  Bayleys  till  that  day,  but  on  that  day  aiter  the  slaughter  which  was  committed 
by  the  yeomen ;  deponent  thought  that  the  yeomen  would  have  murdered  every 
man  in  their  way,  and  that  tlie  Dayleys  would  lean  particularly  on  deponent ;  de^ 
ponent  says,  he  is  not  now  afraid  of  the  Bayleys,  as  he  considers  them  settled. 

James  Colclough. 

Mr.  Edward  Mahne^  of  Kildavin  :  Knows  James  Colclough.  Deponent  is  an 
extensive  farmer ;  on  Saturday  the  i8th  instant,  James  Colclough  called  at  depo- 
nent's house,  something  after  three  o'clock ;  told  deponent  of  the  events  that  had 
taken  place  in  Newtown  Barry.  James  Colclough  has  a  brother  that  lives  between 
deponent's  house,  and  where  James  Colclough  lives  ;  the  deponent  knows  James 
Colclough 's  brother  to  be  a  great  poacher  and  rabbit  shooter ;  when  said  Col- 
clough came  to  deponent's  house ;  Colclough  had  no  gun  with  bini'. 

Edward  Makme. 

Edward  Swayne^  duly  sworn :  Saith,  he  lives  in  Newtown  Barry ;  is  occa* . 
sionally  called  upon  to  act  as  bailiff;  was  in  Newtown  Barry  on  Saturday  the  i8th 
instant ;  was  given  cattle  in  charge  on  that  day,  as  a  bailiff  in  Newtown  Barry ; 
brought  up  these  cattle  from  the  pound  to  Newtown  Barry ;  the  cattle  consisted  of 
three  heifers ;  these  cattle  had  been  distrained  for  tithes  due  to  the  Rev.  Alexander 
M'Clintock.  Mr.  John  Ralph,  of  Newtown  Barry,  gave  deponent  these  cattle  in 
charge  to  deponent.  James  Gregan  was  another  bailiff  employed  in  charge  of 
said  cattle.  Mr.  Ralph  was  with  James  Gregan  and  deponent  when  they  brought 
the  cattle  up  from  the  pound  ;  brought  up  the  cattle  to  tne  town  for  the  purpose  of 
selling  them  for  tithes ;  Mr.  Ralph  desired  them  to  turn  the  cattle  down  to  the  wall 
at  the  lower  side  of  the  street  near  the  Slaney  bridge  ;  deponent  and  Gregan  did  so. 
The  cattle  remained  there  not  a  long  time  ;  there  came  a  crowd  of  people  down  to 
where  the  cattle  were  standing,  and  a  boy  carrying  a  board  with  letters  on  it,  and 
the  boy  cried  out,  "  Selling  for  tithe  ;"  then  Moses  Doyle,  of  Ballyphillip,  asked 
deponent  to  drive  up  the  cattle  to  the  street,  deponent  told  Doyle,  Mr.  Ralph 
desired  bim  to  stand  there  with  them  ;  Mr.  Ralph  was  not  with  them  at  that  time ; 
there  went  then  a  parcel  of  boys  down  to  the  wall  and  drove  up  the  cattle  ;  de- 
ponent then  saw  Mr.  Ralph  at  Captain  Graham's  gate ;  deponent  stopped  the 
cattle  and  drove  them  towards  Captain  Graham's  wall ;  then  the  crowd  gathered 
and  rushed  the  cattle  from  the  wall  again  ;  the  crowd  took  the  cattle  up  the  main 
street  with  them  ;  then  deponent  went  to  Mr.  Ralph,  who  was  at  Captain  Gra- 
ham's gate,  and  told  him  the  crowd  had  taken  the  cattle  away  with  them; 
Mr.  Ralph  came  out  and  walked  hastily  up  after  the  cattle ;  deponent  could  not 
see  any  more  of  the  cattle  for  the  crowd ;  deponent  at  the  time  the  crowd  so  rushed 
the  cattle  from  the  wall,  they  were  making  a  great  noise,  but  did  not  molest 
witness  or  any  one  else  ;  the  crowd  rushed  the  cattle  from  the  wall  and  deponent 
against  deponent's  consent ;  when  the  crowd  turned  the  cattle,  deponent  went  for 
mv.  Ralph  ;  on  the  virtue  of  his  oath  the  crowd  took  the  cattle  away  from  depo- 
nent forcibly. 

By  Mr.  Costelloe  : — Deponent  says  he  has  been  a  bailiffor  sub-constable  for  the 
last  23  years ;  for  the  above  period  deponent  was  a  bailiff  and  process-server  until 
the  new  appointment  of  process-servers ;  deponent  has  a  great  many  relations 
among  the  yeomen ;  deponent  is  above  60  years  of  age ;  deponent  never  saw 
a  more  peaceable  rescue,  because  there  could  be  no  resistance  against  such  a 
crowd  ;  his  comrade  was  there  at  the  time  of  the  rescue ;  to  deponent's  knowledge 
deponent  did  not  see  the  crowd  commit  any  violence  but  snouting ;  deponent 
heard  Moses  Doyle  say  that  that  was  no  place  to  sell  the  cattle,  but  to  drive  them 
up  into  the  street  Deponent  saith  there  was  no  blow  struck  or  stone  pelted  at 
that  time  ;  deponent  heard  and  believed  that  the  cattle  were  afterwards  in  posses- 
sion of  the  police ;  deponent  knows  nothing  of  them  after.

The  jury  having  retired  to  deliberate  on  the  evidence  adduced,  remained  in  deli- 
beration from  three  o'clock  on  Wednesday  the  29th  instant,  to  eleven  o'clock  on

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of  Dr.  Hyde  certifying  that  Captain  Browne,  as  foreman,  was  unable  to  attend  from 
indisposition;  accormngly  the  jury  adjourned,  waiting  for  a  notification  from 
Dr.  Hyde  to  say  when  Captain  Browne  would  be  able  to  resume  business ;  which 
notification  was  received  on  Monday  the  nth  July,  when  the  jury  were  directed 
by  the  coroner  to  re-assemble  at  Captain  Browne's,  on  Wednesaay  the  13th  July ; 
on  which  day  the  jury  re-assembled  and  proceeded  to  examine  tne  several  depo- 
sitions. Coroner  was  informed,  at  three  o'clock,  by  the  foreman,  that  the  jury 
could  not  agree ;  fn  consequence  of  which  the  Court  was  adjourned  to  Saturday 
16th  inst,  at  1 1  o'clock,  at  the  School-house  at  Newtown  Barry.

County  of  \yEXFORD,|    THE   Information   of    Marks   Devereux,   of  Glasslacken, 
to  wit.  J  parish  of  Sl  Mary,  and  county  of  Wexford,   who  being  duly 

sworn  on  the  Holy  Evangelists,  deposeth  :  Saith,  that  be  was  in  Newtown  Barry, 
in  the  county  of  Wexford,  on  the  18th  June  last;  saw  a  crowd  there,  and  saw 
Captain  Graham,  of  Newtown  Barry,  dressed  in  uniform,  on  horseback,  riding 
towards  the  pound  with  a  drawn  sword,  calling  to  the  people  to  make  way.  In- 
formant proceeded  towards  the  pound,  and  saw  the  cattle  which  had  been  seised 
returning  towards  the  pounds  and  they  were  subsequently  put  into  the  pound  by  the 
police ;  a  crowd  of  about  60  or  70  persons  were  about  the  pound,  and  previous  to 
this  Captain  Graham  addressed  the  crowd,  and  said  he  was  resolved  to  sell  the 
cattle  in  spite  of  any  person  ;  and  he  further  said,  that  every  policeman  there  had 
a  ball  cartridge  in  his  carbine,  and  that  there  would  shortly  be  more ;  he  then  rode 
away  towards  the  town,  and  returned  shortly  with  the  yeomanry,  who  ranged  them- 
selves along  the  road  facing  the  river.  Some  altercation  then  arose  about  letting  the 
cattle  out  qr  the  pounds  the  people  wishing  to  delay  doing  so  until  the  return  of 
Mr.  Feltus,  who  had  gone  to  propose  an  arbitration  to  Rev.  Mr.  M'Clintock. 
John  Doyle,  son  to  the  owner  of  the  cattle,  proposed  to  Captain  Graham,  that  as 
the  yeomanry  and  police  were  loaded,  and  as  many  persons  were  innocently  on  the 
road  about  their  business,  and  might  be  hurt,  that  the  authorities,  civil  and  military, 
should  be  withdrawn,  and  that  he  would  himself  drive  the  cattle  back  to  the  town, 
where  they  might  be  sold,  and  that  his  father  would  then  have  recourse  to  the  laws. 
A  man  present  said  it  was  beyond  the  hours  of  auction,  and  to  wait  till  Mr.  Feltus 
returned ;  Captain  Graham  made  a  push  of  his  sword  at  the  man,  who  stepped 
back,  and  asked  him  how  dared  he  do  so,  adding  that  he  paid  more  for  the  repair 
of.  the  road  than  he  did.  The  cattle  were  then  turned  out  of  the  pound,  and  the 
police  took  charge  of  them,  and  were  driving  them  towards  the  town,  and  as  th^ 
passed  the  yeomanry  they  also  wheeled  up  and  followed  the  police,  and  proceeded 
towards  the  town ;  a  great  number  of  the  people  were  in  front,  §oing  towards  the 
town,  and  many  people  were  standing  on  the  ditches  at  the  road  side,  but  informant 
thinks  not  more  than  60  or  70  persons  of  the  crowd  were  in  the  rear;  these 
persons  were  following  up  the  yeomen,  who  were  the  rear  of  the  entire  party, 
on  the  road,  and  some  of  the  yeomanry  were  punching  at  the  crowd  to  keep 
them  off;  the  people  who  were  thus  punched  were  angry,  and  used  menacing 
gestures  towards  the  yeomen.  Informant  saw  a  stone  pitched  towards  the  yeomen, 
but  it  did  not  reach  them ;  saw  two  or  three  more  stones  fall  in  among  the  yeomen, 
cannot  say  if  any  of  them  took  effect,  but  heard  a  noise  as  if  their  bayonets  were 
clasliing;  saw  no  other  \iolcnce  used  touunU  the  yeomen.    Captain  Graham  at  this 
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time  stooped  down  on  his  horse  and  said  "  Fire."  Immediately  a  shot  was  fired 
dose  to  where  Captain  Graham  was ;  did  not  see  who  fired  it,  but  this  was  the  first 
shot  informant  heard  that  day.  In  a  second  or  so  two  or  three  otlier  shots  were 
fired  from  the  same  place,  and  then  a  general  discharge  took  place,  the  people  ran 
away,  and  several  of  them  fell  wound^«  Informant  saw  dead,  from  the  effects  of 
that  firing,  Andrew  McDonnell,  a  boy  of  the  name  of  Waters,  and  Patrick  Leary ; 
one  Butler,  and  a  man  of  the  name  of  Neill,  another,  John  Byrne,  and  a  yeoman  of 
the  name  of  Rogan,  were  wounded  by  the  firing,  as  were  several  other  persons. 
Informant  saith  that  he  cannot  take  upon  himself  to  identify  any  particular  person 
who  fiFed  on  that  occasion,  but  saith  that  among  the  persons  who  did  fire  be  saw 
the  following  persons  present  and  level  their  firelocks,  but  from  the  smoke  and 
general  conftision  he  cannot  say  if  they  actually  fired,  viz.  John  Deacon,  of  Ryland, 
a  yeoman;  Francis  Perrin,  of  Bally preakis,  yeoman;  Robert  Perrin,  his  son; 
William  Heany,  of  ditto,  yeoman ;  John  Keams,  of  ditto,  yeoman ;  John  Perrin, 
of  Newtown  Barry,  yeoman ;  a  man  of  the  name  of  Humphreys,  of  ditto,  yeojnan ; 

John  Green,  of  ditto,  yeoman ;  Alexander  Jordan,  of  ditto,  yeoman ;  Atkins, 

of  Irish-street,  Newtown  Barry,  yeoman ;  Henry  Jordan,  of  Newtown  Barry ;  one 
Beale,  of  Carrigduff,  county  Carlow ;  Richard  Swain,  of  Newtown  Barry ;  James 
Waters,  of  Barnahesk,  county  Carlow,  and  John  Moulton,  of  ditto  ;  John  Williams, 
of  Tomodilly,  or  Skihane ;  a  person  whose  name  he  believes  to  be  Farrell,  of  near 
£oniscorthy.  Informant  saith  that  when  Captain  Graham  gave  the  order  to  fire 
be  was  on  the  road  and  on  horseback ;  informant  was  also  on  the  road,  and  distant 
from  Captain  Graham  about  six  perches.  Informant  was  about  the  centre  of  the 
road,  and  Captain  Graham  towards  the  Slaney  side  thereof;  about  10  or  12  of  the 
yeomen  were  between  informant  and  Captain  Graham,  and  about  the  same  number 
of  country  people ;  heard  no  shouting  at  that  time,  but  when  the  cattle  were  let  out 
of  the  pound  some  boys  were  diverting  themselves,  shouting  and  running  about, 
tripping  each  other ;  as  soon  as  the  first  shot  was  fired  the  people  began  to  run,  and 
continued  running  away  during  all  the  firing.

County  of  WExfoRD,|    THE  Information  of  John  Curran,  of  Glaslacken,  parish  of 
to  wit.  J  gj^  Mary's,  and  county  Wexford,  who  being  duly  sworn  on  the 

Holy  Evangelists,  deposeth  and  saith,  That  he  was  in  Newtown  Barry  on  1 8th 
June  last :  saw  a  great  crowd  in  the  square,  saw  some  cattle  belonging  to  Paddy 
Doyle  in  the  square;  tliese  cattle  made  their  way  through  the  crowd,  and  got  down 
on  the  Enniscorthy  road,  and  went  away ;  after  some  time  informant  went  towards 
the  pound  on  the  same  road ;  the  cattle  were  put  into  the  pound.  Informant  saw  a 
body  of  police  and  yeomanry ;  saw  Captain  Graham,  the  magistrate,  he  was  on 
horseback ;  the  cattle  were  again  taken  out  of  the  pound,  and  were  escorted  towards 
the  town  by  the  police,  followed  by  the  yeomanry ;  Captain  Graham  accompanied 
them;  there  were  a  number  of  people  assembled,  but  informant  cannot  say  about  what 
number  J  heard  a  great  deal  of  shouting  among  the  people;  heard  Captain  Graham 
speak  to  the  people,  but  did  not  hear  what  he  said ;  a  boy  in  reply  said  he  had  as 
good  toleration  on  the  road  as  he  had ;  saw  a  stone  thrown  or  pitched  near  Captain 
Graham,  it  fell  quite  close  to  him,  but  informant  does  not  know  if  it  hit  him ;  that 
was  the  first  stone  informant  saw  thrown;  after  that  saw  a  number  of  stones  thrown,

arms  took  place,  and  a  number  of  shots  were  frred ;  iafiifmant  was  kbea  aoDceakd 
behind  the  ditch,  lyin^  down ;  alter  the  firing  ceaeed  infonoant^caoM  but,  and  aaw  a 
number  of  persons  lying  about  tbe  place  .dead*  and  othecs  wounded;  aaw  Jaraes 
Doyle  and  one  Leary  dwd^  saw  Mary  Mulcooaey  lying  wroaadeiy  ibe  iaiooee  dead; 
6aw  a  boy  of  t^  name  of  Waters  lying  dead  inaide  m  a  potalCNfield;  oannat  aay 
who  the  person  or  persons  were  who  fired  shots  on  that  day,  and  cannot  identify  any 
particular  person  as  having  fired  any  of  the  abots ;  the  order  to  fins  as  given  by 
Captain  Graham  took  place  at  the  identical  moment  that  the  atones  were  ttwown 
among  the  yeomanry  as  described ;  at  the  time  the  cattle  were  leaving  the  aquafe, 
they  went  towards  the  bridge,  but  were  stopped  and  turned  back  by  N^  Swain  and 
Jemmy  Gregan ;  tbe  i8th  June  was  market-day  in  Newto^vn  Barry«

Holy  Evangelists,  deposeth  and  saith.  That  he  was  on  the  road  near  Newtown 
Barry  on  the  18th  June  last,  when  the  firing  took  place ;  was  within  about  30  yards 
of  the  place  when  the  first  shot  was  fired ;  beard  no  person  give  any  ohler  to  fire, 
and  saw  no  stones  thrown  previously ;  four  or  five  shots  immediately  followed  tbe 
firing  of  the  first  shot,  and  immediately  after  informant  heard  a  general  volley ;  the 
people,  with  the  exception  of  very  few,  ran  away  in  different  directions ;  a  total 
cessation  of  firing  then  took  place,  and  soon  after  another  volley  was  fired,  but  not 
so  numerous  as  die  first ;  informant  took  shelter  among  the  police  on  the  road,  but 
was  pushed  fi*om  among  them,  and  got  into  the  field  over  the  ditch ;  five  or  six  shots 
were  fired  apparently  after  informant,  for  he  saw  a  man  fall  in  the  field  in  a  direct 
line  with  himself;  informant  turned^  and  was  coming  out  on  the  road  with  his  head 
stooped,  when  he  heard  Sub-constable  Dillon  call  out,  ^^  Murder,  murder !  don't  kill 
that  man,"  meaning  informant ;  the  said  Dillon  and  Mn  John  Ralph  then  got  in* 
formant  into  the  ranks  of  the  police,  who  were  halted  on  the  road ;  sfaw  Mary 
Mulrooney  inside  the  ditch  walking  at  a  tnnart  pace  away  from  the  police  through 
the  field;  saw  a  policeman,  whose  name  he  has  heard  and  believes  Eilfoyle  (sta- 
tioned  at  Myshall  in  county  Carlow),  step  out  from  the  ranks,  get  on  the  fodtpatb, 
level  his  piece  on  the  wall,  point  it  towards  Mary  Mulrooney,  and  fir6,  on  which 
•  Mary  Mulrooney  fell ;  at  this  moment  some  of  the  police  exdaimed,  •*  Oh  murder, 
murder !  fie  ft)r  shame !  the  woman,  tbe  woman  f  Kilfoyle  then  jeloaded,  and  three 
of  the  yeomantry  ste|>ped  out  and  joined  him,  and  were  about  to  fire  up  towards  tbe 
hill,  when  Captain  King,  chief  constable  of  police,  dressed  in  his  uniform  coat,  came 
up  within  three  or  four  yards  of  Kilfoyle  and  the  three  yeomen,  and  ordered  them 
to  cease  firing  J  immediately  Kilfoyle  and  the  three  yeomen  fired  their  pieces  up 
towards  the  hill ;  informant  does  not  know  the  names  of  any  of  the  three  aforesaid 
yeomanry;  the. said  shots  were  the  last  shots  fired  that  day  as  heard  by  idformant; 
does  not  know  the  name  of  any  other  person  who  fired  that  day;  saw  a  number  of 
persons  wounded  and  some  dead  about  the  place,  but  cannot  say  who  indicted  the 
wounds.  Informant  cannot  say  what  was  the  demeanour  of  the  people  previous  to 
the  firing,  having  only  come  up  about  a  minute  before ;  has  heard  and  l>e]ieves  that 
(he  aforesaid  Mary  Mulrooney  has  since  died  from  the  effects  of  wounds  received 
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on  that  day ;  after  the  first  shot,  and  previous  to  the  four  or  five  shots  described,  the 
people  began  to  disperse  and  run  away  generally ;  very  few  of  the  people  were  pre- 
sent  when  Mary  Mulrooney  fell,  the  greater  number  of  them  having  run  off.

Harry  Hogan  against  Captain  Crraham,  Alexander  Jordan  and  others. 

County  of  Wbxfoed,|    THE  Information  of  Harry  Hogan,  of  Ball^preakas,  parish  of 
to  wit.  J  gj  ]M[ary»g^  and  county  of  Wexford,  who  bemg  duly  sworn  on 

the  Holy  EN'angelists,  deposeth  and  saith,  That  he  was  near  the  pound  of  Newtown 
Barry  on  the  loth  of  June  last,  when  the  firing  occurred.  Saith,  that  when  the 
cattle  were  on  their  way  from  the  pound  towards  the  town,  a  number  of  people 
were  accompanying  the  police  and  the  yeomanry  who  were  in  charge  of  them ; 
some  of  the  people  were  in  front,  some  m  the  fields  at  each  side  of  the  road,  and 
about  60  or  70  following  in  the  rear.  Informant  saw  Captain  Graham,  who  is 
a  magistrate,  with  the  pdice  and  yeomanry  on  that  day ;  heard  him  tell  the  people 
to  keep  back  and  not  to  press  on  the  troops,  he  warned  them  that  every  musket 
was  loaded  with  powder  and  ball.  Informant  saw  a  stone  thrown  which  fell  ill 
among  the  yeomen.  Captain  Graham  was  on  horseback  near  the  place ;  shortly 
after  about  three  or  four  more  stones  were  thrown  and  fell  among  the  yeomen, 
did  not  see  any  of  the  stones  strike  any  person.  Informant  sai£  that  at  this 
moment  John  Deacon  of  Ryland,  one  of  the  aforesaid  yeomanry,  said  to  Captain 
Graham,  '^  Captain,  Captain,  won't  you  allow  us  to  fire,  as  the  stones  are  throwing 
and  the  people  are  pressing  in  on  us,  and  our  lives  are  in  danger?"  Captain 
Graham  then  turned  round  sideways  on  his  horse,  leaned  down  on  the  saddle,  and 
said  something  which  informant  could  not  distinctly  hear,  but  informant  heard 
him  give  the  word  to  fire ;  a  shot  was  then  fired  towards  the  people  at  the  Staney 
side,  who  were  on  the  ditch,  by  Alexander  Jordan  of  Newtown  Barry,  one  of  the 
yeomen  ;  he  was  then  about  four  or  five  yards  from  Captain  Graham ;  cannot  say 
if  that  shot  took  effect  on  any  person ;  two  other  shots  were  then  fired  by  John 
Deacon  aforesaid,  and  James  Devitt  of  Newtown  Barry,  one  of  the  yeomanry ; 
five  more  shots  were  then  fired  by  Joe  Radwel  of  Kiltranch,  Sam  Radwel  of  the 
Dearpark,  Thomas  Radwel  of  Barnahask,  John  Peprin  of  Newtown  Barry,  and 
John  Moulton  of  Barnahask,  all  of  the  Newtown  Barry  yeomanry ;  saith  that  the 
shot  thus  fired  by  Moulton  wounded  William  Rogan,  one  of  the  yeomanry,  who  fell 
on  receiving  it.  Informant  saith,  that  Rogan  was  not  wounded  by  Moulton  by  the 
first  shot  fired  by  said  Moulton,  but  saith  that  the  aforesaid  Joe  Radwel^  Sam 
Radwel,  Thomas  Radwel,  John  Perrin  and  John  Moulton,  reloaded  their  guns, 
fired  a  second  volley  together,  and  it  was  by  that  discharge  that  Rogan  was  killed ; 
13  shots  were  fired  before  Rogan  fell,  arid  it  was  the  thirteenth  shot  fired  by  Moul- 
ton that  killed  him ;  at  this  time  not  many  people  remained,  they  running  away 
in  all  directions.  Saith,  that  before  Rogan  was  wounded  informant  saw  him  step 
out  of  his  ranks,  and  go  towards  the  side  of  the  road  and  present  his  gun  towards 
the  people ;  cannot  say  if  he  fired,  but  saw  him  turn  round  again  towards  the  yeo« 
men,  and  it  was  at  this  moment  that  Moulton's  shot  struck  him,  he  was  in  the 
act  of  wheeling  when  he  fell ;  saw  no  shot  fired  from  inside  the  ditch  ;  informant 
was. all  the  time  standing  in  the  ranks  with  the  yeomanry,  and  stood  within  one  of 
Moulton ;  after  Rogan  fell  a  great  number  of  shots  were  fired,  some  in  single 
shots  and  some  together ;  saw  some  people  dead  and  some  wounded,  but  cannot 
tell  who  wounded  any  of  them  except  Rogan  aforesaid ;  saw  the  persons  who 
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fired  tbe  last  shots  that  were  fired  that  day,  they  were  yeomen ;  did  not  see  any 
pdiceman  fire  that  day;  saw  no  person  attempting  to  slop  the  firing  but  John 
Moulton  of  Kilbranish ;  did  not  see  Chief. ccmstable  King  during  the  firing;  saith- 
that  other  shots  than  those  1 3  shots  described  were  fired  about  tbe  same  time, 
but  not  in  the  same  direction ;  saith  that  when  Rogan  fell,  Moulton  turned  round 
to  his  comrade  Thomas  Radwel,  and  said  that  he,  Moulton,  had  killed  Rogan  in- 
stead  of  those  he  fired  at.  Informant  did  not  hear  Radwel  make  any  reply.  Saith 
that  he  himself  was  dragged  into  the  yeomanry  ranks  for  protection  by  William 
Radwd,  one  of  the  yeomen,  as  having  lived  formerly  with  BLadwel's  uncle.

Couaty  of  Wj»foju>,|    THE  Information  of  James  Dillon,  sub-constable  of  poficet 
to  wit,  /  county  Wexford,  who  being  duly  sworn  on  the  Holy  Evan** 

gelists,  depoeeth  and  sftitb^  That  on  the  i^th  June  last  he  was  on  duty  in  New-^ 
town  Barry,  under  Chief-constable  King ;  about  twelve  o'clock,  Captain  Graham, 
tbe  magistrate,  came  to  Captain  King  in  the  square,  and  said,  that  in  consequence 
of  his  neglect  in  not  comiag  down  to  the  square  sooner  with  the  police  the  cattle 
were  rescued,  and  he  directed  Captain  King  to  go  and  retake  the  cattle ;  Captain 
King  Baid  be  would  if  accompanied  hy  the  magistrate,  and  then  Captain  Graham 
proceeded  with  the  police  after  tbe  cattle ;   the  cattle  were  overtaken  and  placed  in 
the  pound ;  a  great  number  of  persons  were  on  the  road  and  about  tbe  place  at  this 
time.     Saith  that  he  did  not  at  this  time  nor  during  the  day  see  any  disorderly  or 
riotous  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  people;  saw  no  stones  thrown  on  that  day; 
CiBtptMn  Graham  returned  to  Newtown  Barry,  and  came  back  accompanied  by  the 
yeomanry ;  the  cattle  were  then  let  out  of  the  pound,  taken  in  charge  by  informant 
and  the  police,  and  taken  towards  the  t6wn,  followed  by  the  yeomanry,  who 
formed  a  kind  of  rear  guard.     Informant  had  got  about  178  paces  from  the  pound 
when  he  heard  a  shot  fired  in  his  rear;  towards  the  pound,  and  then  other  shots ;' 
thO'people  began  to  run  in  all  directions,  and  a  good  many  shots  were  fired  by  the 
yeomanry ;  did  not  see  Captain  Graham  at  any  time  during'  the  firmg  and  not  till 
It  bad  GMsed;  saw  Captain  King ;  after  the  first  shots,  he  turned  about  to  the  police 
and  told  them  for  God's  sake  to  be  quiet  and  not  to  fire ;  some  country  people 
were  lying  inside  the  ditch,  who  were  putting  up  their  heads  to  look,  and  Captain 
King  beckoned  to  them  two  or  three  times  to  keep  close.     During  the  firing  saw 
Terence  0*Brien,  of  Crumuio,  one  Coskar,  and  two  other  men,  lying  dbwn  inside 
tbe  ditch ;  saw  three  yeomanry  fall  out  of  the.  ranks,  present  their  guns  at  O'Brien 
and  his  companions,  upon  which  informant  called  out  *^  Murder,  doh't  shoot  those 
men."    The  three  yeomanry  did  not  fire,  and  informant  took  O'Brien  and  his 
companions  into  the  ranks.     Informant  does  not  remember  whether  it  was  before 
or  after  this  occurrence  that  informant  heard  some  persons  near  him  cry  out 
^^  Murder,  murder,  fie,  the  woman  is  shot^'*  or  words  to  that  effect ;  looked  about 
but  did  not  see  the  woman.     Knows  Constable  Kilfoyle,  of  Myshall ;  did  not  see 
him  during  tbe  firing,  and  did  not  see  him  at  that  moment ;  saw  a  number  of 
persons  apparently  dead  and  wounded,  but  cannot  say  whose  hand  inflicted  any  of 
tlie  wounds.     Did  not  kiiow  a  yeoman  of  the  name  of  Rogan.    Tbe  reason  he 
could  not  see  stones  if  they  were  thrown  in  the  rear  of  the  party  was,  that  he  was 
considerably  in  front,  and  was  engaged  driving  the  cattle  at  the*  time.     Informant

These  wore 
about  30  polioemen  and  about  100  yeomanry  •present ;  saw  some  of'  thepolice  £re 
on  that  day^  but  saw  no  person  fire  except  the  yeomanry  Jind  the  poHoe;  could  isoS; 
identify  any  of  the  police  who  fired,  nor  any  of  the  yeomanry ;  when  near  the  pound, 
and  before  the  yeonianry  joined  them,  Captain  King  ordered  the  police  to  load  ;  at 
thb  time  heard  the  people  coming  down  the  road  shouting  and  wishing  Captain 
King  safe  home.  Captain  King  took,  the  police  off  the  road  inside  the  ditch; 
about  100  persons,  men,  women  and  children,  were  present;  heard  no  shouting 
about  tithe,  and  cannot  tell  why  Captam  King  ordered  the  party  to  load ;  saw  no 
offensive  weapons  with  the  counfay  people,  except  that  soineof  tfaemkad  common 
walking  sticks ;  heard  no  orders  given  to  fire  on  that  day.

iSaw  Captain  Graham  there  that,  day,  he  was  riding  up  andidown  the  ranks.  If 
Captain  Graham  was  near.  Jordan  at  the  time  he  ^ed  ioformant  must  have  seen 
him,  but  informant  did  not^ee  Captain  Graham  at  all  at  that  time;  didnothear 
Jordan  get  any  orders  to  fire.

THE  Information  of  Charley  Morris  of  Ballyroebuck,  labourer^ 
to  wit.  J  parish  of  Kilrush  and  county  of  Wexford,  who  being  duly  sworn 

on  the  Holy  Evangelists,  deposeth :  Saith,  that  he  was  at  the  pound  of  Newtown 
Barry  on  18th  June  last;  saw  Captain  Graham  there,  also  saw  a  body  of  tlie  yeo- 
manry and  police  tliere.  A  number  of  people,  almost  all  of  whom  were  strangers 
to  informant,  were  on  the  road,  the  ditches  and  the  fields.  Captain  Graham  de- 
sired the  people  to  disperse,  and  told  them  that  all  his  party  were  loaded  with  ball- 
cartridge  ;  some  person  told  Captain  Graham  to  read  the  Act  of  Parliament ;  Cap* 
tain  Graham  pulled  a  piece  of  paper  out  of  his  pocket,  and  put  it  back  again. 
The  cattle  were  then  taken  out  of  the  pound  and  were  moved  off  towards  the  town 
by  the  police,  the  yeomanry  and  Captain  Graham  marching  in  the  rear ;  informant 
followed,  and  was  quite  close  to  Captain  Graham  when  a  stone  was  pitched  or 
thrown,  and  it  fell  near  Captain  Graham ;  saw  no  other  stone  thrown  that  day ;

some  time  afterwards  informant  heard  the  rattling  of  the  yeomen's  bayonets ;  and  in 
looking  in  the  direction  he  saw  several  stones  thrown,  and  fisiUing  in  among  the

a  boy  fall  from  the  effects  thereof,  whose  name  informant  does  not  know ;  that  boy 
is  dead,  and  died  immediately  ;  when  the  first  shot  was  fired,  the  people  began  to 
run  away,  and  the  aforesaid  boy  was  running  away  on  the  road  towards  the  pound

InformatioQ  of  John  Ralph- 

Coimty  of  Wexford,^     THE  Information  of  John  Ralph,  shopkeeper,  of  Newtown 
to  wit.  j-  Barry,  who  being  duly  sworn  on  the  Holy  Evangelists,  deposeth 

^and  saitb.  That  he  is  tithe-agent  to  Reverend  Alexander  M^Clintock,  and  had 
seised  in  that  capacity  on  two  heifers,  the  property  of  Patrick  Doyle,  and  one 
heifqr,  the  property  of  one  Nowlan,  for  tithe  due  under  the  Composition  Act ;  had 
placed  them  in  the  pound,  and  they  were  to  be  sold  by  auction  on  1 8th  June,  at  the 
market*place  in  Newtown  Barry ;. on  the  forenoon  of  i8th  June,  about  12  6 clock, 
the  cattlq  were  taken  to  the  market-place,  and  left  in  charge  of  James  Gregan  and 
Ed.  Swaine.  Saw  a  placard  carried  past  Captain  Graham's  window,  stating  that 
this  sale  is  for  tithe,  or  words  to  that  effect  There  was  a  great  crowd  in  the  street. 
As  soon  as  the  placard  appeared  the  people  began  to  shout,  and  the  people  and  Qie 
cattle  moved  up  towards  the  middle  of  the  square.  Applied  to  Captain  Graham, 
who  is  a  magistrate,  for  the  attendance  of  the  police.  Informant  got  to  theplace 
the  cattle  were  among  the  crowd,  and  requested  the  people  to  be  quiet  and  to  allow 
the  sale  to  go  on,  and  that  if  anything  illegal  were  done  by  him  or  his  emploj^er  to 
appeal  to  the  laws.  Some,  of  the  people  said  the  sale  might  go  on ;  no  person  at 
that  time  said  it  should  not  Could  not  find  Gregan  and  Swame ;  went  to  look  for 
Swaine  to  act  as  auctioneer.  Saw  the  crowd  move  off  towardi?  the  Enniscorthy  road ; 
at  this  time  met  Captain  Graham  with  Chief-constable  King  and  ihe  police ;  told 
Captain  Graham  the  cattle  were  gone;  Captain  Graham  said  to  Mr.  King  that  be 
and  the  police  ought  to  have  been  down  before,  and  directed  him  to  go  in  pursuit  of 
the  catUe;  Mr.  King  said  he  would  if  accompanied  by  a  mb^strate;  Captain 
Graham  said  he  would  accompany* him,  and  he  and  the  police  did  so;  proceeded 
towards  the  pound ;  a  little  below  the  pound  met  a  very  large  crowd,  at  least  five 
times  more  numerous  than  the  police.  Captain  Graham  had  returned  for  his  horse; 
Mr.  King  halted  the  police,  and  ordered  them  to  load ;  about  thb  time  Captain 
Graham  again  joined  the  party,  and  or()ered  Mn  King  to  take  the  police  into  the 
field  off  the  road,  as  informant  supposes  out  of  the  way  of  the  crowd  ;  he  did  so ; 
as  soon  as  the  crowd  passed,  the  police  got  out  on  the  road  again  to  look  for  the 
cattle,  and  finally  overtook  them  on  the  road,  and  were  escorting  them  back  to  the 
pound  when  informant  saw  the  crowd  returning  from  the  town  and  approaching 
the  pound  also.  Mr.  Feltus,  a  magistrate  for  county  Carlow,  joined  Captain 
Graham;  Captain  Graham  proposed  to  read  the  Riot  Act;  said  he  had  not  the 
Act  about  him,  but  he  recollected  the  words  of  the  Proclamation,  and  he  repeated 
them,  or  words  to  that  effect.  The  crowd  increasing  from  the  town,  informant  and 
others  recommended  Captain  Graham  to  put  the  cattle  into  the  pound,  and  it  was 
done ;  Captain  Graham  then  asked  Mr.  King  if  he  considered  the  police  force  suf- 
ficient, and  Mr.  King  said  he  did  not  Captain  Graham  then  rode  to  town  to  bring 
down  the  yeomanry ;  during  his  absence  the  crowd  continued  to  increase,  and  some 
discussion  arose  as  to  the  legality  of  the  sale  between  some  of  them  and  informant 
Mr.  Feltus  rode  to  town,  as  he  said,  to  speak  to  Mr.  M^Clintock  about  it.  In  about 
a  quarter  of  an  hour  Captain  Graham  returned  with  a  body  of  the  yeomanry  and 
joined  the  party.  There  was  a  great  noise  among  the  crowd ;  some  threatened  to 
break  the  pound  and  take  out  the  cattle,  others  said,  who  dare  buy  the  catde? 
Captain  Graham  expostulated  with  the  people,  requested  tliem  to  keep  quiet ;  told 
them  he  did  not  come  to  interfere  in  the  sale,  but  merely  to  keep. the  peace,  and 
said  he  w6uld  be  obliged  to  read  the  Riot  Act ;  some  of  the  mob  replied,  and  said 
they  would  put  his  Riot  Act  in  his  a — e.  The  noise  then  became  so  great  thatJn- 
formant  could  not  hear  any  more.  Shortly  after  Captain  Graham  stood  up  in  lib 
saddle  and  told  the  people  not  to  be  deceived,  for  tliat  every  musket  was  loaded 
with  ball'^artridge ;  it  was  answered  from  the  crowd  that  they  did  not  care  about 
his  old  rusty  muskets.  Informant  went  to  turn  the  cattle  out  of  the  pound ;  the 
police  formed  about  the  pound  gate ;  the  people  were  pressing  on  them,  and  the 
police  keeping  them  off  with  their  bayonets  ;  heard  the  police  call  out  to  the  people 
to  throw  down  their  stones;  the  people  replied  the  road  was  theirs  as  well  as 
the  poKce,  for  they  paid  for  it  The.  cattle  were  then  sent  on  to  town,  escorted  by 
the  police  and  followed  by  the  yeomanry.  Informant  accompanied  the  party,  and 
had  got  about  150  yards  firom  the  pound  when  be  h^ard  a  shot  fired  in  the  rear  ; 

heard 
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faWd  another  and  another,  and  then  a  general  6re.    As  soon  as  the  discharge 
teased  and  die  smoke  passed  away  informant  looked  towards  the  hiil  and  saw  a  man 
]ying  on  bis  face  in  the  field ;  saw  Terence  O'Brien,  of  Crummo,  standing  on  the 
bank  of  the  ditch  with  his  shoulder  to  a  tree ;  informant  called  him,  and  assisted 
him  into  the  ranks  of  the  police,  aided  by  Sub-constable  James  Dillon ;  after  this 
saw  Richard  Casker  in  nearly  the  same  place ;  got  him  also  into  the  ranks.  A  num- 
ber of  people  were  running  away  towards  the  hill ;  saw  three  yeomen  step  out  and 
level  their  guns  at  these  people.     Informant  ran  forward  and  with  his  umbrella 
knocked  up  the  guns  of  the  three  yeomen ;  a  fourth  yeoman  stepped  out  and  was 
going  to  fire,  but  informant  took  him  by  the  breast,  shook  him,  and  desired  him  not 
to  fire  on  people  running  away.     Some  other  person,  now  unknown  to  informant, 
interfered  in  the  same  manner.     Did  not  see  Constable  Kilfoyle  at  that  time ;  is 
quite  sure  he  was  not  one  of  the  aforesaid  four  persons  who  were  going  to  fire.  Saw. 
no  female  wounded  near  that  place.     At  this  moment  saw  Captain  Graham  riding 
down  the  line  from  towards  the  town,  apparently  much  agitated,  calling  out,  '*  fle» 
fie  !  shame,  shame !  cease  firing !"  and  using  gestures  with  his  head  to  enforce  his 
orders.     A  few  odd  shots  were  then  taking  place.    After  preventing  the  aforesaid 
four  yeomen  from  firing  informant  saw  no  firing  towards  the  bill*     Was  with  the 
eatUe  when  the  first  shot  was  fired  ;  was  therefore  in  front  of  the  yeomanry  ;  saw^ 
no  stones  thrown,  being  so  much  in  fronts  when  informant  at  the  pound  heard  the. 
police  tell  the  people  to  drop  their,  stones.     Informant  saw  some  of  the  crowd  with 
their  arms  folded  pressing  on  the  bayonets  of  the  police.     Saith  he  cannot  tell  what 
Captain  Graham's  motives  or  reasons  were  for  riding  after  the  cattle ;  thought  at 
the  time  it  was  his  duty  as  a  magistrate.     Saith  that  he  was  examined  on  oath  be- 
fore Mr.  Greene,  K.Ct ;  but  thinks  his  present  testimony  more  full,  but  not  differ- 
ing as  to  facts.     Cannot  identify  any  particular  person  as  having  fired.     Informant 
had  a  small  pistol  loaded  in  his  pocket  for  his  own  safety.     Some  woman  on  the 
road  ran  away  after  the  first  shot.     Saw  no  fire-arms  with  any  of  the  people,  nor 
9ny  weapons  except  common  walking-sticks.     On  the  1 7th  June  saw  a  placard  in, 
tile  streets  of  Newtown  Barry  inviting  the  people  to  attend  the  sale  of  their  neigh- 
bour's cattle  for  tithe.     Is  well  acquainted  with  the  neighbourhood.    Saw  a  number 
of  people,  strangers  to  informant,  about  the  poutid  on  18th  June.     When  Captain 
Graham  was  expostulating  with  tlie  people  his  manner  was  cool  and  calm  ;  did  not 
see  him  make  a  push  of  his  sword  at  any  person ;  his  manner  towards  the  people 
was  that  of  entreaty  and  not  menace.

THE  Information  of  John  Browne,  of  Ballynastan^  effqiiir^ 
to  wit.  J  parish  of  Clonegal,  and  county  of  Wexford,  who  beingduly  sworn 

on  the  Holy  Evangelists,  deposetih  and  saith,  That  he  was  in  Newtoirai .  Barry 
on  the  18th  June  last ;  saw  a  gi^at  crowd  in  the  market-place,  and  saw  a  (dacard 
wiiith  he  did  not  read ;  proceeded  towards  the  pound  in  some  time  afterwaids,  and 
saw  the  police,  Che  yeomanry,  and  Captain  Grabam;  there  were  a  vait  number  of 
people  both  on  the  road  and  at  each  side.

this  the  cattle  came  out  on  the  road ;  some  one  in.  the  crowd  called  out,  **  Where  14 
the  bidder  ?  who  dare  bid  ?"  The  police  took  the  cattle  on  towards  town,  and  the 
yeomanry  wheeled  up  and  followed.  The  police  had  not  advanced  above  ten^yards 
when  stones  commenced  to  be  thrown  ;  informant  stood  at  this  time  nearly  ia  front 
of  the  pound  ;  the  stones  at  first  were  thrown  over  the  heads  of  the  police  at  thq 
yeomanry,  but  subsequently  they  were  thrown  in  very  great  numbers  at  the  police 
and  yeomanry,  and  informant  heard  the  rattling  of  them  against  the  firelock^ ;  i^' 
fbrmant  was  among  the  crowd,  and  all  the  persons  around  him  had  stones  in  theii; 
hands  ;  infonnant's  mare  got  frightened,  and  backed  into  the  gripe  of  the  ditch;  thg 
yeomanry  had  advanced  40  or  50  yards  or  more  from  the  pound  when  informant 
beard  a  shot ;  heard  a  second  and  a  third  shot;  those  three  shots  appeared  pot  tobq 
musket  shots  j  thinks  so  from  the  report.  After  those  three  shots  informant's  maref 
ran  away  along  down  the  road  towards  Mr.  M'Clintock's  avenue,  and  when  he 
pulled  her  up  some  persons  on  the  road  pointed  out  to  informant  he  was  wounded  j 
the  wound  was  in  the  right  leg ;  does  not  know  who  fired  the  first  shot ;  did  not 
see  it,  and  did  not  see  Captain  Graham  at  that  time ;  heard  a  running  fire  whilQ 
bis  mare  was  running  away ;  thinks  it  was  that  set  her  off;  after  first,  or  second 
shot  the  people  about  informant  did  not  begin  to  run  away  ;  they  rather  advanced 
on  the  yeomanry  so  long  as  informant  remained  on  the  road,  which  was  but  a  very 
few  seconds.

County  of  Wexford,!     The  Information  of  Richard  King,  esquire,  chief  constable 
to  wit,  J  ^f  police,  county  Wexford,  who  being  duly  sworn  on  the  Holy 

Evangelists,  deposeth    and   saith,    That  he  had  received  a  requisition  to  be  in 
attfsndance  at  Newtown  Barry  on  17th  and  18th  June  last,  in  consequence  of 
expected  riots.     Captain  Graham,  a  magistrate,  gave  the  requisition  ;  on  18th  June, 
about  12  o'clock.  Captain  Graham  ordered  informant  to  bring  the  police  down 
to  his  house  in  the  square ';  informant  did  so,  and  on  getting  about  half  way  heard 
a  shouting ;  and  Captain  Graham  met  informant^  and  told  him  that  the  catde  were 
rescued  owing  to  informant's  neglect  in  not  coming  down  sooner,  and  told  him  to 
go  in  pursuit  of  them ;  informant  declined  unless  accompanied  by  a  magistrate ; 
Captain  Graham  then  accompanied  informant,  and  they  proceeded  towards  the 
pound ;  passed  the  pound  ;  was  accompanied  by  a  number  of  the  people  from  the 
town,  and  saw  another  crowd  of  people  coming   from  towards  Mr.  M^Clintocks 
avenue,  meeting  informant's  party ;  Captain  Graham  had  returned  to  town  to  get 
a  horse:     Informant  now  ordered  his  party  to  prime  and  load  ;  the  number  of 
police  present  was  30  or  40.     Neither  of  the  two  aforesaid  crowds  of  people 
appeared  to  be  riotous  or  disorderly ;  loaded  as  a  matter  of  precaution.     Cap- 
tain Graham  joined  the  party,  and  ordered  the  party  into  the  field,  out  of  the 
way  of  the  approaching  crowd  ,*  the  crowd  passed  into  town  good  bumouredly ; 
some  of  them  said,  "  Safe  home  to  you.  Captain  King."     Proceeded  in  search  of 
the  cattle ;  found,  and  brought  them  back  to  the  pound.     A  very  large  body  of 
people  were  now  collected  near  the  pound ;  thinks  Captain  Graham  addressed  the 
people,   requesting  them   to  be  peaceable;  some  discussion  arose  between   the 
people  and  Captain  Graham,  who  was  accompanied  by  Mr.  Feltus,  about  the 
cattle ;  the  crowd  was  now  considerably  increased^  and  was  increasing  every  mo- 
ment, and   becoming  very  clamorous;  informant  then  represented   to  Captain^ 
Graham  that  if  the  cattle  were  to  be  taken  back  to  town  the  police  force  was 
inadequate  to  the  duty.     Captain  Graham  and  Mr.  Feltus,  who  is  a  magistrate, 
for  the  county  C^arlow,  consulted  together,  informant  being  present,  and  it  was 
agreed  that  Captain  Graham  should  return  to  town  for  the  yeomanry ;  he  did 
return  to  town ;  nothing  particular  occurred  during  his  absence.     Captain  Graham 
caraQ  back  in  a  short  time,  accompanied  by  the  yeomanry ;  he  halted  them  near 
the  pound ;  he  then  addressed  the  people  again,  requesting;  them  to  be  quiet,  and 
said  that  all  he  wanted  was  to  carry  the  laws  into  effect,  and  to  preserve  the  peace ; 
3ome  angry  replies  were  made  by  the  people,  and  shouting  commenced  as  if  10 
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drown  his  voice;  after  that  Captain  Graham  once  or  twice  attempted  to'  address 
them,  but  they  would  not  listen  to  him ;  the  cattle  were  then  taken  out  of  the 
pound,  and  taken  charge  of  by  the  police,  and  taken  towards  the  town  ;  on  reach^ 
ing  the  yeomanry,  who  were  drawn  up  on  the  road,  informant  saw  the  rear  of  the 
police  pressed  on  by  the  people ;  the  police  had  their  bayonets  at  the  charge ; 
ordered  them  to  shoulder  and  proceed  with  the  cattle,  which  was  done;  was  fol* 
lowed  by  the  yeomanry. '  Informant  had  proceeded  6n  or  about  200  yieirds,  when  he 
beard  a  nobe  in  the  rear  like  a  fight  in  a  fair ;  immediately  he  heard  a  shot,  in  a 
few  seconds  heard  another,  and  then  four  or  five  shots  quickly  after  each  other; 
and  then  a  running  fire,  which  came  up  from  the  rear  to  the  head  of  the  coliimn; 
the  poUee  halted ;  informant  passed  down  the  line  of  the  police,  and  cautioned 
them  not  to  fire.  Informant  looked  down  the  line,  and  saw  Captain  Grahcun  on 
)K)rseback,  striking  firelocks  with  his  sabre,  and  using  every  precaution  in  his  power 
to  stop  the  firing,  and  apparently  in  great  personal  danger  from  the  levelled  firelocks 
of  the  yeomanry ;  thinks  he  came  up  the  front,  and  passed  down  the  rear,  using 
the  same  exertions ;  thinks  there  might  be  a  few  straggling  shots  after  informan); 
saw  Captain  Graham  do  this,  but  wherever  he  passed  he  appeared  to  put  an 
efiectual'stdp  to  the  firing;  cannot  say  who  gave  the  order  to  fire;  heard  no  order 
to  fire  given ;  the  first  shot  was  fired  far  in  informant's  rear.  Did  not  see  a  stone 
thrown  during  the  entire  affair  from  first  to  last;  a  number  might  have  been 
thrown  without  informant's  knowledge;  knows  Constable  Kilfoyle ;  did  not  see  him 
during  any  period  of  the  firing ;  did  not  see  him  till  the  party  returned  to  town ; 
did  not  check  Kilfoyle  for  bemg  about  to  fire  at  some  people  up  towards  the  hill, 
Saith  that  if  stones  were  thrown  over  the  heads  of  the  police  towards  the  yeomanry 
in  any  great  numbers,  informant  must  have  seen  them,  but  when  he  advanced  in 
front  any  number  of  stones  might  have  been  thrown  in  the  rear  without  his  know- 
ledge. Except' what  has  been  already  stated,  no  other  attempt  was  made  to 
informant's  knowledge  to  rescue  the  cattle  during  the  time  he  was  in  charge  of 
them.  Saith  that  he  cannot  say  by  whom  any  of  the  persons  killed  or  wounded  on 
that  day  were  wounded,  and  cannot  tell  of  his  own  knowledge  the  name  of  any 
person  who  fired  a  shot;  saw  no  arms  with  the  people;  nothing  but  sticks.  Saith 
he  called  to  some  yeomen  to  cease  firing,  who,  as  informant  thinks,  were  firing 
towards  the  riv^r.     If  Kilfoyle  was  with  them  inform  ant  must  have  seen  him.

First  A^^owetiXj  Loughlin  DiHotiy  sub-consta;ble  of  police,  stationed  at  Kiltealy^ 
county  Wexford,  sworn :  Saith,  he  recollects  Saturday  last  past,  June  i8tb,  1831, 
on  which  day  deponent  attended  with  a  party  of  police'at  the  pound  of  Newtown 
Barry.     Saith  he  was  stationed  to  keep  off  a  crowd  of  persons,  who  had  been 
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collected  ther^  for  the  occasion  of  tithe  composition*  Saith  that  said  persons 
assumed  the  appearance  of  external  violence  and  hostility,  by  threatening  to  diaann 
deponent  and  his  party.  •  Saith  that  soon  afterwards  stones  were  thrown  by  the 
crowd  so  collected.  Saith  that  deponent  perceived  a  roan  from  behind  the  road 
ditch  level  a  small  fusee  or  carbine  and  discharge  same,  immediately  after  which 
he  perceived  a  yeoman  fall,  whose  name  he  has  since  been  informed  was  William 
Rogan,  the  deceased.  Saith  he  distinctly  perceived  the  smoke  arising  from  the 
discharge  of  said  firelock,  and  that  immediately  afterwards  deponent  saw  Ae  said 
person  fall  back  as  if  he  also  had  been  killed  or  wounded  by  some  other  person, 
the  firing  having  by  that  time  become  general.  Saith  that  no  shots  whatever  were 
fired,  either  on  the  part  of  the  police  or  yeomanry,  until  several  stones  were  dis- 
charged against  them  on  the  part  of  the  crowd  so  collected.  Saith  he  was  not 
personally  acquainted  with  the  deceased,  William  Rogan,  but  deponent  has  this 
day  seen  his  body  and  identifies  it  to  be  that  of  the  yeoman  who  fell  on  the  road 
on  said  day,  viz.  Saturday  last  the  i8th  of  June  1831 ;  neither  was  this  deponent 
personally  acquainted  with  the  person  who  fired  said  shot  from  behind  the  road 
ditch.

Second  deponent,  Thomas  Delamf^  of  Newtown  Barry,  in  the  county  of  Wex* 
ford,  painter  and  glazier,  being  duly  sworn,  saith.  That  on  Saturday  last,  June  i8tb, 
1831,  he  being  one  of  a  large  concourse  of  persons  assembled  near  the  pound- 
gate  of  Newtown  Barry,  where  police  and  yeomanry  were^assembled,  that  shortly 
afterwards  he  heard  a  shot  from  among  the  crowd,  t>efore  any  discbarge  had  been 
made  on  the  part  of  the  police  or  yeomanry.  Saith  that  deponent  believes  a  yeoman 
or^  policeman  would  have  endangered  his  life  by  being  among  the  crowd  in  the 
quarter  whence  the  shot  was  discharged. 

Question  from  the  Court :  Does  deponent  swear  that  a  yeoman  or  policeman 
might  not  have  been  where  the  smoke  arose  ? — A.  (as  above.)

Truly  read  by  me,  ■ 

Court  adjourned  this  day,  viz.  the  20th  of  June  1831,  at  the  hour  of  five  o'clock 
to  the  hour  of  half-past  nine  on  the  following  morning,  at  which  day  and  hour 
the  Court  having  mqt,  proceeded  with  its  proper  investigation. 

Third  deponent,  Thomas  Webb^  a  sub-constable  of  police,  being  ddy  8«pom, 
states,  That  he  on  the  18th  of  June  1831,  being  stationed  between  the  pound  and 
the  town,  saw  a  man  level  a  piece  from  behind  a  ditch,  on  which  he  immediately 
called  to  his  comrade,  Lawrence  King,  and  pulled  him  out  of  the  way,  saying  be 
would'  be  shot;  immediately  ^afterwards  bebrd  a  shot  from  the  said  firdock  as 
above  mentioned,  and  on  turning  round  saw  a  yeoman  on  the  ground  with  blood 
flowing  from  his  head.  He  believes  that  the  yeoman's  death  was  caused  by  the 
discharge  of  the  said  shot  from  beliind  the  ditch.

Serjeant  Lawrence  King,  the  fourth  deponent,  being  duly  sworn,  saith,  Tliat 
on  Saturday  last  the  1 8th  instant,  being  stationed  near  the  pound  of  Newtown 
Barry,  he  saw  numerous  stones  thrown  amon^  the  crowd.  Heard  them  cry  out, 
^*  Boys,  Grey's  laws,  and  no  tithes."  That  his  comrade,  Thomas  Webb,  pulled 
him  round,  crying,  '^  King,  you  will  be  shot ;"  upon  which  deponent  turned  round 
and  saw  a  man  behind  a  ditch  level  a  firelock  and  instanUy  discharge  the  same, 
upon  which  tlie  yeoman  fell  to  the  giound  on  his  face.  Saith  that  the  yeoman's^ 
death  was  caused  by  the  said  shot.  Saith  no  shots  were  fired  until  after  numerous 
stones  were  thrown.  The  yeomanry  on  that  occasion  were  under  the  command  of 
Captain  Graham,  and  the  police  under  that  of  Captain  Kii^^  Heard  Captain 
Graham  remonstrate  with  the  crowd,  telling  that  the  armed  force  were  loaded  with 
ball-cartridge,  and  to  be  quiet  and  throw  no  stones ;  upon  which  the  cattle  in  charge 
6f  Xha  police  were  conducted  in  the  direction  of  the  town,  stones  flying  in  all 
directions ; '  firing  then  commenced  above  the  police. 
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^  On  croes  examination  :  Saitb  the  6rst  firing  was  met  by  the  police ;  the  yeomanry 
«nd  the  people  were  after  the  police.  The  firing  came  from  that  quarter,  but  can- 
tiot  tell  whether  firom  the  yeomen  or  the  people.  This  firing  took  place  before  the 
yeoman  fell.  The  police  were  about  37  in  number,  and  a  part  of  three  corps  of 
yeomen.  Thinks  there  were  upwards  of  looyeomien.  Saith  that  Captain  King 
Was  not  when  the  firing  commenced ;  cannot  say  whether  Captain  Graham 

was  there  or  not  Lawrence  King  further  states  that  the  police  fired  on  that  day 
in  the  ain 

•  Waiiam  Kiybyle,  Serjeant  of  police,  being  duly  sworn  ;  Saith,  that  Saturday  last 
he  was  stationed  at  the  pound  with  the  other  police.  There  was  a  large  concourse 
of  people  ;  a  great  many  of  them  had  large  sticks  in  their  hands ;  were  shouting ; 
told  Captain  Graham,  who  desired  them  to  go  home  quietly,  that  they  were  well 
prepared  for  him,  and  had  as  ffood  fire-arms  as  his.  That  he  saw  a  man,  who 
appeared  to  be  the  leader,  leap  through  a  stick,  and  this  was  the  man  that  he  heard 
say«  tbty  had  fire-arms.  Thinks  the  man  was  in  liquor.  Shortly  after  he  saw 
stones  thrown  at  the  yeomen,  several  caps  knocked  off,  and  two  yeomen  knocked 
down ;  stones  rattling  amongst  the  bayonets ;  when  the  firing  was  ceasing  saw  a 
countryman  run  across  the  field  towards  the  grove,  with  a  short  gun  in  his  hand. 

Cross  examined :  Saith  he  saw  no  fire-arms  with  the  crowd  but  the  individual 
before  mentioned. 

To  a  question  firom  a  Juror  :  Did  the  first  sliot  proceed  firom  the  yeomen  or  the 
mob  ? — A.  To  the  best  of  his  belief,  from  the  mob> 

By  the  Solicitor :  Saith,  that  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  he  was  iabout  18  or 
30  yards  from  where  he  saw  the  smoke,  and  there  were  about  too  persons  between 
him*  and  where  he  saw  the  smoke.  Saith,  that  the  man  who  leaped  through  the 
stick,  cried  out,  ''  We  are  the  Graige  fellows  V  nliich  was  repeated  by  many  of  the 
m6b|  and  to  come  on.   There  was  a  great  number  of  shots  fired  on  that  day. 

WtUiam  Kilfy/k. 

Lorenzo  Nixon  Nunn^  esq.,  of  Enniscorthy,  being  duly  sworn:  Saith,  that  on 
last  Saturday,  June  18th,  1831,  he  was  given  the  command  of  the  Enniscorthy 
infantry ;  arid  in  compliance  with  Captain  Graham's  directions  previously  to  leaving 
Captain  Graham's  yard,  ordered  that  corps  to  load  with  ball  cartridge ;  then  ordered 
them  to  march  fron:  out  of  that  yard  :  the  other  yeomanry  officers  commanding 
tfieii*  corps  gave  similar  instructions  to  their  men.     Outside  the  gate  of  Captain 
Graham's  yard  we  formed  into  line.     Deponent,  at  the  head  of  Sie  Enniscorthy 
infantry,  proceeded,  being  followed  by  the  other  corps,  in  the  direction  of  Newtown 
Barry  pound.     When  we  arrived  there,  we  received  orders  to  halt,  with  which  we 
complied,  and  were  there  drawn  up  opposite  the  police,  who  were  also  drawn  up, 
as  he  thinks,  in  columns.     No  sooner  had  we  arrived  there  than  we  were  sur- 
rounded by  numerous  bodies  of  the  peasantry,  who  crowded  on  our  men,  making 
U8e  of  several  threatening  expressions;  found  that  some  of  them  had  got  into  argu- 
ments with  several  of  the  corps  to  which  deponent  belonged ;  immediately  went  up 
in  front  of  his  corps,  cautioned  the  men  to  be  steady,  and  on  no  account  to  leave 
tbeir  ranks.     There  was  one  man  in  particular,  a  countryman,  who  had  entered  into 
a  dispute  with  a  man  of  deponent's  corps,  of  the  name  of  Toler ;  heard  this  coun- 
trynhfan  tell  Toler  that  he  had  just  as  good  a  right  there  as  he  had ;  went  up  to  the 
countryman  on  hearing  this,  and  told  him  he  utts  perfectly  right  in  what  he  stated ; 
that  so  long  as  he  conducted  himself  peaceably,  he  had  every  right  to  remain  there ; 
that  they  were  merely  called  upon  by  the  civil  authorities  to  preserve  peace  and  quiet- 
ness, and  that  so  far  as  deponent  was  concerned,  deponent  would  not  allow  any 
individual  to  be  insulted  by  any  of  the  yeomen.    The  man  walked  away.     Depo« 
nent  resumed  his  place  at  the    head  of  his  men,  when    veiy   shortly  after   he 
came   up   to    deponent   again,   making   use   of    the.  following   precise   words: 
*^  Mr,  Nunn,  never  fear,  you  shall  not  be  hurt;  but  there  will  be  bloody  work 
here  to-day;  and  by  God,"  said  he,  pointing  to  Toler  with  a  large  stick,  "  I  will  mark 
you,  my  man  with  Ae  swivel  eyes."    Just  then  Captain  Graham  rode  up  opposite  to 
the  pounds  and  proceeded  to  exhort  the  people  to  disperse,  telling  them  that  every 
musket  there  was  loaded  with  bcdl  cartridge.     Several  of  the  mob  then  cried  out, 
'^  Damn  your  old  rusty  pieces,  they  are  loaded  with  blind  cartridge,  and  could  do  us 
no  buit  ;'•  others  cried  out,  <'  Damn  them,  rush  on  them  and  take  their  arms  from 
them,"  or  words  ta  that  effect    Captain  Graham  then  said  something  about  reading 
the  Riot  Act,  when  a  man,  whom  deponent  obsei-ved  very  prominent  m  the  business, 
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shouted  out,  ^'  Damn  you  and  your  Riot  Act,  turn  out  the  cattle,  and  we  will  give  jon 

Jiail-coacli  law  ;'*  they  very  shortly  after  were  driven  out,  followed  by  the  police, 
riving  them.    Deponent  followed  next  the  police  with  his  corps,  which  was  formed 
into  a  section,  as  were  the  other  corps ;  the  order  to  march  was  given  ;  depoaeot 
proceeded  on  towards  the  town,  when,  after  we  had  advanced  about  60  yards,  09 
thereabouts,  from  his  former  position  at  the  pound,  deponent  heard  a  rattling  noise 
in  the  rear;  thinking  we  might  avoid  any  collision, with  the  peasantry,  deponent 
made  the  men  march  faster  than  before,  telling  them  to  step  out«    Just  tl^eo  diepo^ 
nent  turned  round,  the  noise  increasing ;  saw  some  four  or  five  stones  thrown  from 
the  side  of  the  road  in  the  direction  of  one  of  the  corps  in  the  rear,  cannot  tell 
which.    Just  then  deponent  heard  a  shot  fired,  which  appeared  to  deponent  evi-* 
dently  to  proceed  from  the  side  of  the  road,  or  perhaps  from  the  field,  i^t  the  side 
of  which  the  pound  is  situated ;  then  a  short  pause,  and  then  there  were  two  ov 
three  shots.    The  police  in  fi-ont  of  deponent  halted,  which  of  course  obliged  depo- 
nent to  halt  also,  the  police  being  before  deponent.     Deponent's  men  then  drew 
themselves  xip  almost  in  the  position  in  which  deponent  ,wa&  placed  when  finit  drawn 
up  at  the  pound  ;  at  this  time  the  firing  in  deponent's  rear  became  almost  generals 
Deponent  went  in  front  of  his  corps,  made  use  of  these  words,  ^^  EnnisciHtby  men ! 
I  beseech  of  you,  in  the  name  of  God,  do  not  fire  until  you  receive  orders  firom  mey 
I  brought  you  out,  with  the  assurance  to  Captain  Graham  that  until  I  received  bis 
orders  as  a  magistrate,  I  would  not  allow  a  trigger  to  be  drawn/'    The  men  seemed 
dissatisfied  at  this;  some  of  them  remonstrated  with  deponent*    Deponent  was  then 
in  front  of  bis  corps,  at  the  extreme  end,  nearest  the  police  ;  five  or  six  men  passed 
acrosd  the  field  in  deponent's  front  next  the  river,  and  as  they  were  running,  drew 
deponent's  attention.     Just  before  deponent  had  seen  a  man  of  the  Newtown  Barry 
Corps,  whom  deponent  afterwards  heard  to  be  named  Rogan,  come  out  from  a  party 
of  his,  viz.  the  Newtown  Barry  corps  men,  who  had  not  turned  ofi^,  with  bb  musket 
as  if  going  to  fire  it.     Deponent's  attention,  as  before  stated,  was  attracted  by  the 
five  or  six  men  who  ran  across  the  field  in  his  front.     Rogan  was  placed  parallel 
to  deporxent  on  his  left,  he  was  fully  fironting  the  river.     Deponent  saw  a  flash  in 
the  grove  opposite ;  another  and  another  succeeded  it^    Deponent  also  distinctly 
saw  the  smoke,  also  distinctly  heard  the  sound  (this  wajs  straight  opposite  to  where 
deponent  wds  standing)  of  what  deponent  conceived  to  be  a  bullet,  from  the  whizzing 
noise  it  made  in  passing  deponent  by ;  it  passed  close  by  deponent's  face.     Depo-r 
nent  looked  towards  Rogan,  saw  him  put  his  hand  to  his  face,  wheeled  half  round, 
and  fell  with  his  face  towards  Newtown  Barry.     Deponent  cried  out  there  was^ 
a  man  of  their's  down,  and  by  God  they  lare  peppering  us  from  the  grove ;  does  npt 
think  that  previously  to  this  a  man  of  his  corps  had  fired  ;  will  not  sw^ar  it  posi- 
tively, those  near  deponent  did  not     Just  then  the  deponents  corps  poured  in  it 
volley  on  the  mob,  who  were'  rushing  towards  deponent ;  does  not  mean  to  say 
they  were  rushing  in  a  direct  opposition  to  deponent,  but  rather  iaa  parallel  <lirec- 
tioa  to  where  deponent  was  standing.     Deponent  ran  in  amongst  the  cQrps,  'some 
of  whom  were  loading  and  preparing  to  fire  again.     Deponent  struck  tfiem  right 
and  left  with  his  sword,  entreated  of  them  not  to  repeat  the  fire ;  there  were  how^ 
ever  some  straggling  shots  fired  from  the  corps  afterwards.    Deponent,  after  a  short 
time,  succeeded  in  causing  the  fire  to  cease ;  Captain  Graham,   whom  deponent 
had  not  seen  during  the  preceding  part  of  the  action,  then  came  up  along  the  lines. 
Deponent  heard  Captain  Graham  imperatively  call  on  them  to  cease  firing;  does 
not  think  deponent  ever  saw  depicted  on  any  person's  countenance  more  anxiety  of 
regret  tlmn  on  that  of  him  (Captain  Graham)  on  that  occasion.     Deponent  asked 
him,  had  he  given  the  men  orders  to  fire,  he  emphatically  stated  he  had  not,  but 
that  they  had  received  such  treatment  (or  words  to  that  effect)  as  no  men  couki 
possibly  bear.     The  order  was  then  given  to  march ;  we  accordingly  marched  back 
to.  Newtown  Barry ;  placed  thci  men  in  Captain  Graham's  yard. 
.  Cross-examined:  Heard  the  first  shot  fired;  does  not  know  who  fired;  heard 
two  or  three  other  shots  fired  in  a  few  seconds  afterwards;  then  heard  a  general 
volley  fired  ;  told  his  men  to  be  steady ;  that  not  a  shot  was  to  be  fired  until  orders 
Mere  given  by  Captain  Graham,  as  a  magistrate,  to  fire;  that  the  shots  were  fired 
contrary  to  deponent's  orders,  and,  as  deponent  believed,    contrary  to  those  of 
Captain  Graham ;  when  deponent's  men  fired,  the  rush  of  the  people  was  not  from 
the  grove  from  whence  deponent  saw  the  shots  fired,  nor  was  it  directly  against* 
^ponent's  men ;  did  pot  see  or  recognize  any  persons  in  the  grove;  to  the  best  of 
his  belief  it  was  one  of  tlipse  shots  that  killed  Rogan,  three  in  number  having  been 
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fened  fropa  the  grove;  positively  sweare  that  none  of  the  shots  from  the  grove  were 
fired  by  either  the  yeomanry  or  police. 

.  Question  by  a  Juror :  Does  deponent  think  that  the  yeomanry  received  pro^ 
vocation  tP  justify  them  in  firing  ?-^^.  Deponent  thinks^  that  from  the  wounds 
they  received,  and  from  the  treatment  deponent  understood  them  to  have  exper 
rienced^  that  firing  became  not  only  justifiable  but  necessary  for  the  protection  of 
their  arms  and  their  lives. 

R^-exapiined :  Q..  Does  deponent  think  men  fit  to  carry  arms  who  are  capably 
of  making  use  of  them  in  opposition  to  the  commands  of  their  officers  ?— -4.  Thinks 
it.very  unpleasant  to  command  men  when  they  do  so;  is  a  yeomanry  officer  since 
Uie  gth  of  January  last* 

To  furtlicr  questipns  from  a  Juror :  Did  deponent  see  any  person  from  behind 
the  ditch  fire  at  Rogan? — J.  No.  How  near  was  deponent  to  the  police  at  the 
time  Rogaj[)  fell?— -4.  Some  of  the  police  were  within  a  few  yards  of  deponent. 

Question  by  Solicitor:  Did  deponent  see  any  person  at  whom  llogan  appeared 
to  be  firing? — A.  From  deponent's  position^  and  his  notice  being  attracted  towards 
the  grove»  deponent  did  not  pay  particular  attention  to  Rogan's  uiotioos. 

To  a  Question  from  a  Juror :  Could  not  a  person  have  fired  from  behind  the 
4itcb  without  deponents  noticing  it  r — A.  Certainly. 

Lorenzo  Nickson  Nurm. 

Adam  Bioomfidd  Fdtus^  esquire,  of  MoUybrook,  in  the  county  of  Cariiow,  magis«* 
trate  of  said  county  of  Carlow,  being  duly  sworn :  Saith,  that  on  Saturday  last,  the 
1 8th  of  June  1831,  deponent  came  to  the  town  of  Newtown  Barry  in  consequence 
of.  a  requbition  from  three  magistrates ;  on  his  arrival  there  went  to  the  house  of 
Captaia  Graham,  he  being  one  of  the  magistrates  who  signed  the  above  requisition^ 
Deponeot  was  accompanied  by  16  men  of  his  corps,  and  three  police  of  the 
county  of  Carlow.  Deponent  \^ii  the  j'eomanry  and  police  above-mentioned  in 
the  yard  of  Captain  Graham,  in  company  with  other  yeomanry  corps  there  col* 
iected.  Captain  Graham  asked  deponent  to  walk  up  with  him  to  Captain  King ; 
while  m  conversation  with  Captain  King,  some  person  came  up,  saying  the  cattle 
had  been  forced  away ;  upon  this  Captain  Graham  seemed  to  attach  blame  to 
Captain  King  for  not  having  his  men  there  to  protect  the  cattle,  and  said  that 
Captain  King  should  follow  and  bring  them  back.  Captain  King  ^said  he  would 
do. so,  but  required  a  magistrate  to  accompany  him.  Captain  Graham  then  went 
to  his  own  house,  got  his  horse  and  followed  Captain  King;  immediately  after 
which  a  policeman  came  to  Captain  Graham's  house,  saying,  that  Captain  Graham 
requested  some  magistrate  to  follow  him  on  horseback.  Deponent  thereupon 
mounted  his  horse  and  followed  him;  rode  through  the  crowd  some  distance 
beyond  the  pound.  Deponent  met  Cnptain  Graham  with  some  of  the  police,  whp 
were  returning,  having  Uie  cattle  in  their  possession,  three  in  number,  as  deponent 
thinks.  The  police  drove  the  cattle  towards  the  pound.  Deponent  met  persons 
who  sfiid  it  would  be  impossible  to  bring  the  cattle  into  the  town,  in  consequence 
of  a  large  collection  of  persons  in  the  town  collecting;  and  ttmt  they  thought  the 
police,  would  not  be  able  to  protect  them.  Captain  King  applied  to  Captain 
Graham,,  requesting  a  reinforcement,  as  he  considered  his  men  to  be  in  danger* 
Captain  Graiiam  and  deponent  remonstrated  wiiU  Captain  King,  saying,  that 
their  last  resource  would  be  the  bringing  out  of  the  yeomanry.  On  a  stronger 
and  more  important  demand  of  Captain  King,  Captain  Graham  said  be 
would  go  and  bring  out  the  Newtown  Barry  corps;  then  Captain  Graham  went 
on^  Captain  King  requested  deponent  to  remain  with. him,  as  he  wished  to 
have  A  magistrate  present.  Deponent,  upon  this,  remarked  that  he  could  be  of 
very  little  use  to  him,  not  being  a  magistrate  of  the  county  of  Wexford,  and 
this  deponent  said  on  the  supposition  that  deponent  was  in  the  county  of  Wexford. 
Deponent)  however,  remained;  began  to  talk  to  the  people.  There  were  three  men 
who  appeared  to  be  prominent  characters  amongst  the  crowd.  Deponent  asked 
them  if  there  was  any  misconception  as. to  the  amount  of  tithe  due ;  asked  them  tp 
explain  to  him  (deponent)  the  matter;  as  well  as  deponent  could  understand  from 
them,  they  conceived  that  they  bad  been  called  upon  to  pay  three  half  years' 
tithe  within.the  year ;  ^^  Then  boys,"  safjd  deponent,  ^^  if  that  is  the  case,  w^uld  it  not 
ba  better  to  leave  the  matter  to  arbitration ;"  they  said  tbey  were  perfectly  satisfied, 
to  do  so.  "  Whom  do  you  appoint  on  vgur  part?"  said  deponent  They  replied, 
**  Mr.S.  RadcHffe  and  Mr.  Robert  Carey;"  **Then '  said  deponent,  "  I  will  makethat 
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proposition  to  Mr..M*Clmtock.'*  Deponent  then  went  on  to  Newtown  Barryv  stitt 
as  he,  the  deponent,  met  the  people,  intreating  them  to  be  quiet  until  depoDeot's 
return.  Deponent  met  Captain  Graham  with  the  yeomanry;  told  Captain 
Graham  what  he,  deponent,  was  going  to  do ;  Captain  Graham  said  be  thoogbe 
it  was  a  good  plan.  Deponent  then  rode  along  the  line  of  yeomanry  until  depo- 
nent met  hb  own  men;  turned  back  a  few  paces  with  them,  said  to  them,  ^'  Misfa^U- 
men!  I  rely  upon  your  being  steady ;  be^r  every  thing;  if  stones  are  thrown,  do  not 
mind  it,  but  on  no  account  draw  a  trigser.'*  The  seijeant  of  police,  who  came 
with  deponent  from  Mishell,  received  orders  from  deponent  to  take  charge  of  the 
men,  and  keep  them  steady.  Deponent  then  rode  on,  asked  the  crowd  edlecled 
about  Ralph's  door  of  the  mn  where  Mr.  M^Clintock  was;  they  told  depooeot  tbfey 
believed  at  Captain  Grraham's.  A  countryman  came  up  and  held  bis,  deponent's^ 
horse ;  deponent  went  into  Captain  Ghtiham's,  and  found  Mr.  M^Clintock  in  the 
parlour;  deponent  told  him  the  proposal  made  by  the  people;  Mr.  M^Cliatock 
said  he  had  before  that  proposed  leaving  it  to  the  decision  of  two  lawyers ;  depo- 
nent said,  ^^  Were  I  in  your  situation,  I  would  prefer  country  gentlemeti.'* 
Mr.  M^Clintock  asked  deponent  if  he,  deponent,  had  mentioned  it  to  Captain 
Graham ;  deponent  replied  he  had,  and  that  he,  Captain  Graham,  comdded 
in  his  opinion  also;  '^  Well,''  said  Mr.  M^Clintock,  *'  as  you  recommend  it,  I  am 
sathfied;  will  you  go  and  tell  the  people  so?"  said  Mn  M'Clintock;  deponent 
said  he  thought  it  would  have  a  better  effect  coming  from  himself.  '^  Come  up  with 
me  now,"  said  deponent,  *^  I  think  you  are  perfectly  safe  f  deponent  then  asked 
him  to  mount  his  horse,  for  expedition  sake ;  Mr.  M^Clintock  took  deponent's  arm, 
and  they  both  walked  on  quickly  towards  the  pound.  H>eponent  and  Mr.  M'Ctin^ 
tock  had  gone  about  as  far  as  the  last  cabin,  in  the  direction  of  the  pound,  when 
deponent  heard  a  shot ;  Mr.  M^Clintock  exclaimed,  on  hearing  the  shot,  *^  Oh ! 
my  God,  what  is  that?"  Deponent  still  endeavoured  to  bring  on  Mr.  M^Clki- 
tock,  supposing  that  some  man's  gun  might  have  gone  off  by  accident ;  immediately 
then  the  firing  became  quick  and  general.  Mr.  M'Clintock,  in  apparoEitly  great 
confusion  and  alarm,  ran  from  deponent  into  one  of  the  cabins  on  the  road; 
deponent  remained  on  the  road ;  some  people  ran  down  towards  depon^t,  and 
some  came  from  towards  Newtown  Barry.  One  man,  rather  tall,  appeared  greatly 
excited,  ran  to  the  side  of  the  road,  took  up  stones,  and  said,  ^^  If  the  people  of  die 
town  were  of  any  good,  they  would  resent  the  firing."  Deponent  ran  up  to  the 
individual,  caught  him  in  his  arms,  begged  of  him  to  be  quiet,  and  not  run  oo  men 
with  arms  in  their  hands ;  -deponent  was  assisted  by  some  others  in  quieting  the 
man ;  deponent  succeeded,  the  man  having  thrown  down  the  stones,  and  remaming 
quiet.  Deponent  remained  still  on  the  road ;  and  a  man  of  Newtown  Barry^  John 
Gregan,  came  up  to  deponent,  l>e^ng  of  deponent  to  leave  the  place  be  was  .in, 
saying  it  was  a  dangerous  place ;  deponent,  notwithstanding,  stili  remained  until 
the  yeomanry  and  police  came  down.  Deponent  said  to  some  person  it  was  an 
unfortunate  affair,  and  that  if  deponent  had  had  but  lo  minutes,  (as  be,  deponent; 
thought)  he  could  have  settled  it  all.  Deponent  then  Ment  on  with  the  yeomanry 
and  police  to  Captain  Graham -s. 

Cix>ss*examined :  Deponent  saith,  that  when  the  deponent  first  went  amooga 
the  people  he  saw  nothing  in  their  demeanour  calculated  to  excite  fear ;  the  most 
prominent  of  the  people  appeared  to  be  rational  men;  and  therefore  be  entered 
into  the  conversation  before-mentioned.  Arbitrators  were  proposed  on  the  part  of 
the  people  ;  viz.  two  protestant  gentlemen.  Deponent  gave  no  orders  to  bis  men, 
save  as  aforesaid,  as  a  matter  of  additional  precaution.  Deponent  gave  bis  men 
in  charge  to  the  serjeant  of  police  above-mentioned.  From  the  manner  in  which 
cieponent^s  proposal  of  arbitration  was  received  on  the  part  of  the  peof^e,  deponent 
conceived  that  they  were  disposed  amicably  to  abide  by  it;  the  impression  upon 
deponent's  mind  w&s,  that  the  man  who  took  up  the  stones  did  not  come  from  the 
crowd,  but  from  the  town ;  and  highly  excited  as  this  man  was,  upon  deponent's 
remonstrance  he  became  peaceable  and  quiet.  Deponent  would  consider,  in  con- 
sequence of  bis  orders  to  his  men,  that  they  would  not  be  justified  in  firmg,  unless 
for  the  protection  of  their  lives;  if  any  man  acted  so,  unljess  under  a  caae  of 
necessity,  deponent  would  consider  him  unfit  to  carry  arms.  In  the  coime  of 
^aturday  the  i8th,  1831,  as  above-mentioned,  deponent  saw  a  boy  carrying  a  plai^ 
pard  with  the  inscription,  "  Selling  for  Tithes."  Deponent  saith,  that  Captak 
Graham  seemed  most  reluctant  to  order  out  the  yeomanry,  or  that  they  and  the 
country  people  should  come  into  contact. 

To  a  question  from  ;|  Juror.— Q.  Would  deponent  coneidcr  from  the  appearance 
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of  the  people  tharCaptain  King  was  justified  iu  calling  for  stronger  force  ?—^.  De- 
ponent^  from  the  representations  made  to  Captain  King,  thinks  Captaij:i  King  was  > 
so  justiiiedi  but  nothing  from  the  conduct  of  the  crowd  surrounding  deponent. 

By  a  question  from  the  Coroner. — Q.  From  the  general  body  of  the  people,  did  • 
you:  think-  them  excited  ? — J.  Deponent  saith  they  were.  Deponent  saith  that . 
some  of  the  crowd,  while  deponent  waa  endeavouring  to  arrange  for  the  above-men- 
tioned arbitration,  said,  ^^Let  us  have  the  cant;  bring  the  cattle  to  the  town;", 
then  deponent  said,  *^  Would  it  not  be  more  creditable  to  them  to  bring  them 
themselves  than  allow  the  yeomen  to  do  so  r"  their  answer  was,  "  Let  those  whose . 
business  it  is  do  so." 

To  a  question  from  a  Juror.— Q.  Did  your  expostulation  with  the  people  who . 
heard  you,  appear  to  allay  the  excitement  amongst  those  who  heaid  it? — A.  It. 
certainly  did.     Deponent  further  saith,  that  a  few  seconds  after  the  first  shot  was 
fired  he  heard  two  or  three  shots,  and  then  a  number  of  shots  in  quick  succession,^ 
which  was  folk)wed  by  a  few  hanging  shots.

The  Court  having  adjourned  tliis  day  (21st  June  1831)  at  the  hour  of  six  o'clock 
to  that  of  10  on  the  following  mormng,  proceeded  on  this  morning  (2  2d  June 
1831)  at  the  appointed  hour  to  hear  the  several  depositions  as  they  follow. 

Captain  John  Browne^  of  Ballinastraw,  county  Wexford,  being  duly  sworn : 
Saith,  he.  went  to  the  pound  from  Major  Devereux's  after  the  military  and 
mob;  inquired  from  Mr.  Tiemey  for  the  Reverend  Mr.  Walsh;  said  he  was  afraid 
he  was  not  there ;  he  saw  the  crowd  pressing  upon  the  police  try  to  keep  them 
back;'  they  were  close  on  the  bayonets ;  heard  Captain  Graham  frequently  address 
the  mob  to  let  the  law  take  its  course,  not  to  attempt  to  rescue.  Witness  said 
the  same  cattle  were  turned  out  of  the  pound,  police  and  yeomen  turned  after 
them  to  Newtown  Barry,  when  police  turned  driving  the  cattle ;  signal  appeared 
as  if  by  a  shout ;  every  man  round  him,  as  appeared  to  him,  .threw  stones ;  did 
not, see. them  stoop;  it  appeared  to  deponent  they  must  have  had  them  in  their 
pockets ;  heard  the  stones  strike  against  the  bayonets.  After  the  yeomanry  and 
police  were  about  40  or  50  yards  towards  Newtown  Barry,  heard  the  first  two 
or  three  shots,  viiien  his  mare  commenced  plunging;  deponent  endeavoured  to 
get  into  the  pound-house,  but  his  mare  ran  away  towards  Mr.  M^Clintock's ;  wh^n 
he  pulled  up  the  niare  at  the  rise  near  Mr.  M'Clintock  s,  a  person  told  him  he  was 
shot;  found  it  so*;  was  wounded  in  the  right  leg  below  the  knee ;  thinks  it  was 
first,  second  or  third  shot  hit  him;  did  not  see  a  shot  fired,  as  his  back  was 
turned;  first  two  or  three  shots  appeared  to  be  from  small  arms,  pistols  or  car- 
bines, not  like  musketry ;  immediately  after  firing  cea^,  returned  to  Newtown 
Barry ;  firing  could  not  have  lasted  more  tlian  from  five  to  eight  miniites ;  Captain 
Graham  told  the  people  not  to  deceive  themselves,  as  every  musket  was  loaded.     ^ 

Cross  examination  :  Deponent  cannot  say  the  cattle  were  rescued,  but  conceives 
tiie  throwing  of  stones  was  the  commencement  of  a  rescue;  cannot  say  who  turned 
the  cattle  out  of  pound,  but  saw  tlie  police  following  the  cattle ;  cannot  say  from 
wbatiquurter  the  shots  were  fired  from  that  hit  him ;  was  not  in  tlie  least  agitation  ; 
wfas  iw)unded  below  the  knee,  but  did  not  know  he  was  hit  until  some  one  told 
him ;  felt  no  pain  or  any  uneasiness  from  it ;  thinks  there  mi^t  be  about  200  yeo- 
manry and  police  present;  passed  by  the  ranks;  did  not  take  particular  notice  of 
tlie  troops. 

Question  by  a  Juror :  Might  be  from  500  to  800  people  about  the  pound,  exdu*- 
siveof  the  military.' 
z'    :  ■  .  John  Browne. 


,  Ninth  deponent,  Thomas  Murray^  of  Kilnaok,  of  the  county  of  Carlow,  farmer, 
who,:  being  duly  sworn  :  Saith,  uras  present  on  Saturday  last. as  a  private  of  the 
Mishell  yeomanry,  within  a  few  perches  of  the  pound  of  Newtown  Barry ;  got 
a  severe  wound  in  the  heel ;  was  in  the  rear  rank  of  his  own  men  ;  a  few  shots  had 
been  fired  before  deponent  received  the  wound ;  saw  no  shot  fired  except  from  the 
yeiMQ^nry,  nor  did  he  hear  any  such ;  thinks  he  was  wounded  /rem  t>ehind  the 
ditch  or  the  wood  ;  on  being  wounded  deponent  looked  behind  him,  and  saw  none 
of  his  own  men  th^t  could  do  it ;  was  wounded  with  slugs  ;  there  were  «heaps  of 
stones  thrown  before,  the  shots,     i  • 
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By  a  Juror :  Was  in  the  rear  rank  when  wounded ;  deponent  received  the  wound 
from  the  right-hand  side  of  the  road  as  deponent  goes  down  it  from  NeWtown  Bdrry. 

By  Mr.  Costelloe :  Does  not  know  how  many  shots  he  heard  before  he  was  hit  ; 
hisard  one  shot  first,  and  a  good  many  ofte^ ;  it  was  after  that  he  w»  fait  hhn- 
self;  about  16  or  17  of  the  Misbell  men  were  present  and  together;  did  not 
see  Mr.  Fcltus  on  the  road  between  Newtown  Barry  and  the  pound,  whilst  drawn 
up,  or  at  all  on  that  road ;  did  not  hear  Mr.  Feltus  address  the  Mishell  men,  desir- 
ing them  to  bear  with  every  thing,  and  even  if  stones  were  thrown,  not  to  poll 
a  trigger ;  did  not  bear  Mr.  Feltus  give  any  such  directions  during  that  day ;  saw 
two  or  three  yeomen  knocked  down  by  stones  thrown  by  the  people  before  firing 
cbmmenced. — By  Mr.  Costelloe :  The  firing  held  for  the  cour^  of  a  minute,  or  a  little 
better,  from  the  nrst  shot  to  the  last  that  he  heard  that  day. 

By  a  Juror :  Did  not  know  that  he  was  under  the  command  of  Seijeont  Kilpyle ; 
on  that  day  was  under  the  command  of  Captain  Graham  in  Captain  Feltds's 
absence  ;  thinks  that  Captain  Feltus  might  have  passed  him  by  without  his  notice ; 
was  at  the  end  of  the  Mishell  men  next  to  the  other  yeomanry  ;  great  noise  and 
shouting  on  the  road  as  the  yeomen  passed  down ;  from  the  noise  on  the  road  could 
not  say  whether  Captain  Feltus  addressed  them  or  not ;  verily  believes  he  heard 
all  the  firing  from  the  veomanrv,  but  cannot  say  from  the  opposite  party ;  be  made 
up  his  mind  as  to  the  time  the  nring  lasted  after  it  had  ceased. 

By  Mr.  Costelloe :  Did  not  see  Captain  Feltus  in  front  of  the  MisheH  men  on 
horseback  on  the  road  between  Newtown  Barry  and  the  pound  ;  the  noise  was  very 
great,  but  the  noise  would  not  prevent  him  seeing  Captain  Fehus  if  be  addressed 
them  on  horseback,  and  in  front  of  them  ;  he  deponent  was  in  the  rear  rank,  and 
looking  to  the  front ;  the  shoe  produced  is  the  one  that  was  on  bim  when  wounded ; 
there  was  no  breach  in  the  shoe  when  he  put  it  on  him  in  the  morning ;  tew  the 
breach  at  present  in  the  shoe  immediately  on  looking  down  when  wounded ;  his 
trowsers  came  over  his  shoe ;  the  breach  in  them  was  made  when  he  was  wounded ; 
what  wounded  deponent  did  not  pass  tlirough  bis  foot. 

Thamoi  Murray. 

George  Robert  Hyde^  of  Newtown  Barry,  county  Wexford,  surgeon,  being  duly 
sworn :  Saith,  he  inspected  the  body  of  William  Rogan,  who  was  wounded  on 
Saturday,  and  died  on  Sunday  last.  Saith,  he  inspected  the  body  of  said  Rogan 
pn  Monday  last  in  presence  of  the  jury  i  he  came  by  his  death  in  consequence  of 
a  wound  in  the  head,  inflicted  by  fire-arms ;  he  also  inspected  the  body  of  Thomas 
Waters,  who  died  in  consequence  of  a  gun-shot  wound  which  passed  through  the 
upper  part  of  his  chest. 

By  Mr.  Costelloe :  The  shot  that  caused  the  death  of  Rogan  entered  at  the  exter* 
pal  angle  of  the  left  eye,  and  escaped  at  the  back  of  his  ear. — By  Mr.  Costelloe: 
Waters  was  a  yeoman's  son ;  was  killed  by  a  sun^^shot  wound  ;  it  entered  the  chest 
at  the  right  side,  and  passed  out  through  the  left  arm  behind  the  bone,  and  a  little 
below  the  point  of  the  shoulder. 

George  Robert  Hyde. 

William  Richards^  esq.,  of  Farmley,  captain  of  the  Solsborough  and  Farmley 
yeomanry,  being  duly  sworn :  Saith  that  he  is  captain  of  the  above-named  corps; 
attended  at  Newtown  Barry  with  part  of  his  corps  on  last  Saturday ;  so  attended  in 
consequence  of  a  requisition,  signed  by  three  magistrates,  which  deponent  produces; 
was  ordered  out  with  his  corps  by  Captain  Grabnam ;  marched  in  the  direction  of 
tbe  pound  of  Newtown  Barry,  accompanied  by  other  yeomanry  and  police ;  saw  a 
very  larse  crowd  collected  at  and  about  the  pound ;  His  corps  was  prettjr  near  the 
centre  of  the  line ;  the  crowd  i4>peared  very  riotous  and  insulting  in  their  manner ; 
heard  Captain  Graham  express  himself  to  the  crowd  in  language  the  most  forcible 
to  induce  them  to  disperse  quietly ;  beard  him  declare  to  them,  upon  bis  honour  as 
an  officer  and  a  gentleman,  that  every  firelock  they  saw  was  loaded  with  ball  car* 
tridge.  Captain  Graham's  remonstrance  had  no  effect ;  after  he  deponent  had 
been  drawn  up  for  some  time,  the  crowd  appeared  very  violent  from  their  luting 
and  brandishing  sticks ;  did  not  see  any  stones  thrown ;  had  reason  to  think  stones 
were  thrown,  in  consequence  of  seeing  one  of  his  rear-rank  men  falling  forward ; 
was  ordered  to  form  his  men  into  sections  by  Captain  Graham ;  the  consequence  of 
this  manoeuvre  was,  that  our  backs  became  to  the  pound,  and  front  towards 
Newtown  Barr^^ ;  was  ordered  to  march  back  to  the  town  in  rear  of  the  police, 
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which  onder  was  obeyed ;  the  ocder  was  givep  by  Captain  Graham ;  at  the  period 
depooeot  speaks  of  he  heard  a  violent  crash,  as  if.  stones  striking  firearms  in  th^ 
r^ur  of  deponent ;  very  shortly  after  the  crash  deponent  heard  a  single  Sthot,  which 
deponent  did  not  consider  was  that  from  a  musket,  as  the  report  deponent  con* 
ceived  to  be  too  weak ;  in  about  two  seconds  after  the  fir&t  shot  deponent  heard 
two  or  three  shots,  and  immedicAely  a  firing  commenced  in  deponent's  rear ;  after 
the  firing  commenced  the  crowd  in  the  road  were  pressing  on,  and  deponent  saw 
many  in  the  fields  running  away,  they  were  pressing  forward  to  where  deponent  and 
his  men  stood  ;  as  there  was  a  halt  in  consequence  of  the  firing  commencing,  depo- 
ixent  after  this  observed  very  little  of  what  was  passing,  as  his  deponent's  entire 
attention  and  exertions  were  occupied  in  preventing  bis,  deponent's,  men  from 
firing. 

By  Mr.  Costdloe :  Saw  no  attempt  made  to  rescue  the  cattle  at  any  time ; 
knows  Mr.  Feltus;  saw  him  in  Newtown  Barry  that  day,  but  did  not  see  him  on 
the  road  at  the  period  deponent  now  speaks  of;  the  two  or  three  shots  that  foU 
lowed  the  first  appeared  to  dqxment  to  be  musket  shots ;  deponent  gave  no  direc- 
tions to  his  men  to  fire,  but  on  the  contrary  did  every  thiog  in  the  power  of  man  to 
prevent  them,  in  whicL  deponent  succeeded ;  after  he  succeeded  there  ml^t  have 
been  three  or  four  shots;  after  the  second  and  third  shots  were  fired,  in  two  or 
three  seconds  the  firing  became  more  general ;  to  the  best  of  deponent  s  belief  the 
firing  did  not  continue  mot;e  than  two  minutes^  he  means  from  the  first  shot  to  the 
last;  deponent  heard  no  orders  given  to  fire  by  any  one ;  heard  his  own  lieutenant 
pwe  orders  not  to  fire;  deponent  saw  Lieutenant  Nunu,  of  the  Enpiscorthy  yeomen, 
also  exerting  himself  to  prevent  his  men  firom  firing.  Deponent  saw  no  one  killed, 
but  saw  one  man  dead  on  the  jBide  of  the  road,  and  another  that  deponent  conceived 
to  be  dead;  the  former  w^  a  countryman,  and  the  latter  he  heard  and  believes  to 
be  Rqgan^  the  y^etoman.  Deppnent  thinks  the  greater  number  of  shots  were  fir^4 
by  ti^e. yeomen,  but  beljeyefs  that  shots  were  fired  by  others  (00;  he  is  confident  thai: 
no  orders  to  fire  were  ^ven  by  the  officers  to  the  yeomen. 

JVUliam  JUcbards. 

William  Whitty  esq.,  of  Newtown  Barry,  being  duly  sworn :  Saith,  was  present 
at  the  unfortunate  affair  that  occurred  on  Saturday  last;  went  down  towards  the 
pound  with  the  yeomjinry ;  was  in  the  rear  of  the  Newtown  Barry  corps ;  nearest 
corps  to  the  town.  Saw  a  very  large  crowd  assembled  ;  at  that  time  did  not  see 
Bny  fire-arms,  but  saw  sticks  in  the  hands  of  the  people ;  the  people  closed  in 
about  the  corps  deponent  was  with  in  a  compact  body ;  remained  on  the  road  with 
the  corps  from  half  an  hour  to  three  quarters  from  the  time  deponent  left  the  town ; 
before  deponent  had  arrived  at  the  dispensary  two  stones  were  thrown  from  among 
the  crowd,  one  glanced  from  the  top  of  one  of  the  yeomen's  caps,  the  other  fell 
without  hitting  any  person ;  there  was  no  further  violence  tised  at  that  time.  Vio- 
lence began  to  manifest  itself  on  the  part  of  the  people  in  about  20  minutes  after 
the  first  two  stones  were  thrown  ;  stone  throwing  commenced  a  second  time ;  the 
cattle  were  driven  out  of  the  pound,  and  an  order  was  given  for  the  yeomen  to 
tx>unter'-march,  by  which  movement  the  Newtown  Barry  corps  from  having  been 
the  nearest  to  the  town,  became  the  nearest  to  the  pound ;  this  order  was  given  by 
Captain  Graham.  Deponent  was  walking  beside  the  Newtown  Barry  corps,  when 
he  heard  a  noise  resembling  the  ratding  ot  arms  ;  it  struck  deponent  that  the  men 
ivere  unfixing  bayonets.  On  looking  towards  the  men,  deponent  perceived  a  shower 
of  stones  thrown  from  among  the  people,  that  deponent  discovered  was  the  cause 
of  the  sound  deponent  had  previously  heard.  Deponent  saw  one  of  the  stones 
'strike  a  yeoman  on  the  back  of  the  head,  and  another  stone  struck  another  of 
the  men  in  the  small  of  the  back.  The  stones  still  continued  throwing ;  and 
looking  towards  the  river  side  of  the  road,  saw  the  ditches  lined  with  men  com- 
pletely, many  of  whom  were  throwing  stones.  Saw  one  man  with  a  large  drab- 
coloured  coat,  buttoned  up ;  this  same  man  deponent  saw  unbutton  his  coat,  take 
out  a  short  gun,  kneel  down,  rest  his  gun  on  the  ditch,  and  fire  towards  the  yeo- 
manry; that  was  the  first  shot  deponent  heard  that  day.  Heard,  after  the  interval 
"of  three  or  four  seconds,  threeother  shots  fired  in  quick  succession,  and  immediately 
heard  an  exclamation  from  some  of  the  yeomen,  "  There  is  one  of  our  men  down ! " 
'There  was  farther  iiring ;  but  before  that  took  place,  the  crowd  pressed  so  closely 
on  the  yeomanry,  and  showed  such  determined  violence,  by  throwing  of  stones 
and  their  flourishing  sticks,  that  it  was  evident  their  intention  was  to  force  them- 
selves in  among  the  yeomanry.'  The  yeomanry  bore  every  thing  with  the  greatest 
•patience  untH  this  took  place;  some  of  the  yeomanry  turned  round  facing  the  c^owd 
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and  fired  amongst  them  ;  the  entire  firinj;  continued  about  a  minute  and  a  half. 
Before  the  firing  commenced,  Captain  Graham  addressed  himself  to  the  crowd, 
endeavouring  to  dbsuade  the  people  from  any  act  of  violence  ;  us^  as  much  exer- 
tion as  any  man  could  do  to  accomplish  that  object.  Captain  Graham  told  the 
crowd  that  every  musket  they  saw  was  loaded  with  ball  cartridge. 

By  Mr.  Costelloe  :  Deponent  is  tutor  to  Captain  Graham's  children  about 
1 8  months  ;  his  age  is  between  two  and  three  and  twenty.  Deponent  was  close 
to  the  yeomen  when  they  fired  ;  does  not  think  that  a  quarter  of  a  minute  elapsed 
from  the  fourth  shot  until  the  yeomen  turned  round  and  fired.  Deponent  states 
that,  between  police  and  yeomen,  there  were  about  200  present,  all  armed.  De- 
ponent was  armed  with  a  pistol,  though  neither  a  yeoman  or  policeman ;  Joined 
the  yeomanry  merely  as  a  volunteer  to  assist  them  if  necessity  required  it.  Saw 
another  person  of  a  lespectable  station  of  life  present,  besides  those  whose  business 
brought  them  there.  Does  not  know  whether  that  person  was  armed  or  not 
Deponent  believes  that  the  yeomen  fired  at  the  people  that  were  next  them  ;  did  not 
see  any  of  them  fall  or  wounded.  Deponent  is  resident  in  Newtown  Barry  about 
six  or  seven  months;  except  about  six  or  seven  years  ago,  when  he,  deponent, 
passed  through  Newtown  Barry  as  a  traveller,  and  remained  in  it  about  two  hours, 
he  was  a  total  stranger  to  it. 

IVUliam  JVhUe. 

The  Court  having  adjourned  this  day  (22d  June  1831),  at  the  hour  of  six  o*qlock 
to  that  of  ten  on  the  following  morning,  proceeded  on  this  morning  (23  June  1831), 
at  the  appointed  hour,  to  hear  the  several  depositions  as  they  follow, 

John  Ralphs  of  Newtown  Barry,  being  duly  swOrn:  Saith,  deponent  remember^  last 
Saturday  ;  had  previously  to  last  Saturday  made  a  distress  of  cattle  for  tithe  due 
to  the  Rev.  Mr.  M*Clintock ;  is  Mr.  M'Clintock's  agent  or  receiver  of  bis  tithes ; 
the  distress  was  made  in  the  parish  of  Newtown  Barry,  sometimes  called  Saint 
Mary's  ;  it  was  made  for  tithe,  under  the  composition.  Saw  the  cattle  on  Saturday 
that  were  distrained ;  first  saw  them  at  the  pound  before  12  o'clock,  videlidt^  three 
heifers ;  had  Edward  Swayne  and  James  Gregan,  assistants,  as  drivers ;  after  he 
saw  them  at  the  pound  they  were  drove  to  tlie  street  of  Newtown  Bariy  by  Gregao, 
Swayne  and  deponent,  for  the  purpose  of  being  sold ;  had  been  adveitised  to  be 
sold  on  Saturday,  between  the  hours  of  twelve  and  one  o'clock,  in  the  market- 
place at  Newtown  Barry ;  drove  them  to  the  market-place ;  deponent  went  into 
Captain  Graham's  to  see  Mr.  M*Clintock,  and  from  the  window  of  Captain 
Graham's  house,  saw  them  driven  from  where  deponent  had  left  them  to  the 
centre  of  the  market-place.  Saturday  was  a  market  day,  there  was  a  fair  in  town 
on  the  day  before ;  there  was  a  great  many  persons  in  the  town  on  Saturday  the 
18th,  1831 ;  lives  in  the  town  ;  observed  a  particular  appearance  on  that  day;  he 
saw  large  groups  of  people  in  different  parts  of  the  street ;  observed  that  they  did 
not  appear  to  be  transacting  any  business,  as  is  customary  on  market  daysji  but 
appeared  to  be  waiting  for  the  sale  of  the  cattle  ;  the  advertisements  that  he  had 
put  up  for  the  sale  of  the  cattle  were  written.  Saw  a  printed  advertisement  from 
Captain  Graham's  window  carried  on  a  board,  as  he  believes,  as  near  as  he  recol- 
lects, the  words  were,  **  This  sale  is  for  tithes,"  or  words  tp  that  effect ;  it  was 
carried  by  a  man  or  boy  in  the  street  in  an  elevated  position.  Saw  another 
placard  tlie  day  before ;  thought  that  placard  which  he  saw  on  Friday  had  a  ten- 
dency to  collect  people  to  the  sale  on  Saturday ;  the  words,  as  he  recollects,  were 
calling  on  the  people  to  attend  a  sale  of  their  neighbours'  cattle.  Saw  cattle 
moved  up  on  Saturday  immediately  after  placard  was  exhibited;  the  cattle 
were  moved  by  the  crowd  ;  on  the  placard  being  exhibited,  heard  a  noise  which 
deponent  did  not  hear  before,  and  some  shouts ;  immediately  on  the  shouts,  cattle 
were  moved,  driven  up  to  the  centre  of  the  street;  he  went  out  immediately  on 
seeing  the  cattle  moved,  and  could  not  find  the  bailiffs  he  had  left  in  charge  of 
them ;  on  going  out  the  crowd  was  not  lessened.  Saw  in  the  hands  of  the  crowd 
nothing  more  than  usual  sticks  ;  did  not  sell  the  cattle ;  when  he  went  up  to  the 
crowd  reasoned  with  them  a  good  deal,  and  hoped  they  would  not  give  any  op|K)si* 
tion  to  the  sale ;  that  if  he  or  Mr.  M^Clintock  did  any  thing  illegal,  they  might  pit>- 
ceed  by  civil  action*  When  deponent  made  that  remonstrance  many  of  the 
people  said  they  would  not  give  any  opposition  to  the  sale  j  left  the  crowd  imme- 
diately to  look  for  the  bailiff  to  sell  the  cattle ;  did  not  find  the  bailiff;  after  that 
saw  the  crowd  move  off  towards  the  Enniscorthy  road ;  believed  the  cattle  were . 
then  in  the  crowd;  surrounded  in  such  a  manner  as  that  he  could  not  see  them. 
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As  agent  to  Mr.  M'Clintook,  deponent,  before  Saturday,  made  appllciatiop  to  the 
magistrates  for  assistance  on  Saturday,  to  prevent  a  rescue ;  he  appUed  to .  Cap^ 
tain  Graiiam,  Major  Irvin^  and  Mr.  John  Derens^y,  three  magistrates ;  tliey,  were 
the  three  oMigistrates  to  whom  he  applied.  On  Saturday,  after  he  ^aw  the  crowd 
on  the  road  towards  Enoiscorthy,  wet  Captain  Graham  and  Captain  King  of  the 
police  ;  said  to  them,  **  So  the  cattle  were  gone."  Captain  Graham  said  to  Cap- 
tain King,  ^*  You  had  better  go  and  bring  them  back."  Deponent  made. the 
observation  for  the  purpose  of  getting  the  cattle  back  to  sell  them.  Saw  the  cattle 
next  on  the  road  opposite  to  his  o\i'n  land  at  Ryland.  Captain  Graham  had  them 
stopped  there ;  that  is  the  Enniscorthy  road,  on  wiiich  he  saw  them  going  down 
.first.  The  owner  of  the  cattle  that  were  distrained  lives  at  Tomerick ;  the  road. on 
which  deponent,  got  the  cattle,  and  where  deponent  saw  Captain  Graham  with  them, 
ileads  to  Tomerick.from  the  market-place ;  the  cattle  were  brought  back  to  the  pound; 
the.  pound  lies  between  Newtown  Barry  and  the  place  where  Captain  Graham 
.stopped  the  cattle.  More  than  ten.minutes  after  the  cattle  were  put  into  the  pound  he, 
deponent,  saw  one  of  the  bailiffs  standing  near  the  pound.  Qn  his  way  after  the 
cattle,  aiKl  before  Captain  Graham  stopped  them,  he  met  a  crowd  coming  to  the  town. 
The.  cattle  remained  for  somq  tiuae  in  the,  pound.  Captain  Graham  brought  the 
cattle  back  to  the  pound  without  difficulty  or  opposition;  called  on  Oregon,  the  bailiff, 
to  assist  him,,  and  he  went  into  the  pound  with  deponent,  where  the  cattle  were* 
Some  of  the  crowd  asked  if  the  cattle  were  to  be  sold  at  the  pound  ;  deponent  said 
*'  No;"  desired  them  to  return  quietly  to  Newtown  Barry,  and  the  cattle  would  be  sold 
there.  The  crowd  did  not  return  at  this  time.  Captain  Graliam  had  returned  to  tlie 
town  for  the  yeomanry.  There  was  an  immense  crowd  about  the  pound,  very  noisy. 
.Seeing  an  immense  crowd  returning  from  the  town,  deponent  and  others  suggested 
tc>  Captam  Graham  that  it  would  be. well  to  bring  out  the  yepmanry,  as  an  appear- 
ance of  a  force  might  prevent  any  ill  consequence,  or  attempt  to  rescue  the  cattle. 
Captain  King,  of  the  police,  was  standing  on  the  road,  with  his  police  in  hearing  at 
ibe  time,  and  al^o  Captain  Feltus,  and  both. agreed  in  saying  it  would  be  advisable 
to  bripg  out  the  .yeomanry.  .  Immediately  after,  this,  snggiestion,  Captain  Graham 
went  into  the  town  for  the  yeomanry;  during  Captain  Graham's  absence  tlie  crowd 
made  a  great  deal  of  noise.  Recollects  the  crowd  calling  on  deponent  to  sell  the 
cattle,  and  whynqt  sell  them.  There  were  many  threatening  expressions  made^u^ 
of;  he^  some  of  them  say,  '^  Break  the  pound,  or  bring  out  the  cattle;"  it  was  ofiiA  ^ 
loudly..  There  were  between  30  and  40  of  the  police.  Heard  the  police  desire  the 
crowd  be  quiet  and  not  annoy  them,  "  We  are  only  doing  our  duty ;"  heard  son^ 
of  the  crowd  say,  "  Tbey  are  only  doing  their  duty,  and  do  not  anppy  them."  Saw 
Captain  King  there ;  heard  him  say  to  his  men,  **  Be  steady.*'  On  his  leaving  the 
town  after  the  cattle.  Captain  King,  on  meeting  the  crowd,  ordered  his  men  to  load 
with  ball  cartridge.  At  that  time  Captain  Graham  told  Captain  King  to  take  his 
•  men  into  the  field,  which  he  did ;  remained  there  until  the  people  passed,  and  then 
went  on  to  bring  back  the  catde.  From  the  time  deponent  heard  Captain  King 
desire  his  men  to  be  steady,  until  Captain  Graham's  return  with  the  yeomanry,  the 
crowd  continued  to  increase.  Saw  Captain  Gralmfn  return  from  the  town  ;  he  had 
the  yeomanry  with  him.  Captain  Graham  returned  from  the  town  with  the  yeomanry ; 
on  his  return  he  faced  the  yeomanry  to  the  river.  At  this  time  the  crowd  became 
very  noisy,  he  means  very  insolent ;  heard  Captain  Graham  say  to  the  crowd,  **  Be 
quiet;  I  have  nothing  to  say  to  the  sale  of  the  cattle ;  I  came  here  to  protect  the  laws 
of  the  country,  and  I  hope  you  will  be  quiet ;  every  musket  here  is  loaded  with  ball 
cartridge."  It  was  then  said  from  the  crowd,  by  more  voices  than  one,  **  We  do  not 
care  for  your  old  rusty  muskets."  He  then  said  he  should  read  the  Riot  Act. 
Said  they  would  put  his  Riot  Act  in  a  certain  place ;  the  words  werein  ;  became 
so  noisy  that  deponent  could  not  hear  further  what  Captain  Graham  was  saying. 
Deponent  went  then  into  the  pound  to  turn  out  the  cattle,  to  bring  them  to  the  town 
to  sell ;  during  this  time  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  Captain  Graham's  demeanour; 
it  was  very  cool  and  calm,  as  deponent  considered,  so  much  so  thaf  deponent  was 
surprised  at  it ;  he  was  surprised  at  it,  because  so  much  had  been  said  to  him, 
Captain  Graham,  in  the  way  of  insult,  by  the  crowd.  Deponent  and  Gregan  drove 
the  cattle  out  of  the  pound ;  when  deponent  drove  out  the  cattle  there  were  some 
of  the  police  with  their  bayonets  directed  against  the  crowd;  the  police  said 
to  the  crowd,  "  Throw  down  your  stones ;"  did  not  see  any  of  the  crowd  with 
stones ;  the  crowd  said,  the  road  was  their's  as  well  as  that  of  the  •  police ; 
that  they  paid  for  it.  He  beard  the  word,  he  believes  from  Captain  King, 
to  proceed  to  the.  town.  The  cattle  at  this  time  were  out  of  the  pound.  Some 
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police,  as  witness  has  described,  preceded  the  cattle,  others  of  the  police  fol- 
lowed them;  deponent  was  with  the  cattle  with  Gregan  at  this;  od  coanog 
out  of  the  pound  saw  stones  with  some  of  the  crowd;  at  this  time  the 
yeomanry  were  drawn  up  facing  the  river  in  a  line  extending  towards  the  town ; 
Captain  Graham  was  on  the  right  of  the  yeomen ;  saw  nothing  after  happen  until 
deponent  drove  the  cattle  in  front  of  the  line  of  yeomanry  towaiils  Newtown  Barry, 
and  passed  them  ;  when  he  deponent  had  passed  this  line  of  yeomanry  conbg  t6 
&e  town,  his  attention  was  drawn  by  a  shot  in  his  rear ;  this  was  soon  wer  passing 
the  line  of  yeomanry;  about  a  minute  after  passing  the  line  the  shot  was  in 
deponent's  fear;  then  heard  another  shot  and  another,  and  immediately  heard 
a  running  fire ;  the  whole  firing  did  not  continue  more  than  two  minntes  as  depo- 
nent thinks.  Saw  Captain  King  from  the  time  deponent  left  the  pound  until  after 
first  shot  was  fired ;  distinctly  says  Captain  King  himself  did  not  fire  that  shot ; 
Captadn  King  did  not  fire  any  of  the  tfiree- first  shots ;  did  not  see  Captain  King 
fire  any  shot  that  day ;  Captain  King  was  in  sight  of  witness  firom  the  time  he  kk 
the  pound  until  after  the  three  first  i^ts;  did  not  see  Captain  Graham  during  the 
running  fire ;  immediately  after  saw  him.  Captain  Graham,  ride  by  deponent,  and 
heard  him  say,  *^  O  fie,  fie,  shame !  cease  firing;"  did  not  hear  any  person  give 
the  word  of  command  to  fire;  cannot  tell  what  occasioned  the  first  shot  to  be  firad, 
because  it  was  in  deponent's  rear,  and  by  the  report  appeared  a  good  distanoe  fitNn 
deponent ;  did  not  see  what  was  going  on  in  the  rear;  did  not  hear  any  extraor- 
dinary noise  in  the  rear  of  him ;  deponent  never  saw  the  cattle  since  the  first  or 
second  shot  was  fired ;  did  not  bring  mto  the  town. 

By  Mr.  Costelloe :  When  the  cattle  were  first  seiaed  at  Pat.  Doyle's,  the  ownere 
did  not  meet  with  any  resistance ;  there  was  a  misunderstanding  between  the  Rev. 
Mr.  M^Clintock  and  Pat.  Doyle,  the  owner,  about  the  tithes,  Doyle  aUeg^ag  they 
were  not  due.  Whilst  deponent  was  in  Captain  Graham's  house^  deponent  for  a 
time  lost  sight  of  the  cattle ;  also  lost  sight  of  the  persons  whom  be  left  in  cai« 
of  them;  the  cattle  were  in  the  street  when  deponent  came  out ;  did  not  eee  the 
cattle  leave  the  s^^et  at  all ;  saw  no  persons  turn  the  cattle  oflf  the  street;  when 
deponent  came  out,  the  persons  in  charge  of  the  cattle  were  not  with  them,  as  be, 
deponent,  could  see ;  after  this  the  cattle  got  down  the  Enniscorthy  Road  towards 
the  pound  and  beyond  it;  cannot  say  who  drove  them  there ;  after  that  the  cattle 
were  brought  back  to  the  pound  without  resistance;  after  the  running  fire,  heiU^ 
some  dropping  shote,  cannot  say  how  many,  being  confused  at  seeing  such  an 
occurrence. 

By  the  Court :  Captain  Graham  seemed  to  regret  what  had  taken  place. 

John  RaJph. 

George  St.  George  Irvine^  of  Newtown  Barry,  esq.,  being  duly  sworn :  Saitb 
be  is  a  magistrate  of  this  county ;  recollects  Saturday  the  i8th  instant;  had  a  meet- 
ing  on  Friday  the  17th  in  this  town ;  Mr«  John  Derenzy  and  Captain  Grahaai,  as 
magistrates,  attended  that  meeting  with  deponent ;  the  object  of  the  meeting  was 
in  consequence  of  a  placard  said  to  be  taken  down  from  a  tree,  the  usual  place  of 
posting  advertisements  in  the  town.  One  of  the  police  took  down  the  placard 
brou^t  to  Captain  Graham's,  where  deponent  saw  it ;  that  placard  was  before  the 
magistrates  at  the  meeting  above-mentioned ;  the  purport  of  the  placard  was  to  call 
the  people  together  to  attend  an  auction  of  cattle  to  be  sold  for  tithe,  that  was  to 
take  place  the  next  day ;  deponent  and  his  brother  magistrates  thought  it  necessary 
to  take  measures  for  the  prevention  of  a  breach  of  the  peace  on  the  following  day 
at  the  sale,  in  consequence  of  said  placard.  In  consequence  of  the  placard,  depo- 
nent and  bis  fellow  magistrates  thought  strangers  would  be  brought  into  the  town, 
and  that  a  breach  of  the  peace  would  ensue  ;  to  corroborate  that  supposition,  one 
of  the  passengers  on  the  coach  coming  from  Dublin  on  Friday  informed  deponent 
that  he  saw  a  similar  placard  at  Baltinglass  to  that  one  which  was  exhibiting  th&sx 
in  die  town  near  the  coacb-office«  Witness  saw  the  placard  on  the  board  referred 
to,  and  considered  it  to  be  in  every  respect  a  printed  copy  of  the  one  laid  before  the 
magistrates,  as  above-mentioned.  In  consequence  of  these  circumstances  the  three 
magistrates,  as  above-mentioned,  signed  a  requisition  to  the  commanding  officers  of 
several  of  the  yeomanry  corps  in  the  neighbourhood  of  this  town,  requesting  their 
assistance  forthwith  in  Newtown  Barry  with  their  corps  on  the  following  day,  to  pre- 
serve the  peace.  That  requisition  was  complied  with  by  some  corps  coming  into 
Newtown  Barry  on  the  following  morning ;  they  w«-e  the  only  force  deponent  and 
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hid  fellow  inagistrate&  had  to  apply  to^  with  tbe  exception  of  tbe  police  and  a  com- 
pany of  regular  troops  in  Wexford,  to  whom  al^  a  similar  requisition  ivas  sent> 
There  wete  na  yeomanry  corps  in  the  town  on  Saturday  excepting  those  to  whom 
the  abore  requisition  had  been  sent. 

By  Mr.  CosteUoe :  On  recollection^  deponent  corrects  himself,  and  says  that  it  was 
on  Saturday,  after  the  fatal  event  occurred,  that  tbe  regular  troops  were  sent  for  to^ 
Wexford,  ami  that  they  arrived  on  Sunday  about  twelve  or  one  oxlock,  as  deponent 
believes.  He  and  his  feUow  magistrates  sent  the  requisition  to  tbe  several  corps^ 
but  on  reflection  corrects  himself,  by  saying  it  was  much  later  in  the  day,  and  after 
tbe  coach  from  DubUn  had  come  in.  The^*  sent  requisitions  to  four  corps  of  yeo- 
manry, tbree  of  whom  attended.  Captain  James  excused  himself  for  not  attending 
the  requisition,  in  consequence  of  bis  permanent  serjeant  and  bugle  being  at  driU 
in  Wexford.     Captain  James's  corps  is  nearest  to  Newtown  Barry. 

By  a  Juror :  There  were  five  mi^istrates  in  the  town  on  Saturday,  previous  to 
tbe  fatal  occurrence,  videlicet^  Mr.  John  Derenzy,  Mr.  Thomas  Derenzy,  Captain 
Oraham,  Mn  Feltus,  and  deponent.  When  the  yeomanry  left  town,  under  the 
command  of  Captain  Graham,  deponent  was  standing  in  the  street  of  Newtown 
Barry ;  was  aware  for  wlmt  purpose  the  yeomanry  were  marching  out  of  the  town, 
vkleUaa^  to  assbt  the  police  to  bring  the  cattle  back  to  Newtown  Barry,  and  to 
prevent  a  rescue.  When  the  firing  commenced  deponent  was  sitting  at  the  petty 
fiessions  court  wilii  Mr«  Thomas  Derenzy,  his  brother  magistrate ;  was  in  the  act  of 
inquiring  for  tbe  petty  sessions  clerk  when  the  firing  commenced ;  did  not  hear  a  shot 
himself;  heard  (^the  firing  from  persons  rushing  to  the  door  of  the  petty  sessions^ 
Deponent  was  sitting  at  the  upper  end  of  the  room ;  rushed  to  the  door,  but  did  not 
iiear  a  shot  Deponent  says  if  there  was  any  necessity  to  preserve  the  peace,  it 
would  be  more  important  to  be  with  the  troops  tlian  to  attend  the  petty  sessions.. 
Had  not  sufficient  time  to  have  collected  a  stronger  force  of  police  or  soldiers  of  the 
line  previously  to  the  18th  instant.  The  first  cslusc  of  alarm  was  on  Friday  tbe 
17th  instant,  in  consequence  o{  seeing  the  placard.  Gave  no  orders  to  any  per.^ 
eon  to  drive  tbe  cattle  out  of  tbe  mad&et*place,  nor  did  deponent  know  of  their 
arrival  there.

The  Court  having  adjourned  this  day,  (24th  of  June  1831,)  at  the  hour  of  five 
o'clock  to  that  of  ten  o'clock  following  day  : 

Motes  Dcj/lCj  x>f  BaUyphelip,  in  the  county  of  Wexford,  farmer,  being  duly 
sworn :  $ait£^  lives  in  the  parish  of  St.  Mary's.     Mr.  M'CUntbck  is  the  rector  of 
that  parish.     Knows  of  cattle,  the  property  of  Pat  Doyle,  of  the  said  parish,  to 
have  been  seized  for  tithe  due  to  Mn  M^Clintock.     Knows  the  number  of  cattle 
seined  to  have  been  three,  two  of  which  belonged  to  Pat  Doyle,  and  the  third  to 
Pat  Nowlan*     Does  not  know  to  his  own  knowledge  the  exact  amount  of  tithes 
claimed  by  Mr.  M^Cliatock.     Thens  was  a  controversy  between  Mr.  M^Cliirtock 
and  tbe  owners  of  the  cattle,  as  to  whether- tbe  tithe  was  dne  or  not.    The  owners 
conceived,  as  deponent  heard  firom  them,  that  the  charge  was  illegal.     Was  ia 
Newtown  Barry  on  Saturday  last    Saw  the  cattle  in  the  street  of  Newtown  Barry, 
opposite  Captain  Graham's  house.    Saw  the  same  cattle  afterwards  at  the  pound 
of  Newtown  Barry.     Did  not  see  any  person,  either  in  the  town  of  Newtown  Barry 
or  at  the  pound,  rescue  or  attempt  to  rescue  the  said  cattle.     Saw  the  police  next 
tbe  pound,  and  the  yeomanry  two  deep  from  the  police  as  far  as  they  extended 
along  the  road.     First  part  cattle  came  to  be  auctioned  by  the  agent  to  Mr.  M^Clin* 
tock,  and  the  bailiffs  next  that     Deponent  demanded  of  the  agent  to  auction  the 
cattle.     Deponent  asked  him  who  was  his  auctioneer;   said,  Edward  Swayne. 
Deponent  requested  of  him  to  bring  Swayne  forward  to  auction  the  cattle.    Th^ 
ag^t  disappeared  from  deponent.     Deponent  that  time. requested  from  the  people 
round  the  cattle  to  know  if  the  bailiffs  were  there  to  take  tbe  cattle  in  possession. 
The  bailiffs  did  not  appear.     Deponent  desired  the  people  about  the  cattle  to  let 
them  go  off.    They  did  so.     The  cattle  went  down  the  street  of  their  own  accord, 
without  any  person  being  after  them.     After  a  long  time,  not  less  than  a  quarter 
of  an  hour,  the  police  and  all  the  yeomanry  went  down  to  the  pound.     Deponent 
went  down.     There  was  a  great  row  at  that  time  with  the  police  and  Captain 
Graham.     Deponent  spoke  to  Mr.  Ralph,  the  agent,  saying,  that  he,  Mr.  Ralph, 
was  at  deponent's  house  with  a  letter  of  distress,  saying  that  he  would  not  call 
upon  the  tithes  (^  deponent's  parish,  if  the  parish  of  Clonegall  would  pay  him, 
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Mr.  M^Clititock.  At  this  time  Captain  Graham  appeared; on  horseback. with>li 
drawn  swdrd  in  his  hand,  with  high  language.  Mr.  Ralph  was  told  by  deponeat 
that  it  was  fitter  to  demand  and  get  the  tithe  where  it  was  due,  than  to  demand 
it  from  us  where  it  was  not.  Mr.  Ralph  acknowledged  that  the  payment  demanded 
from  us  was  before-hand.  That  conversation  passed  between  Mr.  Ralph,  Mr.  Feltus, 
and  deponent  at  the  potind.  Mr.  Feltus  said  that  he  thought  it  was  very  unjust*. 
Then  deponent  mentioned  to  Mr.  Feltus,  for  quietness,  as  deponent  saw  such 
a  psLrty  of  army  there,  proposed  an  arbitration,  for  to  call  on  four,  gentlemen 
as  arbitrators.  Deponent  nominated  *Mr.  H.  Radcliffe  and  Mr.  Robert  Carey  as 
arbitrators  for  the  parishes.  Mr.  Feltus  rode  on  to  search  for  Mr.  M'Clintock. 
Deponent  came  up  with  Mr.  Feltus  to  the  townside  of  the  inliEuitry.;  Mr.  Feltus 
desired  deponent  to  stop  there  until  be  would  return  with  Mr.  M'Clintock. 
Deponent  returned  back  from  Mr.  Feltus,  walked  down  opposite  the  infantry.  At 
llhe  moment  that  deponent  had  returned  12  or  1 5  yards  down  along  the  yeomanry, 
deponent  heard  six  or  seven  shots  fired  from  the  yeomanry.  Deponent  ran  the  same 
time ;  and  in  his  running  about  1 5  or  20  yards  a  man  of  the  name  of  James  Doyle 
was  shot.  Deponent  was  within  a  single  yard  of  him,  and  at  that  time*  depooest 
received  a  shot  through  deponent's  great  coat,  across  the  small  of  his  back;  :  After 
the  six  or  seven  shots  he  heard,  as  deponent  thinks,  a  discharge  from  all  the 
yeomanry.  Doyle  fell  when  he  was  shot.  Doyle  is  now  dead;  died  that  evening. 
Did  not  see  any  stones  thrown  ;  does  not  know  but  stones  might  have  been  thrown 
unknown  to  deponent  When  deponent  went  down  he  saw,  after  the  firing  had 
ceased,  and  the  yeomanry  and  police  gone,  three  or  four  dead  entirely ;  a .  great, 
number  mortally  wounded,  a  good  many  of  whom  since  died ;  saw  a  great  ssmxy 
in  the  fields  wounded  at  both  sides  of  the  road.  Deponent  saw  a  couple  wounded 
at  the  edge  of  the  Slaney;  saw  one  wounded  person  lying  in  the  Slaney;  did.not 
see  any  person  crossing  the  Slaney  at  that  time.  Amongst  the  killed  and  wounded 
deponent  saw  two  women  wounded,  one  of  whom  is  smce  dead ;  knows  th^/ woman 
who  was  killed ;  was  a  married  woman,  mother  of  six  or  seven  cbtklren^*  .sl|e 
appeared  to  be  with  child ;  the  woman  appeared  to  be  in  perfect  hmltb  previoiis 
to  her  death ;  saw  her  the  same  day  on  which  she  was  killed,  in  perfect  heakb; 
does  not  know  what  part  of  her  body  was  wounded,  but  saw  blood  finom  tbe 
peck  to  the  bottom  of  the  belly ;  does  not  know  any  particular  yeoman  who  ^ed 
a  shot  on  that  day;  could  not  distinguish  any,  from  his  running  away  and  tt^ 
smoke  occasioned  by  tbe  firing. 

By  Counsellor  Robinson:  Relieves  he  is  a  third  cousin  to  Doyle,  the  owner  of 
the  cattle  distrained ;  is  not  related  to  Nowlan,  the  owner  of  the  third  cow  dis- 
trained; has  spoken  of  tbe  husiness  to  several  perscms  since  it  occurred;  has 
spoken  to  Justin  Doyle  and  many  others ;  does  not  recollect  the  name  of  aiiy 
other  person  to  whom  he  was  speaking ;  the  thing  was  spoken  of  so  generally  that 
he  did  not  mibd  taking  toy  particular  name ;  did  not  give  his  evidence  to  any  one ; 
did  not  communicate  the  nature  of  the  facts  that  he  was  to  depose  to  on  dlis 
inquiry;  this' is  ndt  the  first  time  deponent  has  been  examined  respecting  this 
affair ;  on  Tuesday  last  was  examined  before  the  gentlemen  at  Ralph's  Inn ;  went 
there  for  the  purpose  of  giving  evidence ;  no  one  desired  or  advised  deponent  to  go 
there  for  that  purpose;  heard  on  Sunday  thataninquiry  would  take  place;  liei^ 
Mr.  Feltus  say  on  Saturday  that  an  inquiry  would  take  place;  does  not  i^ecollect 
the  name  of  any  other  person  from  whom  he  heard  it  but  that  of  Mr.  Feltus  ;  wds 
not  desired  by  Mr.  Feltns  to  attend  that  investigation.  Was  purchasings  the  mddng 
of  a  small  clothes  in  Mr.  Kennedy's  shop;  one  of  Mrs.  Kennedy's  sons  w*as  in  tiie 
shop,  cannot  say  m  hether  it  was  Joe  or  Edward,  and  communicated  to  that  gentleman 
that  he  would  come  forward  at  the  inquiry,  as  a  witness,  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
just  evidence  between  both  parties  ;  means  by  both  parties,  the  distinction  of  one 
party  and  the  number  of  lives  lost  by  the  other;  does  not  recollect  that  he  had 
any  further  conversation  with  Mrs.  Kennedy.  Is  very  well  acquainted  with  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Walsh,  tbe  Roman-catholic  clergyman  of  this  town ;  had  no  conversa- 
tion with  Mr.  Walsh  until  after  his  examination  before  the  magistrates  at  Ralph's ; 
had  conversation  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Walsh  on  the  subject  since  then ;  did  not  speak 
to  Justin  Doyle  on  this  subject  until  this  day.  On  his  oath  he  told  the  magistrates 
every  thing  that  was  fair  and  just ;  any  thing  that  he,  deponent,  was  asked  before 
the  magisti-ates  he  told.  Tbe  mode  of  examination  before  the  magistrates  was 
different,  but  thinks  he  told  them  every  thing  he  told  here  to-day,  but  will  not 
positively  say  so.  When  he  came  into  the  town  on  Saturday  he  did  not  see  as 
many  persons  as  is  usual  on  market  days  at  the  same  hour.     There  were  a  good 
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iMiiy  ^ersoas' abocit  the  cftttle^whea  they  ^Kpete  gbkig  to  bevauctioned;  there  were 
upwards  of  a  hundred  people  about  the  cattle ;  beard  no  noise ;  a  few  minutes  after 
saw  the  cattle  leave  the  street  ^and  do  person  after  them ;  the  crowd  about  the 
dUtle  opened  aoid  let  the  cattle  go  off  by  themselves.  Wh^n  deponent  followed 
them  up  to  the  pound,  found  the  police  and  Captain  Graliam  there ;  no  great  crowd 
there;  some  crowd  there j  people  travelling  backwards  and  forwards  on  their 
business ;  there  was  a  hundred  he  believed ;  there  was  a  great  row  between  Captain 
GnUiam  aud  the  police ;  heard  Captain  Graham  say  the  cattle  should  be  canted, 
and  swear  vehemendy  to  that  efiect.  The  people  were  half  tlie  breadtii  of  thC' 
road  from  Captain  Uraham.  At  that  time  the  people  wer&  not  talcing  any  part  in 
the  row  between  Captain  Graham  and  the  police;  the  little  boys  were  makings 
chubour  and  noise,  but  the  people  were  quite  peaceable,  not  shouting  or  making  a 
miise ;  there  was  about  half  a  score  of  little  boys  making  clamour.  It  was  against 
the  people  that  Captain  Graham  addressed  the  before-mentioned  expressions.  Wa^^ 
authorised  by  the  owner  of i the  cattle  to  propose  an  arbitration;  told  that  to 
Mr.  Eehus^  and  in  consequenceof  that,  Mr.  Feltus  went  for  Mr.  M'Clintock  ;  when 
he  returned,  1 9  or  1 5  yards  in  front  of  the  yeomanry,  deponent  heard  five  or  six  shots ; 
these  were  the  first  shots  fired,  and  immediately  after  one  another,  and  before  the 
whole  centre  of  the  yeomanry  fired,  which  they  did  instantly.  The  five  or  six  shots 
caaie  from  the  yeomanry ;  they  were  standing  two  deep  with  their  backs  to  Mall ; 
five  iff  six  shots  came  off  from  diflSsr^it  parts  of  the  line  as  fast  as  they  could  ;  saw 
no  person  killed  by  the  five  or  six  shots  above  mentioned ;  in  the  upper  end  of  the 
line,  next  the  pound, .  persons  might  have  been  killed  without  deponent's  seeing  it. 
Cannot  tell  what  <xxiasioned  those.five  or.six  shots  that  had  been  fired«  .When 
the  five  or  six  shots  were  fired  the  police  were  iiear  the  gate  of  the  pound ;  the 
yeomanry*  were  nearest  the  town. .  Deponent  turned. about  ^ and  run  back  into  the 
town*;  in  runniiE^  inia  the  town,  did  not  pass  any  of  the  police. 

•  By  Mr.  Costelloe:  When  deponent  saw  polure  last,  they  were  at  the  pound. 
Cetae  up  towards  the  town,  and  passed  the  whde  of  the  yeomen  (  this  was  before 
deponent  heard  any  shots;  then  returned  along  the  yeomanry  line  12  or  15  yards, 
k  was  then  he  lieara  the  shots.  To. the  best  of  his  belief,  the  first  shots  came  from 
the  yeomanry,  not  the  police,  as  one  of  the  shots  appeared  near  himself. 

By  li  Juror :.  Saw  the  cattle  first  coming  into  the  town  opposite  tb  Mrs.  Kennedy's, 
with  John  Ralph  and  the  bailiffs ;  they  were  driven  on  by  the  bailiffs  to  the  foot  of 
the  bridge^  and  stopped  there*  The  cattle  were  driven  from  thence  to  the  centre 
of  the  street  Cannot  tell  who  drove  the  cattle  from  the  foot  of  the  bridge  to  the . 
rantt^  of  the  street ;.  cannot  tell  the  name  of  any  person  who  drove  them.  Cattle 
remained  a  very  few  minutes  in  the  centre  of  the  street ;  saw  the  cattle  leaye  the 
street  without  any  person  following.  Mr.  M'Clintock's  agent,  and  their  bailiffs, 
were  in  charge  of  the  cattle  in  the  centre  of  the  street  after  their  return  from  the 
bridge ;  but  did  not  see  any  one  in  charge  of  them  immediately  when  they  left  it ; 
did  not  hear  any  one  object  to  cattle  leaving  the  street. 

'By  a  Juror:  The  yeomen  made  no  remarks  to  deponent  as  he  was  passing  the 
line.  On  the  return  of  the  yeomanry  to  Newtown  Barry,  heard  John  Deacon,  a 
yeomaoy  say,  that  he  executed  the  evening  very  well.  Returned  frotn  the  pound 
vidth  Mr.  Feltus.  I  did  not  hear  Mr.  Feltus  address  bb  corps.  Cannot  sity,  what 
the  high  language  used  by  Captain  Graham  was;  heard  his  voice,  but  could  not 
cfetinguish  ibid  words.  Deponent  was  not  less  than  30  yards  from  Captain  Graham 
atihis  time.  There  was  such  a  row  between  the  cows  and  the  police,  that  depo- 
nent eould  not  hear  what  Captain  Graham  said.  Heard  no  voices  in  the  crowd 
but  the  voices  of  ^sons ;  heard  no  voices  from  crowd  but  garsqns,  and  c^uld  not 
tell  what  they  said;  he  was  30  yards  from  any  of  the  party  at  that  time.  Saw 
Captain  John  Browne  that  day  ^  Captain  Browne  was  below,  or  in,  or  about  the 
middle  of  the  police  at  that  time  when  Captain  Graham  was  speaking ;  there  was 
no  great  distance  between  Captain  Browne  and  Captain  Graham ;  Captain  Browne 
appeared  cool  and  collected.  Mc^or  Irwin  did  not  tell  deponent  that  all  was 
settled  to  drive  home  the  cattle ;  nor  had  deponent  any  conversation  with  Major 
Irwin  on :that  day.  .Did  not  see  Captain  King  when  the  firing  commenced  ;  bad 
noconver^tion  with  Captain  King  on  that  day,  or  ever  in. bis  life. 

.  By  a  Juror ;  Deponent  called  out  for  Mr.  M'Clintock's  agent  and  bailiffs,  and 
liiey  not  appearing,  deponent  xlesired  the  people  to  let  the  cattle  ,  and  have 

tto  call  to  them. 

Moses  Doyle. 
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Marks  Droerei&r,  oi  Gbisskdiuig^  qpvrpamXf  being  4uly  sworn :  SiMtb»  Mr 
Saturday  last  was  m  N^wtdwo  Bacry ;  saw  tba  tlwree  hmfl  of  €»tde  that  d^HMeot; 
bdieved  bad  be^n  distrained  for  titbea;  saw  thraicoQuog  dowa  from.Mf.  M^Iibp 
toek's  avenue  to  the  pound  ;.  police  bad  them  in  cbai^e ;  Captaw  Kiogi  of  Mmt 
poKce,  and  Captain  Graham^  of  the  yeomanry,  wore,  with  them,  tbe  IfOlier  on 
horseback ;  saw  the  police  put  tlie  cattle  into  the  pound ;  after  the  eattiet  bad  boea 
put  into  the  pound,  depojDent  saw  Captain  Graham  proceed  towarda  Nevtowa 
jgarry  with  a  drawn  sword  in  his  band ;  .deponent  was  at  a  gate  on  the  toei  tfuikf. 
i^out  20  perches  at  the  town  side  of  the  pound;  beard  CSaptaia  Grahan  sa^  to  thet 
people  present,  ^'  Beware,  tke  police  have  a  ball  car^id^  iu  .their  pjeeitt^  nA 
tfiere  will  be moreiiere  by  and  bye  with  the  same,  and  I  will  cant  th^  cattle  ia. 
spite  of  all  the  people  that  are  here."  Deponent  said  to  CaptaiD  Graham,,  tlutf,  h*^ 
deponent,  did  not  think  that  these  was  any  man  from  tbe  pariah. bad  aay  objec^ioa 
to  cant  them ;  that  deponent  thought  they  would  redresa  themselvesi  %  (be  law ;. 
^  after  that  deponent  went  dawn  to.th^  pound;  iieard  Mr.  EeUuathej^  askii^thi^ 

\  oircumstance  of  the  case  from  tbe  parishioners  that  were  the/e*  Mosea  Doyl^  aodL 
Joe  Byrne  told  Mr.  Feltus  the  circumstance  of  it;  Mr.  Feltus  adk«d  tbrai.  wfa^ 
Uiey  did  not  apply  to  the  law^  they  told  him  they  did,  that  they  had  a  couofiel's, 
opinion  on  it ;  then  Moses  Doyle  told  Mr.  F^ltua  that  they  would  abide,  by  aa 
arbitration  if  there  was  i^ny  one  to!  carry  ^  messa^.to.  Mr.  M'CUntock;, 
Mr.  Feltus  said  he  would  carry  it  himself;  thea  Moses  Doyle  told,  aad  said  tim 
reference  sboqld  be  to  four  meoy  and  the  two  men  .that  we.sbsdl  cho(Me  sbaJU.  be  tfw^ 
ministers'  sons,  Mr.  S.  Radclifie  and  Mr.  Robert  Carey.  Mr^  FekuB  went  oa  with* 
the  message  towards  Newtown  Barry.  After  Mr.  Feltus  weot  away,  CafAain^ 
Graham  returned ;  before  Mr.  Feltus  went  away  deponent  heard  him  say  to  tim 
people  and  police  and  all  there  to.  be  patient  until  he  returned*  Captain  Gi^haoft 
returned  in  the  same  military  dress  that  he  went  off  in,  witbaswocd  iahia  baodk, 
and  on  horseback,  and  stopped  at  the  pound;  the  yeomanry  at  tbb  time  were, 
coming  from  Newtown  Barry  and  very  near  him;  wbea  the  yeomanry  can^lo  tbo 
spot  where  Captain  Graham  was  standijig  they  ranked  themselves  in  a  loog  Itfie* 
two  deep  fronting  to  Slaney ;  the  police  were  at  .this  tima  with,  their backatoi 
Mr.  M^Clintock  and  fronting  Newtown  Barry.  Captain  Grabao)  desked  the 
cattle  to  be  let  out  of  the  pound,  and  to  drive  them  to  Newtown  Barry.  One  of 
the  parishioners  in  the  rear,  whose  person  deponent  knowa,  but  whose  name  he  ia 
unacquainted  with,  asked  Captain  Graham  to  wait  until  Mf.  Feltus^s  retucBU 
Captain . Graham  demanded  the  cattle  out}  said  he  would  cant  them;  that  avtr^* 
yeoman  and  policeman  there  bad  a  ball  cartridge  in  their  [Mece.,  After  that  a  vattk 
of  the  name  of  John  Do^le  came  up^  who  is  a  son  of  Patt  Doyle,,  the  owoarioi 
the  cattle ;  John  Doyle  said  to  Captain  Graham,.  '^  There  are.maoy  a  man  here  gcHRS 
to  the  market,  and  there  are  niany  a  man  coming  from  the  market,  and  thete  af# 
many  a  .man  here  coming  to  buy  my  catde,  unarmed,  without  any4;hing  but  tbeiti 
hands,  disperse  your  yeomanry,"  says  he, /^  and  I  myself  will  drive  t&  catde  tOk 
Newtown  B&rry  ;  the  men  says,  who  bids  beyond  the  value  for  them  be.mc^  have 
them ;  if  they  go  for  the  value  I  may  buy^  them  myself,  and  I  will  redresa  'myaaUl 
by  the  law."  Captain  Graham  Said,  '•  Disperse,  (waving^  his.  sisoodX  £  iKilLcaok 
them."  A  man  said  to  Captain  Graham,  it  was  beyond  the  auction  time^  and  ta 
wait  for  Mr.  Feltus.  ^'  Stand  back,  you  ruffian,"  sfud  Caplaia  Gjcabprn^  makiHg 
a  thrust  of  tlie  sword  at  the  man  ;  the  man  raised  hi^  hand,  at  Ca^ain  Girslmiv 
and  said,  ^^how  dare  you  make^adart  of  your  sword  at  me  ;^  I  have  aagooda»i 
thority  on  this  road  as  you,  and  L  paid  more  for  mal^ng  it."  Captain  King^  apiMO 
down  in  the  rear,  ssud,  *^  Capt^an  Graham,  read  the  Riot  Ai:t."  '^  No,"  s%ys 
Captain  Graham,  *^but  I  will  read  the  right  act ;"  Captain  Graham.pot  biSihand 
in  his  pocket  and  pulled  a  paper  up  about  aq  inch  out  of  his  pocket,  andmn^it 
down  again*  Captisin  Graham  demanded  the  cattle  out  of  the  pouqd^  waiving  hit 
aword  at  the  same  time.  The  cattle  weie  let  out  pf  the  pound;  the  poliee  Kpok 
them  in  custody;  to  the  best  of  his  belief,  six  police  marched  before  the*  cattte*  ma 
behind  them,  and  the  remainder  in  the  rear ;  as  the  police  and  the  cattle  got  a^litlle 
towards  Newtown ,  Barry,  Captain  Graham  wheeled  round  after  them ;  Captaia 
Graham's  corps  turned  after  him,  most  of  whom  be  knows  for  15  years;  the 
people  began  to  rush  on  out  of  curiosity,  as  deponent  belimes^.  and  the  yeomanry 
punched  them  with  their  bayonets,  aqd>  desired  them  to  keep  baqk ;  lie  does 
not  mean  to  say  that  the  yeomanry  injured  their  lives,  but  beUevei  that  thegr 
hurt  tbeQi;  at  this  time  every  man  that  was  stabbed  or  struck  with  the 
bayonets  raised  bis  hand  in  a  great  passion,  and  asked,  '^  How  dare  they  strike 
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|b6m  'iriCh  ibeir  'ba^orietei*  '  Dcpmient  teairi  tme  man  say,  ^  Do  ytiu  meani  M 
let  my  gbts-out,  yoti  rtscal?''  After  that  deponedt  «aw  u  stone  thrown  Weakly 
£rYH&  the  ^ple  in  the  direction  of  the  yeomen.  After  that  deponent  daw  the 
people  pushing  on  the  yeomamy,  and  they  mixed  with  each  other;  and  then  saw 
two  or  three  stones  come  from  the  people  at  the  yeomanry.  After  that  deponent 
saw  Captain  Graham  stoop  his  he6d  down  towards  th«  pummel  of  his  saddle,  atid 
Mid^  *^  Fire^"'  A  shot  was  let,  in  im  instant  after  another  shot  Deponent  heard 
some^oiie  of  the  coBtmanders  ^y»  ^'  Fall  into  your  ranks.'*  Five  or  six  shots  wer« 
let  after  one  anotha*  quite  qmck.  After  the  fii^t  five  or  six  shots  were  fired,  beard  tf 
gfeat  ^timber  of  shots  fired ;  diere  was  a  stop  then  fw  about  a  second  ;  stopr  fo^ 
about  a  second,  tmd  then  a  great  number  of  shote  were*  fired.  Aftfer  that  deponent 
aaw  some  nben  falling  and  some  tA^n  shot;  saw  the  blood  runtiing  from  some  of 
tfafem.  Canoot  particularize  any  man  by  name  who  fired  on  ^atotcassion,'  cannot 
identify  one  man  moiie'  than  another  that  fired,  the  firing  was  so  quick ;  the  mail 
irbb  firedthe  first  shot  deponent  did  not  see^  nor  the  second  }  the  smoke  rosd  M 
ro«od  him,  and  deponent  was  so  frightened,  he  retreated  as  well  as  he  cook),  and 
lay  against  the  road  ditch,  and  could  not  tell  who  fired  any  of  the  shots ;  whilst 
deponetii  was  against  the  ditch,  he  saw  a  big  boy,  whom  deponent  believes  to  be 
we  Neale,  fell  on  his  ftice,  on  the  road,  shot  Depbnent  saW  afterwards  a  corpse, 
which  deponent  believes  to  be  the  body  of  the  man  who  so  fell  To  the  best  of 
deponent's^  belief  it  was  from  Captain  Graham's  corps,  or  then  convenient  to  him 
or  them,  that  the  first  shot  tame ;  means  to  say  that  iht  first  shot  came  either  from 
the  yeomanry  or  police.  Positively  saith  that  that  shot  did  not  come  from  the 
people.  Deponent  is  equally  certidn  that  neither  bf  the  two  next  sliots  did  Come 
irom  the  people.  Deponent  threw  himself  over  the  ditcli ;  ran  into  a  hut;  ran  out 
again  after  a  boy  thi^  deponent  saw  crossing  the  field  at  tbe  pound  side  of  the  toad 
lowards  the  grove :  that  boy's  name  was  Pfcitt  Shiel ;  another  boy,  of  the  naine 
of  John  Byrne,  also  ran  in  the  same  fiek),  and  fell  when  he  came  to  the  gate  that 
leads  into  the  wood ;  heard  shots  at  the  time ;  but  Byrne,  who  is  since  dead,  told 
deponent  that  he  was  wounded,  and  fell  there  from  a  wound  he  received  oh  thd 
road*  When  Byrne  ffell  deponent  went  into  the  wood ;  when  deponent  went  intd 
the  wood,  a  man  called  to  deponent  that  h^  Wus  wounded  ;  the  mah  was  walking: 
Deponent  went  up  to  him,  asked  him  where  he  was  wounded  ;  he  said  in  th^  thigh  j 
that  man  was  Michael  Connors,  of  Giasslacking.  Met  another  boy  in  the  wodd 
wounded  in  the  ham,  whom  deponent  dot^  not  know ;  did  not  see  any  other  period 
iki  fhe  wood  that  was  wounded.  Deponent  came  down  into  the  town  from  thd 
wood  J  turned  down  Ryland^road  again,  the  Voad  leading  to  Enniscorthy ;  saw  at 
wounded  person  on  the  road  near  to  the  lowef  cabins  grasping  the  gravel  on  the 
0ad  as  if  in  pain;  bis  wife  was  sitting  by  him  cryidg:  Deponent  asked  who  hef 
Ftsj  hia  wife  answered,  **0,  Marks,  don't  you  know  him;  he  is  my  husband." 
P^pofient  asked,  <*  Is  that  Will  Rogan  ?"  "  It  is,"  says  she,  "  don't  you  know* 
)^?"  Depoilent  asked  her  what  killed  him;  slie  replied,  ^^O,  they  shot  him, 
^bey  shot  him.'*  **  Where  are  his  belts  or  gun  ?"  said  deponent;  she  said  she  did 
l^t  know  who  took  them«  Deponent  then  went  about  the  roads  add  fields  amongst' 
^be^dead  and  wounded ;  the  dead  and  wounded  deponent  saw  were  oh  the  road^ 
wd  fields  next  the  Siaue]^.  EHd  not  see  any  of  the  people  fire  a  shot  that  day;  did* 
itoC  ^M^more  than  a  small  walking  stick,  or  a  crop  of  a  whip  with  a  thong  to  it. 
:  The  Court  having  adjourned  this  day  at  the  hour  of  five  o^cloek,  to  that  of  ten* 
mt  the  folkfwing,  re-assembled  on  this  morning,  25th  of  June  1831,  at  the  appointed 
boHft  and  proceeded  to  hear  the  several  depositions  as  they  follow. 
*  By  Counsellor  Robinson :  R^des  at  Giasslacking,  about  a  mile  tod  a  half  from 
tbia  town ;  came  to  the  town  on  Saturday  with  a  horse  and  a  car,  for  the  purpose' 
ef  gding  to  Patt  Doyle's,  of  Tombrick,  for  some  potatoes ;  the  road  to  Patt  Doyle's' 
iaby  the  poutid;  had  not  the  horse  ahd  car  with  him  at  the  time  of  the  affray  at' 
the  poofkl ;  put  them*  into  an  arch  here  in  the  town.  Depboent  went  down  to  the 
pound,  having  1^  his  horse  and  car  in  the  town,  foi*  the  purpose  of  seeing  soto6  df  Patt 
DoyWs  family,  and  to  inquire  from  them  whether  deponent  should  go  for  the  potatoes. 
P«tt  Doyle  lives  in  Tombrick ;  where  Patt  Doyle  lives  is  more  than  two  miles  fr6m 
the  pound.  After  he  had  put  the  horse  and  cdr  into  the  archway,  he  met  some  persons 
on  the  road,  when  he  asked  if  they  saw  any  of  the  Doyles ;  they  said  that  some  of 
tb^  Doyles  were  down  the  road  towards  the  pound ;  they  did  not  tell  deponent 
what  the  Doyles  were  doing  there ;  at  the  pound,  when  deponent  went  down,  he 
saw  about  sixty  or  seventy  persons,  countrymen,  at  the  pound,  and  many  more  in 
several  places  on  the  road  ;  between  the  ioy/m  and  the  pound,  deponent  saw  ajfHiut 
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four  hundred  person^,  mm,  women  and  children,  etclusively  of  these  4t  the  pound; 
cding  bajckward  and  forward  oti  the  road  ;  Saturday  was  a  marketKlay  at  the  town ; 
Captain  Graham  made  yse  of  the  expressions  to  the  people,  viz.  ^^  Beware !  the  police 
have  ball-cartridges  in  their  pieces,  and  there  will  be  more  here  with  same  kind ;" 
the  people  were  all  quiet,  and  no  shouting.  Captain  King  was  at  the  pound  at 
this  time,  and  a  man  with  a  white  surtout,  pockmarked,  and  a  case  of  pistols  in 
his  hand;  believes. his  name  to  be  Byrne;  thinks  him  to  be  a  waiting-man  on 
Captain  King;  at  this  time  deponent  was  opposite  the  pound;  deponent  was 
standing  then  at  the  pound  when  Captain  Graham  returned ;  the  men  of  the 
Newtown  Barry  yeomanry  were  the  first  that  came  up  to  the  pound  after  Captain 
Graham  from  the. town;  no  yeomanry  came  up  to  the  pound  before  Captsin 
Graham  ;  at  this  time  Captain  Graham  desired  the  cattle  to  be  let  out  of  the  pound  j 
no  persons  at  this  time  were  making  any  noise  or  disturbance  at  or  about  the 
poupd,  except  a  few  boys,  about  eight  or  twelve  years  old,  that  were  madcing  a 
poise  amongst  themselves;  about  a  minute  after  it  was  that  he,  deponent,  h^rd 
Captain  King  ask  Captain  Graham  to  read  the  Riot  Act ;  at  this  time  also  the 
people  were  quite  peaceable  and  quiet ;  at  this  time  there  was  no  altercation  or 
disturbance  going  on  between  the  people  and  Captain  Graham,  or  the  pdlice,  ex^ 
cept  what  deponent  has  already  stated ;  there  was  no  row  at  this  time  going  on  at 
the  pound  between  the  police  or  any  other  person;  the  Newtown  Barry  yeomanry 
wheeled  next  after  Captain  Graham  j  there  was  no  space  between  Captaiii  Graham 
and  the  police ;  Captain  Graham  had  just  room  to  walk,  as  appeared  to  deponent; 
the  Newtown  Barry  yeomanry,  with  whose  persons  deponent  is  acquaintCNd,  with 
person^  immedie^tely  following  Captain  Graham;  does  not  know  what  other  corp^ 
foUowed  Captain  Graham ;  tiie  other  corps  made  a  movement  to  wheel  after  the 
Ne\ytown  Barr)  corps,  and  in  the  act  of  doing  so  the  people  rushed  forward ;  the 
principal  part  of  the  yeomanry  that  punched  the  people  were  the  Newtown  Barry 
corps ;  but  some  of  the  people  who  were  punched  deponent  does  not  say  wefe 
rushing  on,  but  moving  close  to  the  yeomanry,  and  were  closing  on  the  yeomanry; 
the  yeomanry  desired  them  to  keep  back.  Deponent  says,  that,  in  his  opinion, 
the  yeomanry  did  not  draw  the  blood  of  any  man  with  their  bayonets,  but  in  depo- 
nent's opinion  that  they  must  have  hurt  them.  As  this  deponent  was  standing  in  the 
road  about  a  perch  from  the  pound,  at  the  town  side^  looking  after  the  crowd ;  depo* 
pent  means  by  the  crowd  the  police,  the  yeomanry  and  the  people  that  were  goingoh 
towards  the  town  ;  at  this  time  deponent  saw  the  first  stone  thrown;  the  stone  came 
from  a  litUe  in  the  rear  of  deponent.  Deponent  saw  the  people  that  were  before  hini 
then  rushing  on  the  yeomanry.  Deponent  saw  there  only  two  or  three  stoned 
thrown  at  the  yeomanry.  Deponent  means  to  say  that  he  saw  two  or  three  atoneet 
and  pQ  more  thrown  at  the  yeomanry ;  at  this  there  was  noise  and  confusion, 
but  not  much;  did  not  see  a  man  of  the  name  of  Jordan  there  with  stones;  alt 
the  yeomanry  at  this  time  were  before  deponent ;.  Captain  Graham  was  embodied 
in  his  corps,  in  the  place  deponent  has  described  near  the  police*  Deponent  at  this 
time  had  not  moved  from  the  place  where  he  had  been  standing,'  about  a  perch 
from  the  pound  ;  the  cattle  and  police  at  this,  time  had  got  about  12  perches  from 
the  pound  towards  Newtown  Barry  ;  the  noise  and  confusioq  continued  at  this  time ; 
and  at  this  time  it  was  deponent  saw  Captain  Graham  stoop  his  head  towards  the 
pummel  of  his  saddle,  and  say  f^  fire !"  did  not  hear  Captain  Grraham  say  any  thing 
else  after  that  to  his .  knowledge ;  did  not  hear  any  one  else  speak  near  Captain 
Graham ;  their  voices  did  not  rise  to  his  hearing  if  they  did  speak.  After  that  a 
shot  was  fired,  and  then  another,  that  frightened  deponent ;  and  then  he,  deponenty 
heard  a  nian  say,  ♦*  fall  into  your  ranks."  The  yeomanry  were  all  on  the  road  before 
hiin,  deponent,  when  the  first  shot  was  fired.  At  this  time  deponent  saw;peoplecm' 
the  ditches  on  each  siide  of  the  road.  From  the  places  deponent  went*  to,  mi  the 
places  he  stopt  at,. deponent  thinks  that  from  the  first  shot  to  the  last  the  firing  migbt 
have  lasted  about  five  minutes. ,  Deponent  ran  back  from  the  spot  where  he  stood 
into  the  hut  where  he  took  shelter ;  that  hut  is  at  the  other  side  of  the  pound  furthest 
from  Newtown  Barry,  Saw  Captain  John  Browne  there ;  knows  him ;  saw  him  be* 
fore  the  first  shot  was  fired ;  did  pot  notice  afterwards.  Did  not  hear  any  shot  from 
the  time  deponent  reached  the  gate  of  the  wood  [by  a  Juror*]      .  . 
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r  John  Onrin^  of  Ghsslacking,  slate  dresser,  being  duly  siVom !  Saitb,  was  in 
Newtown  Barry  last  Saturday ;  saw  three  heifers  coming  up  the  road,  that  deponent 
was.  informed  were  Paddy  Doyle's  cattle  coming  to  be  canted ;  they  were  coming 
to  be  canted  from  the  pound  to  Newtown  Barry ;  the  cattle  were  at  this  time  in  the 
care  of  James  Gregan  and  Ned  Swayne,  bailiffs ;  saw  the  same  cattle  afterwards  in 
the  pounds  After  deponent  saw  the  cattle  in  the  pound,  deponent  next  saw  them 
on  the  road  about  two  perches  from  the  pound  towards  Newtown  Barry ;  saw  them 
(With  the  police  after  them,  so  did  not  mind  ;  saw  no  person  commanding  the  police 
at  the  time.  Saw  Captain  Graham,  who  appeared  to  deponent  to  have  the  com- 
mand ;  he,  Captain  Graham,  was  on  holrseback,  with  a  naked  sword  in  his  band. 
S^W  people  t&lking,  and  Captain  Graham,  but  deponent  was  not  near  en6ugh  to  him 
.to  bear  what  passed.  Saw  yeomanry  there  beside  the  police,  armed.  Saw  the  yeo- 
men stabbifig  with  theil*  bayonets  at  the  people ;  the  people  made  answer,  that  they 
had  as  good  toleratiort  on  the  road  as  they  had.  Did  not  hear  the  yeomen  desire 
the  people  to  stand  back.  Saw  the  people  at  that  time  taking  dp  stones ;  deponent 
means  at  the  time  the  yeomen  were  stabbing  at  them  with  their  bayonets ;  at  that 
time  deponent  feaw  a  small  pebble  of  a  stone  thrown  up  into  the  air  from,  behind 
^cleponent,  it  fell  above  deponent^  on  the  road.  Saw  the  yeomen  do  nothing  after 
•prodding  the  people  with  their  bayonets,  until  he  heard  Captain  Gfaham  give  orders 
to  fire.  Saw  stones  thrown  by  the  people  after  Captain  Graham  gave  orders  to  fire. 
^At  the  very  time  Captain  Graham  gave  orders  to  fire  deponent  saw  stones  thrown. 
Saw  Captain  Graham  stoop  down  to  the  yeomen,  and  at  that  time  gave  orders  to 
•fire;  at  that  very  moment  deponent  heard  a  shot,  after  this  shot  heard  a  shot  and 
two  more  quick  after  it  After  this  deponent  thrfew  himself  Over  the  ditch  ;  after 
ttimbling  over  the  ditch,  deponent  was  in  a  great  fright,  and  deponent  heard  a  great 
'rinmber  of  shots,  as  if  it  was  a  clap  of  thunder;  there  were  shots  after  that,  but 
cannot  tell  how  many,  two.  three,  or  more,  together.  Saw  no  one  fall,  but  on  casting 
iiis  eye  from  the  top  of  the  ditch,  deponent  saw  a  man  lying  on  the  road  with  his 
bat  about  three  yards  from  him ;  did  not  know  that  man.  During  the  course 
of  that  day  after  deponent  saw  a  great  number  of  dead,  dying  and  wounded 
persons.  Saw  one  woman  lying  in  the  ditch  wounded,  her  finger  shot  off"; 
deponent  raised  her  up,  when  she  informed  him,  deponent,  that  she  was  also 
wounded  in  the  beHy;  knows  she  is  since  dead;  her  name  Was  Mulrooney; 
knows  her  to  have  been  the  wife  of  John  Mulrooney.  Canhot  say  who  fired 
ibe  first  shots ;  the  shots  came  from  in  or  about  where  Captain  Graham 
was  at  that  time;  the  yeomen  were  about  Captain  Graham  at  that  time.  The 
side  of  the  ditch  -that  deponent  threw  himself  over  was  at  the  Slaney  side  of 
the  toad.  In  th^  grass  field*  Cannot  tell  the  names  of  any  of  the  men  round 
Captain  Graham  at  that  tirfie.  Knew  a  mail  of  the  name  of  Ro^an  ;  believ^es  his 
riame  was  Will;  does  not  knov/  how  Rogan  caine^to  his  death,  if  it  was  not  the 
«ame  as  the  redt  were  shot ;  did  not  see  Rogan  fall.  ' 

*  By  Mr.  Robinson :  Thinks  Captain  Graham  was  middleways  in  the  yeomen, 
who  heard  him  give  the  orders  to  fire;  cannot  say  whether  it  was  near  or  far  from 
the  police ;  did  not  know,  but  they  were  a  piece  asunder,  there  were  so  many 
persons  on  the  road.  There  was  a  great  crowd  of  yeomen  at  the  time  about  Captain 
Crraham.  There  was  a  great  deal  of  people  on  the  ditches.  That  was  the  quietest 
iiin^  deponent  saw  the  people  on  that  day,  in  regard  of  noise ;  there  was  no  shout- 
ing at  that  time,  viz.  the  time  that  Captain  Graham  gave  orders  to  fire  ;  deponent 
was  within  a  few  yards,  standing  behind  Captain  Graham  ;  there  were  some  of  tlie 
yeomen  behind  deponent  at  that  time,  nearer  the  pound ;  cannot  say  whether  the 
first ^K>t  came  from  the  side  of  th6  road  next  the  Slaney  or  from  the  opposite  side. 
-At  the  time  that  Captain  Graham  gave  the  orders  to  fire,  his  horse's  head  was 
turned  towards  Newtown  Barry,-  and  Captain  Graham's  face  was  turned  towards 
"HewtOwn  Barry,  and  Captain  Ghiham  turned  his  fkcesidewiseto  theyeOmen  when 
he  gave  the  orderri  to  fire.  Captain  Graham  did  not  speak  out  very  loud.  Depo* 
went  canbot  say  whether  tliere  were  more  than  20  stones  thrown  from  the  people  at 
the  yeomanry  at  the  time  Captam  Graham  gave  the  orders  to  fire;  cannot  say 
whether  there  were  20,  ot  more  or  less  than  20  stones  thrown  ;  did  not  see  any  of 
those  stones  strike  the  yeomanry  or  the  police ;  did  not  see  any  person  knocked 
down  by  a  stone  thrown*  Deponent  followed  the  cattle  on  that  day  to  the  pound 
from  curiosity,  seeing  all  the  people  coming  backwards  and  forwards.  Deponent 
followed  the  yeomanry  out  there.  Deponent  followed  the  yeomanry  out  of  the 
town,  thinking  they  were  going  to  cant  the  cattle  on  the  cross  roads. 

By  a  Juror :  Was  in  Newtown  Barry  before  the  cattle  left  it4     Deponent  left 
221.  E  3  .  Newtown 
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Kewkmti  Bieirry  with  tfab  cattle,  on  the  way  towards  the  poahd,  t)efore  the  yeomen 
left  it  Deponent  went  as  far  as  Mr*  M'Clintock's  lane  after  the  cattle 7  arid  de^ 
ponent  reamed  to  Newtown  Barry,  where  he  remainied  tintil  theyeomanTy  leift  tbfe 
town ;  did  not  bear  any  shouting  from  the  people  wheh  the  yeomanry  were  l^tinfr 
Newtown  Barry  on  their  way  to  the  pound ;  was  after  the  yeomanry  when  leavibg 
the  town.  Deponent  does  not  know  the  name  Of  any  person  who  ttirew  stones  on 
that  day.  Deponent  saw  no  disp6sition  on  the  part  of  the  people  to  reicne  the 
cstlAeon  that  day.  Captain  Graham,  when  he  cave  the  bvien  to  fire;  i^as  on 
tb»  Slatiey  side  Of  the  road,  viz.  the  side  of  the  road  oti  which  deponent  wab  at  the 
time  Captain  Graham  gave  the  orders  to  fire»

Joseph  ByrnCi  of  Billinavoran,  fieinDer :  Was  in  Newtown  Barry  on  Saturday  the 
18th  instant ;  saw  cattle  beloogUi^  to  Patt  Doyle  under  seiaure  for  tithes  due  to 
Mr.  M'Clintock,  which  deponent  tbmks  was  an  illegal  demand,  not  from  an  overcbaife 
of  the  tithes,  the  parish  being  under  a  composition,  but  inasmuch  as  Mr.  M^Clintock 
bad  been  paid  for  all  tithes  due  up  to  May  last,  and  the  following  gale  deponent  says 
would  not  be  due  until  November  next.  There  was  no  rescue  or  attempt  to  rescue 
the  cattle  on  said  day.  Deponent,  if  such  had  taken  place,  bad  full  opportunilyy 
and.  ipust  have  seen  it.  Moses  Doyle^  in  the  presence  of  dq>onent,  demanded 
an  auction  of  the  cattle ;  saw  the  same  cattle-  ffp  into  the  pound  and  come 
out  of  it;  the  cattle  were  in  llie  charge  of  the  police;  saw  no  person  rescue^ 
or  atteippt  to  r^cue,  the  cattle  at  or  near  the  pound ;  saw  C«aptain  King  of  the 
police  with  them,  and  Mso  saw  Captain  Graliam  ;  Captain  Grabam  was  on  borse^ 
back,  with  a  drawn  sword  in  his  hand ;  beard  Captain  Grabam  say  to  the  people 
^*  disperses ;"  Captain  Ku^  bid  him,  Captain  Grabam,  read  the  {Uot  Act;  Captaia 
Grfdmm  si^,  ^^  be  would  uot,  but  be  would  read  the  right  act;"  at  thbtime  depenent 
thinks  the  police  were  next  Captain  Grabam  ;  Captain  Grabam  also  said,  ^'  tbattfae* 
arms  then  were  loaded  with  powder  and  ball,  and  that  if  tbey  would  aot  disperse 
imapedialely  they  should  be  discharged  ;"  when  deponent  beard  that  word  he  drew 
up  from  where  be  stood ;  in  consequence  of  this  they  went  towards  Newtowa  Barry^ 
and  shortly  afterwards  be  beard  a  shot ;  very  shortly  afl(erwards  he  beard  oAer  shots; 
deponent  was  frightened,  and  drove  away  as  fast  as  be  could ;  tmaaediately  after 
the  beav]^  firiqg  deponent  beard  a  great  many  scattering  shots ;  saw  a  man  fidl 
before  him  deponent  when  the  lieavy  firing  went  on  ;  saw  a  man  of  the  name  of 
Dpyl^,  since  dead,  who  deponent  believed  to  have  been  the  man  that  fell  before 
on  the  road*  Cannot  tell  the  name  of  any  person  whom  he  saw  fire  a  shot;  cannot 
tell  from  whom  the  first  shots  came ;  did  not  bear  any  one  give  ord^Y  to  fire ;  it 
midit  have  been  given  without  deponent  s  hearing  it 

By  the  Court :  Deponent  was  within  seven  or  ten  ywds  of  Captain  Gobam 
before  the  first  shots  were  fired ;  about  a  minute  and  a  half  before ;  after  this,  and 
before  h^  deponent  heard  the  shot  fired,  he  deponent  went  a  further  distance  from 
Captain  Graham ;  deponent  was,  at  the  time  the  first  shot  was  fired,  fitmi  17 
to  20  yards  from  Captain  Graham ;  does  not  know  from  what  body  of  men  the 
first  shots  came ;  saw  the  scene  of  slaughter  afterwards ;  the  killed  and  wounded 
were  in  various  directions  around. 

By  Counsellor-  Robinson  :  There  were  a  great  many  people  on  the  road,  and  in 
the  front  of  the  pound,  when  deponent  heard  Captain  Grabam  say  the  words  do- 
pps^to;  there  was  noise  at  times ;  a  good  deal  of  lEioise ;  soone^^uling;  cannot 
^  .bpw  many  men  shouting;  between  women,  mctt  and  ^garsoas,  there  ^wece 
100  aboMt  the  pound;  there  were  more  people  between  men,  wom^i^  ^usons 
an4  cbildren  ther^  about  the  pound  and  the  road ;  saw  no  stones 

tbipwn,  b^t  there,  might  have  been  stones  thrown  without  deponent  seeing  them  { 
tt^ere  were  so  many-  pac^le  round  the  pound  that  things  might  happen  without  de* 
poneut'a  seeing  it ;  did  not  see  a  stone  thrown  the  whole  of  that  day  ;  deponent 
was  between  14  and  20  yardafrom  the  pound  when  the  cattle  were  driven. out; 
deponent  was  in  front  of  tl^  cattle  coming  from  the  pound  on  their  return  to 
Newt^wp  Barry  ;  did  not  see  Captain  Graham  at  the  time  the  first  shot  was  fired ; 
was  about  17  pr  20  yards  from  the  pound  at  the  time  the  first  «hot  waa  fired ;

time ;  before  the  cattle  left  the  town  there  was  acrowd  around  the  cattle,  and  there. 
\yas  some  shouting ;  the  cattle  left  the  town  of  th^r  own  accovd ;  cannot  say  .wbe^ 
tber  there  were  oAt  people  with,  them ;  some  of  them  were  people  passing  back- 
wards and  forwards,,  it  betng  nmarket-day ;  the  people  were  shouting  and  makingt 
a  noise  at  the  time. 

By  a  Juror :  Heard  Moses  Doyle  ask  JohaRidph,  who  was  the  auctioneer^  to  eant 
the  cattle  ;  John  Balph  said,  "  Ned  Swayne  ;'*  "  bring  him,"  viz.  N.  Swayne,  **  out^** 
says  Doyle,  '*  and  let  them  be  canted,  and  yon  will  find  you  will  have  as  peaceable 
a  cam  as  ever  was  m  Newtown  Barry ;"  J.  Ralph  made  no  reply,  and  went  away  fat 
about  90  nunutes ;  then  the  cattle  vt&at  off;  tbe  crowd  opened  and  the  cattle  were 
allowed  to  go  away  without  being  driven ;  saw  no  person  driving  them  at  that  time  ; 
^hesi  the  cattle  left  the  crowd  there  was  no  person  driving  them ;  saw  no  persoa

^BEmnaeiy  were  stationed  two  deep  at  we  Newtown  Barry  side  of  the  pound ;  is 
certain  that,  the  Newtown  Barry  corps  were  nearest  Newtown  Barry  for  a.  time 
before  the  firing  commenced,  or  some  of  them.

Deponent 
was  in.  a  very  gireat  ficbbt  at  the.  time.  Deponent  cannot  say  whether  the  yeomanry 
had  changed  ^eic  position  or  not^  it  was  not  that  he  deponent  was  ninding ;  at^  the 
time  of  the  heavy  firing  depooeot  waa  running  away  towards  Newtown  Barry.. 
Deponent  believes  that  none  of  the  peofde  ef  the  parish  to  which  deponent  belongs^ 
and.  which  was  the  parish  the  cattie  heknged^to^  came  in  witfaarms^  or  with  an^

JaamiDUIon^  sob-eonstaUe  of  pdice  of  the  Newtown  Barry  station,  bdn^dttlgff 
swora:  Saith,  was  on  duty  oa  Satunday  the  i;8tfa,  was  employed  on  thetdarm  the 
discharge  of  his  duty  to  taike  charge  of  three  small  beifero  on  the  road^  and  to  pot 
them  intOithe  (mmdi;  found  the  cattle  on  the  Enniacorthy  Doad  beyond  the  pound ; 
whan  depensttt  came,  up.  with  the  cattie  oa  the  coad,  he  saw  tfaem>  stopt  by  Ueptaiaf 
Grabassv  whOi  wee  oe  hoi^efaack,.  had  a  handkerchief  m  his  hand;  at  that  time 
these  were  no  oouatny  people  where  deponent  stopt  the  cattle^  excepting  a.feie 
ptcBona.

Graham  rode  to  Newtown  Barsy,  and  returned  with^  as  deponent  hsardf 
parts. oi  four  corps,  of  yeomen ;  believes  there  might  be  lea  yeomen  present;  theve 
might  he  more,  but  deponent  wont  say  it.  After  a  few  minutes  Captain  Gratumi 
returned,  tine,  cattie  were  taken  out  of  the  pound  by  his  orders,  and  given  hi  charge 
to  the. police;  the  cattie  were  driven  od  the  road  towacds^  Newtown  Barry  by  the 
poKoe,  some ctftham  going-  befiire  t^e  cattle,  and  more  behind  the  cattle;  drove 
the.cattle  ^without  opposition  or  resistance  past  the  yeomen^  After  deponent  passed 
the  yeomea  he  heard,  a  shot;  heard  one  shot  fir^  one  or  two  immediately  a&Bt^ 

Qfii.  E4  wards; 
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wards ;  :heard  a  great  number  of  shots  afterwards ;  after*  that  h^rd  a*  few  ^iflgle 
shots,  one  by  one;  whilst  the  firing  continued  deponent  heard  a  ball  or  tw& 
pass  very  close  whistling  by  him.  Deponent  felt  himself  in  danger;  heard  some 
of  them  saj^  the  police  knelt  down ;  heard  Captain  King,  his  commanding  bflker, 
say  that  a  ball  passed  by  near  him»  remarking  that  he  Captain  King  had  escaped 
that  At  this  time  the  yeomen  were  in  rear  of  policei  between  them  and  tfa^ 
pound.  Deponent  saw  no  fire  arms  with  any  person  but  the  yeomen  and  pcAiee. 
Saw  Mr.  White,  Capt.  Graham's  tutor,  at  a  distance  from  him ;  did  not  see  any  thing 
in  bis  hand ;  Mr.  White  was  at  a  distance  from  him.  Deponent  is  seven  years  and 
seven  or  eight  months  in  the  police ;  all  that  time  deponent  has  been  in  the  county 
Wexfbl*d  police;  is  not  a  county  Wexford  man,  but  is  married  to  a  county  Weic- 
fbrd  ^oman,  from  the  parish  of  Bannow,  30  miles  from  Newton  Barry.  ^   •  ' 

'-  By  Counsellor  Robinson :  Deponent  had  passed  the  yeomen  a  little  distance 
before  the  first  shot  was  fired.  Deponent  was  on  the  road  standing  still  at  Uie 
time  of  the  general  volley,  when  he  deponent  heard  the  bullets  passing  him. 
Deponent  believes  tliat  the  first  shot  that  was  fired  was  in  theVear  of  the  yeomen ; 
cannot  say  by  whom  that  shot  was;  was  standing  on  the  wood  side  of  the  rdad  j 
the  left  hand  side  of  the  road  combg  to  Newtown  Barry;  cannot  say  where  the 
shots  came  frotio,  whether  from  right  01*  left,  but  thinks  they  came  from  bis^^ 
r»r.  • 

By  a  Juror:  The  police  marched  out  that  morning  in  a  body,  contoianded  by 
Captain  King.  Before  deponent  re-took  the  cattle  the  police  got  orders  to  prime 
and  load  with  ball-cartridge.  Deponent  marched  to  the  pound,  or  a  little  bit 
below  it,  before  they  loaded ;  met  a  g9od  number  of  people  at  tliat  time;  there 
might  be  a  hundred  about  deponent,  including  men,  women  and  children ;  there 
was  not  much  noise  or  shouting  at  the  time;  the  people  did  not  follow  the  ^fce 
after  th^y  had  primed  and  loaded ;  cannot  conceive  the  reason  why  be  was  ordered 
to  prime  andload.  On  his  arrival  back  at  the  pound  with  the  cattle  found  the 
bulk  of  the  people  there;  the  police  remained  at  the  pound  until  tfi^  yeomen 
arrived  from  Newtown  Ba^;  there  was  a  great  crowd  about  the  pound,  but  n» 
inclination,  oa  the  part  of  the  people,  to  create  a  riot ;  cannot  say  why  the  cattle 
were  not  driven  to  Newtown  Barry  instead  of  being  put  iiitp  the  pound ;  thinks 
a  great  deal  of  people  came  with  Uie  yeomanry  from  Newtown  Barry;*  heard "veiy 
HtUe  shouting  at  that  time;  never  saw  a  man  take  a  stone,  or  throw  a  stone ;  saw 
DO  stones  thrown  at  all ;  heard  a  great  many  desire  Captain  Graham  to  torn  Out*  the 
cattle,  apd  have  them  canted;  heard  no  other  expressions  but  that;  beard  no 
eoitversation  between  Captain  King  and  Captain  Graham  about  reading  the  iUot 
Aet;  Captain  |Cing  was  not  closie  to  deponent  all  that  time;  deponent  means  alK 
that  time  he  deponent  stood  at  the  pound ;  saw  only  one  man  of  the  police  that 
day  bring  his  bayonet  to  4he  charge.  Un  the  cattle  coming  out  of  jthe  pound  depo- 
nent saw  only  one  policeman  with  his  bayonet  point  it  towards  a  man,  as  if* to  keep 
him  b^ckt  but  tbie  entire  bodyof  the  police  did  not  fire ;  some  of  them  might  have 
fired  that  day.  Deponent  and  his  comrades  primed  and  loaded  on  the  rrad;  and 
were  then  ordered  off  the  road  into,  the  fields  does  not  know  the  reason  of  that 
order.  Deponent  himself  did  not  fire,  and  know  from  others  that  did  not  fire ;  m 
crowd  of .  people  that  filled  the  road  across  were  approaching  the  police  towards 
Newtown  Barry  when  deponent  and  his  comrades  were  ordered  into  the  field ;  the 
PpKce  came  out  of  the  field  on  the  road  before  tlie  entire  of  the  crowd  coniiog 
against  the  police  had  passed  them;  the  police  cannot  identify  any  person  who 
meA  A  ^hot  on  that  day ;  there  were  five  people  behind  a  ditch,  lying  dose  to  the 
ditch;  three  of  the  yeomen  stept  forward  and  presented  their  firdocks,  in  a  islaot* 
ibg  manner,  at  the  persons  lying  behind  the  ditch,  that  deponent  Tescoed;  knows 
two  of  the  persons  who  were  then  lying  behind  the  ditch^  but  doea  not  kiMiw  any 
of  the  three  yeopien  who  were  going  to  fire;  deponent  eried  out,  r  *'  Murder! 
ftiurder !''  not  to  shoot  the  men ;  he  deponent  knew  them ;  the  yeomeai  did  not 
fire  on.those  persons;  the  yeomanry  were  about  four  yards  from  the  people  Ib^ 
so  presented  at  that  time ;  this  took  place  at  the  Newtown  Barry  end  of  the 
yeomen,  at  the  pound  side  of  the  road ;  the  ditch  is  about  two  feet  and  a*  half,  or 
three  feet  high* 

By  the  Court:  If  deponent  were  in  the  same  position  \%ith  yeomen;  and  dis-> 
charged,  his  piece,  thinks  it  would  take  effect  on  the  people  chat  were,  lying  behind 
tive  ditch«  Saw  no  yeomanry  c^cer  at  that  time,  but  siw  some  ctf  them  dorini;  the 
firing  in  the  rear ;  knows  them  to  be  yeomanry  officers  by  their  uniform;  -saw  two 
yeomanry  officers^  Captain  Richards  and  another.   Cann6t  say  where  thenaotle  went 
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tflBT  tbcf  firjtfig  cominenced ;,  after  the  firing  commenced  the  police  stood  still  on  the 
road;  and  deponeot  does  not  know  where  the  cattle  went,  as  they  broke  away. 
Dapoaent  thinks  the  police  would  have  brought  the  cattle  up  froip  the  pound 
SHtbotti  Itbe  assistance  of  tiie  yeomanry ;  did  not  hear  any  person  tell  his  officer 
tbat  there,  would  be  danger ;  saw  the  people  in  Newtown  Barry  on  that  day  doing 
tjbeir  business  as  usual ;  does  not  think  there  was  more  people  in  town  on  that 
market  day,  viz.  Saturday  the  1 8th  instant,  than  on  other  market  days;  considers  la^t 
Satunlay  a  larger  market.  Deponent  has  seen  many  larger  markets  than'  either 
erf  the  two  Ifist  markets,  during  his  time,  in  Newtown  Barry ;  saw  no  appear- 
ance of  riot  amongst  the  people  on  that  day  until  he,  deponent,  he^yd  the  shQt3 
firing.  ..Deponent  h^ard  single  shots  fired  after  ihe  people  were  running  away, 
and  saw  people  fall,  but  cannot  say  whether  they  were  shot  or  not;  knows 
jtbe  aerjeant  of  the  Mishell  police,  his  name  is  Kilfoyle;  did  not  see  him,  KUfoyle, 
atvfdl  during  the  firipg.  Deponent  believes  the  firing  lasted  about  four  or  five 
minutes..  Deponent  was  near  Captain  JCiug  at  the  time  the  police  were  pr^ered 
into  the  field ;  does  not  recollect  any  conversation  between  Captain  Kinc  and 
Captain  Orraham  at  that  time  ;  did  not  see  Captain  Graham  at  that  time  ;  did  npt 
aee  any  of  the  yeomen  cross  the  road  ditch  at  the  time  of  the  fire  ;  from  the  distance 
deponent  was  from  the  rear  of  the  line  next  Enniscorthy,  on  his  way  to  Newtown 
Barry  with  the  cattle,  there  might  have  been  a  great  crowd,  stones  thrown,  and 
rioting  at  th^t  end  without  deponent's  knowledge.

•Rpbin^on,  and  being  duly  sworn :  Saith,  is  rector  of  the  parish  of  Kilrush,  in  the 

jcojipty.pf  Wexford;  recollects  Saturday  the  i^th  instant;  was  cominf;  into  Newtown 

Bacry  00  that  day  on  horseback,  for  the  purpose  of  attending  the  court  of  petty 

KSsionsfit  JJewtown  Barry ;  knows  where  the  Newtown  Barry  pound  is  ;  on  coming 

iiAiliecUiately  up  to  the  pound,  just  immediately  at  the  other  side  of  it,  deponent  saw  a 

Jacgje  body  of  police  drawn  up,  from  20  to  40/    Deponent  saw  a  good  many  country 

•people  standing  near  the  police;  this  wasjust  before  deponent  came  up  to  the  pound  j 

the  police  appeared  strangers  to  deponent ;  and  did  not  ask  them  any  questions, 

^altbough  he,  deponent,  was  surprised  to  see  them  there.    Deponent  road  on  towards 

4he  town,  passed  by  \l\e  pound  and  Bjake's  House.     When  riding  on  a  few  paces  at 

•the  .tOM'n-side  of  the  pound,  deponent  met  Mr.  Derenzy,  of  Clonegal.     Deponent 

rodqup  .to  him,  and  asked  him,,  what  was  all  this  for,  or  words  to  that  effect ;  was 

answered  .by  Mr.  iTohn  Derenzy,  that  it  was  for  the  sale  of  cattle  for  tithes  due  to 

.Mr<  M'GlintQck.     Deponent  then  rode  on  towards  the  town,  and  saw  immediately 

h^forp  hilP  a  large  body  of  army,  as  deponent  supposed,  coming  from  the  town. 

Deponent  at  this  time  was  about  40  or  50  paces  from  ^I&ke's  house  towards  the 

town ;  was  riding  towards  the  town,  and  deponent  perceived  Captain  Graham  on 

.the  .right .  of  the  armed  party,  on  horseback.     Deponent  pulled  up  quickly  and 

.ro4e  up  tP  Cfiptain  Graham,  and  said  to  him,  ^'  What  is  this  for  ?  "  or  something  to 

tb^t  effect.    (Captain  Graham  told  deponent  he  was  coming. thercf  to  protect  some 

mttl^  frpfn  the  pound  into  the  town.     Captain  Graham  did  liot  stop,  and  deponent 

whei^^.his.  pony  round  and  went  towards  the  town.     Just  as  deponent  reached 

.the  end  of  (he  line  of  tlie  soldiers,  deponent  heard  the  word  **  Halt."^   At  thie  end  of 

,  the  UniSi  nearest  :thf;  towQ.  ^^ponent  saw  Doctor  Hyde,  as  an  officer  of  the  Newtown 

iBarry  yeoRg^nry  corps.     Deponent  rode  up  lo  him,  and  said  he  was  sorry  to  see 

ibkn  tberi^,.  or  in  such  a  situation.     Deponent  then  attempted  to  ride  on  to  the  town, 

iJbut   fjoiuad  it  impossible,  fiom  the  crowd  of,  country   people  that  were  around 

.deponent  ;.a^rcat  crowd  came  along  with  the  soldiers,  and  they  appeared  to  be 

miming  along  the  ditches  and  along  the  r9ad.  Besides  those  crowds  around  deponent, 

idopoqeat  saw  a  very  large  column  or  mass  of  country  people  coming  sis  from  the 

lowq.     Deponent  saw  it  was  quite  in  vain  to  get  into  the  town,  and  he  turned  his 

pony  about  and  stood  next  to  Doctor  Hyde ;  the  crowd  at  this  time  were  ex- 

.tremely  riotOMS,  ^ey  were  shputing  and  walking  about  with  sticks,  evidently  show-* 

ing  them.     Saw  one  man,  who  was  addressed  by  the  name  of  Tom,  with  a  large 

, stick  iji.his  haqd  of  peeled  oak  ;  one  of  the  crowd  asked  him,  "  Tom,  what  have 

,you  thajt  for?"  he  said  he  was  lame,  and  it  would  be  of  use  to  him  to-day.     It 

appeared  to  deponent  he  was  not  lame,  but  was  speaking  in  a  jesting  manner.     Saw 

many  otiier  sticks  in  the  hands  of  others  of  the  crowd ;  they  appeared  to  be  largo 

walking  sticks.    At^this  time  deponent  h^ard  others  of  the  country  people  say,  that

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the  6oys  were  coming  in,  and  that  there  would  be  plenty ;  at  that  time  deponent 
remarked  that  they  ridiculed  the  yeomanry,  saying  that  they  were  a  straight  set  of 
boys,  and  all  ready,  and  that  they  had  brought  the  doctor  with  them,  and  that 
they  would  want  him.  The  next  thing  deponent  observed  was,  that  there  was 
a  great  confusion  next  the  pound  ;  deponent  looked  and  saw  Captain  Graham  on 
horseback  near  the  people,  next  the  pound,  and  appeared  to  be  addressing  the 
people,  and,  as  deponent  thought,  endeavouring  to  quiet  them.  De|)onent  next 
saw  the  police,  as  it  were,  opening  a  little  to  let  the  cattle  out  of  the  pound.  De- 
ponent saw  two  or  three  head  of  little  black  cattle  j  at  this  time  the  row  about  the 
pound  was  very  great  indeed,  and  the  noise  tremendous ;  the  noise  of  shouting, 
such  as  a  concourse  of  riotous  people  would  make.  Deponent  then  perceived  the 
police  driving  the  cattle  at  a  quick  pace  towards  the  end  of  the  line  where  de- 
ponent was  standing;  as  soon  as  the  police  came  up  with  deponent,  deponent 
wheeled  his  pony  round,  considering  it  to  be  the  best  way  to  get  into  the  town. 
When  riding  along  with  the  police  a  few  paces,  deponent  heard  a  very  great  noise 
behind  him,  deponent,  as  deponent  thought,  the  clashing  of  arms  together.  De^ 
ponent  looked  round  and  saw  the  yeomanry  marching  after ;  the  noise  and  shout* 
ing  still  continued.  Deponent  then  perceived  three  or  four  large  stones  coming 
from  the  field  opposite  to  the  pound,  as  deponent  thought ;  the  ston^  fell  in 
itmongst  the  yeomen,  or  hit  them,  deponent  cannot  say  which.  Deponent  then 
rode  a  few  paces  on  with  the  police  towards  the  town ;  deponent  heard  then  a 
shot  I  deponent  looked  round,  upon  hearing  the  shot,  and  saw  the  yeomanry  in  the 
rear  in  great  confusion,  the  crowd  pressing  round  them,  and  in  the  centre  of 
crowd  and  all ;  saw  the  smoke,  as  deponent  conceives,  of  the  shot  floating  over  the 
centre  of  the  crowd.  The  impression  on  deponent's  mind  was,  that  he  could  not 
say  Whether  that  shot  came  from  the  yeomen,  the  police,  or  the  crowd,  they  were 
all  thrown  into  such  complete  confusion  ;  deponent  means  that  part  of  them  next 
the  crowd  at  the  time  the  shot  was  fired,  the  noise  and  the  shouting  was  edntinu* 
ing.  Cannot  account  for  the  clashing  of  the  arms ;  believes  that  it  proceeded 
frorti  the  stones  striking  the  muskets.  The  shot  frightened  deponent's  pony  very 
much,  which  made  deponent  turn  about  in  his  saddle,  when  deponent  heard  an- 
other shot;  the  second  shot  came  from  behind  deponent;  this  second  shot  made 
the  pony  plunge,  and  deponent  then  heard  another  shot,  when  deponent's  pony 
plunged  forward  and  threw  himself  down.  Deponent,  while  wrestling  with 
the  pony,  immediately  deponent  heard  a  volley  fired  in  the  rear  of  depo- 
nent ;  deponent  got  up  immediately  upon  his  legs,  and  jumped  upon  a  little 
wail  or  ditch,  in  order  to  see  where  the  police  were,  that  he,  deponent,  might 
rejoin  them;  when  deponent  was  on  the  ditch  saw  the  whole  back  of  the  ditch 
lined  with  countrymen,  lying  down ;  deponent  then  walked  parallel  with  road 
towards  Newtown  fiarry ;  first  gap  deponent  saw,  he  walked  out  on  the  road  ;  that 
gap  was  not  many  paces,  about  lo  or  ii,  from  where  deponent  got  up  on  the 
ditch ;  somebody  then  came  up  to  deponent,  and  asked  if  he  was  hurt ;  deponent 
said  no ;  deponent  then  walked  to  the  school-house,  and  passing  by  somebody, 
pulled  him  in  to  see  if  he  deponent  was  hurted ;  deponent,  in  about  a  minute  after^ 
insisted  on  going  out ;  the  people  in  the  house  endeavoured  to  prevent  deponent 
going  out,  but  deponent  insisted  on  going  out,  and  went  out  on  the  road  in  about 
a  minute  after ;  when  deponent  went  out  he  perceived^  passing  the  school-house,  the 
yeomen  going  oil  to  the  town.  The  firing  had  ceased  before  deponent  got  out  off 
the  field  on  the  road  ;  in  deponent's  opinion  the  firing,  from  the  first  to  the  last  shot, 
did  not  continue  more  than  two  minutes  and  a  half,  or  thereabouts;  when  deponent 
came  out  from  the  house,  his  attention  was  attracted  by  seeing  Captain  Graham 
asisisting  a  person,  who  said  he  was  wounded,  on  his  horse.  Deponent  saw  a 
crowd  of  people  walking  on  the  road  at  the  side  of  the  yeomen  next  deponent. 
Deponent  does  not  mean  to  say  that  the  crowd,  upon  his  coming  out  of  the  house, 
was  so  numerous  as  it  was  before  deponent  went  into  the  house.  Knows  a  man  of 
the  name  of  Nicholson ;  he  was  not  one  of  the  yeomen  ;  saw  him  the  first  day. 
Deponent  saw  Nicholson  afterwdrds  in  the  town  wounded  j  did  not  see  Nicholson 
at  the  time  he  was  wounded.  Knows  Mr.  John  Derenzy,  of  Cl^egal,  whom 
deponent  saw  at  the  pound,  to  be  a  magistrate. 

By  Mr.  Costelloe  :  When  deponent  came  near  the  pound  saw  between  20  and 
40  policemen ;  saw  a  good  many  country  people  at  some  distance,  not  in  a  bodVf 
and  scattered.  At  that  period  there  was  a  little  shouting;  deponent  distinctly 
heard  some  shouts ;  the  shouting  continued  progressively  to  increase,  as  he  thinks, 
from  the  time  deponent  first  heard  it  up  to  the  tiine  deponent  heard  the  first  shot 
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firei).  To  the  best  of  depoDeDt*s  belief  he  saw  Mr.  Feltus  there  that  day  on  the 
road,  but  not  being  acquainted  with  him  at  that  time^  is  not  certain.  Deponent 
was  next  to  the  police  ;  the  yeomen  were  between  him,  deponent,  and  the  pound ; 
i^hilst  deponent  was  in  this  position  he  heard  what  he  considers  to  be  clashing  of 
^nus  together;  the  clashing  was  very,  great  Deponent  turned,  conceiving  from 
the  noise  that  the  country  people  had  closed  in  on  the  yeomen  and  police,  and 
had  come  to  close  quarters.  Deponents  impression  then  was  that  the  country 
people  were  attacking  them  with  sticks ;  deponent  shortly  changed  that  opinion ; 
in  the  course  of  the  entire  day  deponent  saw  no  fire-arms  with  the  country  people. 
Deponent's  reason  for  changii^  his  opinion  was,  that  on  turning  round  deponent 
saw  three  or  four  stones  commg  from  the  field  opposite  to  the  pound,  evidently 
falling  among  tlie  yeomen ;  and  deponent  then  conceived  that  it  was  stones  striking 
the  musket  that  made  the  noise.  Deponent  saw  no  other  specific  assault  except 
the  throwing  of  the  stones,  and  the  rushing  of  the  people  on  the  yeomanry ;  does 
not  mean  to  say  other  stones  were  not  thrown,  but  deponent  saw  none.  About  a 
minute  after  those  stones  were  thrown,  deponent  heard  the  first  shot ;  about  half 
a  minute  after  deponent  heard  the  second  ;  heard  the  third  immediately  after  the 
second :  the  first  shot  appeared  to  deponent,  from  seeing  the  smoke,  to  be  on  the 
ix>ad  firom  where  the  people,  yeomanry  and  some  of  the  police  mingled  ;  cannot 
tell  where  the  second  and  third  shots  came  from  ;  the  second  and  third  shots  might 
have  come  from  the  grove  at  the  other  side  of  tb^  Slaney ;  is  confident  they  might ; 
if  deponent  had  been  asked  on  his  direct  examination  whether  the  second  shot 
was  from  behind  him,  he  might  have  said  it  was.  The  grove  runs  along  the  edge  of 
the  river,  so  as  that  when  deponent  was  there^  the  grove  reached  deponent's  rear. 
After  the  second  and  third  shot  deponent  heard  a  volley,  and  then  some  odd  shots; 
the  people  who  were  lying  down  at  the  back  of  the  ditch  appeared  to  deponent  to 
be  lying  there  for  self-preservation;  whilst  in  that  position  they  could  not  assist 
any  ooe.  Deponent  would  consider  it  a  very  bloody  and  sanguinary  act  to  shoot 
them  in  that  position ;  would  consider  any  policemen  who  would  prevent  yeomen 
from  shooting  men  in  that  position  a  humane  man,  and  in  doing  so  deponent 
would  consider  he  was  doing  no  more  than  his  duty.  Deponent  thought  the 
yeomen  were  soldiers,  they  looked  so  military  like  ;  those  that  he,  deponent,  first 
saw  were  in  new  uniforms,  and  looked  very  like  soldiers  as  they  marched  up» 
and  deponent  perceived  they  were  yeomen  from  seeing  some  in  coloured  clothes^ 
and  deponent  was  confirmed  in  his  belief  when  the  yeomen  halted,  from 
their  not  all  turning  to  their  officer.  Deponent  heard  there  was  a  great  number 
of  the  people  .  killed  and  wounded ;  also  heard  there  was  a  yeoman  killed 
and  several  wounded.  Deponent  saith,  that  the  crowd  making  with  the  yeo* 
men  from  where  deponent  joined  them  at  the  school-house  after  the  firing,  were 
many  of  them  townspeople  whom  deponent  knew,  as  he  spoke  to  some. .  Deponent 
cannot  form  any  belief  as  to  the  number  of  that  erowd,  because  they  were  walking 
with  deponent ;  from  their  walking  witli  him,  deponent  would  consider  this  crowd 
was  on  friendly  terms  with  the  yeomanry ;  did  not  hear  them  conversing  with  the 
yeomeo.  Deponent  believes  that  the  other  crowd  were  dispersed ;  did  not  hear 
the  crowd  with  the  yeomen  speak  at  all  of  the  carnage ;  did  not  hear  the  yeomen 
themselves  talk  about  it ;  from  the  stones  that  were  thrown,  and  the  rush  of  the 
people  on  the  yeomanry,  deponent  conceives  that  the  firing  was  inevitable ;  but  no 
man  laments  the  sacrifice  of  human  life  more  than  deponent ;  considers  the  com- 
noandii^  officers  of  the  yeomen  as  capable  of  forming  an  opinion  on  that  subject 
as  well  as  deponent.  Deponent  considers,  that  if  the  officers  who  commanded  the 
men  were  present,  and  commanded  the  men  not  to  fire,  that  they  would  not 
perform  their  duty  in  doing  so.  Deponent  considers  that  if  the  officers  had  seen 
what  be,  deponent,  saw,  and  believed,  as  deponent  did,  that  it  was  the  intention  of 
the  people  to  disarm  the  yeomanry,  that  a  greater  sacrifice  of  human  life  would 
have  ensued  if  the  yeomanry  had  not  fired ;  that  belief  was  formed  fi*om  what 
deponent  saw  on  that  occasion.  When  the  word  "  Hall  front !"  was  given,  deponent 
saw  some  of  the  yeomanry  turn  in  irregularly.  Deponent  does  not  think  that  that 
was  regular  discipline.  Deponent  thinks  that  men  who  had  evinced  the  irregularity 
observed  by  this  deponent,  and  to  have  been  committed  on  the  part  of  the 
yeomanry,  might  be  capable  of  observing  discipline  in  the  conflict  that  followed. 
Deponent  thinks  it  unjustifiable  to  fire  at  any  one  crouching  under  ditches,  but  he 
would  think  it  justifiable  in  a  yeoman  firing  at  persons  running  away  whom  he  had 
fired  at  before,  if  he  considered  them  assailants.  Deponent  does  think  that  two 
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or  three  c^the  old  resident  magistrates,  that  were  known  to  the  people,  if  they  wei^ 
prespn]^  could  r^ot  have  kept  the  people  within  bounds.  fralter  Hoare. 

The  Court  having  adjourned  on  this  day,  Monday,  the  2;^th  instant,  at  the  honf 
of  half-past  seven  o'clock,  to  that  of  tfen  on  the  following  morning,  re-asseteble  on 
this  morning,  the  28th  instant,  at  the  appointed  hour,  to  hear  the  several  deposi- 
tions as  they  follow  : 

John  Meyiard^  of  Newtown  Barry,  labourer,  beipg  duly  sworn:  Saitb,  lives  in 
Newtown  Barry ;  was  wounded  on  Saturday  the  1 8th  instant,  by  a  b^l  passing 
from  under  hi«  shoulder  behind,  and  out  at  his  collar  bone.  Deponent  wa^  in  such 
a  position  ^X  the  time  a^  that  lie  could  see  the  man  who  shot  him ;  knows  the 
man  who  ^ot  him ;  his  name  is  Alex  Jordon ;  Alex  Jordon,  of  the  Newtown 
Barry;  yeomanry ;  to  the  best  of  deponent's  knowledge  he  was  three  or  four 
perches  from  Alex  Jordon  when  he  shot  him,  deponent ;  Alex  Jordoq  wa^  by 
himself  when  he,  Jordon,, so  shot  deponent;  he,  Alex  Jordou,  was  at  that 
time  iO*or  H  yards,  singed  out  from^  the  rest  of  the  yeomei)  at  their  back»  on  the 
footpath;  the  other  yeomen,  at  the  time,  were  io  ranks  in  the  middle  of  the  roi^, 
^\\\t  their  faces  to  the  river ;  did  not  hear  another  shot  fired  after  that  for  a  quarter 
of  an  hour,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge.  Deponent  did  not  fall  when  he  received 
the  wound.  -Deponent  went  down  beyond  the  pound,  and  turned  dpwn  towards 
Bun^y-lade  Bridge;  in  about  10  minutes  got  over  into  Mr.  Kennedy's  fie!ds»  and 
crept  on  hi^  hands  and  feet  to  a  little  bank,  where  deponent  remained ;  walked  to 
Peter  Farlan's,  after  having  remained  in  the  field  for  an  hour.  Deppneat  was 
dressed  by  Doctor  Boyse,  in  his  mother's  house.  Deppnent  was  pqt  to  bed, 
and  remained  there  ever  since  ;  did  not  see  any  other  person  fall  on  that 
day^  bi)t  on  his  way  home  saw  numbers,  of  people  lying  in  the  ditch  on  tN  broad  §A 
theirbacks ;  does  not  knew  whether  they  ivere  killed  or  wounded.  While  desponent 
ivas  lyin|;  in  Mr.  Kennedy's^ field,  deponent  could  hear  the  shots  flying  ovor  hjs^ 
deponent's,  head ;  did  not  offer  tlie  slightest  injury  or  offence  to  Alex  JordoQ 
previously  to  his  being  shot.  Deponent  heard  Jordon  to  him  say,  before  he,  depo- 
nent, was  shot,  '*  Meylard,  stand  back,  or  I  will  shoot  yoU  ?"  "  For  what,  Alex,*" 
said  deponent,  "  did  I  ever  offend  any  one  belonging  to  youf'  Alex  Jordon 
said,  <'^No  matter,  I  will  take  your  life  if  I  can,  fqr  what  has  past  a  month 
agov^'  Deponent  could  not  iell  the  meaning  of  that,  unless  it  was  the  bonfire  they 
had*  in  the  street  of  Newtown  Barry  on  the  fair  day;  said  Jordon  tdd  deponent 
he,  Jordon,  Mould  mark  him  for  carrying  the  card  on  the  fair-day. 

By  Counsellor  Robinson :  The  above  conversation  took  place  immediately  befona 
Jordon  shot  deponent ;  Jordon  was  quite  dose  to  deponent  at  the  time  be  made 
use  of  the  conversation,  and  wa$  facing  deponent  when  he  shot  him,  and  Jordan 
was  in  his  tanks,  and  was  facing  deponent  when  he  shot  deponent;  the  bnllei 
entered  in  the*  side  of  the  shoulder-blade . behind ;  there  was  no. noise  at  the 
time;  therd  was  no  shouting;  was  facing  deponent  when  be,  Jordon^  shot  hm;  is 
quite^certain  of  it.  On  deponent  seeing  Jordon  cook  his  pieoe,,  and  Jevjd  it  at 
depbnehf,  deponent  then  turned  round  his  shoulder,  where  the  shot  entered*  Us, 
deponent's,  shoulder;  there  were  no  other  sltots  fired  at  that  time;,  thai  was  the 
first  shot  that  deponent  had  beard  fired  that  day.  Deponent  was  standing  iq 
Mr. 'Blake's  bawn,  near  the  pound;  deponent  was  shot  in  Bla4ce's  bawn,  near  .the 
pound*;  <)eponent  was  standing  in  or  about  a  yard  off  the  road,  in  Blake's  bawn.) 
the-yeoilnaihry  were  standing  at  that  time  about.  10  perches  nearer  io  Newtown 
Barry  thi^  the  pound,  and  were  facing  the  river.  The  bawulies  at  the  same  aide 
of  tbe*rt)ad  the 'yeomanry  were  at;  all  the  yeomanry  were  standiag^in  line  At  that 
tfm^ '  Deponent  saw  the  police  at  that  time ;  the  police,  were  not  marching  on  at 
thtrt  time ;  lliey  were  waiting  for  ordeis  to  bring  the  cattle  to  the  town;  al|  the 
yeomanrywerestanding  thereat  the  tinoe^  with  their  backs  to  the  footpaths,  ^and 
frohtrng^tfe  Skmey  ;  at  this  time  there  was  no  noise  or  shoutinjb .  viz.  at:the.time 
dei!K3inent  received  the  ball ;  there  was  no  shouting,  to  deponent's  knowledf^,  before 
he;  deponent,  reeeived  the  shot ;  saw  stones  thrown^  about  five  or  six,  from  fiv^  or 
six  gatsons  standing  on  the  ditch  opposite  the  pound,  Slaney  side  of  tlie  road ;  wm 
in  Newtown  Bferry  on  Friday,  the  fair-day  ;  was  cairying  a  placard  ;  ^c^rmot  read 
or  i\Tite ;  does  not  know  what  was  on  the  placard;  got  it  from  Doyle's  son,  the 
son  of  the  man  that  owned  the  coWs,  who  promised  to.  give  deponent  a  shilling 
for  cartying  the  placanl  through  the  streets  from  the  hour  of .  twelve  ^to  half-^ 
past  three;  the  man  who  gave  deponent  the  placard  wf^s  older  thun  deponent;

did  Bot  eanry  that  placard  in  the  town  at  all  on  Saturday;  did  not  eany  any 
other  placard  on  Saturday.  Did  not  bear  Captain  Gr{tbam>  during  that  day, 
give  any  orders  to  fire ;  Captain  Graham  was  up  with  yeomen  at  the  time  the  first 
fidiot' was  fired ;  Alec  Jordon  stood  ia  the  centre  of  the  yeomanry  when  he,  Jordon, 
first  spoke  to  depon^at.  When  deponent  moved  down  towards  the  lower  end  of 
the  ranks  neac  the  pounds  Jordon  moved  after  deponent,  and  said  tQ  Joe  Hawkins, 
the  butcher,  who  is  a  yeoman  of  the  Enniscorthy  corps,  resident  now  in  Newtown 
Barry,  "  Will  we  have  any  firing  to-day  ?**  when  Hawkins  said,  "  I  hope  we  will, 
for  satisfaction  for  what  passed  the  othet*  day.''  Hawkins  was  in  his  pwn.cQrpa  in 
bis  ranks,  facing  the  river;  at  that  time  Jordon  had  \e£t  h\s  own  corps,;  and  fell 
into  the  ranks  of  Joe  Hawkins's  corps.  Deponent  did  not  see  the  yeomanry  prod- 
ding an^  of  the  people  with  their  bavonets ;  the  yeomanry  bad  their  bayon^tf  fixedf. 
and  their  guns  sloped  on  their  shoulders ;  the  yeomanry  of  Newtown  B«jty  war^^ 
next  Newtown  Barry ;  and  when  deponent  saw  Jordon  going  to  level  bim^  he. 
prayed  to  God  whether  be  would  take  it  in  his  face ;  deponent  turned  his  back,  and 
received  it  in  his  shoulder.  The  Enniscorthy  yeomanry  were  next  to  Enniscorthy 
when  the  first  shot  was  fired.  When  deponebt  got  into  Kennedy's  field,  a  maq  of 
the  name  of  James  Sapperty  carina  to  deponent  Deponent  first  discovered  he  wai^ 
wouhded  when  lying  on  the  sod,  after  he  recovered  from  throwing  up  bloodt 
Jordon  fell  ifito  the  ranks  of  tte  Enniscorthy  corps  bef<u*e  he,  Jordon,  fired^ 
Deponent  now  recollects  that  he  felt  a  Uttle  stug  when  he  heard  the  firat  sboti 
opened  his  coat  and  waistcoat,  put  up  his  hand  and  his  finger  went  into  the  bolt 
of  th^  wound,  and  this  on  the  spot  where  depoaent  was  wounded  ^  there  wer^  r^q 
couhti^  people  standing  near;  deponent  received  the  wound^  there  was  no,  ow^ 
within  six  yards  of  deponent  when  he  received  the  sliot  $  did  not  know  one  i^  si^ 
of  deponent  at  the  ^ime.  Deponent  heard  no  further  cpnversatioa  betw^n 
Hawkins  and  Jordon  than  what  deponent  has  already  described ;  did  not  h^ar 
bullets'  whi2zing.  There  were  others  beside  the  deponent  within  hearing  of  the 
conversation  that  took  place  between  Jordon  and  Hawkins^  which  conversjUioo 
deponent  has  already  described.  •  ;       »

Reverend  fViUiam  Hickey^  rector  of  Kiloormick,  havhig  been  called  by  GoupseJIor 
Robinson,  and  being  duly  sworn,  saith :  Lives  at  Kilcormick ;  is  a  ok^aian  and 
a  miigisltrate  of  the  county  Wexford ;  recollects  Saturday  the  1 8tb  instant  \  wap 
returning  on  that  day  from  the  county  of  Carbw^  through  Newtown  Baixy,  pn  hi|i 
way  home ;  met  on  said  day  a  man  with  a  gun  in  his  hand ;  the  gun  ajpipvepyred  Vf 
depbtientto  b^  a  musket  rather  under  the  ordinary  size;  met  this  person  a ^hovt 
disttitlce  On  the  Mishell  side  of  Kildavin,  neai*  a  fcsndi;  eatered  into  cooiVjeisatioa 
with  tifis  said  person;  Deponent  asked  bini  if  it  was  tme  what  deponeat  had,hcard» 
viz.  that  a  number  of  country  people  had  been  killed  at  Newtown  Barry  by  tbt 
yeolnanr^  or  military.  Deponent  bctd  beard  this  oircmsfttance  from  difier^nt  per* 
sond  whom  deponent  had  previously  met  on  the  road.  Deponent  stopped  |to  water 
his  horse,  and  during  this  time  had  the  above**meationed  conversation  w]|h  tbisimaa 
The  man  said  it  was  true  that  several  lives  had  been  lostj  or  wonAs  to  thalt  efiact 
Deponent  then  observed,  *'  Is  it  possible  that  the  military  body  co^4  have  6fe^ 
upon  an  unarmcfd  people  ?"  the  man  said  they  were  unarmed*  Uepoiiant  tbefi  in- 
quired,'^^  Are  you  certain ;  did  you  see  it?"  or  words  lo  that  efiect#>  -The  n^ap 
replied,  '^  I  did  not  see  them  fall  about  me."  Deponent  tben  obsepved  tiu^t  it  wfu 
a  shocking  matter,  and  that  he,  deponent,  should  go  on.  Deponent  aslfed  if  the 
streets  were  very  crowded  with  the  soldiers  and  peasantry ;  the  man  said,  ^^  Yea;'/ 
«id  that  the  soldiery  or  yeomen  were  in  Captain  Grahaai-s  yaKlv  'The  i»an  ad- 
vised deponent  not  to  go  into  the  town,  as  it  was  dangeroua ;  deponent  said  bet.w^g 
not  afraid  to  go  on ;  the  man  observed,  ^^Oh^  perhaps  there  ia  no  danger  of  you-'* 
Deponent  then  on  gbing  away  4sked  tHe  man  if  he  was  a  yeoman,  aoeing  the  gqn  in 
his  hahd;  the  man  rofSted,  '^  No,  lam  not,'*  and  went  on  with  a  man  ia  u^bo«0 
coiffpany  he  Was.  The  person  with  the  gun  appeared  to  be  a  smarts  waUtdr^qissed 
^UMJntryman,  and  a  perfect  sti anger  to  deponent.  -  ^  ^ 

By  Mr.  Costello :  Deponent  conceived  that  he,  deponent,  was  also  a  perfei^ 
stranger  to  the  man  with  the  gun.'  Deponent,  from  bis  okseri^atioo»,  thinks  the 
Irish  a  shrewd,  intelligent  people ;  not  apt  to  place  full  confidence  /in-strangecf,. 
Deponent  thinks  that  if  the  man  wkb  tHegun  thought  deponent  not  to  Moi^  toii|s 
own  party  he  wotjld  put  him,  deponent,  on  the  wrong  scent.     From  tbe  pi^iqus 
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question  deponent  bad  asked  the  man  with  the  gun,  deponent  thinks  it.  not  iaipix>« 
babie  that  a  man  might  have  conceived  that  deponent  disapproved  of  the  act ;  with 
that  impression  on  the  man's  mind,  deponent  thinks  it  possible  that  the  man  might 
have  said  that  he  was  not  a  yeoman  when  he  was  with  deponent ;  thinks  the  we^ 
was  telling  the  truth.  Deponent  suppases  this  conversation  with  the  man  was  about 
three  o'clock.  Deponent  does  not  think  that  the  pelting  of  stones  from  an  unarmed 
body  of  men  on  an  armed  one  would  be  sufficient  to  justify  the  firing  of  the  latter, 
uiiless  in  defence  of  life. 

By  a  Juror:  The  man  with  the  gun  had  not  cross-belts  on  or  cartridge-box* 
i)eponent  does  not  think  it  would  be  prudent  for  a  yeoman  at  that  time,  after  the 
occurrence  of  Newtown  Barry,  to  have  been  so  far  from  Newtown  Barry  by  him* 
self.  Deponent  thinks  that  an  armed  Protestant  (not  a  yeoman),  who  had  not 
been  known  to  have  been  in  the  affiray,  would  not  have  run  any  risk  by  being  on  the 
portion  of  the  road  on  which  deponent  travelled. 

IVUUam  Hickey. 

Harry  Hcgan,  of  Ballipresus,  a  labourer,  beins  duly  sworn,  saith :  Was  on  the 
road  near  the  pound  of  Newtown  Barry  on  Saturday  the  tSth  instant;  saw  stonea 
thrown,  and  falling  amongst  the  yeomen.  Knows  Captain  Graham.  At  the  time 
the  stones  were  tlirown  deponent  was  about  ten  yards  from  Captain  Graham ; 
heard  Captain  Graham  give  orders  to  the  yeomen  to  fire ;  after  deponent  heard 
Captain  Graham  give  orders  to  fire  beard  finng ;  heard  one  shot  first;  heard  shots 
after ;  heard  general  firing  after ;  after  the  general  firing  heard  some  shots.  Is  ac*» 
quainted  with  the  names  and  persons  of  individuals  whom  he  saw  fire  on  that  occa^ 
sion,  viz.  Alec  Jordan,  James  Devitt,  John  Deacon,  Joe  Radwell,  Sam  Radwell, 
Tom  Radwell  and  John  Perrin ;  cannot  name  any  other  person  whom  deponent 
saw  fire.  Saw  persons  firq  shots  after  that ;  does  not  know  their  names.  Knew 
Rogan  the  yeoman,  who  is  now  dead  ;  saw  Rogan  fall  on  that  day.  Saw  a  person, 
whom  deponent  knows,  fire  a  shot  that  injured  Rogan ;  that  person  is  John  Koul^ 
ton,  a  yeoman.  At  the  time  Rogan  fell  he,  Ro^an,  had  left  the  ranks ;  he,  Rog^, 
advanced  five  stepa  forward ;  saw  Rogan  fire ;  Uogan  fired  iu  the  direction  of  the 
water,  at  a  man  going  into  the  field.  Deponent  saw  Moulton  raise  his  gun  and  fire 
at  a  man  in  the  held,  as  deponent  believes,  and  at  the  time  he,  Moulton,  fired  depo- 
nent saw  Rog^n  fall.  After  Kogan  fell  he,  deponent,  heard  other  shots  fired. 
Deponent  saw  no  man  fire.  Deponent  was  standing  on  the  road  at  the  time  of  the 
firing;  a  yeoman  belonging  to  Captain  Graham's  corps,  a. friend  of  deponent^ 
pulled  him,  deponent,  into  the  ranks,  when  deponent  was  going  to  cross  the  ditch, 
and  prevented  him  by  pulling  him  back  into  the  ranks  of  the  yeomen ;  to  this  cir- 
cumstance  deponent  thinks  he  owes  his  safety.  Knows  the  yeoman's  name  who 
pulled  him,  deponent,  into  the  ranks ;  his  name  is  William  Radwell,  the  man  whom 
deponent  first  mentioned  and  named  as  having  fired  at  the  first  firing.  It  was  after 
that  deponent  saw  Rogan  and  Moulton  fire. 

By  Counsellor  Robinson :  When  deponent  saw  the  stones  thrown  and  £aJling 
among  the  yeomen,  deponent  was  standing  close  to  them ;  that  was  at  the  end  of  the 
line  nearest  NewtoWn  Barry.  At  the  time  the  stones  were  thrown  the  yeomanry 
were  not  marching ;  the  yeomen  were  in  ranks  across  the  road  when  the  stones  were 
thrown.  Deponent  was  about  ten  yards  from  Captain  Graham  when  the  stones 
were  thrown.  Deponent  was  standing  on  the  centre  of  the  road.  Captain  Graham 
was  on  the  lower  side  of  the  road  next  the  Slaney.  Captain  Graham  was  about 
seven  yards  from  where  the  first  shot  was  fired ;  that  shot  was  fired  farther  from  the 
towa  than  where  Captain  Graham  was.  Deponent  saw  the  person  who  fired  that 
first  shot.  Immediately  before  the  first  shot  was  fired,  deponent  heard  Captain 
Graham  give  the  orders  to  fire ;  just  at  the  moment  the  man  who  fired  that  first  shot 
was  within  four  or  five  yards  of  Captain  Graham.  Cannot  describe  how  it  was  thai 
Captain  Graham  gave  the  orders  to  fire. .,  Deponent  heard  Captain  Graham  give 
the  orders  to  fire,  and  saw  him  when  he  was  givins  the  orders  to  fire ;  the  yeomanry 
were  across  the  road  at  the  time,  some  with  their  utces  towards  Newtown  Barry,  and 
others  with  their  faces  in  different  ways.  Saw  the  police  there  at  the  time.  Saw  the 
cows  on  the  road  before  the  police.  When  Captain  Graham  gave  the  orders  to  fire 
be  was  on  horseback,  and  bis  horse's  head  was  facing  down  towards  the  pound. 
Captain  Graham  made  use  of  more  words  than  the  word  ^^  fire,"  but  deponent  only 
heard  the  word  ^^fire;"  Captain  Graham  spoke  that  out  in  a  very  loud  voice. 
Captain  Graham  was  on  a  stoop,  with  hand  behind  him,  vehen  he,  Captain  Graham, 
gave  the  orders  to  fire.     Captain  Graham  leaned  sideways  when  he  gave  the  ordens 
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to  (ire.  After  the  first  shot  was  fired,  deponent  cannot  say  what  time  elapsed  pref-. 
^oasiy  to  the  firing  of  the  other  shots;  a  very  short  space;  the  firing  from  the  first 
to  the  last  shot  continued  from  about  six  to  eight  minutes.  Deponent  saw  no  dis^ 
.turbance  at  the  time  Captain  Graham  gave  the  orders  to  fire.  Deponent  heard  no 
shouting  at  the  time  the  first  shot  was  nred  but  the  loud  voice  of  the  people.  The 
yeomen  whose  names  deponent  has  mentioned  belong  to  the  Newtown  fiarry  corps. 
The  Newtown  Barry  corps  were  standing  across  the  road  at  the  time  the  cattle  left 
the  pound.  At  the  time  Captain  Graham  gave  the  orders  to  fire,  the  yeomen  were 
facing  him,  Captain  Graham;  and  one  of  the  yeomen  asked  Captain  Graham,  if  hc^ 
Captain  Graham,  would  not  give  tliem  leave  to  fire,  as  the  crowd  was  coming  oq 
them.  Cannot  say  what  Captain  Graham  answered,  but  gave  them  orders  at  the 
same  time  to  fire.  Deponent  was  standing  along  with  the  yeomen  at  that  time ; 
before  that  Radwell  had  pulled  deponent  into  the  ranks.  After  the  first  shot  was 
fired,  deponent  wanted  to  run  across  the  ditch,  and  it  was  then  Radwell  pulled  him, 
deponent,  into  the  ranks.  At  this  time  deponent  was  standing  in  the  ranks  with  the 
yeomen,  with  one  at  each  side  of  him,  deponent  After  Captain  Graham  gave  the 
orders  to  fire,  and  after  the  first  shot  had  been  fired,  Radwell  pulled  deponent  into 
the  ranks.  After  the  first  shot  was  fired,  deponent  was  standing  in  the  ranks  of  th^ 
yeomen,  Radwell  at  one  side,  and  another  yeoman  at  the  other  side  of  him,  deponent. 
Deponent  does  not  know  his  name.  Deponent  never  left  the  yeomen  until  after 
the  firing  had  ceased.  At  the  time  Captain  Graham  gave  the  orders,  all  the  yeomep 
wheeled  round  towards  the  pound,  facing  the  crowd.  Deponent  turned  round  with 
the  yeomen,  and  faced  in  th^  same  direction  with  them. .  At  this  time  the  yeomen ' 
whom  deponent  has  mentioned  were  some  of  them  three,  some  of  them  four  yards, 
from  deponent,  in  firont  of  him,  deponent,  and  others ;  deponent  could  lay  his 
hand  on  them ;  they  were  in  front  of  him,  deponent,  and  partly  sideways. 
Upon  getting  the  order  to  fire,  the  yeomen  did  not  all  fire  at  once ;  some  of  them 
fired  a  short  space  of  time  before  the  rest,  about  a  quarter  of  a  minute.  Of  the 
seven  persons  whom  deponent  has  mentioned,  some  of  them  fired  together, 
some  of  them  first.  Deponent  saw  distinctly  all  these  persons,  whom  deponent 
has  already  named,  fire.  Joe  Radwell  was  the  fttrthest  firom  deponent,  in  or 
about  four  or  five  yards.  Saw  no  person  killed  by  these  seven  shots.  The 
crowd  were  ivithin  about  ten  yards  when  the  first  shot  was  fired,  then  they  scat- 
tered througii  the  fields  and  along  the  roads ;  some  of  them  were  within  from 
fourteen  to  twenty  yards  distant  firom  the  yeomeq  at  the  time  the  other  six  shots 
were  fired.  Deponent  did  not  see  Captain  Graham  after  the  first  shot  was  fired ; 
did  not  look  to  see  him  ;  deponent  was  too  much  firightened.  After  the  first  shot 
was  fired,  deponent  saw  no  confusion,  every  man  was  running  away.  Deponent 
saw  Rogan  fall  not  long  after  the  seven  shots  as  above  mentioned ;  deponent  saw 
Rogan  advance  about  five  paces.  Moulton  was  at  the  Newtown  Barry  side  of 
Rogan,  behind  him,  Rogan;  both  their  feces  were  facing  the  river;  at  the  time 
Rogan  fired  and  was  turning  round  to  return  into  his  ranks,  Moulton  shot  him 
beside  the  eye ;  Moulton  was  within  about  six  yards  of  Rogan  when  he,  Moulton, 
shot  him. 

By  a  Juror :  Knows  the  man  who  fired  the  first  shot,  his  name  is  Alec  Jordan ; 
Jordan  fired  the  first  shot  facing  the  streets  and  towards  the  river;  Jordan  was 
standing  at  the  river  side  of  the  road  when  he,  Jordan,  fired  the  first  shot  Knows 
some  of  the  Newtown  Barry  yeomanry ;  at  the  fiist  commencement,  Captain  Gra* 
ham's  yeomen  were  next  the  pound ;  some  of  Captain  Graham's  yeomen  were  next 
Newtown  Barry  at  the  time  the  fire  commenced ;  at  the  time  the  cattle  left  the 
pound  the  Newtown  Barry  corps  came  up  and  advanced  a  little;  does  not  know 
whether  there  were  any  other  yeomen  between  Captain  Graham's  corps  at  the 
Enniscorthy  side  of  them ;  the  yeomen  who  fired  were  on  deponent's  left,  and 
Rogan  was  in  front  of  them,  and  between  deponent  and  the  pound.  Deponent 
was  as  near  Rogan  as  the  man  that  fired.  Deponent  would  count  two  between 
Rogan's  fall  and  the  time  the  seven  yeomen  fired ;  there  was  smoke  when  the 
seven  yeomen  fired ;  there  was  none  of  that  smoke  between  deponent  and  Rogan ; 
the  police  at  that  time  were  behind  deponent,  nearer  to  Newtown  Barry ;  cannot 
tell  how  far  the  police  were  from  him,  deponent,  then ;  Rogan  was  within  six  or 
seven  yards  of  deponent ;  the  police  could  not  be  near  Rogan;  «aw  no  policeman 
near  Rogan  at  that  time ;  does  not  think  any  policeman  could  have  been  near 
Rogan  at  that  time  without  deponent  seeing  him ;  deponent  means  the  time  Rogan 
was  shot;  Moulton  was  within  four,  five  or  six  yards  fi-om  Rogan  when  Moulton 
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shot  bim,  Rogan ;  there  i/vas  no  peirsan  between  Rogan  arid  Mbulton  at  tbat  tioie ; 
tfie  reiisoii  deponent  bas  for  believing  that  that  shot  killed  Rogan  ie,  tbat  be  saw 
BO  other  flho^  at  tbat  time  and  in  that  direction  when  Rogan  fell;  is  quite  sure 
that  shot  killed  Rogan ;  und  the  reasons,  because  deponent  saw  no  other  roan  rise 
or  'fire  towards  Rogan,  and  deponent  saw  Rogan  §eA\  when  he,  deponent,  saw 
Moutton  fire ;  and  also,  as  deponent  heard  MocdtDn  curse  a  large  oath  that  be, 
ftfeulton,  liad  killed  Rogan  in  place  of  another  person.  When  the  firing  cea^, 
and  tbe  yeotnanry  were  returning  to  Newtown  Barry,  deponent  remained  behind 
fttid  went  towards  Rogan.  Deponent  was  in  or  aibout  fourteen  or  fifteen  yards  of 
tiie  poond-hodse  when  the  first  shot  was  fired.  Never  knew  Mevler,  who  is 
wounded,  till  that  day,  although  lives  near  town ;  did  not  see  Meyler  near  tb^ 
pound ;  saw  Alec  Jordon  leave  his  ranks  when  he  fired  the  shot;  Jordon  adranced 
a  few  steps  forward  from  where  he  bad  been  standing  previously  to  that,  and  re* 
turned  intd  bis  ranks.  One  of  the  yeomen  made  an  attempt  to  prod  deponent  witi) 
fcis  bayonet  before  there  wa6  any  provocation  or  any  people  gathered  n^r  them, 
viz.  the  yeomen ;  did  not  see  the  yeomen  make  any  attempt  to  prod  the  people 
"mith  their  bayonets  afterwards,  but  saw  the  police  present  their  guns  and  baypnet$ 
'sit  the  people  that  were  on  the  ditch,  desiring  them  to  keep  back ;  at  the  time  that 
the  cattle  were  driving  towards  Newtown  Barry  there  was  no  man  near  deponent 
tut  the  yeomen,  when  the  yeomen  made  a  thrust  at  hrai,  the  deponent,  with  his 
'bayonet ;  knows  the  yeoman  that  made  the  thrust  at  him,  bis  name  is  William 
*&otvan ;  did  n6t  hurt  deponent  with  his  bayonet.  Deponent  saw  no  crowd  fol- 
lowing the  yeomen  on  their  leaving  Newtown  Barry  but  a  few  gorsoons ;  the  gor- 
•ddohs  touted.  Deponent  was  within  a  very  small  distance  of  Cowan  when  he, 
'Cowan,  made  the  attempt  to  prod  deponent  with  the  bayonet ;  in  making  the  at- 
'tempt  to  prod  deponent.  Cowan  u'as  prevented  by  Radwell  catching  him.  Cowan, 
%y  lAie  artn.  Deponent  eorreots  bimself,  and  says  it  was  what  they  call  abalbert 
^tbat  Cowan  made  the  thrust  at  him  with.

^ on  the  following  morning,  re-assembled  on  this  morning,  29th  of  June  1831,  at  the 
appointed  time,  to  hear  the  several  depositions  as  they  follow. 

-  Pat.  NeoiUe^  of  Gloroguemore,  ftumer,  being  duly  sworn,  saith :  Was  on  th^ 

road  near  Newtown  Barry  on  Saturday  tbe  i8tb  instant;  deponent  saw  Captain 

'Graham  then  on  borsebeLck  with  a  naked  sword  in  his  band ;  deponent  saw  stones 

'thrown  from  the  people  towards  the  yeomen,  about  five  or  six  in  number;  did  not 

see  any  yeoman  or  policetnan  seriously  injured  by  the  throwing  of  stones ;  after  and 
patdy  at  the  time  tbe  throwing  of  those  stones,  deponent  baard  Captain  Gmham 
«ve  orders  to  fire;  -^hen  deponent  heard  the  orders  to  fire,  ran^way  instantly; 
heard  a  shot,  then  beard  a  few  others  in  quick  succession,  then  general  firing; 

*  after  the  general  firing,  def)onent  heard  separate  shots  ;  when  dei^nent  ran  away 
'  he  stood  behind'  the  wall  of  the  pound  for  personal  safety ;  deponent  did  not  see 

a  shot  fired,  for  deponent  ran  away  for  safety. 

By  Counsellor  Robinson :  Deponent  lives  about  five  miles  from  Newtown  Barry; 
went  there  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  tlie  cant  if  it  siwwld  go  on ;  deponent  says 

-  there  was  not  a  great  deal  of  shouting  at  the  time  the  stones  were;  thrown ;  deponent 
cannot  say  whether  any  of  the  atones ' siritek  the  .police  or  yeomanry,  they  came 
into  their  ranks ;  when  Captain  Oraham  gave  the  cnndersio  fipe,  be  ^as  betwi&t  tbe 
yeoman  and  the  pound;  when  the  orders  were  given  tafire,  deponent  saw  the 
yeomen  turning  to  face  the  town ;  deponent  says  the  yeomen  were  on  tbe  mo\e  to 
NewtoWn  Barry  when  the  orders  were  given  to.fire;  Captain  Graham  was  near 
about  the  centre  of  the  road  when  he  gave  the  orders  to  fire ;  deponent  was  about 
seven  yards  from  Captain  Graham ;  deponait  was  further  from  the  town  than 
Captain  Graham ;  Captain  *GrahamV  horse  was  facing  the  town  when  he  gave,  tbe 
orders  to  fire;  deponent  heard  Captain  'Graham  say,  "Fire  at  them;"  ^leponent 
heard  Captain  Graham  say  no  otlier  words ;  when  Captain  Graham  gave  the  orders 
to' fire  he  stooped  his,  Captain  Graham's,  head  in  the:  direction  of  bis  horse's  head 

*  and  the  yeomanry;  Captain  Graham  gave  orders  to  fire  in  a  good  full  voice; 

*  Captain  Graham  was  moving  on  towards  Newtown  Barry  at  the  tin^e. 
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By  a  Juror:  There  were  otber  words  connected  preceding  the  word  fire,  but 
<ieponent  did  not  hear  then),  could  not  hear  so  as  to  distinguish,

John  Walsh,  sub-constable  of  police,  of  Mishell,  c6unty  Carlow,  being  duly 
sworn,  saith  :  Deponent  attends  in  consequence  of  a  summons.  On  Saturday  the  1 8th 
instant,  deponent  was  at  the  pound  of  Newtown  Barry,  under  command  of  Captain 
King,  in  charge  of  the  cattle ;  saw  no  rescue  or  attempt  to  rescue  the  cattle ;  saw 
no  immediate  attempt  or  attempt  at  all ;  saw  a  good  many  of  the  people  in  the 
crowd  pushing  in  on  the  police ;  heard  others  of  the  people  in  the  crowd  cry  out, 
"  Don't  blame  the  police,  they  must  be  here,  it  is  the  yeomen  we  blame,**  or 
words  to  that  effect ;  deponent  did  not  see  what  occurred  between  the  yeomen  and 
the  people;  deponent  heard  Captain  King  cry  out  to  his  men,  **  Be  steady,  police, 
and  do  not  fire  ;'*  Captain  King  said  this  several  times. 

John  TVqkh. 

Richardson  Brittany  of  Scarawalsh,  farmer,  being  duly  sworn,  saith :  .Deponent 
holds  nearly  40  acres  of  land  ;  was  on  the  road  near  the  pound  of  Newtown  Barry 
on  Saturday  the  1 8th  instant ;  saw  the  cattle  in  the  custody  of  the  police ;  saw  no 
attempt  to  rescue  them ;  deponent  met  the  cattle  and  the  police  coming  on  the  jroad 
from  the  p6und ;  deponent  was  on  horseback  going  homewards ;  deponent  saw  the 
yeoman  and  the  people  in  the  rear  close  together ;  saw  the  yeomen  trying  to  keep 
the  people  bdck  with  their  bayonets ;  saw  the  yeomen  keeping  the  peojde  back  by 
apparently  sticking  or  prodding  at  them  with  their  bayonets ;  after  that  beard  shots ; 
deponent  heard  tlie  word  fire  given  before  deponent  heard  any  shots;  does  not 
know  who  gave  that  word  fire ;  saw  and  heard  stones  thrown  up  into  the  air  in  the 
direction  of  the  yeomen,  which  fell  on  their  guns  and  bayonets ;  deponent  dismounted, 
knelt  down  on  one  knee,  and  stooped  for  self-preservation ;  when  deponent  heard 
the  shots  firing,  saw  a  man  fall  about  the  breadth  of  the  road  from  deponent ; 
he  was  not  making  any  aggression  on  police  or  yeomen*  Deponent  is  positive 
the  second  man  whom  deponent  saw  fall  was  something  farther  off;  he,  the 
second  man,  was  on  the  move,  with  his  back  turned  ;  and  the  third  man  was  run- 
ning away  when  he  was  shot ;  after  this,  deponent,  when  he  got  opportunity  whilst 
they  were  reloading  where  deponent  was,  deponent  stood  up,  put  on  his  hat, 
cnoved  over  to  foot  of  the  yeomanry,  and  between  them  and  the  pound,  and  looked 
towards  the  wood  at  the  back  of  the  pound.  Saw  shots  fired  after  that,  but  saw 
no  person  fall ;  by  the  directions  of  the  guns  thinka^he  saw  the  persons  who  were 
fir^  at^  thes6  persons  were  in  the  act  of  running  away.  Deponent  is  positive  he 
saw  some  of  the  yeomen  reload  their  guns  three  times  and  discharge  them.  Saw 
00  guns  or  fire-arms  of  any  description  with  any  of  the  people. . 

By  Counsellor  Robinson :  After  deponent  got  up  he  saw  the  yegmen  reload 
and  fire;  thinks  the  firing  continued  more  than  five  minutes;  did  not  see  tlie. first 
shot  fired,  heard  it ;  appeared  to  come  from  among  the  yeomanry  or  police  behind 
deponent;  when  deponent  met  the  police  party  with  the  cattle^  the  policemen 
first.  Captain  Richards's  yeomanry  next  them,  Mr.  Nunn  and  Mr.  Brett  were  far- 
ther fi*om  the  town  than  Mn  Richards.  .  The  first  shots,  deponent  heard  fired  were 
behind  deponent,  next  the  town,  from  the  yeomanry  or  police,  cannot  say  which ; 
the  person  who  save  the  word  fire  was  behind  deponent  Deponent  heard  the 
word  fire  distinctly  given  ;  heard  no  other  word. 

By  a  Juror :  Deponent  knows  none  of. the  yeomanry  who  reloaded  on  that  day ; 
did  not  know  any  of  the  yeomanry  who  fired  00  tliat  day  ;  the  people  seemed  to 
be  wild  in  themselves,  but  deponent  did  not  see  any  violence  but  the  throwing  of 
stones  and  shouting  as  before  stated. 

By  a  Juror :  At  the  time  the  yeomen  and  police  were  passing,  deponent  then 
was  on  his  way  towards  home ;  they  had  not  all  passed  deponent  when  the  first 
shot  was  fired ;  the  yeomen  and  police  were  clear  of  the  pound- house  before  the 
first  shot  was  fired ;  some  of  the  people  were  between  the  yeomen  and  the  pound- 
house  ;  is  certain  that  the  first  shot  was  not  fired  at  or  near  the  pound-house,  as 
it  was  fired  from  behind  deponent ;  the  yeomen  were  close  to  the  police,  as  de- 
ponent saw  Captain   Richards  (whom  deponent  knows)  at  the  time  deponent 
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first  met  them.  Deponent  did  not  see  any  officer  mounted  on  horseliack.  De- 
ponent thinks  he  was  eight  perches  from  the  pound  at  the  time  the  first  shot  was 
fired. 

Richardson  Brittan. 

James  CokhugK  labourer  and  carman,  of  Ballinvally,  county  Carlow,  being 
duly  sworn,  saith  :  Was  in  Newtown  Barry  on  Saturday  the  1 8th  instant ;  saw  a 
good  deal  of  what  passed  on  that  day ;  left  the  town  in  or  about  two  o'clock  -for 
home ;  passed  home  through  Kildavin.  In  passing  through  Kildavin  went  into 
Mr.  Molone's,  at  Kildavin,  to  tell  him  of  the  slaughter ;  after  leaving  Mr.  Mo^- 
lone's,  went  into  his,  deponent's,  brother's  house,  a  few  perches  beyond  Kildavin ; 
deponent  went  into  bis  brother's  house  for  a  gun ;  the  gun  belonged  to  Ned  Cole- 
man ;  daid  gun  was  lent  to  deponent  by  Ned  Coletnan.  Deponent  lent  sfiud  gun 
about  a  month  before  that  to  his  brother  to  shoot  rabbits,  deponent's  brother  Imv- 
ing  permission,  as  he  told  deponent,  to  shoot  rabbits  on  Mr.  Brownrigg's  property. 
Deponent  wanted  the  gun  to  bring  it  home  to  protect  hitnself  from  the  Bayleys, 
who  are  yeomen  of  the  Mishell  corps,  which  said  Bayleys  deponent  saw  at  the 
pound  on  Saturday  the  1 8th  instant.  Deponent  is  evidence  against  the  Bayleys» 
and  is  bound  over  to  prosecute  them  at  the  Carlow  assizes,  for  firing  shots,  as  de* 
ponent  supposes,  at  the  B^everend  Father  Tiemey,  Roman-catholic  clergyman;  on 
that  day.  After  deponent  left  his  brother's  house,  he,  deponent,  met  a  gentleman 
on  horseback,  whom  he  did  not  know^  who  entered  into  conversation  with  deponent ; 
the  gentleman  stopped  to  enter  his  house,  during  which  time  the  conversation  took 
place ;  after  the  conversation*  the  deponent  proceeded  home  and  the  gentleman 
went  towards  Newtown  Barry;  the  gentleman  asked  deponent  bad  deponent  heard 
of  the  slaughter  in  Newtown  Barry ;  deponent  replied  he  had,  deponent  was 
looking  at  it ;  ^*  Oh,"  the  gentleman  replied,  ^'  sure  it  cannot  be  possible  that  the 
yeomen  opened  firing  on  the  people,"  or  words  to  that  effect ;  deponent  said  it  was 
a  fact,  he,  deponent,  was  looking  at  it.  The  gentlemen  asked  deponent  if  he^ 
deponent,  was  in  the  corps ;  deponent  said  he  was  not. 

By  Counsellor  Robinson :  There  was  another  boy,  of  the  name  of  William  Kelly^ 
present  when  the  said  conversation  took  place  between  deponent  and  the  gentle- 
man. Ned  Coleman,  who  lent  deponent  the  gun,  is  a  farmer^  has  about  four  acres 
of  land,  and  lives  in  Ragheeur  It  is  at  least  a  month  ago  since  deponent  was  bound 
to  prosecute  the  Bayleys.  Deponent  often  passed  by  his  brother's  bouse  since  that 
time  ;  did  not  call  for  the  gun,  because  he,  deponent,  was  not  afraid  of  the  Bayleys 
till  that  day ;  but  on  that  day,  after  the  slauebter  which  was  committed  by  the  yeomen, 
deponent  thought  that  the  yeomen  would  have  murdered  every  man  in  their  way, 
and  that  the  Bayleys  would  lean  particularly  on  deponent.  Deponent  says  be  is 
not  now  afraid  of  the  Bayleys,  >  as  he  considers  them  settled. 

James  Cokhugh. 

Mr.  Edward  Malone,  of  Kildavin :  Knows  James  Colclough.  Deponent  is  an 
extensive  farmer  j  on  Saturday  the  1 8th  instant,  James  Colclough  called  at  depo- 
nent's house  something  after  three  o'clock,  told  deponent  of  the  events  that  bad 
taken  place  in  Newtown  Barry.  James  Colclough  has  a  brother  that  lives  between 
deponent's  bouse  and  where  James  Colclough  lives.  Deponent  knows  James  Col* 
dough's  brother  to  be  u:  great  poacher  and  rabbit-shooter.  When  said  Colclough 
came  to  deponent'ft  house  he,  Colclough,  had  no  gun  with  him. 

Edward  Maky. 

Edward  Swayne^  being  duly  sworn,  saith,  He  lives  in  Newtown  Barry;  is  occa- 
sionally called  upon  to  act  as  bailiff;  was  in  Newtown  Barry  on  Saturday  the  i8th 
instant;  was  given  cattle  in  charge  on  that  day,  as  a  bailiff  in  Newtown  Barry; 
brought  up  these  cattle  from  the  pound  to  Newtown  Bariy ;  the  cattle  consisted  of 
three  heifers ;  these  cattle  had  been  distrained  for  tithes  due  to  the  Rev.  Alexander 
M'Clintock.  Mr.  John  Ralph,  of  Newtown  Barry,  ^ve  deponent  these  cattle  in 
charge  to  deponent.  James  Gregan  was  another  bailiff  employed  in  charge  of  the 
said  cattle.  Mr.  Ralph  was  with  James  Gregan  and  deponent  when  they  brought 
the  cattle  up  from  the  pound  ;  brought  up  the  cattle  to  the  town  for  the  purpose  of 
selling  them  for  tithe ;  Mr.  Ralph  desired  them  to  turn  the  cattle  down  to  the  wall 
at  the  lower  side  of  the  street  near  the  Slaney  bridge ;  deponent  and  Gregan  did  so. 
The  cattle  remained  there  not  a  long  time  ;  there  came  a  crowd  of  people  down 
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to  where  die  cattle  were  standing,  and  a  boy  carrying  a  board  with  letters  on  it, 
and  the  boy  cried  out,  ^'  Selling  for  tithe;''  then  Moses  Doyle,  of  Ballyphillip, 
asked  deponent  to  drive  up  the  cattle  to  the  street ;  deponent  told  Doyle,  Mr. 
Ralph  desired  him  to  stand  there  with  them ;  Mr.  Ralph  was  not  with  them  at  that 
time ;  there  went  then  a  parcel  of  boys  down  to  the  wall  and  drove  up  the  cattle; 
deponent  then  saw  Mr.  Ralph  at  Captain  Graham's  gate ;  deponent  stopped  the 
cattle  and  drove  them  towards  Captain  Graham's  wall ;  then  the  crowd  gathered 
and  rushed  the  cattle  from  the  wall  again ;  the  crowd  took  the  cattle  up  the  main 
street  with  them ;  then  deponent  went  to  Mr.  Ralph,  who  was  at  Captain  Graham's 
gate,  and  told  him  the  crowd  had  taken  the  cattle  away  with  them ;  Mr.  Ralph 
came  out  and  walked  hastily  up  after  the  cattle  ;  deponent  couki  not  see  any  more 
of  the  cattle  for  the  crowd.  At  the  time  the  crowd  so  rushed  the  cattle  from  the 
wall  they  were  making  a  great  noise^  but  did  not  molest  witness  or  any  one  else. 
The  crowd  rushed  the  cattle  from  the  wall  asainst  deponent's  consent ;  when  the 
crowd  turned  the  cattle,  deponent  went  for  Mr.  Ralph ;  on  the  virtue  of  his  oath 
the  crowd  took  the  cattle  away  from  deponent  forcibly. 

By  Mr.  Costello :  Deponent  said,  he  has  been  a  bailiff  or  sub-constable  for  the 
last  23  years ;  for  the  above  period  deponent  was  a  bailiff  and  process-server  until 
the  new  appointment  of  process-servers.  Deponent  has  a  great  many  relatives 
among  the  yeomen.  Deponent  is  above]  60  years  of  age.  Deponent  never  saw 
a  more  peaceable  rescue,  because  there  could  be  00  resistance  against  such  a  crowd ; 
bis  comrade  was  there  at  the  time  of  the  rescue  to  deponent's  knowledge.  De^ 
ponent  did  not  see  the  crowd  commit  any  violence  but  shouting.  Deponent  heard 
Moses  Doyle  say  that  that  was  no  place  to  sell  the  cattle,  but  to  drive  them  up 
into  the  street  Deponent  saith  there  was  no  blow  struck  or  stone  pelted  at  that 
time.  Deponent  heard  and  believed  that  the  cattle  were  afterwards  in  possession 
of  the  police.    Deponent  knows  nothing  of  them  after. 

Edward  Swayne. 

The  jury  having  retired  to  deliberate  on  the  evidence  adduced,  remained  in  deli- 
beration from  three  o'clock  on  Wednesday  the  29th  instant,  to  eleven  o'clock  on 
Thursday  morning  following.  The  Jury  were  obliged  to  adjourn  in  consequence  of 
Dr.  Hyde  certifying  that  Captain  Browne,  as  foreman,  was  unable  to  attend  from 
indisposition;  accordingly  the  jury  adjourned,  waiting  for  a  notification  from 
Dr.  Hyde  to  say  when  Captain  Browne  would  be  able  to  resume  business ;  which 
notification  was  received  on  Monday  the  11th  July,  when  the  jury  were  directed  by 
the  coroner  to  re-*assemble  at  Captain  Browne's,,  on  Wednesday  the  13th  July;  on 
which  day  the  jury  re-assembled  and  proceeded  to  examine  the  several  depositions.

REPORT  made  by  Brigade  Major  BushCj  to  His  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant of  Ireland,  in  consequence  of  Directions  given  to  him  by  His  Excellenc^^ 
to  inquire  into  the  truth  of  a  Report  that  the  Yeomanry  had  fired  Shots  in 
Derision  and  Triumph  over  the  Roman  Catholic  Chapel  at  Newtoum  Barry^ 
while  the  Relatives  of  those  who  had  been  killed  were  offering  up  Prayers 
for  the  safety  of  the  souls  of  the  Deceased, 


Newtown  Barry,  lytli  August  1831. 
Sir, 
ON  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  15th  instant,  I  immediately  set  out  for  this 
place  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  the  information  you  called  for ;  and  am  to  state 
that,  after  having  made  the  most  minute  inquiries,  I  find  the  representations  made 
to  Government  of  the  Newtown  Barry  Yeomanry  to  be  totcdly  untrue  and  without 
the  slightest  foundation.  On  my  arrival  here,  my  first  inquiry  was  of  some  wealthy 
farmers,  and  of  the  lower  class  of  country  people  and  town  inhabitants,  ^  of  whom 
declared  they  never  saw  any  thing  more  quiet  and  well  conducted  than  the  conduct 
of  all  parties  on  the  day  of  the  celebration  of  the  Mass,  and  that  a  Yeoman  had 
not  appeared  (as  such)  since  the  affray.  My  next  inquiry  was  of  the  most  respectable 
and  distinguished  persons  of  the  town  and  country,  viz.  Major  Ervine,  Major 
Devereux,  Mr.  Ralph  and  others,  all  of  whom  declared  they  heard  of  no  offence 
having  been  offered,  or  saw  or  heard  of  the  disturbance  or  disorder,  upon  the  day 
alluded  to ;  and  the  Yeomanry  did  not  appear,  as  such,  on  that  day,  or  any  other 
day  since  the  affray.  They  heard  no  shots,  nor  heard  of  any  shots  having  been 
fired,  except  one,  said  to  have  been  fired  b^  Lord  Farnham's  gamekeeper,  in  his 
Lordship's  demesne.  My  next  inquiry  was  of  the  Cavalry  and  Infantry  Officers 
who  were  in  town  at  the  time,  and  who  fully  corroborated  the  foregoing  state- 
ment. My  last  and  conclusive  inquiry  was  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Walsh,  the 
Priest  of  the  town,  who  celebrated  Mass  upon  the  day  alluded  to,  and  who  stated 
to  me  that,  on  the  morning  of  that  day,  it  had  been  (as  since  appears)  falsely 
reported  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Military  and  Yeomanry  to  parade  the 
streets  that  day,  to  the  great  annoyance  and  disturbance  of  the  people,  friends  and 
relatives  of  those  who  had  fallen ;  that  upon  receiving  this  report,  be  communi- 
cated the  same  to  Major  Campbell,  the  commanding  Officer,  who  immediately 
called  upon  the  Rev.  Mr.  Walsh,  and  assured  him  that  there  had  not  been  the  most 
remote  intention,  on  the  part  of  the  Military  or  Yeomanry,  to  offer  the  slightest 
interruption  or  offence ;  and  that,  lest  the  appearance  of  Military  might  cause  any 
apprehension,  he  had,  before  he  received  Mr.  Walsh's  communication,  drawn  the 
troops  into  Lord  Farnham's  demesne,  where  they  should  remain  until  the  people 
left  town.  Mr.  Walsh  told  Major  Campbell  that  a  shot  was  heard  in  the  direction 
of  the  Troops ;  Major  Campbell  said  he  heard  the  shot,  and  that  it  was  at  a  con- 
siderable distance,  in  Lord  Farnham's  demesne,  and  that  he  did  not  know  who  fired 
it.  Mr.  Walsh  stated  to  me  that,  some  time  after  his  interview  with  Major 
Campbell,  he  heard  the  shot  was  fired  by  a  Yeoman,  and  afterwards  heard  it  was 
fired  by  Lord  Farnham's  gamekeeper.  Mr  Walsh  also  stated  to  me  that,  at  the 
time  of  the  funeral  of  one  of  the  persons  who  had  fallen  at  Newtown  Barry,  a  shot 
was  heard  at  a  distance,  at  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  from  whence  the 
funeral  proceeded,  and  which  was  said  to  have  been  fired  at  or  near  the  house 
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of  a  Yeoman  who  lived  in  that  direction.  This  was  all,  he  said,  he  knew  of 
the  subject  alluded  to,  and  upon  which  I  required  information ;  and  upon  the  whole 
disclcdmed  any  knowledge  of  any  disturbance  having  taken  place,  or  the  slightest 
interruption  or  offence  having  been  offered  by  the  Yeomanry  on  that  or  any  other 
day  since  the  affray.  Considering  the  Rev.  Mr.  Walsh's  statement  quite  conclu- 
sive, I  do  not  consider  it  necessary  to  trouble  you  with  the  detail  of  any  further 
inquiries  which  I  might  make,  and  which  could  only  be  a  repetition  of  those  already 
stated.     Hoping  that  my  discharge  of  this  duty  may  meet  your  approbation,

*^  And  whereas  the  said  Mayor,  Bailifis  and  Commonalty  are  willing  to  maintain,  repair 
and  support  the  said  new  Gaol,  House  of  Correction  and  Buildings,  in  manner  hereinafter 
provided  ;  Be  it  therefore  Enacted,  That  the  expense  of  repairing,  maintaining,  supporting 
and  furnishing  the  said  new  Gaol,  House  of  Correction  and  other  erections  and  buildings, 
after  the  same  shall  have  been  erected,  built  and  furnished  as  by  this  Act  directed ;  and 
also  the  expense  of  maintaining  and  supporting  the  prisoners  to  be  confined  in  the  said 
new  Gaol  and  House  of  Correction,  as  well  as  the  sum  of  Thirty-five  Pounds,  bein^  the 
present  annual  amount  of  salaries  now  paid  to  the  Keepers  of  the  present  GhLOl  and 
House  of  Correction,  shall  be  borne  and  detirayed  by  the  Mayor,  Bailiffi  and  Commonalty  of 
the  said  City,  by  and  out  of  the  estates,  funds  and  revenues  belonging  to  the  Mayor,  Bai-

It  cannot  be  ascertained  with  exactness  what  has  been  the  annual  Expense  of  repairing, 
fitting  and  furnishing  the  said  several  Oaols  and  Houses  of  Correction  from  the  year  1800 
to  1831 ;  but  from  the  best  information  that  can  be  obtained,  it  amounted,  upon  an  average, 
to  £.50.  a  year  for  that  period,  exclusive  of  the  sums  expended  under  the  Act  of  f^arliament 
for  building  a  new  Gaol :  this  would  give  £.

That  part  which  rektes  to  tUe  common  Gaol  we  believe  to  be  quite  correct,  because  we 
have  the  accounts  of*  the  County  Treasurer  in  our  possession,  and  the  payments  have  all 
been  made  by  him. 

The  three  Houses  of  Correction  belong  to,  and  are  supported  by,  separate  dis^cts  within 
the  County,  and  each  has  its  own  Treasurer,  whose  accounts  were  not  formerly  sent  to  this 
office.  The  persons  who  were  the  Treasurers  within  the  earlier  part  of  the  period  embraced 
by  this  Account  have  been  dead  many  years,  and  their  families  dispersed.  The  Expenses 
during  that  time  were  not,  we  believe,  much  more  than  the  ordinary  expenses  of  repairs. 

Prior. to  1816  there  was  no  House  of  Correction  at  Kirkdale,  or  for  that  distnct  of  the 
County ;  the  one  at  Preston  served  for  that  district  also. 

In  selecting  from  all  the  accounts  the  Expenses  charged  for  repairs^  we  have  only  included 
those  which  appeared  to  be  charged  for  the  repairs  of  the  buildings,  and  not  those  for  the 
repairs  of  macninery,  looms,  implements,  tools,  bedding  or  clothing;  though  in  some 
instances  we  believe  that  part  of  the  bills  mi^ht  include  such  repairs,  and  in  other  cases  part 
of  the  bills  being  described  as  for  such  repairs  were  excluded,  tnough  we  believe  they  occa- 
sionally embraced  the  repairs  of  the  buildings.  The  vouchers  and  i)articulars  not  being  in 
our  possession,  we  could  not  make  the  requisite  examination  and  division,  to  be  quite  correct 
in  this  respect. 

The  account  includes  the  money  paid  for  the  purchase  of  land  for  all  the  prisons  during 
the  above  period,  amounting  to  about  £.25,000 ;  and  for  the  erection  of  new  Court  Houses, 
and  offices  attached  to  each  of  the  Prisons,  and  the  repairs  thereof,  which  would  probably 
amount  to  about  £.  40,000.

In  submitting  the  following  Statement,  I  have  to  observe,  that  I  have  not  been  enabled 
to  procure  an  Account  of  the  repairs  of  the  several  Gaols  in  the  City  of  London,  previous  to 
the  year  1817,  as  until  that  period  no  separate  Account  was  kept,  but  they  were  included 
in  the  general  bills  of  repairs  of  all  the  public  buildings  belonging  to  the  Corporation.  Since 
the  year  1815,  the  Poultry  Compter  and  the  Ludgate  Prison  nave  been  discontinued,  and 
the  erininak  and  vagrants  have  been  confined  in  the  Giltspur-street  Compter  and  House  of 
Correction,  and  the  Debtors  in  the  New  Debtors'  Prison  in  Whitecross-street.  The  Gaol 
of  Newgate  and  the  New  Debtors'  Prison  are  appropriated  to  the  confinement  of  the  cri- 
minals and  debtors  of  the  County  of  Middlesex  as  well  as  of  the  City  of  London,  but  the 
whole  Expense  has  been  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Corporation.
